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ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 


The past year has been one of substantial pro- 
gress and development in several lines of our munic- 
ipal work. Many laws have been passed materially 
affecting this city or making considerable changes 
In its government; new departments have been 
created and new lines of municipal activity 
initiated, and several important public  under- 
takings have been planned, advanced or com- 
pleted. I think it can be truthfully claimed that 
there is a general forward movement going on in 
Boston, that our people are awake to their opportu- 
nities of advancement,—in education, in art, in 
charity, in commercial development, in mechanical 
apphances, in public works, in municipal organiza- 
tion, — and that they desire to prepare this city to 
take a high rank among the greatest, most enlight- 
ened and most progressive communities of the coming 
century.

The following table shows all the purposes for 


which debt has been issued during the last three 
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years. Of course, this represents only the increase 
in the gross debt of the city, and is offset by the 
accumulation of the sinking funds. It is impossible 
to assign the increase of the net debt to any 
particular objects of expenditure, and it is there- 
fore necessary to use the figures of the gross 
debt in making any analysis of the causes of 
the increase. Of the total merease, the items 
for assessable streets, for sewers and for avenues 
are very largely taken care of by special 
assessments, the item for rapid transit represents 
an investment,—upon which a sufficient return to 
provide for sinking funds, as well as for interest, is 
being received,—and the item for South Union Sta- 
tion represents a short loan, which merely distributes 
this expense over the tax levy of a four-year period; 
and the item for schools is not under the control 
of the City Council or the Mayor. These items 
ageregate $15,257,500 of the total increase.

CLOSING OF FINANCIAL YEAR. 

Under the financial practice which has prevailed 
in the past, the City Council has appropriated early 
in the year the entire amount which could be raised 
within the $9 tax limit, plus the estimated income 
of the city,—from its distributive share of the corpo- 
ration tax, from charges made by various departments, 
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and from miscellaneous sources. As the whole amount 
included in the tax levy is fully appropriated, although 
quite a fraction of it is not collected within the 
limits of the financial year but remains outstand- 
ing, it is obvious that there is a balance which 
must be made up from receipts on account of 
unpaid taxes of previous years, if the city treasury 
is actually to receive in cash by the end of the 
financial year the full amount which has_ been 
appropriated. In the past the assumption that a 
certain average percentage of the taxes for the year 
would be actually paid into the treasury in cash by 
the last day of the financial year, January 31, and 
that the balance of the amount included within the 
$9 tax limit would be received from payments 
on account of unpaid taxes of former years, has 
practically held good; but it is clear that if in any 
year the collections made prior to February 1 fall 
materially below the average, a deficiency is created, 
which can only be bridged over by an excess of 
mcome received above the estimates. It is unfortu- 
nately the case that for some reason or other, — but 
through no fault of the Collecting Department, — the 
collections for this financial year up to the Ist of 
January have been about one and three-quarters per 
cent. less than for the same period of last year; as the 
total assessment this year is $14,262,000 this makes a 
deficiency in collections of about $250,000 up to the 
present time. Of course, we may come up to the

average percentage of collections before February 1, 
but this cannot be counted upon. 

At the same time we are unfortunately obliged to 
meet a considerable shortage in income, as our share 
of the proceeds of the corporation tax alone has, 
owing to changes in State legislation, fallen about 
$60,000 below the amount received last year. We 
are further confronted with the difficulty that, under 
the new law fixing the expenditures of the School 
Committee, referred to below, the sum of $250,000 
had te be provided, to meet the amount of $2.80 on 
each thousand of valuation allowed for schools for 
the current financial year, in excess of the appropri 
ation of $2,470,000, which had already been 
made. This additional sum could only be found 
by increasing the Auditor’s estimate of iImcome 
to include surplus water income, the amount of 
which was somewhat uncertain, and which it was 
very necessary to hold in reserve to meet such pos- 
sible deficiencies in other directions as I have men- 
tioned, as well as to provide for extraordinary 
contingencies in connection with the work of the 
departments. In addition to these difficulties 
the expenditures already made by the Street 
Department for the removal of snow during the 
financial year, owing to extraordinary storms, 
have exceeded the average expenditures of other 
years by fully $75,000, and there have 
been other unavoidable expenses incurred in 
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excess of department appropriations,— such as those 
of the City Hospital for the care of soldiers. 
It has also been necessary to make certain expendi- 
tures, some of them required by contracts, properly 
chargeable to loans, which the City Council has 
failed to provide for in that manner, leaving them 
to be met out of maintenance appropriations. Owing 
to these various reasons the task of closing the 
accounts of the city for this financial year will be 
one of unusual difficulty, and the requirements of 
the situation will at once be laid before the Board 
of Apportionment. There seems to be no _ plausible 
explanation of this deficiency of one and _ three- 
quarters per cent. in the collections except that 
quite a number of taxpayers are awaiting the decision 
of the Supreme Court upon the case which has 
been brought to test the legality of the sewer assess- 
ments, before paying even their ordinary taxes; it 
is hoped that this decision will be rendered during 
the present month. 


BOARD OF APPORTIONMENT. 


In my last inaugural address I pointed out some 
of the difficulties met with in the attempt to secure 
proper and business-like management of the finances 
of the city, and expressed the opinion that there 
was no adequate remedy for them except through 
the creation of a Board of Apportionment, on some- 
what similar lines to that which has long existed in 
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the City of New York. This subject was very soon 
after laid before the Merchants’ Municipal Com- 
mittee, which had been freshly constituted, upon my 
invitation, by the Associated Board of Trade; and, 
after full consideration, the members of the com- 
mittee gave the proposal their hearty and unanimous 
support, and secured for it the endorsement of a 
number of the representative trade organizations. 
After much discussion of the form which the pro- 
posed measure should take, a bill was finally drafted 
and presented to the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs. 

This bill proposed a board of six members, to 
consist of the Mayor, the presiding officers of the 
two branches of the City Council, the City Auditor, 
the City Engineer, and the Chairman of the Board 
of Statistics, all serving ex-offictis. While the mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Committee firmly adhered 
to the opinion that an ez-officio Board of this 
character would give the best results, they were 
obliged to yield to the objections which were made 
to this constitution, and to assent to a modification 
of the bill, reducing the membership of the Board to 
five, and providing for two elective members. While 
this change was conceded reluctantly, and with the 
feeling that the change introduced some uncertain- 
ties and dangers, the belief was still entertained 
that even with this modification the new system 
would produce vastly better results, and this still 
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remains the opinion of the committee. It may 
perhaps be regarded as fortunate that one of the 
officers named in the original bill to serve as an ea- 
officio member of the Board, namely, the Chairman 
of the Board of Statistics,— whose experience and 
training in the work of that department ought to 
render him especially qualified for such service, — has 
now been made by election a member of the Board, 
to serve for the first year of its existence, — during 
which its work will be of especial importance in the 
establishment of precedents and principles to govern 
future action. 

The creation of this Board, with such a _ consti- 
tution, not only marks the most important and far- 
reaching improvement, In my opinion, which has 
been effected in the government of Boston since the 
passage of the Charter Amendment Act of 1885, 
with its radical redistribution of powers, but it 
also marks a radical departure in American munic- 
ipal government, and one whose results will be 
watched with interest elsewhere. The Board will 
really be a small financial council, a_ sort of 
elective municipal ministry, with the complete re- 
sponsibility for financial legislation but without any 
administrative duties. That this innovation will 
prove a panacea for all of the evils, real or imag- 
inary —and they are largely of the latter character 
—which afflict our municipal government, I do not 
for a moment believe; but it will surely afford an 


> 
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opportunity such as has never existed before for the 
formulating of something like a scientific budget, 
particularly in respect to loan appropriations. 

I believe that the public opmion of the whole city 
will have a much greater influence upon this Board, 
four of whose members are elected by the city at 
large, than it can possibly have in a Common Council 
of seventy-five members elected from purely local 
constituencies. The financial resources of the city 
can at least be applied at a seasonable time in the 
year, and with a comprehensive view of the needs of 
all of the departments, and of all of the various pro- 
posals for the expenditure of loan money. Whether 
the constitution of the Board is the best possible one 
or not, it should, in my opmion, be given a full trial 
upon its present lines before any amendment is pro- 
posed. 

The pressure of expenditures upon the $9 tax 
limit would seem to make it almost necessary 
that the departments should be conducted with 
somewhat less financial latitude, and more closely 
upon a certain definite scale of expenditure, which can 
only be altered once a year. I am inclined to think 
that it will be found necessary to establish a mini- 
mum limit for the expenditures of each department, 
setting aside a sufficient amount in a reserved fund 
to provide for contingencies, and then to meet any 
real but unexpected needs of the different depart- 
ments by special transfers, made from time to time 
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through the year from this fund. The pressure 
upon the financial resources of the city within the 
tax limit seems to be constantly imcreasing, and 
the most careful and scientific management of our 
finances will be required in order to enable existing 
branches of municipal service to continue without 
such a restriction of their work as would be injuri- 
ously felt by our citizens, and to enable such new 
branches of service as the public welfare may require 
to be established from time to time. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In my last imaugural address I stated my own 
belief that the best organization of the School Com- 
mittee would be to place it upon exactly the same 
basis as the other departments of the city govern- 
ment by providing for the appointment by the Mayor 
of a Board of Education of seven members, — while. 
admitting that it was improbable that the Legisla- 
ture could be got to sanction such a departure 
from the old-established practice of this Common- 
wealth of electing the school authorities by popular 
vote. I now desire to express my hearty support of 
a compromise proposition presented to the last 
Legislature in a bill prepared by a committee of 
citizens interested in education, namely, that of 
reducing the number of members of the School 
Board by one-half, from twenty-four to twelve, three 
of such members to be appointed by the Mayor, one 
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each year, and nine to be elected, three each year. 
While such an organization of the School Committee 
may not be theoretically an ideal one from any 
standpoint, I believe that it would, in practice, effect 
an important improvement, and it ought to be within 
the range of possibility to secure the passage of a 
bill of this character. The large number of candi- 
dates to be voted for at each election is a great 
weakness of the present system from the standpoint 
of the citizen, and the large membership of the 
Board, resulting in the transaction of the most im- 
portant part of its busimess by committees, is a 
ereat drawback from an administrative standpoint. 
The appearance of the official ballot at the last city 
election, with its 23 candidates for the School Com- 
mittee and its multiplicity of designations, resulted 
in the bewilderment of the average voter, and in 
the suppression of any clear-cut and distinct issue 
between candidates. If only a few persons are can- 
didates for an office the people can be got to take 
an active and intelligent interest in an elective con- 
test; but this becomes hopelessly confused and_ be- 
littled by such a multiplicity of candidates as 1s 
inevitable where eight are to be elected at a time. 
The mere reduction of the number of persons to be 
elected to the School Committee each year from 
eight to three, would, in my opinion, accomplish a 
great deal of good, by making the office far more 
conspicuous and by compelling the nomination of 
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more specially qualified candidates, — thus creating 
a tendency, sadly lacking in the past, to make 
the election turn rather upon methods and systems 
of school administration: than upon merely personal 
considerations. I believe that the mcorporation into 
the committee of a minority of appointed members 
would also operate beneficially, through its tendency 
to bring into the committee some persons of special 
expert training who, under the present system, are 
either unwilling or unable to be nominated and 
elected. Possibly the changed political complexion 
of the School Committee resulting from the last 
- election, may lead the Legislature to receive with 
more favor than in the past propositions for its 
reorganization; and if those who lately interested 
themselves in the movement conducted by the Pub- 
lic School Association will devote one-half as 
much of effort toward convincing the Legislasure of 
the desirability of reform, Boston may be enabled to 
take an important step forward in ‘the administra- — 
tion of her schools during the coming year. 

By chapter 149 of the Acts of 1898 the School 
Committee was given additional loans of $300,000 
in 1899, $300,000 in 1900, and $250,000 in 1901, 
making $850,000 in all, to pay the expenses of 
building and furnishing High and Latin Schools, in- 
cluding the land therefor. By the amendment of 
chapter 408 of the Acts of 1895 made by chapter 
442 of the Acts of 1897, not less than $500,000 of 
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the loans to be issued by the School Committee for 
new school-houses in the years 1897 and 1898 were 
to be applied to new high schools. Thus, within 
the five years from 1897 to 1901, imclusive, the city 
will have expended $1,550,000 for new high schools, 
and for the seven years from 1895 to 1901, inclu- 
sive, will have expended under the authority of 
special statutes amounts aggregating $3,150,000; of 
this sum, $1,800,000 will have been devoted to Pri- 
mary and Grammar Schools, and $1,350,000, as above - 
stated, to High and Latin Schools. Of this aggre- 
sate amount, the $500,000 authorized to be expended 
in 1895 was outside the debt limit, while the balance 
has been, or is to be, issued inside the debt limit. 
The regular borrowing capacity of the city for the 
coming year is thus reduced by the sum of $300,000 
to provide for additional High School accommoda- 
tions. 

The problem of keeping the cost of new school 
buildings, particularly where land is to be bought 
for them in the more thickly populated districts of 
the city, within reasonable limits, has become one of 
pressing importance. The cost of the new Paul 
Revere School upon Prince street will amount to 
the surprising total of about $400,000, — $230,000 
for land and $170,000 for cost of building and 
furniture. The School Committee very properly 
secured at the last session of the Legislature an 
amendment of the unnecessarily onerous provisions 
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of the buildmg laws governing the construction of 
school buildings, and it is to be hoped that these 
changes, with the exercise of special care in the 
selection of sites, will result in greater economy in 
the future. 


SCHOOL FINANCES. 


By chapter 400 of the Acts of 1898 a most im- 
portant, and, I believe, beneficial, departure was made 
in respect to the finances of the School Committee. 
In my last maugural address I called particular at- 
tention to the evils of the. financial system then 
existing, under which the appropriations for the 
support of schools were nominally made by the City 
Council, but im reality by the School Committee 
itself, through its power to make expenditures for 
certain purposes In excess of its appropriations. By 
the act referred to a definite financial system for the 
support of our schools has at last been established, 
under which the City Council is deprived of the 
nominal power which it formerly exercised, and the 
School Committee itself becomes an appropriating 
body, but subject to a definite limit established by 
law. Under this act the School Committee, on or 
before the first day of March in each year, is to 
pass an itemized budget subject to the right of the 
Mayor to veto any items, —the Board having the right 
to pass an item over the veto of the Mayor only by 
vote of three-fourths of all of its members. This 
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gives the Mayor for the first time a real and effect- 
ive financial check upon the specific expenditures of 
the School Committee; hitherto he has only had the 
power of signing or vetoing the general, unitemized, 
appropriation for schools passed by the City Council,— 
which of course gave him no real financial control. 
Under the new act, the School Committee is limited 
in its appropriations to $2.85 on $1,000 for the coming 
financial year, and to $2.90 thereafter, so that it is now 
possible tor the first time to make up a really scien- 
tific budget of all of the current expenditures of the 
city. For the financial year which closes on the 
first of February next, the School Committee was 
allowed to expend $2.80 upon each thousand dollars 
of the actual taxable valuation of the city; this sum 
amounted to only $2,700,000, while the appropria- 
tion made by the City Council, before the passage of 
the act, amounted to only $2,470,000. The necessity 
of providing this additional sum of $230,000 after 
the passage of the annual budget imposed a very 
serious strain upon the finances of the city for the 
present year, and this could only be met at all by 
adding to the school appropriation the probable sur- 
plus income which had been kept in reserve to meet 
contingencies, and was no more than sufficient for 
such purpose. It seemed to me better, however, to 
submit to any financial inconvenience this year for 
the sake of securing the benefit of a definite limitation 
of school expenditures, —even though that limitation 
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allowed for a substantial increase of school appropria- 
tions during the next two years. If the $9 tax . 
limit is to be maintained, it would certainly seem 
that 32 per cent. of the total amount which the city 
is allowed to raise for all current municipal expendi- 
tures, outside of interest and sinking fund require- 
ments, 18 as much as can be devoted to the public 
schools without serious prejudice to other necessary 
branches of the city service. There was every reason 
to believe that if this check had not been imposed 
the expenditures of the School Committee would have 
continued to increase at a more rapid ratio than 
valuations, and would have been considerably over 
$2.90 on a thousand of the valuation by 1901. I 
believe that our school expenditures can be, and must 
be, kept within the limits, now established by this 
law, and that any movement for the modification of 
its provisions, at least until it has been fairly tried 
for a series of years, should be strongly resisted. 


CITY COUNCIL. 


It seems hardly necessary for me to repeat the 
views which I have expressed in preceding addresses 
in respect to the constitution of the City Council. 
The passage of the act establishing the Board of 
Apportionment greatly strengthens the considerations, 
strong enough before, in favor of the consolidation 
of the two branches in one body. The maintenance 


of a lower chamber of seventy-five members, drawing 
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$22,500 a year in salaries, and now having scarcely 
-a vestige of financial power, — only that of rejecting 
items passed by the Board of Apportionment, — 
and with no control over street franchises, appears 
such a _ palpable absurdity, and such a_ costly 
method of maintaining a municipal debating club, 
if that be considered a desirable object, that it 
seems to me scarcely possible that it can much 
longer be allowed to exist. Even with its financial 
powers unabated, the record of the Common Council 
during the last year in respect to the transaction of 
public business hardly seems to be such as to warrant 
its longer continuance. Since the summer vacation 
it undertook to hold fifteen meetings, but was obliged 
to adjourn six times for want of a quorum without 
transacting any business, while it adjourned three 
times more because of the breaking of a quorum before 
the business before it had been disposed of ; and it 
was only upon rare and exceptional occasions that the 
attendance was such as to warrant any hope that the 
fifty votes necessary for the passage of a loan order 
could be secured, whatever might be the merits of 
the measure. 

I do not wish by any means that it should be 
inferred that I am opposed to local representation in 
the City Council upon a reasonable plan. On the 
contrary, I believe that such representation is neces- 
sary and useful upon a proper basis. I would magnify 
the importance of ward representation by reducmg 
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the number of local Councilmen from three to one 
from each ward, and I would combine this local 
representation with that of the city at large, as now 
represented in the Board of Aldermen, by consolidating 
the two branches into a single body. 

The law passed by the last Legislature requiring 
each. political party to nominate twelve candidates for 
the Board of Aldermen, —the sole practical outcome 
ot all the legislative attention given to the subject of 
the reorganization of our City Council at the last 
session, — seems to me a striking example of the sham 
reform which is sometimes inflicted upon the public 
by well-meaning persons unfamiliar with practical 
conditions, or by others having sinister objects in 
view. The theory of this measure was that it would 
enlarge the latitude of choice by the people, which 
had been absurdly restricted by the operation of the 
law as it stood, with its limited vote feature; but the 
practical result has been, as every one acquainted with 
politics knew that it would be, to demoralize both 
political parties, and to substitute a personal scramble 
and a competition in political throat-cutting for an 
orderly election. The law as it stood — practically 
restricting the voter to the right to reject two 
out of the fourteen candidates — was bad enough ; 
but with this last change it is decidedly worse. 
No well-informed politician regarded the result of 
the recent aldermanic election as other than a lot- 
tery, and the final determination of the party 
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complexion of the Board by a few votes in the whole 
city, and that only after a recount, was only what 
was naturally to be expected under such a system. 
Moreover, the striking fact should be noted, which 
perhaps was not anticipated by the framers of this. 
act, that it took a far smaller number of votes to be 
elected to the Board of Aldermen than ever before, 
—the candidate receiving the largest number of 
votes only having 19,807, or 57 per cent. of the whole: 
number cast for the successful candidates for the 
Board of Apportionment, while the successful candi- 
date receiving the smallest number of votes only had 
15,509, or 42 per cent. of such number. Last year, 
on the other hand, the votes cast for successful 
candidates for Aldermen ranged from 38,507 to 
34,227. 

The party system may have its evils, but, in my 
opinion, they are very distinctly less than those of 
the last plan which the Legislature has endeavored 
to substitute for it. 


NEW DEPARTMENTS. 


In my first maugural address, three years ago, I 
stated my desire “to promote by every means within | 
my power, the interest of the citizens at large in 
their municipal work and to invite their co-operation 
in every practicable manner in its administration and 
in the consideration of municipal problems.” I have: 
been fortunate in having been able to carry out this. 
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purpose to such a considerable extent through secur- 
ing the establishment of seven new unpaid boards 
and enlisting the services of so many citizens in an 
advisory or semi-official capacity. While I believe in 
giving all necessary powers to the Chief Executive 
of a city, I have never believed that the best re- 
sults could be achieved, or the greatest progress 
realized, in municipal government through the sole 
agency of single headed departments and _ paid 
officials, responsible only to the Mayor. The estab- 
lishment of unpaid boards, subject to appoimtment 
and removal by the Mayor, introduces a happy 
medium between the old system of administration 
carried on under the direction of legislative com- 
mittees, and the newer theory of single headed and 
centralized administration under the Mayor. I be- 
lieve that in many departments Boston is now se- 
curing precisely the benefits which many English 
cities have realized to such a_ striking extent 
through the service of public-spirited citizens upon 
administrative committees of the City Council, with- 
out encountermg the evils inherent, under our very 
different political conditions, in any attempt to secure 
similar results by precisely the same machinery 
which works well abroad. The substance of good 
municipal government is very much more important 
than any particular forms of organization, and I be- 
heve that the people of Boston will adhere to what- 
ever system, whether of centralization or distribution 
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of powers, they find to give the best results in the 
long run. 

The development and extension of the work of the 
city, and the increasing extent to which it has be- 
come specialized, are well indicated by the department 
changes of the -last three years. On January 1, 1896, 
the total number of strictly executive departments — 
excluding the Street Commissioners, the City Clerk, 
the City Messenger, and the Clerk of Committees — 
was 28; six of these departments were controlled 
by unpaid boards, and the remainder by salaried 
officials. At the present time we have a total 
of 56 executive departments, of which no less than 
13 are under unpaid boards,—the total increase 
having been in departments of this character, with 
the exception of the Soldiers’ Relief Department, 
created by an Act of the last Legislature, which is 
in charge of a single paid Commissioner, and the 
Institutions Registration Department. Seven new de- 
partments headed by unpaid boards have brought 44 
additional persons into the service of the city, and 
including 36 persons who were serving in this 
manner three years ago, we now have a total body 
of 80 men and women engaged in the official service 
of the city without pay. If we include the seven mem- 
bers of the Merchants Municipal Committee, the ten 
members of the Advisory Committee on Free Municipal 
Lectures recently appointed, the four members of the 
Committee on the Municipal Camp, and the seven 
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members of the special committee to investigate the 
operation of the laws relatmg to the punishment of 
drunkenness, elsewhere referred to in this address, 
the total number of persons engaged in this manner 
in the official or semi-official service of the city 
would amount to 101. To have such a large 
number of persons brought into contact with the 
problems of city work from an outside standpoint 
should certainly have a considerable effect upon the 
government of the city. | 


ASSOCIATION OF CITY OFFICIALS. 


The charter amendment, act of 1885 provided that 
the Mayor should “once a month, or oftener, call 
together the heads of the departments for consul- 
tation and advice upon the affairs of the city.” This 
provision has never been carried out in practice, and 
it would at the present time entail the callmg to- 
gether of 123 persons. While it does not seem prac- 
ticable to carry out literally this feature of the 
charter, it has seemed to me that its spirit might 
be observed, and that in the end decided advantage 
might result, through the formation of an association 
to contain such of the heads of departments, and 
perhaps other principal officials, as cared to join it. 
The number of members of boards, heads — of 
departments, chiefs of divisions, secretaries of 
boards, and superintendents of institutions in the 
service of the city now amounts to over 150. 
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The object of such an association would be to pro- 
mote a better personal acquaintance with each other 
among the chief officials of the city, a better under- 
standing by all of the work of each, and a more 
active and intelligent interest on the part of each 
official in the general work of the city and in the 
broad problems of municipal government. Such an 
association should be able to secure from time to. 
time addresses from well-known authorities upon 
municipal government, or practical administrators. 
from other cities. 

With these ideas in view, a meeting of the mem- 
bers of unpaid. boards has already been held, at my 
invitation, and preliminary steps have been taken 
looking to the formation of such an association, to 
include salaried as well as non-salaried heads of de- 
partments. A keener and more general interest in 
the problems of municipal government is very greatly 
needed, and such an association, if judiciously 
managed, ought to serve as an important agency for 
promoting intelligent civic spirit among the people, 
and increasing their interest in, and attention to, 
municipal affairs. ) 


AN ARCHITECTURE DEPARTMENT. 

At the begmning of last year the Architectural 
Division was transferred from the Public Buildings. 
Department to the Engineering Department, and 
the position of Consulting Architect to the Mayor, 
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which was established by me three years ago, was 
united with that of Chief of this Division. The 
connection of this work with the Engineering De- 
partment is clearly the most suitable one, if it is 
not to be given an independent standing, and the 
service of the Division has proved useful and valu- 
able in many ways,—such as in the preparation of 
studies and estimates for proposed new buildings, 
and of plans for alterations and repairs and for 
steam heating and ventilating. The examination of 
all plans requiring the approval of the Mayor, in- 
cluding those of new school buildings, by a_ consult- 
ing architect, has proved of great utility and value 
to the city. 

While I would not favor the revival of the office 
of City Architect as it formerly existed, experience 
has satisfied me that there are considerable draw- 
backs to the plan of securing outside architectural 
service prescribed by chapter 449 of the Acts of 
1895, and that the city loses a good deal by scatter- 
ing its work among so many different architects, 
and having it done to a great extent without con- 
tinuity or harmony. I have recently taken up this 
subject with a committee of the Boston Society of 
Architects appointed to consider it, and it now ap- 
pears to me that a scheme of organization for an 
architecture department can be formulated which 
will be free from most of the dangers and drawbacks 
existing under the old system, and which will secure 
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the advantages of a continuous department, of a 
proper professional character, without being ex- 
posed to the political and administrative difficul- 
ties formerly experienced. The plan which has 
most commended itself to the members of this 
committee and to myself is that of establishing an 
architecture department under a board of five or seven 
practising architects, who would only give such por- 
tion of their time to the city as might be required. 
These architects might be appomted partly by the 
president of the School Committee, actmg on behalf 
of that body,—on account of the large amount of 
building work in connection with schools, —and partly 
by the Mayor, subject mm each case to confirmation 
by the Art Commission; the latter provision is 
deemed an absolutely essential one to imsure the 
maintenance of a sufficiently high professional stand- 
ard, and to remove the choice beyond the sphere of 
political influences. 

The designing and erecting of all school build- 
ings would be done by one of the members of 
the board named on behalf of the School Com- 
mittee, the work bemg divided m some manner 
between them, probably by territorial districts, and 
the same duty in relation to all other municipal 
buildings would be divided between the two 
members of the board appointed by the Mayor; 
plans of school buildings to be subject to the ap- 
proval of the School Committee and of the Mayor, 
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and all plans for any other municipal buildings to 
be subject to the approval of the Mayor, as at pres-. 
ent. All plans would come before the full board of 
architects for approval, and in this manner the same 
advantages would be secured, with competent men 
constituting the Board, which were realized in such a 
striking manner through the work of the Board of 
Architects which passed upon the plans of the build-. 
ings for the Chicago Fair. It seems to me that 
under this plan a continuity and harmony of 
purpose, and a combined professional judgment, 
would be introduced in a manner which is 
now impossible, and that there would be the 
greatest assurance possible under any system that 
the architectural work of the city would be of 
the best obtainable character. The advantage of 
having the same architect, if thoroughly competent, 
work year after year upon one class of buildings, 
such as school-houses, seems obvious; the com- 
bined judgment of the Board would take the place, 
in an even more effective manner, of the im- 
portant service now performed by the consulting 
architect, while the expense to the city need not 
be any greater than under the present system. The 
importance of securing the best possible architectural 
work upon new municipal buildings can hardly be 
exaggerated, and any change of organization which 
promises to secure the highest character of profes-. 
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sional service will, I believe, be likely to receive the 
approval of the Legislature. | 

The cost of the work of the Architectural Division 
for the present financial year will be about $12,000; 
$3,000 of this amount, however, represents charges 
against other departments of the city. During the 
year this division will have performed architectural 
services for work costing about $260,000, upon which 
in ordinary private practice, —the work being mostly 
in the nature of alterations, —the commissions of an 
architect would be at the rate of 10 per cent. In 
addition to this, the office force has been engaged 
largely upon preliminary plans and estimates for con- 
templated buildings, and has made many plans for 
the different departments for purely administrative 


purposes. 


REPAIR DIVISION. 


I spoke in my address a year ago of the desir- 
ability of starting a repair division, through which 
the city could perform directly all work of repairs 
or alterations -upon its own buildings. This was 
established as a division of the Public Buildings De- 
partment in the month of February, and the old 
Armory Building, on Wareham street, was enlarged 
and fitted up to adapt it for this use; the city 
now has here well-equipped shops for doing 
all kinds of work connected with buildings, — 
including carpentering, cabinet making, plumbing, 
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steamfitting, gas piping, roofing, plasterme and 
painting. An experienced and successful contractor, 
Mr. Charles Logue, was appoimted at the head of 
this division, and its work has been carried on under 
the supervision of the Architectural Division so far 
as plans and specifications have been required. The 
operations of this division have been of a very com- 
prehensive and varied character, and I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that it has already proved a very 
useful and economical addition to our municipal 
machinery, producing results highly creditable to its 
chief. 

Tle regular basis upon which work for other 
departments has been done has been that of charging 
actual cost of materials and labor, plus 10 per 
cent. to cover general expenses; but quite an amount 
of work has been done upon the basis of a fixed 
sum estimated in advance. Not only has this basis 
of charges enabled the city to get a more reliable 
quality of work than could have been secured 
from private contractors at the same _ prices, 
but the financial showing of the division itself 
has been highly satisfactory. Up to December 
1 the division had done work for other de- 
partments to the amount of about $140,000, and 
the bills rendered exceeded the current expend- 
itures by over $12,000, and in addition some 
$4,000 had been spent upon the plant in excess of 
the $20,000 covered by the regular appropriation, 
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thus showing a total profit upon the books of over 
$16,000 for the first ten months. I have invited 
the Boston Society of Architects to appomt a com- 
mittee to go over the books and examine the oper- 
ations of this division and to make a report thereon, 
for the information of the City Council and of the 
public. 

In view of. the fact that the connection of this 
work with that of the Public Buildings Department. 
is only nominal, and is something of an inconvenience 
financially, and that it has now attained an import- 
ance which entitles it to the rank of an independent 
department, I have lately recommended the passage. 
of an ordinance raising the division into a Building 
Construction Department, and I trust that this will 
be favorably acted upon by the present City Council 
at an early date. 

It is only fair to state that the work of this. 
division has been somewhat handicapped through the 
inadequacy of the appropriation upon which it was 
started, and through the lack of a fund for meeting 
its current pay-rolls and bills, im anticipation of its 
collections from other departments. It necessarily 
has a large amount of charges outstanding, pending 
completion of work, and it therefore requires cash 
capital to. run it upon a proper basis, as would be: 


the case with a similar private organization. 
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| LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

Boston was a pioneer in the establishment of 
municipal libraries in this country, and the growth 
and development of this important educational agency 
has long been an object of solicitude and a subject 
of pride to our citizens. The general importance 
and rank of our library is well understood, but only 
those familiar with its work fully realize the magni- 
tude of its operations, the comprehensive and _ far- 
reaching extent of its service, its character as an 
educational institution,—rather than a mere collection 
of books,—and the special facilities which it affords 
for research in particular lines, entitling it almost 
to the rank of a university. The removal of the 
library to its new building on Copley square, consti- 
tuting the chief architectural monument of the city 
and one of the finest library buildings in the world, 
opened a new era in its history and immensely ex- 
tended its opportunities for usefulness. The use of 
the new library for all purposes has far exceeded 
the anticipations of its builders, and already its 
ample accommodations are almost fully occupied. 
The library now contains some 700,000 volumes, and 
this number is being added to at the rate of about 
30,000 a year. A count made last March showed 
that it was visited im one week by over 54,000 per- 
sons, nearly all of whom came to consult or take 
out books. While the library ranks about eighth in 
the world in the number of volumes, it is practically 
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the first in this country in this respect, and it 
undertakes a greater variety of service than any 
other library in the world. 

Our library is not a single isolated collection of 
books; it is a great system of libraries, comprising 
the central library on Copley square, ten branch 
libraries of independent collections of books, and 
eighteen stations for the delivery of books, of which 
twelve contain deposits of books from the central 
library. Residents of all parts of the city can draw 
books from the central library on an application 
made at the branch located in their immediate 
vicinity. The interesting experiment of delivering 
books from the central library to the public schools 
is also being tried, and five schools are now served 
in this manner. The number of outstanding active 
cards is 65,000, for an estimated population of 
530,000 at the present time, so that one out of 
every eight men, women and children in the City 
of Boston, including all conditions, races and ages, 
is the holder of a library card; our library system 
as a whole can fairly claim a larger actual constitu- 
ency than any in the world. | 

Besides being a popular circulating library for the 
citizens of Boston, ours is a great reference library 
for scholars, containing the largest and most available 
collections for reference in this country. The service 
which it renders to scholarship throughout the union 
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is strikingly indicated by the fact that in a single week 
115 different towns and cities, from Maine to Cali- 
fornia and from Minnesota to Texas, have been repre- 
sented in the recorded applications for books. The 
library plant and equipment, mcluding books, repre- 
sents an investment of at least $5,000,000, and the 
endowments to the library amount to $215,000 more, 
it is very much to be desired that the amount of such 
endowments should be increased through the bequests 
of those who are able to realize the value of the 
work which the library 1s doing, and the great need 
of adding to its strength by endowments, to cover 
special purposes which cannot fairly be met by 
taxation. 

Over 2,000,000 persons entered the various depart- 
ments of the library during the year 1897, and 
1,200,000 books were issued to card holders for use 
at home. At almost any time over 700 readers 
may be found at work in the central library build- 
ing. The total number of persons employed in all 
capacities in connection with the library and its 
branches is no less than 340. 

By chapter 475 of the Acts of 1898, the Library 
Trustees were authorized to expend not exceeding 
$100,000 to complete the equipment of the library 
buildmg and to make certain changes and improve- 
ments in the arrangements for handling books, the 
necessity of which had been felt for some years. 
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This sum has now been substantially expended, and 
the improvements which have been already effected 
_ have resulted in greatly improving the service. 

During the summer the trustees, finding it pos- 
sible to secure the services of Mr. Worthington C. 
Ford, late chief of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Treasury Department at Washington, a man of un- 
usual accomplishments in this line, decided, with my 
approval, to establish a division of economics and 
statistics im connection with the library, and this 
has now been carried on for six months under 
his direction. There is every reason to believe that 
this new line of work will be of decided value, and 
that it will still further increase the facilities and 
the standing of the library as a great educational 
agency. 

An ordinance provides for the annual appoimtment 
by the Trustees of the Public Library of an examuin- 
ing committee of not less than five persons, who 
shall examine the library and make a report to the 
Board of its condition. This system has been in 
operation for some time, and, upon the whole, with: 
good results. I desire to endorse a suggestion con- 
tained in the report of the last examining committee 
that this body should be given a more continuous 
character; through the appomtment of a third of its 
members each year, to serve for the term of three 
years. The operations of our library system are now 
so extensive, and so much investigation is required 
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to acquire any real knowledge of its practical work- 
ings, to serve as a basis of valuable suggestions for 
improvements, that the more permanent character 
which would thus be given to this task of friendly 
criticism would be decidedly advantageous. Five 
library trustees cannot begin to come into personal 
contact with all of the varied elements in the city 
which are interested in the development and the 
work of the library, nor can they approach this task 
from the many different pomts of view which are 
needed to give it a comprehensive and well-rounded 
character; and it seems to me that an examining 
committee appointed upon the basis suggested would 
better supplement their work. 


FREE PUBLIC LECTURES. 


I need not repeat the arguments which I have 
recently advanced in favor of the establishment here - 
of free lectures, of an educational character, for 
adults, upon somewhat the same lines which have 
proved so highly successful in the City of New York. 
The School Committee has readily responded to my 
request to permit the use of suitable school-halls for 
this purpose, and the City Council has just appro- 
priated the sum of $2,500 to start the work. I 
have recently appoited an advisory committee of 
ten members to take charge of these lectures; it has 
been assigned a regular office in the building leased 
by the city at No. 64 Pemberton square, and is 
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actively engaged in arranging for about 100 lectures 
to be given during the coming winter and spring. 
I believe that this plan, intelligently conducted and 
properly correlated with the work of the Public 
Library, can accomplish much for the spread of 
enlightenment among the masses of the people, 
as well as afford a great deal of recreation of 
an improving character. Courses of free lectures 
given in the various districts of the city, carefully 
arranged and developed from year to year, and sup- 
plemented by the educational facilities of the Public 
Library and its branches, will come near to consti- 
tuting a university for the people— where all who 
have a thirst for knowledge, whatever may be their 
daily occupations, can be given an opportunity of 
enlarging their information and of broadening their 
minds. It seems to me of the highest importance 
to enforce the idea that education does not stop with 
the school-room, that the adult is only less m need 
of further learning than the child who has acquired 
its first rudiments, and that the municipality should 
assume the function, through the Public Library and 
the lecture platform, of promoting such education. 
The character of the proposed work has been em- 
phasized by the appointment upon this committee of 
three of the teachers of our public schools and one: 
member of the School Committee, while the close 
connection of the undertaking with the Public Library 
-has been secured through the service of the librarian 
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as another member. It is proposed to give some of 
the lectures, as a central course, in the old Public 
Library Building, several having been already arranged 
upon the subject of imperialism; but they will chiefly 
be given in suitable school-halls throughout the city. 


MUSIC DEPARTMENT. 


The ordinance establishing the Department of Music 
was passed by the City Council, upon my recommen- 
dation, in the month of April, of last year, and the 
Commission entered upon its duties about the first of 
June. It now consists of one orchestral conductor, 
one band master, one pianist, one instructor in the 
theory of music, and one instructor in singing, the 
two latter also bemg organists. The establishment 
of this department marked a unique departure in 
municipal government, in this country, at least, and 
the work it has already accomplished, with the public 
interest which it has aroused, gives assurance of its 
future value as a means of popularizing good music. 

Immediately after the organization of the Commis- 
sion a municipal brass band of 35 pieces was organ- 
ized, under the direction of Mr. E. N. Catlin as 
conductor, and practically all of the usual open-air 
concerts paid for by the city during the summer 
months were given by this band. The music upon 
the Common was given more the character of regular 
concerts than ever before, through the provision of 
some 5,000 seats and of printed programmes, as well 
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as through the larger number of musicians engaged ; 
and when the weather was favorable the attendance 
ran as high as 10,000 to 15,000 people, considerably 
exceeding that of former years. The same band also 
gave regular Sunday evening concerts at the Marine 
Park, South Boston, and there, also, the attendance 
was much larger and the audiences more interested 
than ever before. 

The appreciation of the seats provided on the 
Common, and the suitability of the site for regular 
use for concerts, leads me to suggest the desirability 
of providing by loan for the erection of permanent 
seats, arranged in the form of an amphitheatre. 
These could .be removed in winter, and used year 
iter year, and they would considerably improve 
the opportunities for listening to the music with 
advantage. It seems to me that the cost of this 
improvement would be fully warranted by the 
results. 

The Music Commission has arranged, at my sug- 
gestion, for giving a number of local concerts of a 
chamber concert character —the musicians consisting 
of a string quartet, a pianist, and a singer—in the 
- various sections of the city. Twelve concerts of this 
character, at an estimated cost of about $60 each, have 
been arranged for, and eight have actually been 
given; the results have been, on the whole, highly 
encouraging, though there have been drawbacks in 
some places, which can be removed in future. Those 
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appreciated them, and they have certainly tended to 
enlarge the popular knowlege of music and to cul- 
tivate the taste for it. I trust that it may be found 
possible in future to give thirty of these con- 
certs yearly, which would enable three different pro- 
grammes to be presented durmg the season in each 
hall used for the purpose. The total expense of such 
a series of concerts need not exceed $2,000, and I 
believe that this amount can be expended in this 
manner to good advantage. 

A more ambitious undertaking — which, owing to 
legal difficulties, has been carried on by the members 
of the Commission individually, with my co-operation, 
and not acting as a Board—has been the series of 
twelve orchestral concerts, ten of which have already 
taken place, given on Sunday evenings in Music Hall 
by an orchestra of thirty-five musicians; this has 
been led at different times by Mr. Emil Mollenhauer 
and by Mr. John C. Mullally, both accomplished and 
experienced orchestral conductors. The highest charge 
for reserved seats at these concerts has been 25 cents, 
and a portion of the seats have been priced at 10 
and 15 cents. The result has been, upon the whole, 
decidedly gratifymg and encouraging. The musical 
critics have recognized the excellent character of the 
performances, and the audiences have generally been 
large and appreciative. These concerts have undoubt- 
edly afforded a better opportunity to listen to good 
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music at cheaper prices than has ever been given in 
Boston before; and if they can be maintained upon 
a proper plane year after year, they should have a 
material influence in elevating the musical taste of 
our people and adding to the reputation of Boston 
as a centre of musical education and taste. It is 
unfortunate that the city, in the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, lacks the legal authority to give 
any concerts at which an admission fee is. charged 
toward meeting expenses, and that the funds to make 
‘ up any deficiency must therefore be raised by private 
subscription ; but it ought to be possible to continue 
these concerts from year to year, even under these 
disadvantages. Experience thus far would indicate. 
that a guarantee fund of about $1,000 is needed to. 
cover deficiencies in a series of a dozen concerts; each 
one costs $400, and, at the low prices charged, 
expenses are only met when the hall is entirely filled,. 
which, of course, cannot always be the case. 

The Music Commission is now provided with a. 
secretary, who gives about half of his time to its 
work, and has a regular office in Pemberton square. 
I trust that it may be given a sufficient appropriation 
during the coming year to promote the still further 
development and extension of its excellent work. 


ART DEPARTMENT. 


The old Art Commission, established by Act of the 
Legislature m 1890, and invested with purely nega- 
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tive powers, has now been replaced, under the pro- 
visions of chapter 410 of the Acts of 1898, by an 
Art Department, which retains the negative powers 
of the old commission in respect to the right to 
disapprove statues and other works of art, and is 
also given certain important positive powers, — includ- 
ing that of awarding, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor, all contracts or orders for the execution of 
any monument, statue, bust or other work of art 
for -the city; also the further power, to be exercised, 
however, only by unanimous vote, approved in lke 
manner, of removing or altering any existing work 
of art in the possession of the city. The commis- 
sion is now made up of five nominees, of the Trustees 
of the Museum of Fine Arts, the Trustees of the 
Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and 
the Boston Society of Architects, respectively, each 
of these organizations submitting three names to the 
Mayor, from which he selects one. This method of 
choice seems to me an excellent one, particularly 
for this special purpose, and the objections to the 
service of the Mayor as a member of the Commis- 
sion, which I called attention to in my last imaugu- 
ral address, are thus put an end to. The Board 
as now made up consists of three architects, one 
student of art, and one lawyer. Boston now enjoys 
the distinction of being the only American city which 
has placed art upon the same basis as other branches 
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of municipal work through the organization of an 
Art Department with positive powers, and important. 
results in some lines of artistic development may 
reasonably be expected. 

The transfer of the duty of awarding contracts for 
works of art to be executed for the city from the 
Mayor to the Art Commission, will prove a relief 
to the Executive, who ought not to be called upon 
to perform directly any administrative act, and it. 
should result in the long run in securing better 
works of art than the city has had im the past. At. 
the present time the Art Commission is considering 
the important matter of awarding the commission 
for the statue of Wilham Ellery Channing, to be 
paid for from the bequest of $350,000 received by 
the city for that purpose under the will of John 
Foster. The full-size model of the new statue of 
Colonel Cass, to replace the one now on the Public 
Garden, has been approved by the Commission, and 
the statue should be in position by next summer. 
The sculptor to whom the commission was given is 
at work upon the model of the monument to Gen. 
Joseph Warren, and it is hoped that this also may 
be erected by the beginning of another year. I have 
asked the Commission to examine all our existing 
statues and monuments, with a view to the exercise 
of the power of removal or alteration in any cases 
which may seem to warrant it. In view of the im- 
portance of Copley square from an architectural and 
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esthetic standpoint, I have also requested the Com- 
mission to make some recommendation as to the 
best plan of laying it out anew. 


BATH DEPARTMENT. 


This department was created by an _ ordinance 
passed by the City Council on my recommendation 
and approved February 4, 1898, and its work has 
furnished a striking example of the benefits of special- 
ized administration in municipal service and of the 
progress resulting from it. It was impossible for 
the Board of Health, which had had charge of 
public baths since 1879, with its other varied and 
pressing duties, to give to the administration of 
baths that attention which its importance calls for, — 
nor would it have been able, probably, to obtain the 
larger appropriation needed for the adequate develop- 
ment of public bathing. So far as can be ascer- 
tamed, Boston was the first American city to 
establish public baths upon any considerable scale. 
As long ago as 1860 the City Council appointed a 
joint special committee “to consider and report 
what measures, 1f any, can be adopted to provide 
such facilities for cheap bathing as will induce all 
persons to avail themselves of the means provided.” 
The report of this committee recommended the 
establishment of public baths, but no progress was 
made until the close of the Civil War, when, in 
1866, the sum of $10,000 was appropriated for the 
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establishment of salt-water baths. During the thirty 
years from 1868 to 1898, in spite of the immense 
growth of the city durimg that time, there had 
been but little change in the appropriation for 
baths, or im the bathing places themselves. The 
Bath Commission found, on its establishment, thir- 
teen floating bath-houses, and one beach bath which 
had been operated by the Board of Health, and 
another beach bath —that at the North End Park — 
which had been partially operated for one season by 
the Park Commission. In the course of its first 
season's work the Commission added one new float- 
ing bath of a greatly improved type, which was 
placed at the Harvard bridge, three new beach 
baths, located at Wood Island Park, Charlestown 
Heights Park and K_ street, South Boston, respect- 
ively, two river baths, one located on the Neponset 
river, near the Neponset-avenue bridge, and one on 
the Charles river, near Spring street, West Rox- 
bury, on the grounds of the Parental School, and 
two swimming pools, one at Orchard Park and one 
at the Cabot-street bath-house. In addition, the 
Commission took charge of the administration of 
the baths at the North End Park, improving 
their facilities and increasing their use enormously. 
Furthermore, instruction in swimming was for the 
first time provided; this was given during the season 
by eleven instructors at twenty different points, and 
3,900 children were taught to swim. The total 
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attendance of bathers increased from about 650,000 
in the summer of 1897, as nearly as can be esti- 
mated, to over 1,900,000 in the summer of 1898, —a 
considerable part of the increase being due to the 
much larger use of the baths by children. 

The total current expenditures of the department 
for the summer season, outside of permanent improve- 
ments upon the plant and additions to equipment, 
were about $58,000, so that each bath given cost, 
upon the average, about two cents; this cluded 
the furnishing of free bathing suits to children every- 
where, and to adults at the North End Park, the 
furnishing of bathing suits to adults elsewhere at a 
charge of five cents, and the furnishing of towels at 
a charge of one cent. Experience amply demon- 
strated that comparatively small improvements and 
close attention to administration, with an effort to 
study the convenience of bathers, resulted in a large 
increase in the patronage of the public. I believe 
that public opinion will pronounce this work worth 
at least what it cost, and I trust that it will re- 
ceive the necessary financial support in the future. 

I believe that it was fully demonstrated that the 
portion of the North End Park to the east of Com- 
mercial street should be regarded purely as a beach 
and bathing establishment, and that it should be 
permanently transferred from the Park Department 
to the Bath Department, which will require an 
Act of the Legislature. It is in no proper sense a 
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park, and it should not be under park administra- 
tion. : 

The popularity of the swimming pools at Orchard 
Park and at Cabot street fully demonstrated that. 
some facilities of this character are needed for dis- 
tricts two or three miles away from the water front. 
The whole cost of the Orchard Park swimming pool, 
with equipment for use, was only about $5,500, and 
this seems a moderate price to pay for a pool used 
daily by about 1,000 persons, on an average, during 
the summer months. 


MUNICIPAL GYMNASIA. 
By chapter 221 of the Acts of 1897 Boston was 


expressly authorized to establish public gymnasia,. - 
not exceeding one to each ward of the city, and to 
accept donations of lands or buildings for this pur- 
pose. The city acquired the East Boston gymnasium 
on Paris street, through the generous gift of Mrs. 
Esther P. Ahl, in the month of January, 1897. It 
was carried on under the direction of the Park 
Department, assisted by a local advisory committee, 
until the establishment of the Bath Department, and 
was turned over to the latter in the month of 
April, 1898. The large use which has been made 
of this gymnasium since it passed into the hands of 
the city, and the beneficent influence which it has 
undoubtedly exerted in the portion of the city in 
which it is situated, afford ample encouragement for 
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the establishment and maintenance, at the expense 
of the city, of similar gymnasia for other sections, 
and I earnestly advocate the adoption of such policy. 

An appropriation of $15,000 was made in 1895 
for a gymnasium for Ward 13, South Boston’; but 
owing to the difficulty of finding a suitable site and of 
erecting a proper building within this amount, noth- 
ing was done until last summer, when it was decided 
to erect a wooden building upon land owned by the 
Commonwealth, — taking the risk of its future sale, 
or of its future purchase by the city,—and in 
September an additional appropriation of $5,000 was 
obtained from the City Council. This building is 
now well advanced toward completion, and is ex- 
pected to be ready for use early in February; [I 
have no doubt that it will prove of as much value 
to the district In which it is situated as has been 
the case with the East Boston gymnasium. While 
the building can be completed ready for use for the 
amount now available, it will probably be found 
desirable to further increase the appropriation by a 
few thousand dollars, in order to still further increase 
its facilities. . 

While the experiment of establishing municipal 
gvymnasia is a unique one, so far as I am aware, in 
this country — the municipal gymnasium, even abroad, 
being but little known, at least outside of Germany, 
—I can hardly emphasize too strongly my belief in 
the great benefit to the community, not only physi- 
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cally, but also socially, and even morally, of an 
extensive development of reasonable and properly di- 
rected athletics; and this can only be effected through 
local gymnasia maintained by the city. It is now 
fully ‘recognized by students of social science that 
there is a close relation between physical exercise 
and crime,—that an active interest in athletic exer- 
cise, and the practice of it, tends to keep a person 
out of evil paths, while, on the other hand, an 
absence of any such interest makes many persons an 
easier prey to the temptations and influences which 
lead to crime. One distinguished observer, of much 
practical experience, goes so far as to say that, 
“crime in our large cities is to a great extent simply 
a question of athletics.” I am fully convinced that 
there is nothing visionary about the general propo- 
sition that the more the community spends in bringing 
facilities for exercise, which in winter must be to a 
great extent mdoors, within the reach of all, and in 
encouraging and properly directing their use, the less 
it will have to spend for the punishment of crime,— 
to say nothing of the diminution in the expense of 
caring for the sick, which largely falls upon the 
public. Boston now expends about a thousand dol- 
lars a day upon its City Hospital; might not this 
burden be somewhat reduced if $25,000 a year were 
expended in the support of public gymnasia, with 
the influence in the direction of bodily health which 
they would exert, directly and indirectly? The 
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County of Suffolk will expend during this financial 
year about $235,000 upon the support of its Houses 
of Correction at South Boston and at Deer Island, 
to say nothing of the sum of $1,682,500, which the 
city pays for its police force, and of the large expenses 
for police courts, jails, etc. Putting the case merely 
upon the basis of economy in the expenditure of 
money, I firmly believe that prevention is cheaper 
than cure, and that judicious expenditures in direc- 
tions which would in time, if not immediately, reduce 
crime, and also diminish pauperism and _ insanity, 
would in the end better justify themselves than a 
continuance in the present policy of devoting enormous 
sums to the maintenance of various classes of public 
institutions, without making a sufficient study of the 
causes which lead to the increase in the number of 
their inmates. We should trace effects back to causes, 
and attempt to remedy the conditions from which 
evils imevitably follow. I think that no one can 
study the causes of the crimes and misdemeanors 
which fill our public institutions without coming to 
the conclusion that a large percentage of them at 
least might have been prevented by the force of 
counteracting agencies, which can easily be set in 
motion through municipal effort. I believe that if 
we can establish and properly administer six or 
eight municipal gymnasia in different sections of the 
city, their influence for good can be so clearly seen 
within a few years that no one would propose to 
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give them up. Boston has an opportunity to lead 
the way in this line of municipal work, and_ to 
initiate a departure which cannot but be of great 
interest to other American municipalities, and redound 


greatly to her credit. 


FRANKLIN FUND. 


I am happy to be able to state that material 
progress has been made during the last year in two 
important respects toward the proper utilization of 
the unique bequest made: to the town of Boston 
over a hundred years ago by Benjamin Franklin. 
In the first place the Supreme Court handed down a 
decision last August declaring that there had been 
no failure in the trust, as the city of Boston 
was the trustee, so that there was no_ basis 
for the appomtment of trustees, which had_ been 
made by the Probate Court upon the theory that 
the trust had failed. Secondly, the Board of 
Managers — consisting of the members of the Board 
of Aldermen and the three clergymen named in the 
will—has recently rescinded the unwise vote passed 
by a former board of managers devoting the fund 
to the establishment of a trades school, and author- 
izing the purchase of some five acres of land, on the 
top of Parker Hill, as a site therefor, at an expense 
of $80,000, — such vote authorizing the purchase at 
forty certs a foot of land then assessed at twenty 
cents per foot, and now at twenty-five cents per 
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foot in lots. It seems to me very fortunate 
that a quietus has thus been placed upon the 
ill-advised proposition to devote this fund to the 
erection of buildings for a trades school, leavmg the 
institution without means for its support, and even 
without authority to obtaim an appropriation out of 
the school funds. I have fully expressed my views 
upon a desirable disposition of this fund m a com- 
munication to the Board of Managers, and I need 
not now repeat them. Doubtless a portion of the 
fund might be used with great advantage in some 
manner for enlarging the knowledge of mechanics, 
whom Franklin by another, and an independent, pro- 
vision of his will showed his desire to benefit; but 
I believe that this can much better be done by 
placing a portion of the fund in the hands of an 
institution lke the Institute of Technology, which 
is already organized and equipped for such work,— 
subject to proper conditions as to the giving of free 
lectures upon technical subjects, or as to the estab- 
lishment of free scholarships, open to graduates of 
the Boston schools. This object can be practically 
accomplished through the purchase of a building and 
land from the Institute and its lease back again for 
a long period, at a nominal rent, subject to such 
conditions. I believe that the balance of the fund 
cannot be applied in any better manner with a view 
to the honorable perpetuation in this city of the 
name of the distinguished philosopher and _ revolu- 
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tionary patriot than by devoting it to the erection 
of additional permanent baths, which object he 
specifically mentioned in his will, to be combined,. 
wherever practicable, with gymnasia or ward-rooms. 
I trust that final action in some such directions will 
be speedily taken by the Board of Managers, so that 
the people of Boston may not longer be kept out of 
the enjoyment of the fund which Franklin intended. 
for their benefit. 


RANDIDGE PICNIC, EXCURSIONS. 


During the last summer season 13,540 children 
were given a‘ day’s outing on Long Island, including 
a luncheon and facilities for bathing, at an aggregate 
expense of about $2,600 — $2,000 of this amount 
being the income of the Randidge Fund for last year,. 
and the remainder an unexpended balance from the 
income of the fund for the previous year. These 
excursions, carried out without an accident and at. 
an average expense of only fourteen cents for each 
child, afford a striking example of the wide-spread 
beneficence which can be acomplished, under proper 
management, by the use of the facilities which the 
city 1s able to supply. Such a record could not, I 
believe, be duplicated, or even approached, by any 
private charitable organization, and I have taken 
some pride in demonstrating, partly as an encour- 
agement to others to follow his example, the wis- 


dom of the donor in placing this somewhat unique: 
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bequest in the hands of the city. Last year the 
children were in nearly all cases furnished also with 
free transportation by special electric cars from the 
immediate vicinity of their homes, through the lib- 
erality of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
which contributed as many free tickets as were 
required for this purpose. The various churches of 
the city were invited to organize excursions, and 
to furnish volunteer committees to take charge of 
the children, and nearly all of them were carried 
out in this manner. The Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner, Mr. EK. C. Marshall, acted as director 
of these excursions, in addition to performing the 
regular duties of his office, and much of their suc- 
cess 1s due to his zealous and intelligent service. 
If these excursions are to continue to go to Long 
Island, it is very desirable that a pier should be 
constructed adjacent to the picnic ground, so that 
the children may be landed at a pomt much nearer 
to their destination than is now possible. 

Fourteen excursions for mothers and babies were 
also given in naphtha launches, the parties beimg 
landed at Squantum Head, which offers considerable 
attractions for this purpose and is quite easy of 
ACCESS. 

MUNICIPAL CAMP. 

In the month of July of last year, an appropri- 
ation of $2,500 having been made for the purpose 
by the City Council upon my recommendation, the 
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‘city initiated the unique experiment of opening a 
camp for boys who would not otherwise be able to 
‘secure a vacation outside of the city limits. A com- 
mittee of four persons was given the general super- 
vision and charge of the camp, and its executive 
‘direction was put in the hands of Mr. HE. C. Mar- 
shall, Penal Institutions Commissioner. The cost 
for the equipment of the camp, to accommodate 
100 boys, was a little under $1,000, and other 
expenses amounted to about $1,500. The camp 
remained open for seven weeks, and 831 boys were 
received im all, so that the weekly per capita cost 
of maintenance was $1.85. The boys received were 
between the ages of ten and sixteen years, and upon 
the whole the results achieved were quite satistfac- 
tory and afford distinct encouragement for the con- 
siderable extension of this plan next summer. I 
believe that this is a profitable line of educational 
and social work, and that trainmg of some value 
can be given even during the short period of one 
week, besides affording to the boys most needing 
it an opportunity for a change of scene and for out- 
of-door life, with boating and bathing, which has 
sso much recreative value and quickening influence. 
I have already expressed my belief that an expend- 
iture of $10,000, to give 5,000 boys a _ week’s 
outing each of this character, would be fully war- 
ranted in the value of the results from an educa- 
tional standpoint alone—if we take a broad view of 
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what education consists of and do not make the 
mistake of confining it to what can be learned from 
books in the school-room. 


VACATION WORK FOR CHILDREN. 


I am strongly impressed with the idea that the 
civilization of any community is to be measured very 
largely by the extent and the character of the pro- 
visions which it makes for the education, training 
and development, both physical and mental, of its 
children, so far as such work can be undertaken by 
the public. The doctrine that it is not only a proper, 
but an essential, function of the municipality to pro- 
vide free facilities for giving a certain minimum of 
education to the children of all its citizens, and that 
the State may properly require that all children shall 
either be given the instruction provided at public 
expense or similar private instruction, is now thor- 
oughly accepted, at least in this country, and requires 
no argument in its support. It is also an accepted 
idea that the municipality must assume the burden 
of providing for the training and bringing up of de- 
pendent or neglected children, either in institutions 
supported at the public expense or in private famui- 
hes in which children are placed out under the su- 
pervision of public authorities, besides assuming the 
control, in institutions, of any children who may 
commit crimes or misdemeanors, or may be habitual 
truants. Our Parental School is practically a boarding 
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school, maintained by the public for the _ benefit 
of boys who have shown that they require the train- 
ing and the discipline which the day schools cannot 
afford. Under the act of the Legislature passed in 
1897 establishing a board of trustees for children of 
the above-named classes, Boston has taken an im- 
portant step m advance of other municipalities, and 
the benefits of separating the care of children under 
the public charge from the control of adult paupers. 
or criminals have already been considerably felt, and 
will be still more strikingly manifested during the 
next few years, as changes of administration are 
affected and as buildings and plants are improved. 
Between the work of the public schools on the 
one hand, and that of the Children’s Institutions De- 
partment on the other, I believe there is a large 
and fruitful field for the employment of municipal 
effort. This has already been amply demonstrated 
by the work which has been accomplished during the 
last year —through the very extensive use by chil- 
dren of the new bathing facilities which were offered 
last summer for the first time, including instruction 
in swimming, through the extensive use of. the larger 
opportunities afforded by the opening during the 
summer of a much larger number of school yards than 
heretofore, through the remarkable success of the 
children’s excursions to Long Island paid for out 
of the Randidge Fund, through the promising initia- 
tion of the experiment of conducting a city camp 
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for boys on the same island, and through the use 
which has been made by children of the special 
facilities for exercise, under the direction of an in- 
structor In gymnastics, which were afforded them at 
the East Boston gymnasium. 

I believe that these various lines of work, all re- 
lating to development outside of the school-room, 
should be more closely correlated and considerably 
extended, and that this can best be effected by for- 
mally recognizing the provision of means for the 
physical development, training and healthful recrea- 
tion of the children of the community as a proper 
municipal function. We can best specialize this 
work under the general direction of a new depart- 
ment, created for this purpose, and put under the 
charge of an unpaid board of trustees. The admin- 
istration of public gymnasia is placed by ordinance 
under the charge of the Bath Commission and 
properly belongs to that body; the control of the 
use of gymnasium facilities by children may well 
be left in its hands, together with the control 
of the use by children of public bathing facilities, 
including instruction in swimming. But I believe 
that a new department may well be created to 
have charge of the use of school playgrounds, of 
the Randidge excursions, of the boys’ camp, and 
of any similar lines of work which may be developed 
relating particularly to the out-door life of children, 
especially during the vacation season. Without in 
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the least undervaluing the efforts of private chari- 
table organizations in this direction, I think that no 
one can be familiar with the work which has been 
actually accomplished through municipal agency in 
the lines above mentioned without recognizing that. 
the most far-reaching and comprehensive results can 
only be secured through the organization of the forces 
of the whole community, under the direction of 
the city itself. 

I shall accordingly ask the City Council to 
pass an ordinance providing for such a_ depart- 
ment, — the nucleus of which may already be 
found in the advisory committee which had the 
supervision of the boys’ camp last summer, and in 
the Committee of the Massachusetts Emergency and 
Hygiene Association, which has for many years had 
charge of keeping open a limited number of school 
playgrounds for the use of children. It would be 
hard to assign limits to the comprehensive and benefi- 
cent work which could be developed under the 
specialized administration of a department of this 
character, at a comparatively small cost to the pub- 
lic, while the work which has been actually started 
is surely of sufficient magnitude and importance to 
call for continuous control. As the city secures more 
playgrounds and equips them, it will be very im- 
portant that their use for sports shall be properly 
controlled and directed, and this line of work might 
also well be entrusted later to such new department. 
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In this connection I desire to call attention to the: 
fact that Boston is behind New York, at least, in 
failing to recognize the importance of vacation schools, 
and to make some provision for them. In that city 
the Board of Education has adopted the vacation 
school as a feature of the school system, and a regu-- 
lar appropriation of school funds is made for their 
maintenance; and the City of Philadelphia has. 
also followed this example. Experience has shown: 
that the value of such schools, and the demand for: 
them, has to be demonstrated through other agencies. 
before they can be incorporated into the educational 
system, and I believe it is better to follow the same- 
course here rather than to urge the establishment of 
such schools upon the School Committee without such 
preliminary demonstration of their value. This work 
may well be initiated by such a new department as. 
I have suggested. The turnmg loose upon the 
streets during the summer months of an immense: 
number of children, whose parents are unable, on 
account of the occupations in which they are 
engaged, to control them or keep them out of mis-- 
chief, presents a most serious social problem to the. 
community. 

The comparatively little which the city has. 
already done in the directions above mentioned 
has certainly exerted an appreciable influence for 
good; and I am sure that nothing will be more. 
heartily welcomed by a very large proportion of the- 
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parents of school children than the provision by the 
city of some means of training and wholesome occu- 
pation for them during the vacation season. In 
my opinion the economic, social, and moral loss of 
leaving the great mass of children, upon whose 
education such an amount of public money is 
expended, to run wild to a great extent during the 
summer months, and to lose so much before return- 
ing to school, is so great that the community cannot 
afford to let it longer continue. If even two per 
cent. of the expense of carrying on the public 
schools was devoted to some form of vacation train- 
ing, I have not the shghtest doubt that it would be 
a more profitable and economical expenditure of 
public money. The maintaining of continuity just 
as far as possible in the process of education and 
training 1s certainly of great importance. That it 
is desirable, even necessary, to suspend the regular 
routine work of the schools during the summer, I 
do not for a moment deny; but it by no means 
follows that a different kind of training, physical as 
well as mental, cannot be substituted during the 
vacation season, with the actual approval of the 
children themselves, and experience elsewhere has 
shown that great numbers of them are ready and 
anxious to attend vacation schools. 


INSURANCE OF EMPLOYEES. 


The practice of providing for those dependent upon 
a deceased municipal official by giving to them the 
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balance of the salary to which he would have been 
entitled during the balance of the year within which 
he died, has been growing to such an extent as to 
call attention to this subject. Last year the Legisla- 
ture passed no less than a dozen special acts author- 
izing the city to make such payments, and the 
question where, if at all, the line is to be drawn in 
the making of such donations, is fast becoming a 
practical one. If the present tendency continues 
unchecked, there will be no logical reason for con- 
fining such payments to the families of officials who 
have been in receipt of respectable salaries, and a 
demand will certainly be made, with a good deal of 
force, that the families of laborers who have served 
the city faithfully for many years shall be treated 
with similar consideration. Any inquiry into this 
subject will, I think, soon lead to the conclusion that 
the only way to deal equitably and satisfactorily with 
this problem is through the establishment of some 
general system providing for the insurance in case of 
death, and the retirement after a certain age, of all 
municipal officials and employees of certain classes or 
grades. | 

In older countries this problem has been fully 
met and worked out through the adoption of 
systems of this nature, with satisfactory results. The 
insurance or retirement fund is generally made up 
one-half through contributions from the salaries of 
employees, and one-half through a special contribu- 
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tion from the municipal treasury. The question 
whether the scale of salaries paid by this city is 
such that it would be just to throw the whole of 
the necessary contribution for this purpose upon the 
employee, or whether the city treasury ought equita- 
bly to bear a portion of it, is one of detail; but I 
am fully prepared to take the position that in some 
manner or other a system of providing for such in- 
surance and retirement should be established and 
made compulsory. It is only in this manner that 
special legislation of the character referred to, 
prompted by natural sympathy for those left unpro- 
vided for, but crude and inequitable in its operation, 
can be avoided, and even if the whole necessary 
contribution were deducted from salaries, the city 
would only be compelling its employees to adopt a 
course which enlightened self-interest, or a sense of 
obligation to others, ought in any case to lead them 
to take. 


BUILDING LIMITS. 

The very important matter of extending the 
present building limits has at length received the 
attention of the City Council, and the Committee 
on Building Department has recently presented an 
intelligent report, calling attention to the grave 
objections to permitting the construction of wooden 
buildings to the extent which is allowed in this 
city, and recommending the passage of an ordinance 
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materially extending the present limits. While there 
are bound to be considerable differences of views, 
even. among those who have no private interest 
which would be affected, as to the exact lines to 
which the limits should be extended, it does not 
seem to me that there is room for any honest dif- 
ference of opinion, if we look at the matter solely 
from the standpomt of the general public interest, 
as to the crymg need of some further restrictions. 
Boston has many things to be proud of, and sets an 
example to other cities In many ways; but in the 
matter of permitting the erection of wooden _ build- 
ings we are decidedly behind other cities, and I have 
no hesitation in saying that our present policy is 
not only dangerous in exposing us to the possibility 
of a widespread conflagration, but uneconomical as 
well. All competent authorities recognize the great 
risk we run that under certain conditions a fire 
might be started in one of these districts of wooden 
dwellng houses which it would be absolutely im- 
possible to stop until it had done immense damage. 
The danger from fire and the consequent effect upon 
insurance rates would alone be sufficient to stamp 
our present lax policy as a foolish one; but it has 
not even the excuse of anything but apparent 
economy in its favor, even from the standpoint of 
cost of construction. A brick building may cost 
in the first instance 20 per cent. more than a 
wooden one, but it does not follow that there is 
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any real economy in building the latter; on the 
contrary, the best authorities are agreed that the 
life of a wooden building is so much shorter, and 
the annual cost of keepimg it in repair and painted 
is so much greater, that a brick building is really 
more economical in the long run. This seems to me 
clearly a case where the municipal authority should 
be brought to bear to compel owners of property to 
conform to what will prove in the long run _ for 
their own interest, as well as for the safety and 
advantage of the whole community. 

The extent to which wooden building is still car- 
ried on within our city limits is one of the very 
weakest spots in our proper municipal development, 
and while a great amount of harm has already been 
done through the absence of proper regulation, there 
should be no further delay m applymeg a radical 
remedy and introducing a better order of things. 
As the committee poimts out, the City of Philadel- 
phia affords a striking example of the benefits of a 
sound policy regulating the erection of dwelling 
houses, and the sooner Boston starts upon the same 
path the better it will be for the future of the 
community. It is unfortunate that the committee 
reported at such a late date that it was not practi- 
cable for the last City Council to take action, but I 
trust that the present body will promptly take up 
the matter. If it should fail to do so, I should 
favor an application to the Legislature for the 
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passage of some restrictive legislation rather than a 
continuance of the present conditions. The fact 
that there has been no substantial merease in the 
area within the fire limits since 1871 is alone 
enough to mdicate the need of some action to keep 
up with the growth of the city. I believe that the 
interests of real-estate owners and of builders would 
adjust themselves more easily to a new order of 
things than some of them apprehend. 


LIMITATION OF HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 


After a long and complicated contest before the 
Legislature, arismg out of the proposed erection of 
the Westminster Chambers building on Copley square, 
chapter 452 of the Acts of 1898 was passed, pro- 
viding that no building within a certain defined 
district adjacent to this square should hereafter be 
built to a greater height than ninety feet, except 
that there could be erected on any such building 
above this limit “such steeples, towers, domes, sculp- 
tured ornaments and chimneys” as the Board of 
Park Commissioners might approve. This act further 
provided that any person sustaimmg damage or loss 
in his property by reason of the lmit of height 
prescribed by the act could recover his damages 
from the City of Boston, —thus establishing for the 
first time in this State, if not anywhere, the principle 
that for a special limitation upon the height of 
buildings the owners should receive compensation. 
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This act further allows special damages, under a 
clause general in form, to the owners of the West- 
minster Chambers building, the erection of which 
had already been contracted for, giving them the 
right to recover from the city damages for material 
bought, or actually contracted for, which could not 
be used, and also for the extra cost of the material 
in the stories below ninety feet in excess of what 
the cost would have been for a building to be car- 
ried only to that height. Owing to the variety of 
conflicting interests and the confusion attending the 
whole matter, the officers of the city were unable to 
shape the proposed legislation, and while they 
acquiesced in its passage, as the best thing that could 
be done under the circumstances, they never admitted 
the constitutionality of the damage provision relat- 
ing to compensation for the taking of mere air 
space—if a limitation of height may be regarded 
as constituting such a taking; nor did they believe 
that the limitation of height to ninety feet in the 
case of the Westminster Chambers, instead of ninety- 
six feet, which would have allowed one additional 
story, was called for by any esthetic or practical 
consideration, or that it would be at all worth the 
additional cost that would be imposed upon the city, 
claimed by the owners to be from $30,000 to $40,- 
000. The appearance of this building in relation to 
the other buildings around Copley square when it was 
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subsequently erected to the height of ninety-six feet, 
fully confirmed us in the opimion that there was no 
sufficient reason for the city, at least, to initiate 
legal proceedings to keep the height of the building 
down to the ninety-foot limit, thereby incurring this 
considerable extra expense, — particularly.in view of 
the doubt as to just how much might be covered 
by the term “sculptured ornaments” in this case. 
The responsibility of bringing such proceedings was 
therefore left to others, and the case has recently 
been heard before the Supreme Court, but is not yet 
decided. 

In this connection I desire to call attention to the 
desirability of legislation to authorize the city to 
take and remove the upper stories of the single 
building on Commonwealth avenue which was car- 
ried to a considerable height above that of other 
buildings on this avenue shortly before the passage 
of the law establishing a limit of the height of 
buildings on parkways. The cost of this taking 
should not be very large, and it would restore a sym- 
metry of sky line upon our finest residential avenue 
which should never have been allowed to be broken. 


NEW BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 500 
of the Acts of 1897, the City of Boston, the City 
of Cambridge, and the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, joined in a petition to the Legislature of 
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1898 for the passage of an act to provide for the 
building of a new bridge to Cambridge, to take the 
place of the present West Boston bridge, and chap- 
ter 467 of the Acts of 1898 was accordingly passed, 
providing for the buildmg of such a bridge, and 
constituting the Mayors of Boston and Cambridge,. 
ex-officus, with a third person to be selected by 
them, a commission for this purpose. Mr. E. D. 
Leavitt, of Cambridge, a consulting engineer of the 
highest standing and of large experience, who had 
frequently been employed by this city upon impor- 
tant matters, was chosen as the third member of 
the Commission, and it organized on June 16, by 
choosing me as its chairman, and by selecting Mr.. 
Willham Jackson, City Engineer of this city, as chief 
engineer of the bridge. The Commission has held 
quite a number of meetings, and a good deal of 
preliminary study has been given to the problems. 
involved, and certain general questions of policy 
have been acted upon; its members visited Chicago. 
for the purpose of examining a certain type of draw, 
and it sent its chief engimeer to Kurope to examine 
some of the best bridges to be found there. Mr. 
Edmund M. Wheelwright, formerly City Architect. 
of Boston, was selected to prepare sketches and designs 
from an architectural standpoint, and he has also. 
recently studied the chief foreign bridges. 

A design was prepared embodying an artificial 
island, midway between the two shores—or rather 
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two islands with the main channel passing between 
them — with a bascule draw. This plan seemed to 
the Commission to have many advantages from an 
esthetic standpoint, and it would add comparatively 
little to the cost. The Board of Harbor and Land 
Commissioners agreed to permit the building of such 
an island, provided that the material therefor were 
dredged from the basin, but the permission of the 
War Department is also required, and the Commission 
is not yet advised as to its decision, although the 
proper application was made several months ago. 
The question of building the bridge at a somewhat. 
higher elevation above the water and without any 
draw has lately been receiving attention, and at its 
last meeting the Commission voted in favor of this 
plan; but for this also the permission of the War 
Department is required, and this may not be forth- 
coming. Until these fundamental questions are 
settled little progress can be made in the actual prep- 
aration of the plans of the new structure. The 
temporary pile bridge which will be necessary to 
provide for traffic while the new bridge is under 
construction, is, however, under way, and will be 
completed next spring, at a cost of about $45,000. 
The greater part of the banks of the Charles 
above the present West Boston bridge, as far as 
navigation extends, has now been taken for park 
purposes, either by the Metropolitan or by the Cam- 
bridge Park Commissioners, and a large part of the 
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remainder of the river bank is so held that it is 
not available for wharf uses. It is also probable 
that the owners of quite a portion of the rest of 
the shore would consent to have the new bridge 
constructed without a draw, and certain classes of 
‘commerce would be better accommodated than at 
present by the increased clear head-room under the 
‘bridge, — which it is proposed to make about the same 
as that under the bridges over the Thames at Lon- 
don. The construction of this bridge without a draw 
would be a considerable saving, both in first cost 
and in the yearly expense of maintenance, and it 
would be far easier to construct a bridge of a fine 
appearance in this manner. 

The Commission fully appreciates the opportunity 
for the construction in this conspicuous location of a 
bridge which will have a dignified and monumental 
character, and will be in keeping with the mag- 
nificent basin which it will span and it believes that 
the people of the two cities have a right to expect 
the best possible artistic effect, as well as the most 
substantial and durable construction. Every effort 
will be made to make this one of the finest and 
most striking bridges in this country, and no rea- 
sonable expense will be spared to accomplish that 
result. A serious difficulty, however, is met with 
in connection with providing for the tracks of the 
elevated railway, as it is almost impossible to secure 
a beautiful structure if the tracks are carried over 
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the bridge at an elevation. This does not seem to 
the Commission to be a necessity, as a reserved 
space can be provided in the centre of the bridge 
for the cars of the elevated railway. This matter 
is still under discussion between the Commission and 
the representatives of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, in its legal and engineering aspects, and 
it is hoped that some arrangements can yet be 
arrived at which will permit of the artistic treat- 
ment of the problem. 


BEACON STREET EMBANKMENT. 


Chapter 344 of the Acts of 1891, as amended by 
chapter 435 of the Acts of 1893, authorizes the city, 
through its Board of Park Commissioners, to build a 
sea-wall, on lines to be drawn by the Harbor and 
Land Commissioners, to extend the present embank- 
ment from West Boston bridge to the sea-wall in 
the rear of Beacon street, and thence parallel with 
this sea-wall to a point opposite the Back Bay Fens. 
I endeavored last year to secure the passage of an 
act to provide further that one-half of the expense 
of constructing that portion of such embankment, 
with a suitable sea-wall, running parallel to Beacon 
street, of a width of forty feet, should be assessed 
upon abutting estates,—leaving the connection of 
this embankment with the portion already con- 
structed as far as the West Boston bridge to be 
filled in in future, on account of the greater 
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expense of this section. Owing to the number of 
other matters which the city had pending before the 
Metropolitan Affairs Committee, and the opposition 
of some persons who favored an embankment of 
greater width than forty feet, the measure failed at. 
the last session; the effort to secure such’ a law will 
be again made this year, and I see no reason why 
it should not be successful. A stage has certainly 
been reached in the development and improvement: 
of this fine basin of water when some remedy 
should be found for the conditions now existing in 
the rear of Beacon street, which detract so materially 
from the appearance of the river. I believe that a 
considerable majority of the abutters will be willing to- 
pay their one-half of the expense, the whole of which 
is estimated to amount to about half a million dol- 
lars, and that the city will find it profitable to bear 
the remainder. In view of the fact that the Board 
of Harbor and Land Commissioners has stated its. 
opposition to the construction of an embankment 
extendmg very far into the river beyond the 
Ime of the present sea-wall, and of the doubt 
which exists whether the War Department, the ap- 
proval of which is necessary, can be got to consent 
even to a limited amount of filling in of the area 
of the basin, 1t seems to me entirely impracticable 
to contend for any wider embankment than the one 
proposed, and I trust that all interests can be got to 
take this view of the matter. 
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THE SUBWAY. 


The completed subway, extending from the Public 
Garden to the Northern Union Station, was finally 
opened for full use by passengers on September 3, 
1898, and the figures for the first complete month 
of operation, October, show in a striking manner 
the large use which has been made of its facilities. 
The average number of cars running through the 
subway daily was 3,518, and the average number of 
persons entering the cars at the subway stations was 
64,467, or very nearly 2,000,000 for the month. 
75,000 free transfers were made within the sub- 
way during the month. These figures, with the 
general opinion of the public, and the material 
reduction in the time of transit, sufficiently indi- 
cate that the subway has fully answered the expec- 
tations of its advocates, and has at least assisted 
very materially in the solution of the problem of 
rapid transit for passengers through the central part 
of the city. It certainly affords one of the best ex- 
amples which can be found in this country of a 
public work well conceived .in plan, skilfully carried 
out in design, built with economy, and fully justified 
by actual results. Competent authorities from other 
States and countries have pronounced it a most in- 
teresting and remarkable engineering work, and the 
manner in which the whole undertaking has been 
planned and carried out has redounded to the credit 
of the city. Without underestimating the value of 
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the services of many others in connection with the 
enterprise, it 1s not too much to say that the credit 
of securing the adoption of the general plan, and of 
obtaining the necessary legislative authority to exe- 
cute it, is chiefly due to ex-Mayor Nathan Matthews, 
Jr., under whose administration the work was com- 
menced, and it seems to me proper to recognize at 
this time the indebtedness of the people of Boston 
to him for a very important public service. 

The removal of the surface tracks from Boylston 
and Tremont streets has effected a sreat improvement. 
in these important thoroughfares, and in their use- 
fulness for teams and carriages. When ‘Tremont 
street is properly repaved—and I am inclined to 
favor an asphalt surface as the most suitable — be- 
tween Boylston street and Scollay square, it will 
make a fine, open thoroughfare, which will materially 
add to thé beauty and dignity of the city, particu- 
larly opposite the Common, and greatly facilitate the 
easy passage across the city of street traffic, — which 
is subjected to much more difficulty and delay in its 
movement through any of the streets running across 
the city to the eastward of Tremont street. It is 
indeed possible that it may later be demonstrated 
that even these important considerations should be | 
set aside in order to secure the advantages of street 
railway transportation on the surface of Tremont 
street, whether for local use or for through passen- 
gers; but it seems to me clearly improper to force 
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this question to an issue so soon after the removal 
of the tracks, and before the new plan has had a 
fair test. The greatest good of the greatest. number 
must govern in the Jong run, but the experiment of 
the absence of tracks upon Tremont street should 
at least be given- a proper trial. 


THE ELEVATED RAILWAY. 


The plans of the Boston Elevated Railway show-. 
ing the character of the proposed structure were 
approved by me as to architectural appearance and 
obstruction to light and air, under the provisions of 
the statute, on April 29, 1898, and were approved 
by the Railroad Commissioners on July 11. Since- 
the latter date the company has been actively 
engaged, with a considerable force of men, in 
making surveys and examinations of streets, and 
doing other preliminary work necessary to enable it. 
to enter into the contracts for the erection of the 
elevated structure. Its officers now state that they 
expect to have a large portion of the structure 
under contract within a short time, to begin the 
work of putting in the foundations at the opening 
of next spring, and to build a large part of the 
work by the end of the year. The erection of the 
elevated railway upon the new Charlestown bridge 
is already under way, and the plans for the terminal 
stations at Roxbury and Charlestown have _ been 
completed. 
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SOUTHERN UNION STATION. 


The new Southern Union Station, now  substan- 
tially completed, and opened to-day for the use of the 
trains of the Old Colony and. New England Divi- 
sions of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company, now represents: the actual car- 
rying out of the plans embodied in the act provid- 
ing for such a station, passed by the Legislature of 
1896 and approved on June 9 of that year. The 
practical completion of this great undertaking, with 
all of the delays and drawbacks which it has been 
subjected to, within this period of two and one-half 
years, 1s a result that may well be referred to as a 
cause for congratulation, and as an important land- 
mark in the development of this great municipal 
community. Boston now possesses a railroad pas- 
senger station which is not only the largest, the 
finest and the most completely equipped of any 
in this country, but which has very few, if any, 
equals in the world. I have never entertained any 
doubt that this terminal would fully justify the 
wisdom of the expenditures incurred by the city for 
new streets in connection with it, without which 
the undertaking would not have been possible. 
Moreover, the contribution of the city has not been 
added to its long-term debt, but has already been 
paid in part,—the sum of $553,546 for this purpose 
having been included in the tax levy of last year, — 
and the temporary debt will be entirely extinguished 
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during the next few years, leaving us with the 
improvements as a permanent addition to our munic- 
ipal assets, without a corresponding charge on the 
liability side of the account. Out of the original 
loan of $2,000,000 authorized for this purpose the 
sum of $466,614 has not yet been expended; and 
while the amount of the loan authorized has been 
increased by $750,000 under the provisions of chap- 
ter 248 of the Acts of last year, to meet the unex- 
pectedly high cost of land taken, $250,000 of this 
amount was set aside for the proposed bridge car- 
rying Cove street over the railroad tracks, which 
was not contemplated in the original plan, and the 
whole $750,000 was deducted from the ordinary 
borrowing capacity of the city for the last municipal 
year, so that this extra amount has not increased the 
indebtedness of the city outside the debt limit. It 
may be worth while to repeat that for its expenditure 
the ‘city has secured the extension of Dorchester 
avenue, 92 feet in width, containing 178,150 square 
feet, the extension of Summer street, 100 feet 
in width, containing 88,631 square feet, and Cove 
street,. or Atlantic avenue by its new name, 100 
feet in width, and containing $1,946 square feet; 
while it only had an area of 19,440 square feet in 
Cove street as it formerly existed, and has discon- 
tinued in Federal and other streets an additional 
area of 248,920 square feet. Thus the city possesses 
to-day 80,367 more square feet of street area than 
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it did before, in addition to the important widening 
of Summer street between Purchase street and 
Atlantic avenue, to the sea-wall along Dorchester- 
avenue extension, with its fine opportunities for the 
landing of boats of various sorts, and to the abolish- 
ment of the grade-crossmg of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad at Kneeland street. 


PUBLIC ALLEYS. 


Until last year there was no special provision for 
the laymg out of alleys or passageways as_ pub- 
- lic ways, and this had proved an inconvenience in 
many respects. It seemed to be clearly desirable that 
some arrangement should be made for the laying 
out, construction and cleaning of important alleys 
and passageways, and accordingly the officers of the 
city secured the passage of chapter 298 of the Acts. 
of 1898 for that purpose. Under its provisions any 
alley or passageway not exceeding twenty-five feet 
in width can be laid out and constructed at the ex- 
pense of the abutters in the same manner, as an 
assessable street. The act provides, however, that the 
city shall not be liable for any defect or want of 
repair in any such alley, nor be required to keep it 
free from snow, but all such alleys are to be cleaned 
at the expense of the city. Under this act twenty- 
three alleys and passageways have now been legally 
laid out as public alleys, and- will be properly recon- 
structed, drained and surfaced during the coming. 
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spring. While the new duty of cleaning such alleys 
imposes additional work upon the Street Cleaning 
Division, I believe that the assumption of this work 
by the city will prove of decided benefit. 

Under this act the abutters are forbidden, under 
penalty of a fine, to place any snow in a public 
alley, and at the same time it is provided that the 
city shall not be required to keep such alleys clear 
of snow. This creates an unfortunate condition of 
things, as it is found exceedingly difficult to bring 
about the requisite concert of action and contribu- 
tion toward expenses among the abutters to secure 
the proper removal of snow; of course an abutter 
in the middle of a block cannot easily remove the 
snow opposite his estate unless his neighbors do the 
same thing. It would perhaps throw too much ad- 
ditional expense and responsibility upon the Street 
Department to require it to remove snow from public 
alleys upon the same basis as from streets; and it 
therefore seems to me that the best way of dealing 
with the difficulty would be to provide that the 
Street Department shall see to the removal of such 
snow by contract when requested by a petition signed 
by a majority of the abutters upon a_ public alley, 
the expense to be assessed upon all of the abutting 
estates. This work can certamly be accomplished 
better under municipal direction, and the imposing of 
such an assessment would not work any material 


hardship, while those who now pay for the removal 
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of snow would get the work done at a lower cost, 


and under proper official supervision. 


METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY. 


I referred in my last maugural to the large claim 
of the city against the Commonwealth for the taking 
of our water supply system by the Metropolitan 
Water Board. I am unable to report that any 
material progress has been made toward the settle- 
ment of this matter durmg the last year, except 
that this Board has paid to the city the sum of 
$5,000,000 on account of the general taking, as 
well as $1,154,766.84 in reimbursement of the 
moneys paid by it in partial construction of the 
reservoir at Southborough; but these sums represent 
only a fraction of what the officers of the city believe 
it is entitled to receive. While interest on the balance 
that may be found due is running in favor of the 
city at the rate of 6 per cent., and while there- 
fore we can perhaps afford to wait as well as 
the people of the metropolitan water district out- 
side of Boston, it certainly seems desirable that 
some steps should be taken looking to the settle- 
ment of this case in court, if, as is probably the 
case, it cannot be settled out of court. No prop- 
osition for a: settlement has been received by the 
city from the Metropolitan Water Board, nor has 
the city been asked to name the sum which it would 
be willing to take. At the last session of the 
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Legislature the Corporation Counsel and myself 
endeavored to obtain an amendment to the Metro- 
politan Water Act to make it clear that this im- 
portant, and, in many respects, unique, case could 
be tried before a commission, as all similar cases 
have heretofore been tried in this Commonwealth, 
instead of before a jury. We also joined with the 
Metropolitan Water Board im asking for authority 
for that body to employ its own counsel, instead of 
bemg dependent upon the Attorney General’s office, 
believing that this would facilitate a settlement ; 
but neither of these attempts were successful. It 
was contended, however, that under the machinery 
of existing law the case might be tried in the first 
instance by auditors, subject to an appeal to a jury 
by either party. 

The abovementioned sum of $5,000,000 which 
was received by the City Treasurer was temporarily 
used, under authority of law, for ordinary expendi- 
tures, In anticipation of the receipt of taxes, instead 
of borrowing money, as usual, to that amount. Under 
an order of the City Council approved September 16 
the Treasurer is authorized to imvest the whole or 
any part of this sum in bonds of the city, and to 
transfer such bonds to the Sinking Funds Commis- 
sioners, to be held and managed by them as a 
separate fund, the interest of which is to be used, 
so far as necessary, to meet the balance, if any, 
required for the purposes to which the income from 
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the water works of the city may be applied under 
the provisions of section | of chapter 427 of the 
Acts of 1898. Under this authority, the City Treas- 
urer has now purchased bonds of the city amounting 
to $4,699,000, and has turned them over to the 
Sinkng Funds Commissioners. The proper applica- 
tion of the amount already received on account of 
this settlement, and of the balance to be received, is 
thus ensured. 

The water of the Nashua river was first brought 
into the Sudbury reservoir on March 1, 1898, and 
since then our supply has come partly from that 
source. The quality of the water has_ been 
good, and the assurance of an ample supply for 
many years to come should be a gratifying one to 
our citizens, in spite of the great cost of the new 
system. Up to December 1, 1898, the total expendi- 
tures of the Metropolitan Water Board, including 
the sums paid in partial settlement of the claim of 
the city, amounted to nearly $16,000,000. The great 
dam and basin at Clinton remain to be built, but 
otherwise the greater part of the work of construc- 
tion has been finished. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


In view of the important and varied interests 
with which this department has to deal, and on 
account of requests which have been made to me 
that I should personally inquire into certain matters 
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connected with its administration, — with which ab- 
solute inability to find the time prevented me from 
complying,—I have recently invited the Boston 
Society of Architects, the Master Builders’ Associ- 
ation, the Boston Real Estate Exchange and the 
Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, to join in con- 
stituting a commission to examine into the organi- 
zation, administration, system and methods of this 
department, “with the purpose of ascertaining 
whether deficiencies exist m it which should -be 
remedied, and whether its service can be In any 
manner improved or perfected, whether by changes 
in the laws or ordinances or without such changes.” 
Kach of these bodies has been asked to recommend 
to me three persons from whom I am to select one, 
and the completed board is to contain one lawyer, 
one architect, one builder and one fire underwriter. 
It is expected that each of these organizations will 
join in the formation of a commission in this man- 
ner, and I trust that its work may result in _ effect- 
ing any improvement in the work of the department 
which a fair inquiry may show that there is room 
for. The work of this department is of vital im- 
portance to the future of the city, and any honest 
movement to increase its efficiency, and to strengthen 
its organization, will, I am confident, receive the 
hearty co-operation of its present officials, who have 
been obliged to carry on their work under many 
disadvantages, which need not here be specified. 
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I shall ask this commission to report upon one 
proposed change in connection with this department 
which seems to me well worthy of consideration, 
namely, the establishment of a system of charges for 
the various services rendered by it. The payment 
of fees of a moderate amount would not, I believe, 
be seriously felt by the financial interests which 
come under the control of the department, and I 
believe that it would easily be possible to pay for 
the whole expense of maintaining it in this manner. 
The department has for years suffered through its. 
inability to obtain sufficient appropriations to keep 
up with the increase in its work, and it is doubtful 
whether this difficulty can be removed in any other 
way than through the establishment of a fee system. 

The gasfittmg division of this department was 
established early in the month of October, 1897, 
under the provisions of chapter 465 of the Acts of 
that year. The Board of Gas Examiners fixed the 
number of inspectors at eight, and the eight highest 
on the civil service list were appointed by the Com- 
missioner. The work of this division durmg the 
last year has largely exceeded the anticipations of 
the framers of the act, the number of permits to 
perform gasfitting applied for being over 16,000, 
or over 2,000 applications to be examined by 
each inspector; and it is only with much diffi- 
culty that the present force of inspectors is able 
to keep up with the work and comply with 
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the requirements of the law. There are now 221 
master gasfitters and 296 journeymen § gasfitters 
holding licenses. The total annual expense of main- 
taining the division is about $12,000. 

The additional security afforded by the mspec- 
tions made under this law has, I believe, been 
appreciated by citizens who have come in con- 
tact with the work which has been done, and the 
trade has now adjusted itself to the new condi- 
tions created by it. Experience in this line has 
again demonstrated the advisability in a large city 
of supervising and licensing trades which have 
relation to the safety and health of the community ; 
and while there is some hardship at first in enforcing 
a new system under official supervision, this policy 
has in the long run proved the most satisfactory to 
every interest concerned. 


METROPOLITAN SEWERAGE. 


The Metropolitan Sewerage Commission, as directed 
by chapter 4 of the Resolves of 1898, has made a 
careful investigation during the past year as to the 
best route and probable cost of a high-level gravity 
sewer to receive the drainage of the present Metro- 
politan, Charles and Neponset Valley districts, and 
other areas in the Stony-brook basin and in Dor- 
chester, and to have its outlet near the southwest- 
erly end of Peddock’s Island. This scheme provides 
an outlet for areas in the Stony-brook valley and 
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in Dorchester, which are now without sewerage on 
-account of the want of an outfall; it does not 
at all supersede the present pumping system of the 
main drainage works. It 1s expected that this re- 
port will be presented to the Legislature early in the 
coming session, and the matter will receive the close 
attention of the representatives of the city. 


PARK DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the work of this department 
has been actively directed to the grading, draining, 
loaming and planting of the improved grounds of 
the park system, a total area of about 140 acres 
having thus been developed and made available for 
public use. In connection with this work of im- 
provement, about 125,000 trees and shrubs were 
planted, and 170,000 cubic yards of loam were used. 
New nurseries have been established, and many thou- 
sand young trees have been propagated and planted 
in them. The Francis Parkman road, skirting the 
west bank of Jamaica pond, has been opened, and 
has added greatly to the attractiveness of this beau- 
tiful’ sheet of water. A new driveway has been 
opened around the Peters’ Hill addition to the Arbo- 
retum. Two stables and two carriage sheds have 
been added to the buildings of the department. The 
handsome stone bridge spanning the Riverway at 
Longwood, with an arch of 100 feet, to connect 
Boston with Brookline, has been nearly completed. 
A good deal of work has been done in the way of 
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erecting stone boundary walls and fences, and laying 
drains and sewers. 

At the Strandway, South Boston, 500 linear feet 
of sea-wall have been added, and 50,000 cubic yards 
of fillimg put in place, the rough work upon this 
improvement having been nearly completed. A new 
wharf has been constructed for public use near the 
Marine Park head-house. 

I stated last year that the Park Commission- 
ers had, by a careful revision, reduced the estimates 
for the cost of the construction work remaining to 
be done to complete our park system to the sum of 
$1,000,000, exclusive of the work upon the Strand- 
way and upon playgrounds. An application was 
made to the Legislature for the passage of an act 
authorizing an additional loan outside of the debt 
limit to this amount, but authority was only given 
to the Board, by chapter 313 of the Acts of 1898, 
to borrow one-half of this sum, as it was deemed 
advisable for some reason that another application 
should again be made after this amount had been 
expended. It seems desirable and economical that 
the present labor force should be continued until 
the work of construction is completed, and an 
application for an additional loan will therefore again 
be made to the incoming Legislature. I am satisfied 
that the Park Commission with the services of its 
present superintendent is performing its important 
work with great skill, efficiency and economy. 
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The improvement of the playgrounds already 
owned by the city, and in charge of this depart- 
ment, is an important matter, but 1t does not seem 
to me necessary, In view of other pressing demands 
upon the city treasury, that it should be prosecuted 
with great rapidity. During the last year a con- 
siderable amount of filling and grading has been 
done at Neponset Playground and at Billings Field. 
The plan of the department for the improvement 
of playgrounds is simply to make smooth, grassy 
open spaces, bordered by limes of seats and shade 
trees, giving full and free opportunities for sports. 

Plans are under consideration for the improvement. 
of the part of the Fens lying north of Beacon street, 
and it is hoped that work can be commenced here at. 
an early date; but this matter 1s somewhat related 
to the question of an embankment in the rear of 
Beacon street, elsewhere referred to, and it can_ best. 
be treated in connection with it. At Marme Park 
the grounds surrounding the three pools are to be 
laid out and planted, making a valuable addition to: 
the available park area at this pomt. At Franklin 
Park the completion of the bordermg plantations. 
has been planned, so as to enclose the park within 
a belt of its own woodland. Boundary walls are to: 
be built upon all open lines in Franklin Park and 
Jamaica Park. Shelters and lavatories for various. 
parts of the park system are much needed and are: 
among the improvements planned. At Wood Island

Park a large amount of planting is to be done this 
year, practically completing the work at this point. 

The work of final development, which has now 
reached a poimt so near its end, is bringing the 
unequalled variety and beauty of our park system 
into greater prominence and making it more visible to 
every one. I believe that Boston stands pre-eminent 
among the cities not only of this country but of the 
world in the wise liberality with which the work 
of park development has been supported, in the 
professional skill which has been applied to it, 
and in the single-minded devotion of successive 
boards of park commissioners to the conservation 
and the development of the important interests 
entrusted to their charge. If we consider our parks 
and parkways merely as a real estate asset, they will 
surely figure in the aggregate valuation of municipal 
and private property for more than the $15,000,000 
which they have cost, and the Boston of the twentieth 
century, with its million of population, will have 
reason to be grateful for the priceless heritage which 
this generation will hand down to it. 

By chapter 54 of the Acts of 1898, the Park 
Commission was given the important additional power 
of planting trees, and placing seats, fountains and 
works of art, upon streets connecting with any park- 
way, or road bordering upon a park, within the dis- 
tance of 500 feet from the point of junction, and of 
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prescribing rules and regulations relating to the height: 
and character of fences, and to the display of adver- 
tisements, within such lmits. This enlarges in a 
highly desirable manner the powers of the Park 
Commissioners to protect the immediate vicinity of 
our parks, and to prevent surroundings incongruous 


with their character. 


PLAYGROUNDS. ° 


A very important step m the line of providing 
local playgrounds upon a proper plan was taken last 
year, through the passage by the Legislature of 
chapter 412 of the Acts of 1898. This act, which 
was not to take effect until accepted by the City 
Council, authorized the Park Commission, “for the 
purpose of establishing a comprehensive system of 
playgrounds, to meet the wants of the different sec- 
tions of the city,’ to purchase, with the approval of 
the Mayor, land for playgrounds in such different 
locations, not exceeding twenty in number, as it 
might deem best. A total loan of $500,000 was 
authorized for this purpose, to be within the debt 
limit, and not more than $200,000 to be expended 
in any one year. It was not found financially 
possible for the City Council to accept this act. 
until the very close of the last municipal year; 
but it has now gone into effect, and the Park 
Commission will proceed at once to carry out its 
provisions. The city should thus secure within the 
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next three years a series of playgrounds which, 
joined to those it already possesses, will prove of 
the greatest future value, and should place Boston 
ahead of any city in the country in this important 
matter. Instead of land being selected more or less 
at haphazard, as appropriations could be obtained 
from the City Council, a careful study can now be 
made of the whole matter, and the loan can be dis- 
tributed so as to provide as fully and as fairly as 
possible for the needs of every section. This act 
only provides for the purchase of land, which of 
course is the matter of most vital and pressing im- 
portance, leaving the improvement and equipment of 
the playgrounds to be provided for by such appro- 
priations as may be made for the purpose, from 
time to time, out of the regular funds. The 
healthful influence upon the rising generation of 
a large city of adequate playground facilities can 
hardly be overestimated; but in order to insure its 
full benefits we must later establish some such 
official supervision and direction of athletic sports 
and exercises as exists in some foreign cities. 

At the present time the Park Commission has 
under its administration fourteen playgrounds, namely, 
Wood Island Park, Charlesbank, Charlestown Heights, 
Charlestown Playground, Franklin Field and the 
North End beach, taken under the Park Act, and 
the North Brighton, Neponset, First street, North 
End, Mystic, Fellows Street, Christopher Gibson and

Billings Field playgrounds, taken under the Play- 
ground Act. 

The smallest of these, the North End Playground, 
contains 11,584 square feet, and the largest, Frank- 
lin Field, contains 77 acres. Seven of these were 
acquired prior to 1896, and the other seven have 
been purchased since that time. While it 1s doubtless 
best to leave the matter of playgrounds in the hands 
of the Park Commission during the period of ac- 
quirement of land and of construction, I am inclined 
to believe that when they are ready for use it will be 
found desirable to create a special department to have 
charge of their further development and _ practical 
utilization. 

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

Work in connection with the abolition of the 
Congress-street grade crossing is making satisfactory 
progress. The masonry abutments and the piers in 
Fort Poimt Channel for the bridge in the line 
of Summer-street extension have been completed ; 
the work on the foundations for the draw is well 
under way, and will be in readiness to receive the 
draw before the middle of March next. The steel 
superstructure of the fixed spans is under contract, 
to be completed before May 1. 

The masonry abutments at A street have been 
built, and those at B and C streets will be com- 
pleted early in January. <A large amount of filling 
has been deposited along the line of the new street, 
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and a contract made for the timber bulkheads for 
supporting the filling between the water and A 
street. The portion of the new street near L-street 
bridge, for a length of about 550 feet, has been 
graded, the sidewalks built and the roadway paved. 
The sea-wall along the widening of Congress street, 
between Atlantic avenue and the harbor line, has 
also been built. R 

During the past year the sea-wall on Dorchester- 
avenue extension has been completed from Federal- 
street bridge to Summer-street extension, and the 
street has been filled nm; the temporary sidewalk 
has been built and the roadway temporarily paved 
with granite blocks, excepting a narrow strip ad- 
joining a portion of the property of the Boston 
Terminal Company, upon which the buildings and 
other structures have not as yet been so far com- 
pleted as to permit the paving to be done. The 
work of widening Federal-street bridge to connect it 
with the new street has also been done. 

Summer-street extension, in front of the new 
station, has been paved and the sidewalks built. 
The square formed by the intersection of Summer 
street and Atlantic avenue has been regraded and 
temporarily paved, the centre of the square having 
been raised about two and one-half feet. Atlantic ’ 
avenue, between Summer street and East street, and 
from the latter street to Kneeland street, has been 
put in such condition that it can be used. 
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All of the contracts for the new Charlestown bridge 
have been let except those for the railing, the side- 
walks, the final paimting, the grading and paving of 
the approaches, and the construction of a part of 
‘the draw pier, which cannot be let until the old 
Charlestown bridge is removed. The severe storm 
of November 27 caused a temporary suspension of 
the work under contract, and, consequently, a part. 
of this work, which otherwise could have been: com-: 
pleted this season, will have to go over until spring. 
If the weather next spring is favorable the bridge 
can be put into service early in the coming summer. 

After much study, and after several plans had been. 
prepared and carefully considered, the method of 
widening Charlestown street was determined upon, 
and the plan therefor was approved October 12, 
1898. Work will be begun on this widening, and 
also upon the changes of grade of the street and of 
the intersecting streets, early in the coming season.. 
The entire work, it 1s expected, will be completed. 
before the close of next year. 

Malden bridge is in poor condition, and if it is to 
be continued in use extensive repairs should be 
made. The present draw is too narrow, and should 
be replaced by a draw as wide as the bridge, as the 
teaming over the bridge is now limited by the width 
of the draw, which can only pass one line of travel. 
The expense of properly repairing the bridge and of 
rebuilding the draw, so as to put the bridge in 
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proper condition for service during the next ten 
years, will be about $50,000. 

The expense of entirely rebuilding the bridge and 
of widening Alford street, from the bridge to the 
Poor Farm, by a pile structure along the street, — 
the bridge to be of piles and to be sixty feet wide, 
with a paved roadway and a draw of same width, — 
would be $150,000, exclusive of the cost of a tem- 
porary bridge. 

The North Beacon-street bridge to Watertown 
should be rebuilt to conform to plans approved by 
the United States War Department several years 
ago, in order that a sum of $25,000, appropriated 
by the United States Government, may become avail- 
able, —the expending of the sum being contingent 
upon the reconstruction of two bridges to Watertown 
over the Charles river. One of these bridges has 
been rebuilt, and the reconstruction of the North 
Beacon-street bridge will enable this sum of $25,000 
to be used for dredging and improving this part of 
the river. The estimated expenditure by the city 
for its part of the expense of rebuilding this bridge 
is about $11,000. 

The extension of Cove street has been much dis- 
cussed, and several hearings have been held by the 
Street Commissioners; as a result of the various hear- 
ings and of conferences between the city authorities 
and the several railroads it is hoped that a plan 
can be agreed upon which will be acceptable to all

parties, and. that work can be commenced upon the 
foundations for the bridge over the railroad tracks 
early this year. 

The method of abolishing the Dorchester-avenue 

grade crossing has been determined by the commis- 
sion appointed for that purpose. Plans have been 
prepared for building the abutments of the bridge 
on Boston street, 1t beimg the intention to raise and 
finish this street before disturbing Dorchester avenue. 
Plans for the abutments of the bridge on Swett 
street are nearly finished, so that both of these 
bridge abutments can be put under contract. within 
two or three weeks. 
- The work of restoring the ground around the stand 
pipe on Fort avenue, Roxbury, known as the Rox- 
bury High Fort, as nearly as is practicable, to the 
condition existing before the old fort was removed, 
has been performed as far as the funds appropriated 
would permit; much, however, remains to be done 
to finish this work in a proper manner. 

Hearings are now in progress before a commission 
appointed by the court to determine as to the 
method of abolishing the Blue Hill-avenue grade 
crossing, and several plans and estimates have been 
prepared showing different methods of treating this 
pressing problem. 

The bridge and abutments to carry the Boston & 
Albany Railroad over the extension of Brooks street 
are completed, and the remainder of the work can be

finished during the coming season if the necessary 
funds are provided. The expense of the completed 
work will be about $40,000. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The health of the city, as indicated by the statis- 
tics of the Board of Health, has been exceptionally 
good during the last year, as the death rate for the 
year will not exceed twenty and a very small 
fraction to each one thousand of the population, —— 
which is the lowest death rate to be found in the 
available records of the vital statistics of the city. 
There has been no epidemic during the last year, 
and the mortality and morbidity from preventable 
diseases has been very low. Such a result speaks 
well for the improved sanitation of the city, and 
for the comprehensive work of the Board of Health. 

Last March a bacteriological laboratory was estab- 
lished by the Board with my approval, and placed 
under the charge of a competent specialist. This 
laboratory has enabled the Board to perform directly 
a good deal of important work which it formerly 
had to pay for outside, and a system has _ been 
developed which places some of the branches of 
health work upon the soundest and most efficient 
basis yet established in this country. A large variety 
of work passes through this laboratory, and it 
has materially strengthened the equipment of the 
Board of Health. The cost of its maintenance at 
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present is about $5,000 per year, and the Board 
believes this expenditure to be a_ highly eco- 
nomical one in view of the important work which 
it performs. The creation of this division of the 
work of the Board of Health affords another illus- 
tration of the value of increased specialization of 
municipal work. 

By chapter 219 of the Acts of 1897, the Board 
of Health was given authority under certain circum- 
stances and conditions to condemn and remove 
buildings unfit for human habitation and incapable 
of repair, upon payment to the owner of only the 
actual damage sustained by him through such de- 
struction, without the taking of his land. This gave 
to the Board a new and highly important power, 
which had been found very useful in New York, 
where such a statute had been in force. The strict en- 
forcement by the Board of Health of all laws under 
which any existing dwellings unfit for human 
habitation can be razed to the ground, and the 
spread of any slum areas prevented, is a matter of 
the greatest importance. The problem of securing the 
proper housing of the people has not yet assumed 
such urgent importance in Boston as it has in New 
York and in some other large cities. In this field 
of work it is particularly true that prevention is 
better than cure, and that the rigid maintenance 
and enforcement upon all landlords of a_ certain 
decent standard is easier and better than to allow 
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the development of conditions which will have to be 
extirpated later at great cost. The slum represents 
a centre of disease in the body social, and it should 
be seasonably removed by measures no less drastic 
than those employed by the physician in dealing 
with an ulcer on the human body. In England the 
question of securing the proper housing of the poor 
is recognized as one of the most important questions 
connected with municipal hfe, and large amounts of 
public money have been expended in the erection of 
model tenements, owned and leased by the city. If 
the need of similar action here is to be avoided, 
landlords will have to be held by public opinion 
and by official action to the maintenance of a proper 
standard in buildings let for tenements. 

The total number of houses ordered vacated by 
the Board of Health was 207, and 105 of these 
were actually vacated on account of the refusal of 
the owners to comply with the orders of the Board ; 
the total number of dwellings ordered vacated and 
destroyed as unfit for human habitation was 50, 
and the total number actually destroyed was 23. 
The discrepancy between these numbers is due, as 
explained by the Board, to the numerous difficulties, 
legal and otherwise, which prevented the prompt 
execution of its orders. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. : 
The work of the City Hospital durimg the last 
year has been unusually active, nearly 8,000 patients 
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having been treated in the eleven months ending 
December 1, which is over 300 more than in the 
previous year of twelve months. The most notable 
event out of the usual routine was the fittmg up and 
maintaining of tents and wards for the use of  sol- 
diers, of whom 500 were treated, involving a very 
considerable additional expense. 

During the last year a good deal of work of an 
unusual or extraordinary nature has been accom- 
plished. The new coal pocket, finished at the be- 
ginning of the year, has been in active use and 
has fulfilled all expectations. The enlargement of 
the boiler house, the extension of the coal conveyor, 
and the changes to provide for the use of finer and 
cheaper grades of coal, are practically completed and 
will soon be in active operation. The main portion 
of the new laundry building has been completed and 
partly occupied; contracts for new laundry machinery 
have been made, and the hospital expects to have 
shortly one of the finest and best private laundries. 
in New England. The Ann White Vose Building 
for Nurses is already roofed over, and the interior 
work is in progress. Two wards, including modern 
operating rooms, have been reconstructed for the use 
of the gynecological service. Considerable expendi- 
tures have been made out of the maintenance ap- 
propriation for the completion of various portions of 
new work 
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INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Insane Hospital Trustees have under their 
care at the present time about 1,577 patients, of 
whom about 1,000 are in State hospitals and the 
remainder at Austin and Pierce Farms. During the 
past year these two hospitals have been consolidated 
under one supermtendent for administrative purposes, 
Pierce Farm bemg now used as a hospital for men, 
and Austin Farm as a hospital for women. A con- 
sulting staff of physicians has been appointed, and a 
traming school for nurses will very soon be estab- 
lished. | 

The old wooden building at Austin Farm, originally 
built for female paupers, which had long been con- 
sidered unsafe and unsuitable for the insane, has 
now been absolutely condemned by the State Board 
of Insanity, and the City Council has authorized the 
trustees to close the building and transfer its inmates, 
158 in number, to the State Hospitals. This action 
will lend still further force to the arguments to 
which I referred to a year ago in favor of consid- 
erably enlarging the accommodations for the care of 
insane furnished by the city, in order that the 
number of Boston msane patients who have to be 
boarded out im State institutions may be de- 
creased. It is certainly the duty of the city to 
make suitable provisions for the care of all 
of its insane at the Boston Insane Hospital. 
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‘Considerations of humanity and convenience alike 
recommend this course; great distress is now caused 
to many people through their inability to visit 
insane relatives placed at a distance, and the per 
«capita expense to the city of carimg for all its imsane 
at its own hospitals ought to be materially less than 
the amount now paid to the State, for reasons 
which have been fully explained heretofore. The 
trustees propose to urge this year’s city government 
to make a sufficient appropriation for the purchase 
of additional land and the erection of at least 
one new building, so that some material progress 
toward bringing the institution up to a_ larger 
capacity may be made during the coming year. 
The land already owned affords an admirable site 
for a great institution of this character, as it 1s 
readily accessible from all parts of the city, while it 
is surrounded on three sides by land forever restricted 
from being built upon,— the land so _ restricted, 
together with that available for hospital uses, amount- 
ing to nearly one thousand acres. Plans of this 
land have been made by the City Engineer, assisted 
by a landscape gardener, and from these plans 
sketches have been made for the further development 
of the hospital. These plans and sketches have been 
submitted to a committee of eminent experts in the 
administration of hospitals for the imsane, who also 
visited the institution and inspected the grounds; 
this committee approved the present location of the 
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hospital and the plans for its extension, and were 
' unanimously of the opinion that a metropolitan hos- 
pital should be built in which all of the city’s insane 
can be cared for. The first step must be the secur- 
ing of an appropriation to erect a new building in 
place of the one just condemned, and I shall urge 
speedy consideration of this matter. 

Under the present hospital trustees the needs of 
our Insane are being more carefully and scientifically 
studied than has ever been possible before, and the 
wisdom of the separation of the care of the insane 
from that of other dependent persons and criminals 
has been fully demonstrated. . 


CHILDREN'S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


An important change has been effected in this de- 
partment during the last year through the permanent 
closing of the Marcella-street Home, which was 
formerly the Roxbury Almshouse, but has been 
used for many years for dependent and neglected 
children. This result has been rendered possible 
through the further carrying out of the policy, re- 
ferred to in my last inaugural, of placing these 
children in families outside the city. The Trustees be- 
lieve that the good results of this change are already 
marked. Hight hundred and _ seventy-eight children 
in all have now been placed out in families, board 
being paid for a little over half of the number, 
and the others being taken without charge. These 
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children are visited by the agent of the Trustees once 
every two months, or oftener if deemed desirable. 
Before any home is accepted a careful investiga- 
tion is made by a visitor, and thus far the Trustees 
have been able to find a sufficient number of fami- 
hes willing to receive such children. The policy of 
placing them in families of their own religious faith 
has been adhered to. 

The need of additional dormitories at the Parental 
School, which I referred to last year, is more pressing 
than ever, and should now be met at the earliest 
date practicable. A summer school was held at this. 
institution last summer, and the corps of teachers. 
has been raised to the standard of public school 
teachers and given the same salaries. A new super- 
intendent has been appointed within the last few 
months, and an improvement is expected under his 
administration. Additional land for this institution 
is much needed, and the grounds should be drained 
and graded. 

The experience of another year has further empha- 
sized the importance of removing the House of 
Reformation from Rainsford Island to some point 
upon the mainland. This institution should, if possi- 
ble, be given plenty of land, upon which an insti- 
tution upon the cottage plan, permitting of the 
grading of the boys, can be built. There is impera- 
tive need of placing the younger boys, of 13 years of 
age or less, of whom there are about 50 out of the 145. 
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in the institution, in a separate location, where they 
are not exposed to contact with. the older and more 
hardened boys. 

The expense of keeping the old buildings at 
Rainsford Island in repair is very considerable, 
and they are entirely out of date; the institu- 
tion could be run more economically, as well as 
do its work better, im new quarters upon the 
mainland. A change has recently taken place in 
the office of superintendent, the new imcumbent 
having been chosen on account of his_ successful 
experience in educational work, as well as at an 
institution for boys. It is certainly impossible to 
secure proper results at institutions of this character 
unless sufficient emphasis is placed upon the educa- 
tional side of the work and superintendents are chosen 
who are competent to direct it, as well as to perform 
general administrative duties. 

The work at the central office of the department 
has steadily grown, and it has been found necessary 
to engage additional visitors for children placed out ; 
the office has at present twelve employees. The 
summer hospital for infants was again maintained at 
Rainsford Island, 152 having been admitted during 
the season. The average period of remaining in the 
hospital was about 21 days, and the mortality was 
29 per cent., which is a decided improvement over 
the record of last year. The cost of maintaining 
this hospital was about $7,000. | 
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PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


During the last year two important offices under 
this department, previously filled by men, have been 
placed in the hands of women. The trustees de- 
termined shortly after their appointment that as 
soon as practicable the almshouse at Charlestown 
should be treated as a home for women and aged 
couples only. This change led naturally to the 
appointment of a woman as superintendent, and 
the position is now filled acceptably by her. At 
Long Island the chief employee in the office is a 
woman, and she is also dome satisfactory work. 

The Charlestown Almshouse has been improved by 
the addition of more modern appliances in the 
laundry, and of better facilities for baking, by 
which a better quality of bread 1s now furnished to: 
the inmates. Further improvements at Long Island 
are urged strongly by the trustees, who feel that. 
the material welfare of the mmates demands that. 
there shall be better facilities for heating, lighting 
and ventilating the buildings. The present electric 
plant has been repeatedly condemned, and a new 
power and lighting plant is necessary to furnish the 
proper facilities. During the summer 61 soldiers 
were received at the Long Island Hospital and 
eared for there, an entire wing having been set 
aside for their use, and it is gratifying to state that. 
not a single death occurred among them. 
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The City Council has recently appropriated the sum 
of $11,000 for a much-needed addition to the facil-. 
ities for the extinguishment of fire, and the large 
amount of property owned by the city at Long 
Island will soon be given some adequate protection. 

The trustees have prepared careful plans and esti- 
mates of important and urgent work chargeable to 
loans which should be done during the coming year, 
including a new building for a heating and lighting 
plant, a laundry and a bake shop, estimated to cost. 
$45,000. The Architectural Division reports that the 
present power and heating plant is in a very de-. 
plorable condition, and that it must have at least a 
very general overhauling durmg the coming year, 
and that the erection of a new plant for this pur- 
pose would be much more economical in the long 
run. 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


The act of 1897 providing for the establishment. 
of separate departments for the care of children, 
paupers and criminals, also established an Institutions. 
Registration Department, to be under the charge of 
an Institutions Registrar, whose duties were “to 
investigate all questions relating to the settlement of 
paupers, to the commitment of the insane, or to the 
agency for discharged prisoners, or to any rights, 
duties or liabilities connected therewith, and to per- 


form such services relating to the accounts, and to- 
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the collection, registration and tabulation of statistics 
relating to said departments, or any of them, as 
may be required by the Mayor, or by the officer or 
trustees in charge of any of said departments.” It 
seemed best to await for a time the development of 
the work of the newly-created institutions boards 
before proceeding to fill this position, and the Penal 
Institutions Commissioner was therefore designated 
by me to serve as acting Registrar. As the result of 
recent conferences between representatives of the 
various institutions boards and myself, and of our 
consideration of the proper functions and best methods 
of administration of the registration department, it 
has been unanimously agreed that the best organiza- 
tion of the department would be to place it under 
the control of a board consisting of the Chairmen of 
the three institutions boards and of the Board of 
Overseers of the Poor, the Chairman of the Board 
of Statistics, and the Penal Institutions Commissioner, 
all serving ex officis. As the registration depart- 
ment. is merely an agency for the performance of 
certain special work affecting two or more of these 
other departments, 1t seems clearly better that it 
should be placed under their jomt control in the 
manner above suggested, instead of under a single 
independent head appointed by the Mayor. A peti- 
tion will therefore be presented to the Legislature 
at its coming session asking for a suitable amendment 
of the present law to accomplish this object. 
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This department has been engaged in making a 
complete revision of the legal settlements of all the 
paupers, Insane persons and imbeciles supported by 
Boston in the city and State institutions, in compli- 
ance with the law passed last year, this work 
involving the investigation of over 2,500 persons. 
It is at present undertaking the interesting work of 
making up a chart of the weekly population of the 
city institutions, mcluding comparisons with the 
mean temperature and with the condition of busi- 
ness as indicated by weekly failures, to determine 
the relation, if any, which exists between them. 
The department proposes to make a study in the 
near future of the location of the dependent classes 
by districts within the city, in order to determine 
exactly the areas mn which pauperism, crime, and 
insanity are chiefly found, and also to enter upon 
an investigation as to the influence of heredity by 
making a study of the previous environment and 
antecedents of inmates of our institutions. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The penal institutions are in a very satisfactory 
condition. No disturbances have occurred during the 
year, and although the discipline is firm the condi- 
tion of the immates is good, and their appearance 
shows that care and attention are bemg devoted to 
their well-being. 
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The school at the South Boston House of Correc- 
tion is producing gratifying results, and it is pro- 
posed to extend the. school system to Deer Island, in 
order that those who are illiterate may receive in- 
struction in the elementary branches of English. 
The constantly increasing numbers in our Houses of 
Correction of immates unfamiliar with the English 
language makes this mstruction very advisable. 

At Deer Island the classification of the immates. 
is bemg made in four grades, the first containing 
those serving their first sentences, the second, those: 
serving from the second to the fifth time, inclusive, 
the third, those serving from the sixth to the tenth 
time, inclusive, and the fourth, those who have been 
sentenced there for more than ten times. This: 
classification, when fully made, will be beneficial in. 
many ways. 

The construction of a cemetery at Deer Island 
has been in line with the advanced thought of those: 
interested mm humane prison management. Until 
recently the last resting-place of convicts dying at. 
this institution was simply a trench, where their 
remains were placed without special care. The last. 
moments of the dying will not now be clouded by 
dread of such a disposition of their bodies. 

The antiquated system of lighting the women’s: 
building at Deer Island by oil should be replaced by 
electric lighting as soon as possible, through additions. 
to the present electrical plant. 
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PUNISHMENT OF DRUNKENNESS. 


It seems to me that the problem of so adjusting 
the penalties for drunkenness that, on the one hand, 
this form of misdemeanor will receive sufficient pun- 
ishment to restrict, as far as practicable, over-indul- 
gence in intoxicating liquor, without,’on the other 
hand, imposing too large a direct financial burden 
upon the community, — through the cost of maintain- 
ing an unnecessary number of drunkards im confine- 
ment at the public expense, and inflicting a still larger 
loss upon those dependent upon them for support, —1s 
worthy of closer study and more practical investiga- 
tion than it has received. From a social standpoint, 
this is one of the most serious questions with which 
the city has to deal, on account of the very large num- 
ber of persons who are directly or indirectly affected. 
It has appeared to me that the number of persons 
confined in our houses of correction for drunkenness 
was excessive, and that some way should be found 
to reduce the expense and the loss to the community, 
without imcereasmg the amount of imtemperance. 
During the year ending January 31, 1898, there 
were 8,847 committals to the House of Correction at 
Deer Island on account of drunkenness, amounting 
to about 75 per cent. of the total committals; and 
on the basis of a pro rata division of the expenses 
of the institution, the direct cost to the county for 
the confinement of drunkards for that year amounted 
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to over $111,000 at this one institution. In ad- 
dition, 1t is estimated that about 3,000 persons are 
committed to our county jail yearly for this offence, 
besides a considerable number sent to the House of 
‘ Correction at South Boston. In the last three years 
the committals to Deer Island for drunkenness have 
increased abot 30 per cent. Past experience has 
shown the intimate relation between changes in the 
laws affectmg the punishment for this offence and 
the drunkard population of Deer Island; I be- 
heve it to be highly desirable that this important 
question should be carefully inquired into, from the 
standpoint of the financial, social and moral interests 
of this great municipal community, with a view to 
the recommendation of remedial measures, if such are 
found practicable. With this object in view, I have 
recently appointed a commission of inquiry, consist- 
ing of nine men and women specially qualified to 
investigate this question carefully and without preju- 
dice. I trust that the report which they will make 
within the next few months will throw some light 
upon this important problem, and will lead to amend- 
ments to the present laws, if these are found desira- 


ble. 


STATISTICAL DEPARTMENT. 
During the last year this department completed an 
analysis of the receipts and expenditures of the city 
since its incorporation, intended primarily as a guide 
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in the further study of its finances. This has served 
as a basis for a series of tables showing the capital 
account of the city by periods, and also for the tables 
contained in special publications of the department, 
already published or in course of preparation. Two 
important special financial publications were issued 
during the year, a third 1s now in press, and a fourth 
is well advanced in preparation. In the near future 
the department will undertake the publication of a 
monthly statistical bulletin. A system of exchanges 
has been established with a considerable number of 
statistical offices, both in this country and abroad, and 
a large number of reports from the executive depart- 
ments of the principal great cities have been secured in 
exchange for copies of our own executive documents; 
a valuable, and in some respects unique, library is 
thus bemg collected at small expense. The depart- 
ment has instituted a number of special studies, at 
my request, in regard to experience in other cities in 
connection with certain new lines of work in process 
of establishment here, which have proved quite useful. 
The department has had editorial charge of the “ City 
Record”? and of the ‘“ Municipal Register.” 


THE CITY RECORD. 


This weekly publication, which was recommended 
in my last imaugural address, was started immedi- 
ately afterwards as a gazette of the executive depart- 
ments, and later the City Council passed an 
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ordinance, approved February 9, 1898, establishing 
it as the official gazette of the city and placing the 
direction of its editing in the hands of the Board of 
Statistics. The cost of printing this publication for 
the year has been a little over $8,000, and of this 
sum about $2,500 is received back for advertisements, 
and about $325 for subscriptions and sales. I believe 
that an official record of this character is fully worth 
its cost, and that its value will increase from year to 
year. It has in general fully answered the purposes 
for which it was established, and it has been par- 
ticularly useful in enabling the Mayor to keep more 
_ fully informed as to the operations of the different 
departments. It is also serving a useful purpose as 
a means of getting a variety of important municipal 
documents printed in a convenient form for reference 
and preservation, and its statistical value is also 
considerable. The additional publicity which it 
ensures for official action should be of influence 
in holding the departments up to a high standard of 
work, and enabling any citizen who really cares to 
do so to follow in a good deal of detail the work 
of the city. Its publication has attracted favorable 
notice elsewhere; it has a large exchange list, and 
thus serves to spread the knowledge of any new or 
effective municipal work which is in operation here. 
About 800 copies are printed of each number, and 
there are 112 paying subscribers at $2 a year.

CIVIL SERVICE DIVISION. 


Six months ago the City Auditor established, at 
my suggestion, a civil service division of his depart- 
ment, to serve primarily as a record office for the 
requisitions made by the different departments upon 
the civil service commission, for the certifications of 
names to the departments by this commission, and 
for action taken by the departments under such 
certifications. The division was further designed as 
an agency through which the difterent departments 
might be furnished with such information as they 
might require from time to time as to the somewhat 
complicated matters of the operation, effect and con- 
struction of the civil service law or rules, or as to 
the state of the eligible lists. The division was 
established on account of the growth of the business 
transacted between the different departments of the 
eity and the civil service commission, and it is 
intended as a convenient organization to facilitate 
such business, and to see that it is properly con- 
ducted and that the civil service laws and rules are 
strictly observed. The general duty of scrutinizing 
the pay-rolls of the different departments, to see that 
no names are added to them or borne upon them 
improperly, or without strict observance of the civil 
service rules, also falls upon this division; also the 
duty of compiling statistical mformation as to the 
employees of the various departments. Experience 
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has already demonstrated the convenience and value 
of an office of this character, and I am confident not. 
only that it will prove a decided convenience to the 
different departments as a channel for information, 
but that its work will have a material influence in 
promoting the regular and orderly operation of the 


civil service system. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The installation of the salt-water fire service in a. 
limited down-town district, which has been delayed 
through many unforeseen obstacles, .was completed 
last fall, and it is with much satisfaction that I am 
able to state that under the trials to which it has 
thus far been subjected the system has shown itself 
fully satisfactory, and amply competent to perform 
the work expected of it. At a test made on 
November 13, the fire-boat, lymg at Central Wharf, 
and working with only its average pressure, was 
able to throw some 3,000 gallons of water a minute 
in Post Office square to the height of a ten-story 
building, and in the opinion of the Commissioner 
still better results could be shown in an emergency. 
The total cost of the 4,643 feet of 12-inch pipe thus 
far laid, together with 200 feet of 6-inch supply pipe, 
has been $50,000, and there can be no doubt that 
this method of fire protection is both economical 
and effective, within a limited area, as an auxiliary to 
the regular engines. The Commissioner recommends. 
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the laying of about 6,000 feet additional of this salt- 
water pipe. 

The department has been strengthened durmg the 
year by additional horses and chemical engines, and 
the long-felt want of a veterinary hospital for its 
horses will shortly be removed through the comple- 
tion of a brick building for this purpose on Swett 
street. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


I am in full agreement with the opimion of the 
Election Commissioners that the number of election 
officers now required by law is excessive, and imposes 
unnecessary expense upon the public. The election 
officers for each precinct should be reduced to a 
warden, a clerk and two inspectors, instead of four, 
and the number of deputies should be reduced from 
six to two. This smaller force would answer all 
practical purposes. 

The Commissioners are also strongly of the opmion 
that the number of precincts, now 191, should be 
increased so that the maximum number of voters 
to a precinct should not be over 400, and strong 
arguments can be advanced in favor of such a change. 

I will only refer, without repeating former argu- 
ments, to the suggestions which I have made in other 
addresses to the City Council relative to the desira- 
bility of greatly restricting recounts of votes, if not,

doing away with them altogether, and of substituting 
some other system of counting the ballots for that 
now in use. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


This subject has recently become a burning one 
through the issuance of the first tax bills contaimimg 
these charges. It is, perhaps, not to be wondered 
at that taxpayers, very few of whom ordinarily show 
much interest in the finances of the city, or take the 
trouble to acquire much information as to the re- 
quirements of its service, should object to any new 
form of taxes, particularly if their fears are aroused 
that it 1s to be followed by others. The difference 
between the unanimity of favor with which the law 
providing for the building of sewers upon the as- 
sessment plan was received at the time of its pas- 
sage in 1897, both within the Legislature and outside, 
and the equal unanimity with which it is now 
denounced in many quarters as an unrighteous and 
indefensible contribution wrung from the owners of 
real estate, affords a striking illustration of the 
contrast between the way a law is sometimes re- 
garded before and after it goes into operation. The 
present administration cheerfully assumes the full 
responsibility of framing and proposing the present 
sewer assessment law, and it would be glad to re- 
ceive the whole credit of the important results 
already accomplished under it; but truth compels 
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the statement that the plan proposed was carefully 
examined by the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs 
of the Legislature of 1897, and passed by the latter 
body after full opportunity for consideration, with 
little, if any, dissent,—so that it would seem that 
the credit, or discredit, whichever it may be, for 
the adoption of this somewhat novel plan for pay- 
ing for sewerage work must be divided. The plan 
embodied in the law of 1897 was brought forward, 
first, for the practical reason that it seemed to be 
the only one which dealt effectively with existing 
conditions and could be enacted into law, and, 
secondly, for the reason that it seemed to the repre- 
sentatives of the city to be theoretically the most. 
equitable and least objectionable scheme of securing 
necessary sewerage works. They have not since 
seen any reasons to change the opmions then held; 
but if it shall seem wise to the Legislature of 1899 
to repeal this system of special assessment established 
by the Legislature of 1897,—either because the new 
sewerage works which were once admitted to be neces- 
sary become superfluous when the time to pay for 
them arrives, or because the assessment, based 
largely upon the basis of special benefits received, 
which was approved two years ago, now seems 
inequitable in its operation,—the representatives of 
the city will make no objection other than that 
involved in laying all of the facts relating to the 
matter fully before the Legislature. The practical 
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result of bringing the main drainage pumping 
plant and the sewerage storage basins up to the 
requirements of the present and of the immediate 
future, has at any rate been accomplished, or is 
under contract and far advanced toward comple- 
tion, — thus giving the city a firm standing ground 
from which to resist the movement for the taking 
of its chief sewerage works by the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Commission, which it was obliged to 
meet two years ago. This is alone _ sufficient 
justification for the Act, to say nothing of 
the large amount of work which has been accom- 
plished toward meeting the long neglected problem 
of surface drainage in a number of important dis- 
_tricts. Experience had shown that appropriations 
for these very important purposes could not be 
obtamed from the City Council within the debt 
limit, and I believe that no competent authority 
will say either that the work accomplished and in 
process of execution was unnecessary, or that it has. 
not been properly planned and executed with rea- 
sonable economy. 

If objection is made, not to the work or to the 
manner of its carrying out, but merely to the laying 
of a special assessment to pay for it, I can only 
pomt out that the policy of laying all taxes upon 
real estate, of which this may be considered a single 
application, is supported by many eminent authori- 
ties and by many large owners of real estate. In 
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my first maugural I stated my belief that “ taxation 
levied upon real estate distributes itself through the 
community at least as equitably as it can be dis- 
tributed under any system, while it has the great 
advantages of perfect simplicity, impossibility of 
evasion and absolute freedom for business develop- 
ment.” I still adhere to these views, and they 
strengthen my own belief that it 1s sounder policy 
to pay for necessary sewerage works by a special 
charge upon real estate than by general taxation 
levied upon all kinds of property. But perhaps a 
still stronger argument is to be found in the fact 
that the benefits conferred by new sewers are very 
largely local and special, and that it is not, there- 
fore, equitable to distribute their cost equally over 
the whole community. I therefore still believe that 
the present system is at least more scientific as a 
method of taxation, and more equitable, both theoret- 
ically and practically, than any which can be substi- 
tuted for it; and I think that it will be found much 
easier to denounce the present law in general terms 
than to frame any substitute for it which will not 
be open to still greater objections. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


Work on the reservoirs at Moon Island has pro- 
gressed steadily during the last year, and about one- 
half of the work contracted for has been completed ; 
this will give the reservoirs a storage capacity of 
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50,000,000 gallons per tide, or 100,000,000 gallons — 
per day. A long-standing nuisance has been abol- 
ished by the filling.in of the cove on the easterly 
end of the island, and the building of a sea-wall 
to protect it. New flushing gates are to be put in, 
to be operated by compressed air. 

At the main drainage pumping-station at Calf 
Pasture the four engines have been thoroughly over- 
hauled, and their capacity has been increased nearly 
. one-third. The plans for the 72,000,000 gallon pump 
are well advanced, and this pump will be in opera- 
tion by the time it is needed to take care of the 
increased volume of sewerage. 

In the city proper the Canal-street relief sewer has 
been pushed forward, about a thousand feet more 
having been built this year. This important sewer 
will be completed in the spring, and this will permit. 
the proper drainage of the Canal-street district and 
restore its sewers, which have been entirely filled 
with sewage deposit since 1885, to a proper con- 
dition, which should result in a great improvement 
in the sanitary conditions of this thickly-settled busi- 
ness and residential section. 

In the outlying districts a large amount of heavy 
sewer construction has been done in building conduits 
to carry off the surface water, which has flooded 
considerable areas in the past. Important work of 
this character has been done in the Tenean-brook 
valley, Dorchester,,on Goldsmith brook, West Rox- 
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bury, on the Canterbury branch of Stony brook, on 
Mattapan brook, and on Salt creek, Brighton. This 
essential work of providing proper separate chan- 
nels for sewers for surface drainage, which has been 
so long neglected, has at last been accomplished 
to a considerable extent, as the main part of the- 
heavy work has. been done, leaving the building of 
smaller conduits and pipe-drains for the next few 
years. 

The Superintendent of Streets recommends the. 
extension of the Stony-brook conduit from the point. 
to which it has now been completed, near Boylston 
station, to a point a little beyond the Forest Hills 
station, on the ground that the West Roxbury low-- 
level sewer will have to be extended this year in 
order to afford sewerage to low-lying districts in this 
portion of Jamaica Plain, which cannot be otherwise. 
drained. If the Stony-brook conduit is not extended 
at the same time, this sewer would have to be built. 
for immediate use, and then destroyed and rebuilt. 
when the conduit was extended, which would seem 
to be necessary within a few years at the longest. 
Plans and estimates for this work are now being 
prepared. The Superintendent also believes that a 
conduit for the lower reaches of Mattapan brook 
should be built as soon as Blue Hill avenue is ex-. 
tended to Mattapan. These seem to be the only 
two large pieces of surface drainage work remaining- 
to be undertaken. 
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The Sewer Division has done a large amount of 
work during the year in completely remodelling the 
sewer system of the South-cove district, which was 
made necessary through the construction of the new 
Southern Union Station. Some of this work was of 
unusual difficulty, and it has been performed with 
entire success. The Boston Terminal Company has 
paid to the city about $100,000 for its share of 
the benefits from these changes in the sewerage 
system. 


PAVING DIVISION. 


The appropriation for this division for construction 
work was this year very materially decreased from 
the amount allotted in the last few years, and there 
were no specials of any importance. From the con- 
struction appropriation, however, it was possible to 
partially take care of some of the most pressing 
needs in the way of new paving. The following 
streets were thoroughly reconstructed with granite 
blocks on concrete base, with pitch-jomts: Tremont 
street, from Boylston to Pleasant; Hanover street, 
from Tremont row to Washington street; Howard 
street; Commercial street, Clinton street to State 
street. 

Other jobs of considerable size, with granite blocks 
on gravel base, were Bunker Hill street, Charles- 
town; Tremont street, Roxbury; Norfolk avenue and 
Parker street. 
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Asphalt was laid on portions of Shawmut ave- 
nue, of Broadway, South Boston, and of Hayward 
place. 

A new crusher was built in the Brighton District 
yard, which will compare favorably with any in the 
country. It is of 225 tons daily capacity, has com- 
partments for storage, and can carry at least two 
days’ crushings. 

The regular work of this division has been con- 
siderably handicapped by the excessive cost of snow 
removal the past year. 

Columbus avenue extension, from Massachusetts 
avenue to Franklin Park, has been completed with 
the exception of a short section between Centre and 
Ritchie streets; im this section one-half the roadway 
has been built, givmg ample room for through 
travel. The remaining section would have been 
entirely completed in ten days if the work had not 
been suspended on account of the heavy snow- 
storm.on November 27. 

No work has been done on Blue Hill avenue 
during the season, as the contemplated abolition of 
the grade crossing of the New England Railroad has 
been before a board of commissioners, who have 
now practically agreed upon a plan for abolishing 
the crossng by carrying the avenue over the rail- 
road. 

A plan of construction for the remaining sec- 
tion of Commonwealth avenue, from Warren street 
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to Chestnut Hill avenue, has been adopted. The 
work already done consists of the removal of ledge 
by contract and grading by the regular force of 
the Street Department. The work of grading and 
removing of ledges can be carried forward to advan- 
tage during the winter. 

The Act of the Legislature authorizing the borrow- 
ing of money for the construction of this section 
(chapter 236 of 1898) requires that it shall be com- 
pleted before the year 1900. To finish the work 
in one year will require the utmost diligence. 

Columbia road, from Blue Hill avenue to the New 
England Railroad is completed and in use. Work 
has not been commenced upon the railroad bridge. 
From the bridge to Edward Everett square a large 
amount of work has been done. The grading 1s 
substantially completed, and nearly all the sewers, 
water-pipes and gas-pipes have been laid, and some 
work has been done on the surfacing. The con- 
tracts for construction require the work to be com- 
pleted by July 1, 1899, and with the exception of 
the bridge the progress already made indicates that 
it will be substantially completed at that time. 
Work is in progress on the erection of the bridge 
over the Old Colony Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and also on the filling of 
the section of the road and parkway between Atlantic 
and I streets. Proposals have been received for 
completing the grading of the section between 
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Mercer and Mt. Vernon streets. Considerable filling 
has been done during the year on the latter section 
under several small contracts. 

At Ipswich street, the bridge over the Fens water- 
way, the abutments of the bridge to carry the park 
driveway over the street, a retaining wall along the 
line of the railroad, and iron fences on both sides of 
the street at the crossmg of the Fens have been 
finished, and a temporary wooden bridge to carry the 
park drive over the street has been erected. 

The temporary bridge over Ipswich street at the 
Fens will be replaced by a permanent steel structure 
early this season. Be 

One crying need of the Paving Division should 
recelve proper attention durmg the coming year. 
Comparatively little has been done in the way of re- 
paving in the down-town section of the city for many 
years. The ‘great proportion of streets there are 
paved with the old, small blocks, on gravel base, and 
they have been so often dug up that their surfaces 
are in bad condition. The loss to the teaming in- 
terests of the city annually caused by the rough 
and wneven pavements on many of the streets 
through which the heaviest teaming is done is very 
great, and it is important that Boston should apply 
somewhat the same liberal policy which she has 
adopted in building the great avenues which have 
been opened during the last few years to the work 
of resurfacing the important streets through which 
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the great tide of business traffic is constantly carried 
on. I trust that the Board of Apportionment will 
adopt the policy of appropriating a substantial sum 
yearly for a series of years to the repaving of im- 
portant business thoroughfares. 


STREET—CLEANING DIVISION. 


The appropriation for this division has remained 
about the same, so that it has not been possible to 
materially extend its service, but its standard of 
efficiency has been well maintained within its neces- 
sary limits. An interesting change has been made 
in the methods of street cleaning In the west and 
north ends of the city, the use of machine sweepers 
having been abandoned in favor of hand sweeping. 
The former method was to sweep the streets at, 
night several times a week by machine; at present 
the streets are divided into small sections and are 
swept by hand continuously. The expense has been 
but slightly greater, and the increase in cleanliness 
is very apparent, as under the old practice the 
streets would be more or less littered up within a 
few hours of being swept. The problem of securing 
at least the negative co-operation of the public to 
assist the work of street cleaning, through the giv- 
ing up of the too common habit of throwing any 
kind of litter mto the streets, is a difficult one, but. 
without such assistance it is almost impossible for 
the work of the Street-Cleaning Division to cover all 
that is needed. 
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STREET WATERING. 


For the financial year 1897-98 the sum _ of 
$78,000, exclusive of water rates, was expended 
for street watering, which was done wholly at the 
expense of the city. In my last imaugural address 
I recommended that street watering should be done 
on the assessment plan, under the provisions of 
chapter 419 of the Acts of 1897, and after some- 
thing of a contest over the matter an order to this 
effect was passed by the City Council and approved 
April 18, 1898, and subsequently tue Board of Al- 
dermen authorized the Supermtendent of Streets to 
fix the assessments under this act. Owing, however, 
to the objections made to assessing the expense of 
street watering upon abutters in the outlying dis- 
tricts of the city, where there is so much vacant 
land, and where the frontages of estates are so 
much greater, the order as passed restricted watering 
under the assessment plan to districts within a 
radius of four miles from City Hall. The adoption 
of an arbitrary limit of this sort doubtless works 
Inequitably in many cases, and I am inclined to 
think that the matter should be somewhat differ- 
ently regulated this year, and that the best plan 
would be to water the whole city by assessment, 
but to vary the amount of watering and the cost 
in different districts; but I strongly recommend an 
adherence to the system of watering by assessment, 
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as the charge upon the average estate is a very 
small one, and a sufficient sum to water the streets 
of the city adequately cannot practically be ob- 
tamed in any other manner.. The inequity of the 
former practice under which the city watered macadam 
streets and left the paved streets unwatered is per- 
fectly obvious. The streets of the city were better 
watered last summer than ever before, about $140,- 
000 having been expended for this purpose, and if the 
citizens of Boston are to enjoy the benefits of an 
adequate service in this line the assessment system 
will have to be maintained. It should be borne in 
mind that these assessments are laid not under any 
special statute relating to Boston, but under a gen- 
eral law affecting all cities alike, and street watering 
by special assessment 1s common outside of Boston. 
During the last summer one electric street water- 
Ing car was put in operation, to give this system a 
practical trial, covermg four miles of street. The 
results were upon the whole highly satisfactory, and 
so far demonstrated the advantage and economy of 
this method of watering as to encourage its more 
extended use by the city during the coming year. 


FERRY DIVISION. 

During the last year one new propeller ferry-boat, 
the “Governor Russell,’’ was built, but was sold to the 
United States Government, being required for war 
purposes, for the sum of $71,000, before she could 
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be given her trial trip; the propeller ferry-boat “East 
Boston” was also sold to the government for the sum 
of $57,500. <A contract has been made for a new 
ferry-boat, which is now building and should be com- 
pleted by the middle of February, and another new 
boat must also shortly be contracted for unless one 
of the boats sold to the government is to be re- 
purchased. Contracts have been made for two new 
drops and tanks, and these are now bemg put in 
place; this will make all the drops practically new, 
so that no more will be required for at least twenty 
years. Two of the slips have also been sheathed. 
The boats, slips, tanks, landings and _head-houses, 
with the exception of the South Ferry, Hast Boston 
side, which needs rebuilding, are in good condition, 
. and no extraordinary expenses should be required 


for some years. 


DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE AND WASTE. 


In my last inaugural address I made a full state- 
ment of the considerations which had led to the 
making of the contract with the New England 
Sanitary Product Company for the utilization of 
garbage by the reduction process, at works to be 
erected by the contractor adjacent to the Calf 
Pasture sewerage pumping station. Owing to un- 
avoidable delays—chiefly due to the inability of 
sub-contractors to deliver some parts of the iron 
work on account of the demand created by the late 
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war —the plant was not put in actual operation 
until the latter part of October. Since that time it 
has been working in a highly satisfactory manner, 
fully meeting the expectations of the contractors and 
of the city, and it has already been demonstrated 
that there is no reason to fear that it will cause 
any nuisance in the vicinity. Owing to various 
causes, the contractors have been obliged to make a 
much larger investment in this plant than they 
anticipated, the total cost having amounted to about 
a quarter of a million dollars. The plant, however, 
contains important new features and improvements, 
and is not only much superior to any other re- 
duction works in this country, but is doubtless the 
best in the world, the various processes of extracting 
the valuable materials from garbage being conducted - 
in the most scientific manner. The plant is in fact 
a fully equipped manufacturing establishment, which 
takes in garbage as its raw material and turns out 
grease, ammonia and a dry powder used as a base for 
fertilizers, as its finished products. The only draw- 
back in the whole arrangement is that the contractor 
has to be paid to take the raw material, as only a 
portion of the costs and profits can be realized from 
the sale of the manufactured products; but I am 
satisfied that the payment to be made by the city 
($47,400 a year) — which includes the transportation 
of the garbage to the plant from the various points 
upon the water front at which the city delivers it 
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to the contractor—is a reasonable one, considering 
the large investment involved, the lmited duration 
of the contract, and the value to the city of having 
the services ,of competent and experienced con- 
tractors; and, in addition, the city should be able to 
save a large part of the sum of $25,000 which it 
has cost in the past to send garbage out to sea. 
This plant has the capacity to handle 300 tons of 
garbage a day, and at the present time is receiving 
about 110 tons. The sale of swill to farmers will 
be entirely discontinued by the city within a few 
weeks, as soon as work now in progress at the 
Albany street yard, to permit of the shipment of 
garbage from that point, can be completed. We 
may well congratulate ourselves that the opening of 
this new year finds the old, unsanitary methods of 
handling garbage nearly obsolete in this city, and a 
scientific and sanitary manufacturmg process substi- 
tuted for them. 

The Superintendent of Streets and myself have 
also been much interested in effecting some arrange- 
ment by which combustible waste might be disposed 
of in a similarly scientific manner, and I am glad 
to be able to announce that a contract for this pur- 
pose was recently made with Mr. Herbert Tate, a 
New York contractor who has had more experience 
in this line than any one else in this country, and 
who successfully operated a plant for this purpose 
for the late Colonel Waring when he was at the 
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head of the Street-Cleaning Department of that city. 
Under this contract a building and plant have been 
erected, at the -expense of the contractor, on the 
wharf property on ‘Atlantic avenue, near Oliver 
street, which was leased last year by the Street De- 
partment, and this plant will be in operation within 
a week or two. Everything of value is sorted out 
of the waste by hand as it is carried along upon a 
moving belt, and the residue is burned. The con- 
tractor is to be paid the sum of $5,500 a year, and 
the city has the right to purchase the plant, at a 
price to be fixed by arbitration, at the end of five 
years. Owing to the novelty of this system, and 
the great uncertainty as to the value of the mate- 
rials which will be removed from the waste before 
burning, it seemed best that the city should not. 
conduct an experiment on its own account, but should 
allow an experienced contractor, to whose books it 
would have access, to demonstrate actual results. 
Only the waste from the central portion of the city 
can be delivered at this plant, as the expense of 
cartage would be too great to justify brmging it very 
far from the point of collection, so that a number 
of additional local incineration plants may later be 
needed for this same purpose. Combustible waste 
will be placed by the householder in a_ receptacle 
separate from those used for garbage or for ashes, 
and will be collected in a different kind of team. 
This leaves the clean ashes available for filling, and 
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puts an end to the nuisance of burning combustible 
waste upon the dumps used for receiving filling, and 
to the sanitary objections to making filled land out 
of ashes which are mixed with various miscellaneous 
substances subject to decay. The Board of Health’ 
has seriously objected to the former practice, and 
has heartily approved the arrangement about to go 
into effect for putting an end to it. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


This department found on assuming charge of the 
old burial grounds of the city that no records of any 
value or importance existed in connection with 
them. Simce that time the department has been 
copying the imscriptions on the old stones, in- 
quiring mto the ownership of tombs, and searching 
into public and private records in reference to imter- 
ments and burials in the old cemeteries. This work 
has substantially been completed so far as _ the 
search for information is concerned, and the depart- 
ment is about to classify this mformation, so as to 
be available to the public, in the form of a card 
catalogue. This will be a complete record, so far 
as the same is obtainable at the present time, of 
matters pertaming to the old cemeteries of the City 
of Boston. 

Plans have been submitted for a new chapel 
at Mt. Hope Cemetery, which will be constructed 
during the coming year. To save expense, the stone 
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to be used in building this chapel is being quarried 
in the cemetery, giving an excellent quality of stone, 
and, at the same time, making additional land avail- 
able for lot purposes. 

The present main entrance to this cemetery is to 
be changed by throwing a large sweep of land into 
the roadway, for ornamental purposes, thereby ob- 
taining a more suitable entrance and giving a better 
approach to the cemetery proper. 


PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 


I have believed for some time that the excellent 
facilities of this department for the growth of plants 
and flowers should be made of more value to the 
public schools, and last fall, at my suggestion, the 
Superintendent tried the experiment of distributing 
the surplus plants of the department to be placed 
in the public schools, instead of giving them to the 
general public as heretofore. The new plan was 
received with great favor, and the opportunity of 
securing plants for the beautifying of the school- 
rooms met with great appreciation; applications 
for plants were made by 849 masters and teach- 
ers, representing 149 schools, and over 27,000 
plants were distributed. About 550 window boxes 
supplied by the schools were filled with loam, and 
some 12,000 plants were well started in these before 
they were placed in the school-rooms, the rest of 
the plants being delivered in pots furnished by the 
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department. This gratifying record for the first year 
affords ample encouragement for the continuation and 
extension of such work, and I have given my approval 
to a suggestion made by the Superintendent that. 
plants for this purpose should be specially grown 
during the summer months, so as to be ready for 
distribution at the begmning of the school term, in 
the fall, as they will then be in a more perfect con-. 
dition. This new work affords another illustration 
of the possibility of largely increasing the usefulness 
of a plant and an organization already at the com- 
mand of the city, at a small extra expense. Nature 
work, as it is called, now fills an important place in 
modern educational methods, and the actual educa-. 
tional value which can be derived, under intelligent 
teachers, from plants and flowers placed in the 
school-rooms is very considerable, to say nothing of 
the new atmosphere which they introduce. 


WIRE DEPARTMENT. 


By chapter 449 of the Acts of last year provision 
was made for the placing of wires under ground in 
two additional miles of street each year for ten 
years, and wires have already been placed under 
ground in sixty miles of street. Chapter 263. of 
the Acts of last year further enlarged the powers. 
and duties of the Wire Department in respect. 
to the inspection of wires in buildings, practically 
giving it full control over this matter, and inspectors. 
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are now assigned to this work. The great develop- 
ment of electricity, and the increasing number of 
uses to which it is put m modern life, increase the 
importance of official supervision to insure proper 
work and protection against fire. While the Wire 
Department was originally established upon a tem- 
porary basis, and primarily for the purpose of securing 
the placing of wires under ground within a limited 
district, it has developed into a useful branch of — 
municipal service, making it now desirable, particu- 
larly under the new acts referred to, to recognize | 
it as a permanent organization. I have believed for 
some time that there should be some consolidation 
of the electrical work of the city effected through the 
transfer of the Electrical Construction Division from 
the Public Buildings Department to the Wire Depart- 
ment; it seems to me that the time is now ripe for 
this step, and I shall therefore recommend the neces- 
sary change in the ordinances. 

This department is engaged in solving new and 
interesting problems in connection with the constant 
changes and improvements which are gomg on in 
the generation and distribution and electricity. For 
instance, the department has in many cases been 
called upon to account for the presence of electric 
currents in buildings containing no electric wires and 
fixtures, and has been able to determine the cause of 
such currents in each case, and to take proper meas- 
ures to prevent their recurrence; these stray currents 
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have been the cause of a considerable loss by fire, 
and the importance of preventing them is obvious. 
The cause of the explosion of gases in manholes and 
electric conduits has been another difficult problem 
which the department has been engaged in solving, 
but it is believed that this has been found and an 
effective remedy apphed, as only one explosion of gas 
has occurred in a manhole during the last year, so 
far as known. 

The investigation of fires caused, or conjectured 
to have been caused, by electric currents, 1s an In- 
teresting and important field of inquiry, and many 
new phenomena are found from time to time. Out- 
side of the period of the two severe snowstorms 
which have occurred since the middle of last winter, 
the number of fires due to electrical causes has been 
much less than in former years. 

The department is constantly endeavoring to_pre- 
vent the use in Boston of various electrical apph- 
ances and devices which have only their cheapness 
to recommend them, and to promote the use of the 
best apparatus and material in all electrical 
work. In view of the benefits which have been 
realized through the regulation of other mechanical 
trades and the licensing of mechanics, such as 
plumbers and gasfitters, it would seem to be de- 
sirable to place electricians upon the same basis. The 
consequences of bad work in electrical construction 
are certainly as serious a menace to property, if not 
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to life, as defective plumbing and gasfitting, and 
the nature of the work is such that it is even less 
within the power of the average citizen to be sure 
that he is getting good and safe work. The inspec- 
tion of the work done in a mechanical trade has led 
in many instances to the direct regulation of the 
mechanics who practice it, and I am strongly in- 
clined to agree with the position taken by this de- 
partment that all persons engaged In any way in 
electrical work should be required to prove their 
qualifications and take out a license. 


ELECTRICAL CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


The Chief of this division renews his former rec- 
ommendations, which have my full support, in favor 
of establishing an electric lightmg plant in the 
basement of City Hall. The city is now paying 
about $22,000 a year for the lighting and heating 
of City Hall, the Old Court House and the Probate 
and Historical Buildings, and a saving of at least 
$5,000 a year can be made by the installation of an 
electric plant and the use of the exhaust. steam for 
heating purposes. The estimated cost of such a 
plant complete is $42,500. This division also urges 
the installation of local fire-alarms for the protection 
of city buildings upon which no insurance is carried ; 
it certainly seems desirable that where the city carries 
its own insurance it should make use of every pos- 
sible precaution. A fire recently broke out in one of 
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the city buildings used for a shop while the watch- 
man was going from one end of the building to the 
other, and had it not been accidentally discovered, 
serious damage would have occurred. 

Several American cities have in recent years in- 
stalled electric fountains, which are capable of giving 
very beautiful and varied effects mm various colors 
and forms of display. It seems to me that the Frog 
Pond upon the Common offers a very good oppor- 
tunity for such a fountain, as it could be here seen 
by a large number of people to great advantage. 
At my suggestion this division has had plans for 
this purpose prepared by the best. expert in this line 
of work, and these can be carried out at an expense 
of about $11,000. I believe that this would consti- 
tute a great attraction, particularly upon holidays, 
and would draw large crowds of spectators. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Under the Metropolitan Water Act of 1895, the 
Metropolitan Water Commission is to deliver water 
under such head that it will be available for the 
distribution system of this city. On the first of 
January water was for the first time delivered 
by the commission directly into our pipes. 

The department has made arrangements for 
extensive changes in the fire system, which will 
enable water to be delivered at a greater pressure 
in the Jamaica Plain and Dorchester districts, where 
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at the present time considerable complaint exists 
because of the low pressure. An additional twelve- 
inch main is now being laid through Neponset and 
Squantum to re-enforce the supply of water to the 
islands in the harbor, as the increase in the use of 
water had rendered the existing pipes madequate; a 
large twenty-inch main is also being laid to improve 
the supply of South Boston. 

During the summer months the Water Department: 
made arrangements for the first time for supplying 
cool water at a number of public fountains, this 
result being secured by having the water pass. 
through a coil of pipes placed underground in an 
insulated ice box. These fountains were much 
appreciated by the public, and the expense of install- 
ing and operating them was very moderate; it will 
be still less for the coming year, owing to the fact 
that the Water Department will cut the ice from its 
own reservoir during the winter and store it for use 
next summer. I believe that a very considerable 
number of such fountains should be installed at. 
different parts of the city for the benefit of the 
public. 


SOLDIERS RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 


Under the provisions of the statutes, State aid has: 
been paid to soldiers and their families by the City 
of Boston since the year 1861. During the last. 
year the sum of $205,500 was disbursed to 3,600: 
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families residing in this city; of this amount the 
sum of $3,500 was paid to 216 families of soldiers 
and sailors who enlisted in the late war with Spain. 
By chapter 441 of the Acts of 1897, the distribution 
of soldiers’ relief was removed from the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Aldermen and placed under the 
control of a commissioner appointed for the purpose, 
and this office was filled at the beginning of last 
year by the appointment of Mr. Reuben Peterson, 
who had had charge of the work under the Board 
for a great many years. 


DIRECT EMPLOYMENT OF LABOR. 


The extension of the policy of substituting the 
direct employment of labor by the city for the con- 
tract system has been somewhat noteworthy during 
the last two years. Within about that time three 
important branches of work, callimg for the employ- 
ment at times of considerable numbers of men, have 
been fully placed upon the new basis and removed 
from the sphere of contract work, — namely, the city 
printing, and the execution of electrical construction 
and repair work and of all kinds of repairs and 
alterations upon public buildings. These lines of 
work call for the services of from two hundred to 
five hundred men at a time, and their aggregate 
expenditures amount to about $400,000 a year. 
The proper management of such branches of work is 


very essential in order to assure their success under 
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municipal control; but with such management I 
am more assured than ever that better results can 
be secured than are possible under the contract 
system, while the establishment of higher rates of 
wages and of better conditions of employment than 
are possible under the system of unlimited com- 
petition would alone, m my opinion, furnish a 
sufficient argument in favor of the new policy. No 
labor questions have arisen in either of these 
branches of work which could not easily be dealt 
with, and I believe that upon the whole the em- 
ployees have shown an appreciation of the advan- 
tages of the system, and a willingness to perform 
the work assigned to them with zeal and fidelity. 
It is unfortunate, of course, that the volume of work 
to be done in each of these lines necessarily fluctu- 
ates very considerably, thus compelling the suspen- 
sion during a considerable portion of the year of a 
large number of those who are employed at other 
times; this condition, however, is absolutely una- 
voidable, and it is equally met with in_ private 
employment in the same branches. Of course any 
attempt to carry a fixed number of employees on 
the pay-rolls at all times would absolutely wreck 
either of these departments, as surely as it would 
lead to the failure of any firm which undertook to 
adopt such a policy in private work of a similar 
fluctuating character. 

In this connection I may refer to a class of ques- 
tions which often arise in the award of city contracts. 
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It sometimes happens that a firm or corporation 
regularly employing citizens of Boston, at full rates 
of wages, is a little underbid by an_ out-of-town 
concern, which may be able to pay considerably less 
‘or its labor. Complaint is also made at times that 
Boston contractors employ men who are not even 
citizens of this country upon work done by them 
within the city limits, paying them low rates of 
wages. I am not a believer in the doctrine that 
the best results for the community are to be realized 
through the unrestricted play of the forces of com- 
petition, whether these operate within the sphere of 
capital or within that of labor, and the tendency 
of our time is now setting strongly in the direction 
of limiting competition in both these fields. While I 
belheve that it would be an absurd and extreme ap- 
plication of the theory of protection to require all 
goods used by the city to be manufactured within 
the city limits and by its own citizens, I am dis- 
posed to go so far as to hold that some preference 
may well be given in certain lines of public work 
to concerns within the city of Boston,— provided 
reasonable competition can be secured and _ fair 
prices obtained within such limits. In adopting 
such a policy, however, the city should in fair- 
ness give notice in its advertisements inviting bids 
that it reserves the right to give such a_ preference. 
I believe that it is also practicable to require in 
many cases that only citizens of Boston shall be 
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employed by contractors, and that the full rates of 
wages as fixed by the trades unions,— in cases where 
they are such practical factors in the labor market 
as to entitle them to recognition,— shall be paid. 
Boston has remained behind many cities in this 
country, and some in England, in failing to adopt 
hitherto the policy of prescribing the terms and con- 
ditions under which contract work shall be _ per- 
formed, and I intend at once to try the experiment 
of inserting some clauses of this character in such 
contracts as seem reasonably to permit of it. I may 
mention, as an indication of what is gomg on in 
this direction elsewhere, that an ordinance has been 
passed in the City of Chicago requirmg every con- 
tractor with the city to employ in the execution of his 
contract only members of the various trades unions, 
where these have an actual standing in the partic- 


ular line of work. 


ANNEX TO CITY HALL... 


I spoke a year ago of the pressing need of in- 
creased office accommodations for the city depart- 
ments, and advocated the policy of providing such 
further offices in the immediate neighborhood of City 
Hall, through the reconstruction of existing buildings 
owned by the city. Further careful study of the 
problem of rebuildmg the Historical Building has 
led the architect who had made the plans for this 
purpose. to the conclusion that.it would be better 
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economy, and more satisfactory in every way, to take 
down the present building entirely, instead of attempt- 
ing to utilize the walls, and to erect a single new 
building, to take the place of both the Historical and 
the Probate buildings, instead of treating one at a 
time, and the consulting architect fully agrees in this 
conclusion. These two buildings have at present 
12,500 square feet of office space, and this would be 
more than doubled by the erection of a new ten-story 
building, as this would contain, as planned, 26,826 
square feet of office space. The cost of such build- 
ing, at thirty-five cents per cubic foot, would be about 
$215,000, or, say, $225,000 including architect’s 
commission. The accommodations afforded by it 
would provide for the various offices now occupying 
leased rooms, and there would certainly be an actual 
saving of considerably more than the interest on its 
cost. Such a building can be erected in about fifteen 
months, and while there would be great inconvenience 
in removing temporarily to other quarters the de- 
partments now occupying these two buildings, I be- 
lieve that its erection should not be longer postponed, 
if it is found possible to provide the money for it. 
The policy of increasing office accommodations in the 
immediate neighborhood of City Hall will save the city 
a very large amount of money in the future, by post- 
poning for an indefinite time the erection of a new 
City Hall, while, if nothing is done, the pressure for 
such a building on a new site may become greater. 
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FANEUIL HALL. 


This historic edifice has long been in considerable 
danger of destruction by fire, and has been in a 
general condition which rendered its reconstruction, to 
a large extent, very desirable. This matter has at. 
length attracted the attention it deserves, and the 
City Council passed in the month of June of last. 
year an appropriation of $80,000 for this purpose. 
A contract for the execution of the main part of 
the work has been awarded to a reliable builder, of 
experience in this special line, and there is now 
every assurance that at some time durimg the coming 
year this building, of such unique interest and 
value, wiil be reconstructed in a manner which will 
properly preserve and reproduce its antique char- 
acter, and remove any future danger of its loss by 
fire, besides making it much more convenient and 
attractive for use. The appropriation was cut down 
to $20,000 less than. originally asked for in order 
to get it through, and a further appropriation of 
about this sum will be required to complete the 
work in a proper manner. An underground public 
convenience station is very much needed in this 
vicinity for the better accommodation of the occu- 
pants of the markets and of the general public. 


REAL ESTATE EXPERT. 


Some two years ago I adopted the practice of re- 
ferring all matters relating in any way to real estate, 
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such as settlements for land taken, leases, purchases. 
of land, etc., to an expert regularly retained for this 
purpose. This plan has worked very well, and I 
believe that the closer examination of all questions 
relating to the value of real estate which has thus 
been made possible has resulted, directly and indi- 
rectly, in saving the city a good deal of money. 
There are a large number of papers relating in some 
way or other to real estate which come to the Mayor 
for signature in the course of a year, and as he 
cannot personally take the time to look mto them,— 
and presumably does not possess the special knowl- 
edge to enable him to do so with the best results,— 
it is certainly desirable that all questions of this. 
class should be referred as a matter of course to 
an expert, for report in writing. This seems to me 
an important step in the process of specializing 
municipal work, and referring all technical or ex- 
pert questions to some competent authority, which 
is essential for the proper development of city govern- 
ment. I am glad to take this opportunity to express 
my sense of the very considerable value to the city 
of the services of this character which have been ren- 
dered by Mr. John C. Cobb, who has been acting in 
this capacity for the last two years. 


NEWSBOY LICENSES. 


There seems to be considerable need of some 
change either in the terms or in ‘the enforcement. 
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of the regulations of the Board of Aldermen rela- 
tive to the licensmg of minors to sell newspapers. 
The number of such licenses outstanding at the 
present time is 1,654, and complaint is made by 
teachers that it is at present very difficult to enforce 
the conditions of licenses, owing to the ease with 
which badges can be transferred. It is suggested 
that much better opportunities for control would be 
afforded if the badges bore the year for which they 
are issued and were changed annually. In view of 
the very large number of boys who are employed in 
this manner, and of the important bearing which a 
strict observance of the conditions of licenses has upon 
school attendance, it is certainly very desirable that 
all steps possible should be taken to secure the proper 
identification of the holder of a license, and a strict 
compliance with its terms. 

An order has recently been passed by the School 
Committee requesting action upon this matter, and 
suggesting certain changes in the system which has 
existed. 


HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners has 
taken, under authority of chapter 486 of the Acts 
of 1897, passed in pursuance of recommendations 
contained in the report of the State Board on Docks 
and Terminal Facilities, a strip of flats 1,500 feet 
wide, bordering on the harbor line between Jeffries’ 


- 
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Point and Wood Island Park, East Boston. This 
land has been taken with a view to its future use for 
public docks and terminals, but the form of such use, 
and the time when the preparatory work will begin, 
depend upon future action by the Legislature. The 
acquirement of this land by the Commonwealth still 
further strengthens the desirability of bringing 
about a comprehensive relocation of the railroad 
tracks in East Boston, with the view of abolishing 
the present grade-crossings as far as possible, and 
better serving the convenience of the public. 

Work upon the new pier and dock at South 
Boston which is being built by the Board of 
Harbor and Land Commissioners is progressing; pro- 
posals for the buildmg of a pile platform and 
pier around the solid core will shortly be advertised 
for, and it is expected that this work will begin 
during the coming summer. 

During the last year an additional appropriation 
of $250,000 was made by Congress toward carrying 
on the work of deepening and widening the main 
ship channel, under the act approved June 3, 1896, 
and thus far some 844,000 cubic yards of material 
have been removed by dredging; the sum now in 
hand is sufficient to complete the dredging con- 
tract and to leave a substantial balance towards the 
removal of rock ledges uncovered by the dredging. 
The improvement actually made thus far is mainly 
in “The Narrows.” 
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The work of improving the fortifications of the 
harbor has made rapid progress, and when that now 
under way is completed this city will be placed in 
at least a fair condition of defense from an attack 
by a hostile fleet. 


CONSOLIDATION OF STATUTES. 


In pursuance of my recommendation made a year 
ago, the City Council in February last authorized the 
appointment of a special commission, to consist of the 
Corporation Counsel and two other lawyers, to pre- 
pare a compilation of all special laws relating to 
the City of Boston, with a view to the passage of a 
comprehensive consolidation act; and the city has 
been fortunate im securing the services of Hon. 
Albert E. Pillsbury, ex-Attorney-General of the 
Commonwealth, and Hon. Patrick A. Collins, as 
members of this commission. Their work is now 
well advanced, and it is hoped that it can be 
presented to the City Council early this year; 
I trust that the proposed consolidation act, which 
will prove not only a great practical convenience, 
but will make the government of the city much 
more comprehensible by the average citizen, will 
be approved by the present City Council. 

The twelfth revision of the ordinances of the city, 
which has been before the City Council for two 
years, was finally passed by that body last July, 
and has now been printed and distributed. 
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Gentlemen of the City Council: 

In addressing the City Council at the beginning of 
this last year of my service in the office of Mayor, I 
wish to assure you that it will be my effort to co-oper- 
ate with you, in every way, as individuals, or as legis- 
lative bodies, regardless of any partisan considera- 
tions, in anything which will make for the advantage 
of the people who have elected us to serve them, and 
of the great municipal community whose interests 
are entrusted to our hands. If the positive powers 
of the City Council are less than in the past, ample 
opportunities of rendering useful service to their con- 
stituents and to the city still remain to its members, 
and they are still the elected representatives of the 
people. Let us all strive, each in his own way and 
in his own sphere of duty, to accomplish something 
during the coming year which will redound to the 
advantage and credit of the city of Boston.

Str, — In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully submit the 
following report : 

For convenience of assessment and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the Assessors may “divide any ward . . . into con- 
venient assessment districts,” the twenty-five wards of the 
city are divided into forty-two districts; four of them into 
three each, nine of them into two each, and twelve are 
undivided. | 

The several assessment districts, and the wards of which 
they are a part, together with the names of the first and 
second assistant assessors assigned to each of said districts, 
are shown in an appendix at the end of this report.

PoLtit—TAxX ASSESSMENTS. 


The polls recorded for assessment before August 17, 1898, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 157,590. Under 
the operation of the law providing for supplementary assess- 
ment of omitted male persons, liable to assessment under the 
provisions of section 20 of chapter 548 of the Acts of 
1898, there were added to the lst 3,889 polls, making the 
total number of males assessed 160,929. The number of 
polls assessed and the amount of such assessments in each 
ward are shown by tables on pages 12 and 13, and the num- 
ber assessed in the city for five consecutive years is shown 
by the table marked “ A,” page 33.

The valuation of 1898 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $51,760,500, in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $15.69 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
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represents the real estate and the machinery, locally assessed, 
and pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,851,100 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in national banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are under estimates, as 
the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from theSe two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $1,036,690,518 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount 
was included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $17,785 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1898. Section 8 of chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included 
in the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. ‘The act from which these two sections 
were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, 
reimbursement on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 

By chapter 573 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, and 
was again extended five years by chapter 149 of the Acts of 
1893. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
1898 was $18,011, and the net income returned amounted

to $225.07. In the revenue of the city the amount of the 
payment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $234.56. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1898 be put at $259,570,908. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom-house and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury and _post- 
office. The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State House, the State Prison, an area 
of land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage, metropolitan water system and 
metropolitan parks. The county property includes the 
court-house and jail. But as the entire cost of all county 
estate has been paid by the city, and as the other munici- 
palities that, with Boston, make up Suffolk county, pay no 
county taxes [Public Statutes, chapter 11, section 47]. the 
estates used for county purposes are included as a part of 
the city property. The character and value of the property 
used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by reference 
to the list of real and personal estate, under the title of 
nominal assets of the city. This list includes all the real 
estate, and as much of the personal property as is in active 
use. But there is a large amount of chattels belonging to 
the city, which are not only difficult of estimation, but 
which should not be included at a money value, even among 
the nominal assets of Boston. The books and works of art 
in our Public Library, the statues in our squares and public 
grounds, the furniture and fittings of our city buildings, are 
of this class of property. None of the chattels of the nation, 
State or county are estimated in the list of exempt property ; 
and only the lands connected with the forts and lghthouses 
of the General Government, and with Bunker Hill monu- 
ment, are included, in our estimation, of exempt estate. 
The structures, if abandoned for their present use, would be 
valueless for any other purpose. ‘The same considerations 
control the estimation of church furniture and fittings when 
church buildings are demolished. The income-producing 
personal estate of ministerial funds and trust property is 
assessed as though in the hands of individuals. [Public 
Statutes, chapter 11, § 22, 12 Cushing, page 54.] But such 
property when held by charitable, literary or scientitic 
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corporations is exempt; and the large amount so held (nearly 
twenty-two millions) is included in our estimation of un- 
taxed property. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
partly public use are seldom capable of easy change to fit 
them for general purposes. When the estates of which they 
are a part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small 
value attaches to anything above the land. As such estates 
become unfitted for the purposes for which they are used, 
the values estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is 
believed that the reductions that have been made from time 
to time have brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation 
which approximates to the selling price. By the method 
indicated we place the property of the United States lands 
value, $8,073,200; buildings, $4,529,200; total, $12,602,- 
400. That of the Commonwealth for land, $6,691,100 ; 
buildings, $4,004,600; total, $10,695,700. The real estate 
of the city is valued, for land, $39,134,158; buildings, 
$20,112,600; a total of $59,246,753, and the personal 
property used for municipal purposes at $877,000. The 
land connected with houses of religious worship is estimated 
at $9,144,700, and the buildings at $8,664,000; a total of 
$17,808,700. The valuation of the real estate occupied by 
charitable, literary and scientific institutions for the purposes 
for which they were incorporated is, for land, $11,521,100; 
buildings, $7,824,900; a total of $19,346,000. 

It appears that this class of benevolent and educational 
corporations hold $21,941,455 of personal property, as re- 
turned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 217 of the Acts of the year 1882. 
As required by that enactment, those corporations also re- 
ported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding 
the first day of May, 1898, amounted to $7,526,303, and 
their expenditures to 1$6,470,685. It appeared by their re- 
turns that at the date of assessment these benevolent and 
educational institutions held as investments $7,545,239 of 
the real estate of this city, which, not being occupied for 
the purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its esti- 
mated value, forming a part of the real-estate valuation for 
the tax of the current year.

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county and city had been completed, 204,801 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the lists of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect their amount. Of these 
bills 139,784 (684 per cent.) were for poll-taxes only. 

When all the lists and warrants for the year had been 
sent to that officer, 3,891 additional bills, covering supple- 
mentary assessments, had been delivered. Of this class, 
3,287 were for poll-taxes only. 

The tax assessments for the financial year were repre- 
sented by 208,192 bills, of which 804 per cent. were for 
property, and 69% per cent. were for poll-taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
58,004, of which 41,321 were resident individuals, 4,421 
non-resident individuals, and 12,262 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See Table « C,” page 35. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1899, was for polls, $518; for real estate, 
$54,688.26; for personal estate, $35,324.70; a total of 
$90,530.96. Of this sum, $89,829.16 was abated before the 
reduced tax-bills were paid, and with the money received 
for taxes, is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to | 
$701.80, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and. the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer 
for moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of 
the current financial year. The amount of abatements of 
street watering assessments to January 31, 1899, was 
$2,118.80 and of sewer charges, $170.59. 


AVERAGE OF ASSESSORS’ VALUATION FOR FIVE YEARS. 


In accordance with the requirements of section 5 of 
chapter 6 of the existing ordinances, we herewith include a 
statement of the Assessors’ valuation of the taxable prop- 
erty in the city of Boston for each of the preceding five 
years, the abatement thereon allowed previous to the thirty- 
first day of December preceding, and the average of such 
valuations reduced by such abatements.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 86 of chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1898, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 298 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
‘with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
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taxation, amounted to $111,485,500, of which sum $98,996,- 
500 was real estate, and $12,489,000 was machinery. A 
statement showing the growth of corporate property locally 
assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot-note to 
table marked “D” page 386. Under the provisions of 
section 8 of chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board as- 
sessed the 514,500 shares of the sixty national banks of 
Boston upon a valuation of $52,856,000; a total tax of 
$718,841.60. At the time the rate of taxation was deter- 
mined, the estimated value of 111,303 shares, $11,625,518.02 
was included in the total aggregate as property which 
could be legally assessed in the valuation of the city of 
Boston. The balance of the total assessment of this class of 
property amounted to $41,230,481.97, and the tax of $560,- 
734.56 thereon was claimed by the Tax Commissioner, under 
the provisions of section 13 of said chapter for the State, 
and certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in 
which shareholders resided. Section 16 of said chapter pro- 
vides that one per cent. on the amount collected shall be 
paid ‘for the expenses of assessing and collecting” that 
portion of the tax which is not retained by the city or town 
where the banks are located. The amount of $5,616.33 can 
be added to the revenue of the city from this source, as only 
slight changes are found necessary in the adjustment of the 
bank taxes with the State authorities. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
sections 14 and 58 of said chapter 18, adjusted the taxes 
of 1898 upon national bank stock and the shares of Massa- 
chusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State or 
its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared before 
the Board of Appeal, provided for:in section 62 of said 
chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were dis- 
puted or needed defence. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


A table marked « B,” page 34, will show the separate esti- 
mation of land and buildings by wards in the valuations of 
1897 and 1898, being on a basis of new wards; the esti- 
mates for 1891 to 1895, inclusive, being on the basis of 
the old wards, are shown only in the totals, the total gain 
during the whole period being $179,995,525, of which 
$101,447,175 is upon the land, and $78,548,350 is upon 
buildings. 

For the valuation of Boston by wards for eight years, and 
for the separate estimation of the real and personal property 
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for twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked “ A,” “D,” and « E,” 
on pages 83, 86 and 37. All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determine the rate of taxation for the 
years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1898, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $26,373,350, equal 
to an advance of 8.28 per cent., and a loss of $2,856,141 on 
personal property, equal to 1.86 per cent. The total valua- 
tion of 1898 is more than that of 1888 by $271,646,870, 
showing a gain in ten years of 85.58 per cent. 

The table marked “D,” page 36, will show the rate of 
taxation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the table 
marked ‘“ F,” page 38, will show the proportion of each an- 
. nual rate required to raise the tax of a given year for State, 
county, or city purposes. 

A table marked *G,” pages 39-41, will show the approxi- 
mate value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a table 
marked “ H,”’ page 44, will give certain statistics relating to 
the real estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table which has been compiled, showing the valuations of 
property, rates of taxation, and the number of assessed polls 
for each year from 1822, when the city of Boston was estab- 
lished, to the present time. | 

For many years prior to 1842, taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true value of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the city government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments other than attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, chapter 50, section 25, and chapter 51, section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen 
or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications fo1 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
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assessment made upon a person or corporation by law exempt 
from the assessment of taxes until the estate affected came 
into the possession of a new owner, when the amount of the 
charge, with interest, was to be paid. But this law was 
repealed by section 7 of chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, 
and the connection of this department with street, sidewalk, 
and sewer assessments must now be ascertained from chap- 
ter 823 of the Acts of 1891 (known as the Board of Survey 
Act) as amended by chapter 418 of 1892, and chapters 401 
and 402 of the Acts of the last-named year as amended by 
chapters 227 and 256 of 1894. The law now in force con- 
necting this department with these classes by special assess- 
ments may be stated as follows: 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted including roadway, sidewalks and sewer, and after 
the auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what proportion of 
the whole amount shall be paid by the city, and what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, PLS. SS ol. ete) 
“The assessable cost of the work ”’ is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final determination is “subject to appeal 
to the Superior Cours | So eaas provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892, 418, § 8.] If the amount of the assessment 
upon any lot is not paid in ‘one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the court, or on 
appeal . . . is not paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . and in every case with interest from 
the date of the passage of the . . . order of said Street 
Commissioners” “ for securing the land required for 
or for constructing ”’ the street they have laid out, ‘the 
Board of Assessors . . . shall include a sum equal to 
nine per cent. of such amount in the next and succeeding 
annual tax-bills issued for the tax on the said parcel, and in 
the tax-bill issued the first year shall also include interest 
on the whole of said amount . . . from the date of the 
aforesaid order . . . to the last day of October of the 
year of the date of such tax-bill . . . and .. . for 
each succeeding year shall include one year’s interest on the 
whole of said amount . . . and shall so include such 
SUMAr, nae eat - ten . . .. with interest 
have been paid.” ee 418, §$ 5, 9.] 
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The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418,§ 10.] All moneys paid on account 
of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking-fund for the extin- 
guishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 823, §189.] 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. This act provides that “the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk” in such location, and 
of such materials as they may deem expedient. [1892, 401, 
§ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in’ 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 8.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. This act [chapter 401, 1892] was repealed by chapter 
437 of 1898, so that this department will have no connec- 
tion with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of 
its passage, June 9, 1893. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
laid they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen so 
order, and be paid for by assessments based on frontage, 
made by the Superintendent of Streets [see chapter 256 of 
the Acts of 1894]; and the machinery of this act is in all 
other respects made to conform to that of the Board of Sur- 
vey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which the 
sewer is laid are included in the assessment. [1892, 402, 
§ 5; 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8, 9.] A drain for any land out- 
side the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet can only 
enter the sewer “after the amount to be paid for an entry 
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has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, 
§ 5.] Interest shall not begin to run upon sewer assess- 
ments until after the expiration of thirty days from the com- 
pletion of the sewer on account of which the assessment is 
made. [Chapter 227, Acts 1894.] When a sewer assess- 
ment is laid upon a church estate, or upon any other “ parcel 
of land for which the owner is by law exempt from being 
taxed, as determined by the Assessors . . . on application 
to them” by such owner, the Collector is required to 
‘¢suspend the collection of such assessment” until a new 
owner holds the ery: when its amount is collected without 
interest. [1892, 402,§ 4.] But if the owner of an estate 
where the ate of a sewer assessment has been sus- 
pended desires to enter the sewer, he can do so, “after the 
amount to be paid for”’ such entry “has been fixed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate passes to another 
owner, the original assessment, “‘less any payment made for 
an entry’ into the sewer, ‘‘ becomes due and payable,” and 
must be collected, as if the day when the fee passed from 
grantor to grantee “were the date of the passage of the 

order for making the sewer.” [1892, 402, §§ 4, 5.] 
Ne the law now stands, it must follow that if ae amount 
then found to be due is not paid, it is to be collected as is 
provided for other unpaid sewer assessments; that is, by ten 
annual instalments, with interest. Section 9 of chapter 418, 
of the Acts of 1892 provides that when an unpaid special 
assessment is apportioned and added to a tax-bill, it may “be 
abated . . . as if a part of, and in the same manner as the 
city taxes.” In an opinion, dated December 8, 1892, the 
Corporation Counsel states that the power to make an abate- 
ment of such an assessment ‘*commences only when the . . . 
assessment is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exer- 
cised in curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and 
confers upon” the Assessors “*no power to abate for any 
other than a legal reason.” 

By chapter 359 of the Acts of 1896, full power to abate 
sewer assessments is given to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 

Chapter 426 of the Acts of 1897, approved May 22, 1897, 
provides that “no sewerage work shall hereafter be constructed 
except under authority of this act ‘unless the same has been 
ordered to be constructed before the passage thereof, and 
that the Board of Street Commissioners, from time to time, 
with the approval of the Mayor, may order that sewers and 
drains be constructed,’ etc., and shall annually, before the 
first day of July, determine just and equitable sewerage 
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charges to be paid by estatesin said city for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of the sewerage works. 

‘The determination of such charges as aforesaid shall be 
final in all cases, and the amount thereof as determined for 
each estate shall be a lien thereon until paid, and said board 
shall notify the Board of Assessors of the amount thereof 
forthwith, after it has been determined, and the same shall 
be included in the next tax-bill on the estate transmitted by 
said board to the Collector, or in a tax-bill therefor if no 
other tax-bill is issued for such estate, and be collected as a 
part of the taxes on the estate. 

«« All sewers and connections ordered to be made in con- 
structing any way under the authority of chapter 328 of the 
Acts of the year 1891, and acts in amendment thereof, or in 
addition thereto, shall be deemed to be constructed under 
the authority of this act, and the expenses thereof shall not 
be considered in determining the assessable cost of work to 
be assessed under authority of said acts.” 

Chapter 419 of the Acts of 1897 provides that the Board 
of Aldermen, or board or officer, to be designated by said 
Board of Aldermen, shall make a list of streets or portions of 
streets which the city has determined shall be watered. 
Shall specify each estate abutting on such streets and _por- 
tions of streets, together with the amount of assessment 
attaching to each estate, and shall certify and commit such 
list to the Board of Assessors. 

The Board of Assessors shall assess and include in the tax- 
list and warrant committed by them to the Collector of Taxes 
the assessments upon each estate as specified in said list.

The whole cost of lighting the streets and parks of the city during 
the financial year 1898-99 was $651,276.41. On the 15th of January the 
city was lighted with 2,888 electric, 8,151 gas, 28 incandescent and 2,615 
naphtha lamps.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas com- 
panies are: Boston, supplying part of City Proper, at the rate of 90 
cents per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, part of Roxbury District, 
$1; Charlestown, $1.25; South Boston, $1; East Boston, $1.85; Dor- 
chester, $1; West Roxbury, $1.40; Brookline Co., Brighton District, 
$1; City Proper, 70 cents; Roxbury District, 70 cents. 

The price paid for electrics is 35 cents per light per night. The city 
provides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 
The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per light per month in 
Roxbury and South Boston, and $3 per light per month in Brighton. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of 
$2 per day, and have an average of 73 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the vari- 
ous companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, 
and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or 
profit to the companies. 

The naphtha lamps have been lighted since July, 1892, under a con- 
tract by the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, who furnish all 
material, light, and keep in repair for the sum of 64 cents per light per 
night, or $22.81 each per year.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health: 

In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

GALLOP’S ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

EPIDEMIC HospPITAL, Swett street, two buildings erected in 1893. 

The contents of the lot are about 42,000 square feet. 

STEAMBOAT ‘' VIGILANT.’’ — This boat is about 734 tons burden, 95 
feet in length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 
1886. Cost of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine 
service. 

MoreuE, North Grove street, surgical instruments; one funeral car. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
‘City Hospital : 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. This lot consists of about 350,927 
square feet of land. Also the land to the south-west of Massachusetts 
avenue bounded by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passage- 
way near Larrison avenue, consisting of about 125,736 square feet. On 
the first lot mentioned is the City Hospital proper, which consists of a 
group of nineteen buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated 
the South Department, a department for the infectious diseases, which 
consists of a group of seven buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land on the east side of 
Albany street in the rear of the hospital. On this lot is situated the 
ambulance stable, boiler-house, dynamo station, and coal-pocket. 

The Trustees also have charge of the Convalescent Home, situated 
on fifteen acres of land, at No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dorchester 
Lower Mills. On this property is a three-story house with a two-story 
ell, with accommodations for thirty-five patients and seven employés. 
There is also a barn, stable, shed, and a bowling-alley. About one- 
half of this property is highly improved, and one-half woodland and 
pasture. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home, — Building formerly occupied by the city 
of Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 358,357 square feet. No longer in use. 

PARENTAL ScHoou. — The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
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house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, a 
school building and two dormitory buildings, and hospital. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in-1871, 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation and the 
Summer Hospital for Infants. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


AUSTIN FARM. — In West Roxbury District. 

This site, originally purchased as a Home for the Poor, has been 
occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. Contains about fifty 
acres, and is bounded on south-easterly side by Harvard street, south- 
westerly by Morton street, north-westerly by Canterbury street, and 
north-easterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, three detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a boiler-house, with laundry in second story, 
a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two small out- 
buildings. 

This plant provides for 230 patients. 

PIERCE FarM.—Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury streets, 
West Roxbury, and containing about thirty-fiveacres, was purchased in 
1892 for a site for the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it 
is a dwelling house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land containing 
41 22-100 acres adjoining the Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, cost- 
ing twenty-three thousand (23,000) dollars. There have been con- 
structed for the Insane Hospital two hospital buildings, a domestic 
building, boiler and power-house. The stable and barn were removed 
to new locations. Occupied by 230 patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


AuMsuousk, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 104,191 feet near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long, by 45 
feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with two wings, 39 feet by 19 
feet, and two wings, one story high, 45 feet by 17 feet. One hundred 
and sixty inmates can be accommodated. There are a large barn and 
other out-buildings upon the lot. 

Lone IsuAnpd. —Contains about 182 acres. A building accommo- 
dating 500 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, 
and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for about 250 female 
paupers, a hospital with 275 beds, a chapel, seating 800, and a house for 
the superintendent have since been erected. There are a large barn, 
piggery, and other farm buildings on the premises. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Commis- 
sioner : 

HOUSE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. — Containing about 154 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick building 
known as the House of Correction at Deer Island, cell building and 
dynamo building, a brick and wooden building for women, a farm-house, 
brick work-shop, and. receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s 
house, piggery, two large barns, hospital, and other buildings; steam- 
boat wharf and another landing place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, 
live-stock, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on 
the House of Correction at Deer Island. 
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Housk oF CORRECTION, SoutH Boston. — This institution including 
the old lunatic hospital now used in part as a hospital, occupies an 
area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 feet 
of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanics’ tools and uten- 
sils, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, and ‘other live- 
stock, belong to the city. There are in the House of Correction workshop 
two steam-engines and three boilers with shafting, etc., for carrying 
machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 

STEAMER ‘ J, PUTNAM BRADLEE.”’ — This boat is 340 tons burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches 
deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L. I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit 
$43,836 19. 

STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN Howarp.’’— This boat is 38.14 tons burden, 70.7 
feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draught; she was built at East Boston 
at a cost of $18,000. Her berth is at Long Island where, being fully 
equipped for fire duty, she can be called on at a moment’s notice should 
a fire occur on any of the Islands. 

These boats are used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island 
Institutions.

The Superintendent of Lamps has charge of 8,251 gas lamps, 2,615 
naphtha lamps, 2,888 arc lights, and 28 incandescent lights, besides posts, 
brackets, ladders and the necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and 
repairing the same, 7 horses, 5 wagons, 2 top buggies, 1 open buggy, 
2 sleighs, 4 pungs, 12 single harnesses, and 2 double.

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


In the Public Library on Dartmouth street, and its branches in East 
Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, 
Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, South End and West End Districts, there 


are about 716,886 bound volumes, besides manuscripts, pamphlets, 
statuary and paintings. The Tosti engravings embrace some in frames, 


5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred in portfolios. The collec- 
tion of photographs of works of art numbers at present nearly 10,000. 


OVERSEEING OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 


In Charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CENTRAL CHARITY BUREAU Bui1LpINeG, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, 
the Soldiers’ Relief Department, and the following charitable societies: 
Boston Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing 
Circle, German Aid Society, Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, the 
Associated Charities, West End Branch of the Homeopathic Medical 
Dispensary, the Federation of Jewish Charities, Boston Children’s Aid 
Society and St. Vincent de Paul Society. A Physician of the Board 
of Health also occupies a room in this building. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DESTITUTE is located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets. This building and the one above men- 
tioned were erected ona lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square 
feet.

PAVING DIVISION. 


Building and wharf on Albany street, opposite Sharon street. The 
building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square feet of 
land, and is divided into a shed for storage, blacksmith’s and carpen- 
ter’s shops, tool-room and stable. The total contents of the lot, in- 
cluding wharf and building, are 65,180 square feet. 

Fort Hill wharf, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be 
wanted for the extension of Oliver street. The greater part of said 
wharf is occupied by the Sanitary Division as a garbage-dump, and the 
building thereon is leased to a tenant. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion and Paris streets, East Boston, containing 
43,550 square feet. Part of this lot used by the Sewer Division. 

Ledge lot on Washington street, corner Dimock street, Roxbury, 
containing 134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing 
a steam-engine and stone-crusher. 

Highland-street stable lot. Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873, and occupied by the Sanitary and Paving Divisions; 
also a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, and a shed for the 
storage of tools, etc. 

Ledge lot on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 square 
feet, was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed containing a steam- 
engine and stone-crusher; also a stable and tool-house. 

On the Almshouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are two 
stables; also a shed and tool-house. 

Ledge lot on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, containing 
81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester 
in 1867.

Gravel lot on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of 
an acre, purchased by the town of West Roxbury in 1870, used for 
storage purposes. 

Ledge and gravel lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. This lot is at present 
leased, 

Ledge lot on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about thir- 
teen acres, upon which are an office, engine-house, stable and crusher 
plant. | 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, con- 
taining 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house and office on leased land. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house and office. 

Wharf, known as Atkin’s wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet, having on it an office 
and stable. 

On Centre street, West Roxbury, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Rosseter street, Dorchester, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etce., on leased land.

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SANITARY DIVISION. 


SoutH City STABLES, SHOP AND SHEDS. —Situated on Albany 
street, opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and 
buildings connected therewith are of brick. There are also on the 
premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. The stable 
is two stories high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 
horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith’s, wheelwright’s, painter’s 
and harness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department are manufact- 
ured and kept in repair. 

Orrat Deport. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany 
street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from 
that used by the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies, 
and the yard attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to 
the city before being used for this purpose. This building is used for 
the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city carts, and which is 
thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by purchasers of 
the same. 

West STABLE AND SHEDS, NORTH GROVE STREET. — The stable is 
a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on 
North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings attached to 
the same. It has accommodations for 88 horses, in stables and sheds. 
The lot contains about 45,152 square feet. 

HIGHLAND STABLE,with accommodations for 72 horses, on the old 
Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part 
of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There 
are on this lot a brick stable and a wagon-shed. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for 25 horses, is situ- 
ated. on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land. 
Shed and outbuildings were built in 1879. 

Fort Hint WHARF.— Containing 21,054 square feet. Two Barney 
Dumping boats, one purchased November 30, 1885, the other in Jan- 
uary, 1895. 

The above-mentioned stables and wharf are occupied in part by the 
Street Cleaning Division. 

GIBSON STREET, DoRCHESTER.— (The buildings and sheds are 
owned by the N. E. Construction Co.) Contains 42,000 square feet, 
formerly used for the disposition of Dorchester offal. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 513.32 miles of sewers built by the city. The 
department occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, 
with water-front on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, for 
storage of materiats, tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street, Dorchester, 
containing 42,000 square feet; a small lot on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown; a small lot in East Boston, corner Paris and Marion 
streets; gate-house on Stony brook, Columbus avenue, built in 1889; 
sewer-yard, with buildings on Massachusetts avenue, near Albany 
street; sewer-yard, with buildings, on Western avenue, Brighton, con- 
taining 135,350 square feet; sewer-yard, with buildings, on Revere 
street, city; sewer-yard, with buildings, on H and Ninth streets; 
sewer-yard, with buildings, on Child and South streets.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By chapter 107 of the acts of 1880, the Mayor of the city of Boston 
forthe time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner 
of the city of Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sums of money, and real and persunal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have been 
such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall be 
known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief fund. The said body corporate 
shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the income 
thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the provisions of 
any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz.: the Mayor, Josiah Quincy; Fire Commissioner, 
Henry S. Russell—now constitute the Board of Trustees; Josiah 
Quincy, Mayor, President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. 
Lafferty, Secretary.

This money has not been expended for this purpose, but is drawing 
interest in the hands of the City Treasurer as a special appropriation, 
its amount being on January 31, 1899, $361,597.16. 

The balance of the Fund, which was retained by its Treasurer, will 
remain invested in loans as provided by the will until July 1, 1991, 
when it will be divided between the city of Boston and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in the proportions suggested in the bequest.

of Boston,’’ Anonymous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. Spooner. The most important, however, 
of the bequests, was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended at the discretion of 
the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The 
amount of this fund January 31, 1899, was $135,502.58. / 


BoyxLston -Funpvs.—These funds were from a bequest by JOHN 
BoyLsron, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston,’’ ‘‘not under fifty years of age,”’ 
‘** persons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance or other vice.’”? The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 
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The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1899, to $30,442.68.

Lucy BuLtuMan CHariry. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the city of Bos- 
ton in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BULLMAN, proved at 
Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said estate is 
given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the estate never be 
sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The estate is 
valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 31, 1899, $23,289.36. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, January 4, 
1875, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


DAvip SEARS CHARIry. — This is a fund contributed by the late 
DAvip SeARs for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 
1899, $326,709.78. 


PIERCE FuEL Funp. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB Prerck, who died September 7, 1860, and which was ac- 
cepted by the Charlestown City Council May, 1861. Income to be 
expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund

HOLTON PROTESTANT PooR Funpb.— Legacy left to the Town of, 
Brighton by the late JAmMEs Honron, in 1863; will probated June 9, 
1863. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions 
among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, 
on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous to such holidays.

By his will he gave £50 to the relief of 
the poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, 
and the income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants.

At the end of twenty-five 
years the income of said sum is to be expended annually in the pur- 
chase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese 
languages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient by 
those having charge of the Library. The books bequeathed or pur- 
chased are always to be freely accessible for reference or study, but are 
not to be loaned for use outside of the Library building. If these be- 
quests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions faith- 
fully executed, the books, manuscripts and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College.

Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, 
Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, 
Trustees, of the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the 
same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron 
Putnam, Esq., Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property 
of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town 
Treasurer’s hand.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities, set forth’? in the Act to incorporate certain persons by 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from 
the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Funds, to ‘‘ manage said funds, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.”’

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1898-99. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing the duties 
and exercising the powers of the city of Boston and the county of Suf- 
folk, payable during the financial year 1898-99, beginning with the first 
day of February, 1898, and ending with the last day of January, 1899, 
and to meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking- 
fund requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, 
the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects and 
purposes hereinafter stated. 

That all sums of money which form no part of the income of the city, 
but shall be contributed to promote the objects of any appropriation, or 
paid for services rendered or work done by any department for any 
other department, or for any person or corporation other than the city 
of Boston, be paid into the general treasury and credited to such appro- 
priation, or to the appropriation of the department or division of a de- 
partment rendering such service or performing such work; and that the 
respective executive departments of said city, under the general super- 
vision and control of the Mayor and the other public authorities 
designated in the several appropriations, or having by law the expendi- 
ture of the same, expend the said appropriations according to law for 
the objects and purposes specified, and expend said contributions for 
the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, except those 
for the Water Department, be met out of the money remaining as a gen- 
eral balance in the treasury at the close of the thirty-first day of Janu- 
ary, 1898, not including any money raised by loan or needed to carry out 
the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and 
out of the income of the current year, other than that from the Water 
Works, and out of taxes to the amount of $15,253,790. 

Ordered, That the income received from the Water Works be applied, 
so far as required, toward meeting the appropriation hereinafter speci- 
fied for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the sum of 
$13,253,790 be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the 
city of Boston; that all such taxes and all taxes assessed for meeting the 
city’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1898, or of any other taxes 
or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the 
first day of October, 1898; that all such taxes paid after the first day of 
November, 1898, bear interest from and including said day until paid at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 1899, 
and at the rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including said 
first day of January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of stock of 
national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to 
and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes, or certificates of 
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indebtedness of the city of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars in 
the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes, or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the inter- 
est thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current muni- 
cipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest at such rate as 
said Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day the 
same are made payable. 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Mayor, may sell, in the manner provided by the ordinances, any 
lands or buildings not in use by any department, nor held under the re- 
quirements of any statute, and that the proceeds thereof be paid to the 
Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds. 

Ordered, That the premiums realized in the negotiation or sale of any 
notes, bonds or scrip be paid to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking 
Funds, to be by them applied to the sinking-funds for the payment of 
such notes, bonds or scrip. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
with the approval of the Mayor, may return to the general treasury any 
part of an appropriation for current expenses not needed to meet such 
expenses, and at the end of the year shall return to the general treasury 
all unused balances of appropriations for current expenses; and may 
with such approval, credit to the appropriation for any division of a de- 
partment any sums which may have been previously returned to the 
general treasury from any other division of the same department; and 
may, with such approval and with the further approval of the Commit- 
tee on Finance, return any unused portion of the reserved fund to the 
general treasury, and creditany portion so returned to any appropriation 
for current expenses; and that said Auditor, with the approval of the 
Mayor, may, between December 1, 1898, and February 1, 1899, credit 
any part of the income and taxes not disposed of to any appropriation 
for current expenses, and at the end of the year shall apply any of the 
income and taxes not disposed of in the closing of the accounts for the 
financial year. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor is hereby authorized to charge to the 
reserved fund the amounts of all executions of courts for damages suf- 
fered by the act or neglect of any department, damages settled by any 
department after the approval of the Committee on Claims and the 
Mayor, and all court expenses of the Law Department incurred in the. 
prosecution or defence of any case to which the city is a party. 

Ordered, That the authority to issue bonds for the additional supply 
of water under an order approved April 26, 1893, so far as the same has 
not been exercised at the date of the passage of this order, be, and here- 
by is, revoked; provided, however, that nothing contained in this order 
shall be construed to affect in any way the bonds which have already 
been issued under the authority of said order.

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CIVIL SERVICE DIVISION. 


This division of the Auditing Department was created May 6, 1898. 

May 9 the duties and powers vested in the Deputy Auditor in charge 
of this division were defined in a letter addressed to the Civil Service 
Commissioners. 

The question of the classification of this office under Rule VI., 
Schedule A, of the rules of the civil service was submitted by the Civil 
Service Commissioners to the Attorney-General for decision on June 7. 

June 30 the Attorney-General rendered the following opinion : 


JUNE 30, 1898. 
CHARLES THEODORE RUSSELL, Esq., Chairman, Civil Service Commission : 


DEAR Sir, — Your letter of June 7 requires my opinion upon the 
question whether the deputy city auditor of Boston comes within the 
classification provided by Schedule A in Civil Service Rule VI. of the 
rules of the Civil Service Commissioners. 

The duties of the office are defined in a letter from the city auditor, 
dated May 9, 1898, from which I quote the following: 


All requisitions upon the Civil Service Commission for the certification 
of names and all communications from heads of departments and divisions 
to the civil service commissions will hereafter pass through your office and 
be made a matter of record there; and it is also desired, if such an arrange- 
ment can be made with the Civil Service Commission, that all certifications 
of names and other communications from the Civil Service Commission to 
heads of departments shall equally pass through your hands. 

Your office is also to serve as a bureau of information, both for the depart- 
ments and for the public, as to all mattérs pertaining to the civil service 
laws and rules and the application thereof; you will be expected to be 
thoroughly familiar with the laws and rules, with any decisions or opinions 
of the Attorney-General relative ta@the construction of the same, and with 
the practice and rulings of the Civil Service Commissioners. You will be 
expected to know just what positions are specifically classified, and to have 
such general knowledge as can be obtained at the office of the Civil Service 
Commission as to the condition of the eligible lists. 

If, in the performance of these duties, it becomes necessary or desirable 
for you to consult with the Law Department, you can hold such consultation 
at any time informally, or request a formal opinion upon any point through 
me. 

You will be expected to inspect, so far as possible, all the pay rolls of the 
city, and satisfy yourself that all persons now upon such pay rolls are 
legally employed, and to see that any new names appearing upon the pay 
ro.ls are properly there, either through comparison with the certifications 
of the Civil Service Commission or through satisfying yourself that the posi- 
tions filled do not come under the civil service law or rules. 

You will be expected to prepare periodically such statistical information 
as to numbers of men employed in different capacities, discharges, new 
appointments, etc., as may be desired by the Board of Statistics. While 
your duties come in a general way under the auditing department, the 
work specially assigned to you is in large part work which this department 
has not heretofore undertaken to perform, and you will be given an oflice 
distinct from the regular office of this department. 

Schedule A under Civil Service Rule VI. includes the following posi- 
tions, to wit: ‘‘ Clerks, and other persons, under whatever designa- 
tion, rendering services as copyists, recorders, book-keepers, agents or 
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any clerical, recording or similar service;’’ also ‘‘ inspectors, agents, 
almoners, and all persons, under whatever designation, whose duties 
may be in part clerical.’’ In previous opinions given to your board by 
this office I have stated that in my judgment the civil service act and 
the rules established thereunder should in general be so construed as 
to distinguish between positions of mere routine, which ordinarily do 
not involve administrative or discretionary powers, on the one hand, 
and those, on the other hand, which involve the exercise of judgment, 
discretion, authority and _ responsibility; and that the general 
scheme of the act includes the former and does not include the latter 
class. Attorney-General’s Opinions, Oct. 12, 1892, and July 17, 1896. 

This definition seems to me to be conclusive of the present case. 
Assuming that the letter of instructions above quoted correctly defines 
the duties of the deputy city auditor, it is plain that the duties of his 
office, involving as they do the exercise of judgment, discretion, 
authority and responsibility, come within the latter class, and are not 
within the fair scope of the classification in the schedule referred to. 

I am of opinion, therefore, that the duties of the deputy city auditor, 
as above stated, are notsuch as to bring the office within the classifica- 
tion established by your rules.

To the Heads of Departments: 


GENTLEMEN, — A civil service division of the Auditing Department has 
recently been established by the City Auditor, at my suggestion, and Mr. 
John 8. Concannon has been appointed chief of the division, with an office 
at Room 7, Old Court House, telephone No. 4078, Boston. This division is 
to be, among other things, a record office for all requisitions made by any 
department upon the Civil Service Commission, for all certifications of 
names to departments by this commission, and for all action taken by heads 
of departments under such certifications; it will also be a record office of 
all appointments made by heads of departments to positions not subject to 
the civil service rules. There will, therefore, be a recordin this office 
of every appointment not subject to confirmation by the Board of Alder- 
men. The division is furthermore to act as an agency to furnish to the 
departments any information which they may from time to time require as 
to the operation, effect or construction of the civil service law or rules, or 
as to the state of the eligible lists,—the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel upon any question submitted being taken whenever it seems 
necessary or desirable. 

The division is established on account of the growth of the business 
between the different departments and the Civil Service Commission, and is 
intended to serve as a convenient agency to facilitate such business, and 
also to see that it is properly conducted, and that the civil service laws and 
rules are strictly observed. The connection of this work with the Auditing 
Department indicates that its general purpose and scope is broadly that of 
scrutinizing the pay rolls of the different departments, to see that no names 
are added to them, or borne upon them, improperly, or without due observ- 
ance of the civil service laws and rules. The Civil Service Commission 
recognized the practical utility and convenience of such an agency in 
advance of its establishment, and the hearty codperation of all of the 
departments in its work is fully expected. 

In future please address all of your requisitions upon the Civil Service 
Commission to the Auditing Department, Civil Service Division, Room 7, 
Old Court House; such requisitions will at once be sent to the Civil Service 
Commission, and the lists certified by the Commission will be promptly 
forwarded to the departments, after being made a matter of record in this 
office. The departments will then notify the Civil Service Commission, 
through this division, of any appointments made, and this course will be 
followed in the case of all appointments, including laborers and mechanics. 

Heads of departments vr subordinate officials are not precluded from 
going directly to the office of the Civil Service Commission to obtain any 
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official information desired, but all official communications with the Com- 
mission are to pass through this office, as above stated. A part of the 
duties of this division will be to obtain statistical information from time to 
time as to the employés of the city, for use by the department of statistics, 
and heads of departments are requested to answer as quickly and fully as 
possible any inquiries which may be made for this purpose. 

As the organization of this office is a new departure, I shall be glad to 
receive any suggestions from heads of departments as to how its work may 
be carried on with the greatest convenience and utility.

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HISTORY AND DESCRIPTION OF THE SYSTEM. 


AS long ago as 1860 the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council of Boston appointed a 
joint special committee ‘to consider and report 
what measures, if any, can be adopted to provide 
such facilities for cheap bathing as will induce all 
persons to avail themselves of the means so pro- 
vided.” The report of this committee, submitted 
early the following year, accepted, and ordered to 
be printed, was undoubtedly the first public docu- 
ment in this country on the subject of municipal 
baths. Two questions only are considered in this 
report: ‘First, is the City of Boston deficient 
in bathing facilities; and second, if so, how shall 
the want be met.” That it should not go at 
length into the general questions of the usefulness 
of bathing as a sanitary agency, or of its neces- 
sity to personal health and comfort, is not sur- 
prising; the investigations of science having 
settled the former, while every-day experience 
and observation proved the latter. But that it 
should not even raise the question whether it was 
in accordance with public policy to establish and 
maintain baths at the city’s expense gives some 
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cause for wonder, inasmuch as no undertaking of 
the kind had been attempted or, so far as is 
known, proposed by any city in the United 
States. Examples of municipal action in this 
direction had to be sought in other countries, 


and the report cites the public bathing establish- 
ments of England, France, and Belgium.

That Boston in those days was signally lacking 
in bathing facilities the report of 1861 clearly 
shows. So far from supplying opportunities for 
personal cleanliness the city even inflicted penal- 
ties upon the boys who tried to go swimming in 
the public waters within its limits. At only one or 
two enclosed bathing-houses, carried on for private 
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profit, was the vast body of water nearly sur- 
rounding the city utilized for any such purpose. 
These places, of course, were available only during 
a part of the year, and they could never come 
into general use on account of the expense in- 
volved. Besides these summer baths there were 
a few all-the-year-round establishments, also under 
private management; but these were of limited 
capacity and necessarily made charges beyond 
the means of the working classes. Thus had it 
not been for the water supplied their dwellings 
by the city water system, a large part of the 
population would have been destitute of the means 
for bodily ablutions; and the use of the city water 
in the contracted abodes of the poorer people is 
always not only inconvenient but, in numberless 
cases, practically impossible. As a result thou- 
sands in the community were suffering the per- 
sonal discomfort and moral degradation of a want 
of cleanliness, and, at the same time, rendering 
themselves the more liable to disease. 

To meet this real and widespread need the city, 
so the report urged, in the absence of any pri- 
vate philanthropic efforts, should initiate some 
plan for giving the people an opportunity for 
habitual and economical bathing. Its only spe- 
cific recommendation was that cheap plunge-baths 
for poor men and boys be tried for atime in differ- 
ent parts of the city. This easy experiment, it 
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suggested, would doubtless prove of great benefit, 
and might demonstrate the wisdom of adopting 
an enlarged and comprehensive plan for the good 
of all the citizens.

Notwithstanding the conclusions reached in the 
report of 1860, no action was taken by Boston in 
the matter of providing public bathing accommo- 
dations before 1866, the tremendous crisis through 
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which the country was passing during the inter- 
vening years presumably precluding it. In the 
spring of 1866 another joint special committee 
was appointed to consider the feasibility of such 
an undertaking. This committee at once set to 
work with a view to securing two kinds of baths — 
warm and cold fresh-water baths for the fall, win- 
ter and spring months, and salt-water baths for the 
summer months; but it soon found that its imme- 
diate attention must be given to the latter, because 
of the great expense involved in providing the 
necessary apparatus and conveniences for per- 
manent baths. On its recommendation, $10,000 
was appropriated for the establishment, under its 
direction, of ‘suitable places in South and East 
Boston and the city proper for salt-water bath- 
ing during the ensuing summer months.” ‘This ap- 
propriation was doubled later in the season. Six 
localities were selected — five for floating-baths 
and one for a beach bath— and each was placed 
in the special charge of some one member of the 
committee. In the absence of suitable models for 
bathing-houses, the committee decided that each 
of its members should be free to buy or erect on 
the spot assigned to his care such a structure as 
seemed to him best adapted to the purpose in 
view, the aggregate cost of the buildings not to 
exceed the appropriation. Of the five floating 
baths constructed at that time, the general type 
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consisted of a low, wooden building, resting ona 
floating platform and covering a_ shallow tank, 
through the partially open sides of which the 
water flowed freely. A row of dressing-closets 
ran part way around the building, and was con- 
tinued in a bench, above which were additional 
hooks for clothing. The entrance and the superin- 
tendent’s office were at one end. Air and light 
were admitted through openings along the roof. 
This style of bath, with slight variations, has per- 
sisted to the present day. 

The opening of these bathing-places was greeted 
by the public with a most surprising degree of 
approbation, as was manifested by theiruse. Dur- 
ing the first month they were visited by over one 
hundred thousand people; and the total attend- 
ance for the season of four months was not far 
from three-and-a-half times that number. So great 
was their popularity that at the end of the season 
the committee recommended to the City Council — 
“That there be appointed annually hereafter a 
joint standing committee on bathing and public 
water accommodations.’ This recommendation 
was readily accepted by the Council, and public 
baths became incorporated in Boston’s municipal 
policy. 

The next year six additional baths were opened 
by the new committee, four of them for the ex- 
clusive use of women and girls; and the number 
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of bathers was nearly twice that of 1866. An 
appropriation of $25,000 was made for this second 
season. Two more baths were built in 1868 and 
one the year following, making fifteen altogether. 

In 1879 the joint standing committee was dis- 
continued, and the public baths were put in the 
care of the Board of Health. No change resulted,

however, in the lines originally laid down for their 
management. For along period before and after 
this transfer the number of bathing-places re- 
mained nearly constant, and the annual expendi- 
ture varied but little from year to year. 

The entrance of Mr. Josiah Quincy into the 
office of Mayor, three years ago, marked the 
beginning of a new chapter in the history of free 
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municipal baths in Boston. Hitherto the provid- 
ing of public bathing facilities by the city had been 
regarded as permissible in the absence of private 
effort in that direction; Mayor Quincy looked 
upon it as but one phase of the general obligation 
of a city ‘‘ to secure, in some measure, the enjoy- 
ment by all of at least a certain minimum of ele- 
mentary social advantages.’ Hitherto, also, the 
chief, if not the sole ground on which the work was 
justified had been the promotion of the public 
health through bodily cleanliness; Mayor Quincy 
put it at once on the threefold basis of health, 
physical development, and enjoyment, regarding 
the supplying of suitable means for wholesome 
recreation and pleasure, as coming well within the 
lines of municipal policy. The effect of this change 
of attitude was at once apparent. Among the early 
official acts of the Mayor was the appointment of 
a committee of citizens to select a site and secure 
plans for a bath-house that should be open all the 
year round. This building was to be not only 
thoroughly equipped for hot and cold baths, but in 
its architecture and appointments it was to be of 
such a character as would appeal to the imagina- 
tion of the people, and give the whole subject of 
public baths a new dignity in their eyes. The 
baths already in existence, all of which were beach 
or floating-baths along the water frontage of the 
city, were supplied with additional conveniences, 
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such as fresh-water sprays, to increase their useful- 
ness and make them more popular; and steps 
were at once taken to open additional water-side 
baths. 

Finally, in the spring of 1898, a new city De- 
partment of Public Baths was created, and all the 
baths maintained by the city were placed under 
its direction. This new department is admin- 
istered by seven unpaid Commissioners, two of 
whom are women, appointed by the Mayor for 
terms ranging from one to five years. A _ secre- 
tary is employed by the Board to act as its execu- 
tive. 

With the creation of the Bath Department began 
the real work of expansion. During the last 
summer the city had in operation six beach baths, 
thirteen floating baths, two river baths and two 
swimming pools as against fourteen baths of all 
kinds a year ago. 

At the same time the Commission was arrang- 
ing for additional winter baths and swimming 
pools in different parts of the city. 

That so extensive a system of public bathing 
accommodations is not without its warrant in the

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needs of the people, is seen from the large per- 
centage of the population destitute of proper 
means of bathing at home. According to the 
tenement-house report made a few years ago by 
the State Bureau of Labor Statistics, of the whole 
number of families and persons occupying rented 
premises in Boston, only about one-fourth were 
supplied with bath-rooms, 

Evidence of a more direct character that Bos- 
ton’s present bathing facilities do not exceed the 
demand is furnished by the increase in the num- 
ber of bathers. During the season of 1898 the 
baths were used by 1,920,368 persons, while the 
number of bathers in 1897 was 657,275. This 
increase of patronage, as it is evident, was far 
more than commensurate with the additional op- 
portunity offered. 

A proposition of the first importance in connec- 
tion with the subject of free popular bathing is 
that in a large city it should be furnished through 
a considerable number of establishments designed 
for local use, rather than by one or two on a large 
scale at central points. In other words, the people 
of a given neighborhood should not have to go 
too far in order to avail themselves of such facili- 
ties. Ifthe bath is within half a mile to a mile of 
the home, it will be readily and extensively used ; 
if it is two or three miles away, its use will be 
very greatly restricted. 
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This fundamental proposition has been recog- 
nized by Boston from the outset. Thirty years 
ago, when the system was established, a number

of baths were opened, each ina different section 
of the city. The site for a bath is always selected 
with special reference to its accessibility to the 
neighborhood that the bath is intended to serve. 
It is an interesting fact that every district of 
Boston, with one or two exceptions, has more or 
less frontage on the ocean or some river. A 
glance at the map showing the distribution of 
public baths now in operation during the summer 
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months will make it apparent that no considerable 
quarter of the city is without its local bathing 
establishment. Some of these baths, because of

their location or the conveniences that they 
afford, have a patronage from regions far beyond 
their immediate neighborhoods. The L street 
bath in South Boston, for instance, situated as it 
is on a beautiful natural beach and easily reached 
by electric cars from all sections of the city and 
suburbs, draws throngs from every part of Greater 
Boston. 
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This seaside bath, opened in 1866, was the first 
municipal bath established in the United States. 
A long, low frame structure provides a great num- 
ber of dressing-rooms and an adjoining building is 
fitted up with hundreds of lockers for the use of 
boys. These buildings, together with a high board 
fence at either end, extending well out into the 
water, effectually shut in the bath from all out-~ 
side observation. By a special traditionary privi- 
lege, bathing-suits need not be worn at this partic- 
ular bath, and thousands of men and boys, of all 
sorts and social conditions, disport in the water or 
lie stretched out on the sands in entire nudity at 
this place every day throughout the summer. 

Farther along on the beach is a bathing-place 
for women and girls, three good-sized plain 
wooden buildings furnishing the necessary dress- 
ing accommodations. 

Next in point of popularity to the L street 
bath is the recently-opened bath at the harbor-side 
park at the North End. This affords a greater 
variety of attractions. A flat roofed, solidly con- 
structed building runs along the westerly side of 
the park and contains the dressing quarters for 
men and boys. The top of this structure was 
designed originally to serve as an elevated walk 
conducting to the upper deck of a great prome- 
nade pier that bounds the park at the harbor line, 
and encloses a little cove that makes in from the 
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harbor. At present, however, the second deck of 
the pier is reached by steps leading up from the 
ground. Across the cove, on the easterly side of 
the park is a bath-house for women and girls, so 
that bathing in the open cove is permitted to both 
sexes at the same time, the accommodations being 
entirely separate. Another pier borders the east- 
erly side of the park, a channel between the two 
piers connecting the cove with the harbor. The 
shore of the cove forms a beach where hundreds 
of children play in the sand. Commercial street, 
with its ceaseless stream of travel and business, 
bounds the water park on the south. Across this 
street a series of three terraces leading up to the 
historic Copp’s Hill burying-ground forms a pic- 
turesque background to the whole. From the 
middle terrace a bridge is called for in the original 
plan, to cross Commercial’street, and continue in 
the elevated walk, already described. As yet the 
bridge has not been built, on account of a pro- 
posed elevated railroad along Commercial street. 

While the North End beach, like the L street 
bath, attracts people from all parts of Boston and 
vicinity, the greater proportion of its vast throngs 
come from the densely-crowded tenements of the 
North End. A more cosmopolitan assemblage 
than gathers here it would be difficult to find. 
Every country of Europe is represented, and no 
less than fifteen languages are to be heard. Five 
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thousand bathers in a single day, besides a multi- 
tude of spectators, is not an uncommon number. 
The other beach baths are at Wood Island Park, 
in East Boston, at Charlestown Heights, where 
there is a public playground, and at Commercial 
Point, Dorchester. The first two were opened last 
summer, and all three are much smaller and of a 
more strictly local character than those described. 
Of the thirteen floating-baths, six are exclusively 
for men, five for women, and two are used for both 
sexes at different hours. They differ one from 
the other in the class of patronage they receive. 
The two on West Boston bridge, for instance, are 
visited by numbers of negroes from the large 
colored colony in the vicinity on Cambridge and 
the lower part of Joy streets. Those on Craigie 
and Warren bridges are the resorts, the one of the 
Jews from the Jewish quarter of the West End, the 
other of the Jews and Italians from the North End. 
At Craigie bridge the Jews constitute about one- 
third of the entire attendance. Many Italian 
mothers come to the women’s bath on Warren 
bridge to wash and dress their infants. Dover street 
bridge bath has a patronage almost wholly Irish 
in character on account of its nearness to the great 
Irish districts of the South End and South Boston. 
All of these baths situated as they are on 
thoroughfares between the city proper and great 
outlying working-class quarters are visited by 
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very many laborers on their way to or from their 
places of work; not a few stopping habitually for 
adip. Atotal attendance of one thousand during 
the day is not unusual at any one of them. 

A new style of floating-bath has been recently 
devised by one of the Bath Commissioners which 
in several respects is a distinct advance upon that

in use up to the present time. The tank of this 
house is left open to the sky, thus ensuring per- 
fect ventilation and facilitating the drying of the 
floors and walls of the whole interior. Runways 
extending along either side and fitted with lockers, 
are substituted for dressing-closets, — one runway 
for adults, the other for children. A house of 
this description may be seen at Harvard bridge. 
The swimming-pools were established to supply 
summer baths to the sections of the city without 
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water frontage. One of the pools is at Orchard 
Park, a small open space with grass and trees in 
the midst of the tenement district of Roxbury. 
It consists of atank made of concrete, eighty feet 
in length by thirty feet in width and four feet in 
depth; to which fresh water is supplied from 
the city pipes. This tank is enclosed merely by 
a high board fence. ‘Two or three polling-booths 
temporarily fitted up for the purpose afford the 
necessary dressing accommodations. Great care 
is taken to keep the water clean; the surface is 
drawn off several times daily, and once each day 
the tank is completely emptied and washed out. 
Every bather before entering the pool must use 
the shower-bath. Between eighty and ninety 
thousand gallons of water are used daily. This 
bath is the especial delight of children, who crowd 
to itin hundreds; but is patronized also by a good 
number of adults, especially in the evening. As 
in the case of the floating-baths, used by both 
sexes but not having separate accommodations for 
each, the bathing-hours are divided between men 
and boys, women and girls. 

The other swimming-pool is on Cabot street, also 
in Roxbury. Unlike the Orchard Park pool, this is 
under cover. The building which it occupies was 
put up originally as a bath-house, but had not 
been used as such for a long period before it was 
re-opened a few months ago. 
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A striking illustration of the local use of public 
bathing facilities is furnished by the fact that 
although these two swimming-pools are but a mile 
apart, the attendance of the older pool at Orchard 
Park did not appreciably fall off when the newer

pool at Cabot street was opened, the latter creat- 
ing its own patronage. 

In the equipment and management of Boston’s 
free municipal baths a special point is made of 
securing the patron’s comfort and safety, as well 
as enjoyment. Seats are provided for bathers 
and friends, ice-water is at hand for the thirsty, 
and at two or three of the larger places bicycles 
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can be checked without charge. At the North 
End beach a large awning tent affords shelter 
from the sun. To meet certain slight emer- 
gencies that may arise, surgical cases are pro- 
vided, containing among other things, liniment 
for bruises, Jamaica ginger to be given in case 
of cramp, ammonia to restore from fainting, and 
bandages for cuts and sprains; and the attend- 
ants are instructed in the use of these simple 
remedies and appliances. As a safeguard against 
accident by drowning at the beaches, trained life- 
savers in boats keep constantly near the bathers 
both to render any needed assistance and to pre- 
vent the swimmers from venturing out too far. 
Other attendants also patrol the shore, ready 
to plunge into the water at a moment’s notice to 
bring a helpless bather to land. Stretchers are at 
hand to be used in cases of need, and certain em- 
ployees have been trained to resuscitate the ap- 
parently drowned. To these and other similar 
precautions must be due in large measure the 
almost complete exemption of the baths from 
serious accidents of any kind. Fatalities are prac- 
tically unknown. During the last summer not 
a single bather was drowned.. This is the more 
remarkable when the enormous number of people 
using the baths is taken into account. 

Courtesy to all comers on the part of the em- 
ployees, at all times and under all circumstances, 
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is strenuously insisted upon by the department. 
The general direction to superintendents and as- 
sistants is: ‘‘ Regard as your guest everyone who 
comes, and treat himas such.” To make patrons 
of the baths feel still more at home, attendants are 
taken, as far as practicable, from the neighborhood 
of the bath-house where they are to serve.

the North End beach the leading nationalities also 
of the bathers are represented among the employ- 
ees. Those who have been a long time in the 
service know by name hundreds of the bathers, and 
in not a few cases are in friendly personal rela- 
tions with them. | 

From the first, the actual use of Boston’s mu- 
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nicipal baths has been absolutely free to the peo- 
ple. <A fee of five cents is charged to adults for 
the use of bathing-suits, except at the North End 
beach where suits are furnished free. Children’s 
suits may be had at all the baths without charge. 
One cent is the price for a towel everywhere. 
Bathers are permitted to bring their own suits and 
towels, if they care to do so. 

Formerly the supplies of bathing-suits and 
towels were owned by the superintendents, who 
derived from their rental an income in addition to 
their salaries. At the beginning of the season 
just passed, however, the city purchased the stock 
on hand and added to it in order to meet the in- 
creased demand. Its possessions in these lines at 
present are represented by 1,200 girls’ one-part 
suits; I,200 women’s suits in two parts; 1,800 
men’s two-part ‘suits; 1,200 men’s trunks and 
3,000 boys’ trunks for the floating-baths; and 
15,000 towels. _ 

Probably no form of physical exercise combines 
so many admirable features as swimming. Asa 
mere sport it has few rivals. When to this be 
added as incidental cleanliness and the ability to 
save life, swimming takes on a character of prac- 
tical value. To bring this desirable accomplish- 
ment within the reach of all, especially school 
children, instruction in swimming was given at all 
the baths for the whole or part of last season. In 
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Dover Street Bath. 
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preparation for this, as well as to connect the 
baths more directly with the city’s system of pop- 
ular education, the head instructor in swimming 
visited the public schools before the close of the 
school year and taught the children the swimming 
motions. Toward the end of the season a series 
of “swimming events’’ took place at several of 
the baths, participated in by the boys and girls 
who had learned to swim during the summer. 
Gold, silver and bronze medals, bearing the seal 
of the City of Boston had been offered for the 
different contests. These prizes were handed to 
the winners by the Mayor. 

The new bath-house whose erection was _pro- 
vided for by the Mayor early in his first term of 
office has been completed and was opened with 
appropriate exercises on the fourteenth of last 
October. Its location was admirably chosen for the 
purpose in view. Dover street, on which it faces, 
is part of a thoroughfare crossing the city east 
and west from one extreme end to the other, and 
bisecting that district of the South End which is 
rapidly becoming the great metropolitan poor 
quarter of Greater Boston. Washington street and 
Harrison avenue, also great highways of travel 
running north and south, pass one within two 
blocks of the bath-house, the other within a single 
block. Thus multitudes of people from all parts 
of the city and outlying districts are brought daily 
into its neighborhood. 
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First Floor Plan of the Dover Street Bath. 
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The building is a simple but imposing structure 
43 feet wide by 110 feet deep. The front, which 
is three stories in height, is constructed of granite 
up to the second story, and of gray mottled 
brick with limestone trimmings from this up to 
the ornamental cornice of the roof. There are 
two entrances, one for men and one for women. 
Above these a row of three arched windows 
extends across the second story. On the first 
floor are separate waiting-rooms for men and 
women, together with the laundry and engine- 
room in the rear. On the second floor are sepa- 
rate bath-rooms for men and women. The third 
floor in the front part of the building contains an 
apartment for the manager of the baths and his 
family. The interior of the waiting-rooms and 
bathing apartments have a high wainscoting of 
Knoxville marble and the partitions of the baths 
are of the same material. The floors are of 
terazzo mosaic. 

There are thirty sprays and three tubs for men, 
and eleven sprays and six tubs for women. All 
the baths are enclosed. Each shower-cabin con- 
tains a dressing-alcove, with seat. A Gegenstrém 
apparatus is used, which permits the bather to 
regulate the temperature of the water to suit 
himself. Both bathing apartments have toilet- 
rooms connected with them. The steam supply 
for all purposes is furnished from the boiler-room 
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Saturday Morning at the Dover Street Bath, 
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of the fire department repair shop, situated just at 
the rear of the bafh-house lot.

The washing for all the winter baths is done 
by the laundry in this building. In the summer 
season this work will be divided with the other 
municipal laundry at the North End Park. 

In the planning and construction of the Dover- 
street bath the aim was to provide such a bathing 
establishment as would not only be in keeping 
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with the dignity of the city, but would constitute 
a worthy centre for the proposed system of all- 
the-year-round baths. At present one’ other 
permanent bath is in operation. This is in con- 
nection with a gymnasium, and is situated in 
East Boston. The building, originally a skating- 
rink, was purchased by Mrs. Daniel Ahl, a num. 
ber of years ago, enlarged, equipped as a combined 
gymnasium and bath, and turned over to the East 
Boston Athletic Association for the use of its 
members. In 1897 it was presented to the city 
and thrown open to the general public. The 
main hall is 100 feet long and 80 wide, and is 
well supplied with gymnastic apparatus. One 
corner may be shut off by movable partitions for 
hand-ball. There is a running-track, with twenty 
laps to the mile. Across one end is a gallery 
for spectators. In the bathing department there 
are eleven unenclosed sprays, with the necessary 
dressing-quarters and lockers. Two days a week 
the entire building is reserved for the exclusive 
use of women and girls. On these days the 
baths are separated one from the other by, rubber 
curtains. 

Medical directors are in attendance at certain 
hours to make bodily examinations and prescribe 
courses of training. A female medical director is 
employed for the women. Instruction in physical 
exercises is given classes of school children sev- 
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eral days aweek. Gyminasium suits are furnished 
by the city. These consist of the summer bath- 
ing-suits, supplemented in the case of the boys’ 
trunks with white knitted shirts. 

Two more combined baths and gymnasiums are 
about to be opened, one in South Boston and one 
in the South End. Connected with the former is 
an area of cleared land containing about five and 
a half acres, under the control of the city, which 
in the near future will be laid out with separate 
athletic fields for men and women. The structure 
itself is of wood, 75 by 100 feet, inthe English 
Gothic style of architecture. An elevated run- 
ning track extends around: the interior. All the 
gymnastic apparatus is so arranged that it can 
easily be drawn up or pushed aside, leaving the 
floor entirely free from obstruction. There are 
1,200 lockers and 18 Gegenstr6m_ spray-baths. 
The entire cost, including furnishings, heating ap- 
pliances, and the adjoining brick boiler-house, did 
not exceed $28,000. A swimming tank under a 
separate roof is a part of the original plan, and in 
time will be added. 

For the South End gymnasium and bath, Shaw- 
mut Chapel, a large, one-story brick building has 
been purchased. Here the lockers and sprays 
will be placed in the basement, the entire ground 
floor being given up to the exercise hall and 
superintendent’s office. 
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A similar institution, re-enforced in some cases 
by a swimming tank, is projected for each of the 
other three or four industrial districts of the city. 
Pending the erection of suitable buildings, the 
experiment will be tried of fitting up the ward- 
rooms in these sections with gymnastic apparatus 
and baths which can easily be removed whenever 
the rooms are needed for other purposes. The 
first of these temporary gymnasiums will soon be 
opened at Roxbury Crossing.

For school children a system of special bathing 
facilities in the school-houses is proposed, to be 


se 
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under the direction of the School Board. A be- 
ginning has already been made inthe Paul Revere 
School at the North End, where a number of 
baths are in successful operation. 

When thirty years ago Boston was considering 
the matter of providing public bathing facilities, 
there were no undertakings of the kind in this 
country for its guidance. Examples had to be 
sought in England and on the Continent. Since 
that time a number of American cities and towns 
have made more or less advance in this direction. 
But the best examples of municipal action in 
providing cheap and ample bathing are still to be 
found abroad, notably in Birmingham, Liverpool, 
London, Berlin and Vienna. And yet the munic- 
ipal system of baths in English and Continental 
cities lacks the democratic character that it must 
have in this country. To some extent the baths 
abroad preserve social distinctions by providing 
first, second, and, in some cases, third-class baths. 
In no case are the foreign baths free. 

There is a contention in this country that those 
using public bathing accommodations should pay 
for the privilege in order to preserve their self- 
respect; but it is hoped in Boston that in due 
time the people will come to have something 
of the same ennobling feeling of ownership and 
responsibility as to baths which they already 
entertain with regard to the city’s schools, parks 
and libraries. 
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ADDRESS OF MAYOR QUINCY AT THE OPEN- 
ING OF THE DOVER STREET BATH. 


MEMBERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL, LADIES 
AND GENTLEMEN: It has seemed to the mem- 
bers of the Bath Commission and to myself that 
the opening of the first permanent public bath- 
house in Boston for all-the-year-round use was 
an event of enough interest to make it proper 
to invite you here to-night to inspect this fine 
building and its appointments, before its open- 
ing to the public to-morrow morning. While 
the building and equipment of this bath-house 
has taken an unexpectedly long time, I think 
you will agree with me that in its finished state 
it represents a great amount of careful and in- 
telligent thought and labor, and that it reflects 
credit upon the architects who have designed it, 
upon the advisory committee which selected the 
site and had so much to do with the preparation 
of the plans, and upon all who have in any way 
been concerned in the work. I believe that if a 
few American cities have been a few years in ad- 
vance of Boston, in establishing permanent baths, 
we can truthfully claim that Boston now possesses 
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the finest and the most modern public bathing 
establishment upon this continent. 

If we have built slowly, we have built solidly, 
and this fine building shall stand for generations 
to come to perform its beneficent work for the 
people and to serve as a monument to mark the 
adoption in this city of a broader and higher con- 
ception of the duties of the municipal govern- 
ment to the citizens. The opening of this bath 
marks the full recognition by the city of its duty 
to bring within the reach of all, in winter as well - 
as in summer, facilities for securing the physical 
cleanliness that bears such close relationship to 
social and moral well-being. The accommoda- 
tions of this bath-house, built with the money of 
the people, are for the free use of all, rich or 
poor, men, women or children; if there is any 
distinction in the invitation extended to all, it is 
that those who stand in the greatest need of the 
facilities which are here afforded, will be received 
as its most welcome patrons. 

The expenditure which the city has made in 
erecting its first permanent bath-house of this 
substantial and ornamental character has been 
incurred with a broader end in view than that of 
merely providing facilities for the bathing of a 
certain number of persons. The number of 
shower-baths and tub-baths contained in this 
building could have been furnished at a much 
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smaller expense, and the city might, perhaps, 
have leased a building for the purpose, instead of 
purchasing a valuable lot of land and erecting an 
expensive structure. The purpose of the advi- 
sory committee which planned this first central 
bath-house,—a purpose which met with my 
hearty approval and support,—was to erect a 
building of such character and appointments that 
it would be worthy as an architectural monument 
of the city which owned it, and would raise the 
whole idea of public bathing to a high and digni- 
fied plane. If we judge a man somewhat by the 
house in which he lives, it is surely important that 
a new idea in civic development should receive 
such a concrete embodiment at its inception as to 
place it in the right light before the people. 
Every useful undertaking gains in its possibilities 
of beneficence if it is clothed in a garb of dignity 
and beauty. The money which this completed 
building represents to-night, upwards of $70,000, 
was asked for by me, appropriated by the City 
Council,— in a spirit of wise liberality which more 
recent action should not lead us to forget, — and 
expended by the architects, in the belief that 
nothing within reason was too good for the first 
' permanent bath-house to be built by this city and 
located at this central point. As a result of this 
policy we dedicate to-night a bath-house of such 
a character that it might well have been intended 
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for the use of a private club of men and women 
of means, and we open it freely and without price 
for the use of allof the people of this great munic- 
ipality. 

It is, therefore, with no small sense of personal 
and official satisfaction that I now receive this 
building from the hands of the architects and 
builder, and turn over its custody to the Bath 
Commission, which the city has wisely established 
to take special charge of this branch of our munic- 
ipal service. 

The marked success of its administration of the 
summer baths, during the past season, and the 
great increase which has taken place in their util- 
ity and patronage,—no less than 1,900,000 
baths having been taken during the last season, — 
affords a guarantee that this institution will be 
conducted in a spirit of conscientious devotion to 
its best interests and with a full appreciation of its 
possibilities for good. May this, the first perma- 
nent bath-house of the city of Boston, be so 
fruitful of good results that within the next few 
years each of the sections of the city may have 
a similar local bath-house of its own, and that it 
may be our boast that the city government is 
enlightened enough to offer, and our citizens 
wise enough to use, better and more extensive 
public bathing facilities, both in winter and in 
summer, than any city in this country, if not in 
the world.

operations of the department is herewith presented from 
February 1, 1898, to January 31, 1899.

The number of permits granted for first and second-class 
buildings is 529; for third-class buildings, 1,409; for altera- 
tions, 2,489 ; for setting of steam-boilers, engines, etc., 1,082 ; 
for plumbing, 5,232; for gas-fitting, 15,358; making a total 
of 26,049 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in pro- 
cess of construction, 25,466 ; of alterations, 11,214 ; of boilers, 
engines, etc. (relative to setting), 1,826; plumbing work, 
19,894; gas-fitting work, 15,523 ; of elevators, 3,040 ; egress, 
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1,526 ; plans, 5,412; specials, 425; fires and accidents, 1,947 ; 
making a total of 85,778 examinations during the year. 

These examinations occasioned 615 reports relative to un- 
safe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 602 reports relative 
to fires and accidents; 1,491 reports relative to violations ; 
5,877 final reports; making a total of 8,583 reports made 
during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of statutes, 
etc., 1,827; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 327; dangerous 
chimneys, 98; additional means of egress, 96 ; miscellaneous, 
1,819; making a total of 3,662 notices issued during the 

ear. 

Of the 5,412 plans submitted during the year, 4,289 were 
approved, 1,123 were disapproved. The department re- 
ferred to the Board of Appeal for its approval 141 applica- 
tions to restore premises to original condition (same being 
damaged by fire). 

Four appeals referred to the Board were sustained, and 
elght not sustained. ‘The Board of Appeal also approved of 
the omission of fire-proofing in two cases, as provided for in 
section 51, of chapter 419, Act of 1892, as amended. 

Of the 529 permits issued for first and second-class build- 
ings, 366 were for dwellings, 19 for dwellings and stores, 1 
for brewery, 2 for churches, 2 for hospitals, 2 for hotels, 6 for 
manufactories, 1 for mechanical building, 16 for mercantile 
buildings, 4 for office buildings, 11 for school-houses, 36 for 
tenement-houses, 2 for tenement-houses and stores, 10 for 
storage buildings, and the balance for miscellaneous pur- 
poses. 

For third-class buildings, for which there were 1,409 per- 
mits granted and issued, 1,120 were for dwellings, 23 dwell- 
ings and stores, 11 for office buildings, 3 for manufacturing 
buildings, 17 for mechanical buildings, 4 for school-houses, 
45 for stables, 381 for storage, and the balance for miscella- 
neous purposes. 

The greatest number of permits granted for first and 
second-class buildings in any one ward is: Ward 17 witha 
total of 74; Ward 20 next with a totalof 71; Ward 19 with 
a total of 64, followed by Ward 11 with a total of 38, and 
Ward 10 with a total of 86; next comes Ward 12 with a 
total of 29; then Ward 21 with a total of 28; then Ward 18 
with a total of 26, and Ward 6 with a total of 26, and the 
balance distributed through the other wards. 

The greatest number of perniits granted in any one ward 
for third-class buildings is: Ward 20, 381; next follows 
Ward 28, 192; Ward 24, 154; Ward 25, 153; Ward 19, 
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97; Ward 16, 78; Ward 1, 58; Ward 21, 56; Ward 22, 48; 
Ward 2, 45; Ward 14, 44; Ward 15, 88, and the balance 
distributed through the other wards. 

The number of first and second-class buildings completed, 
and upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 416, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$7,158,392. The number of third-class buildings completed, 
and upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 1,848, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$5,470,900. The number of completed alterations during 
the year is 2,365, at an estimated cost of $3,059,108. 

The plumbing jobs completed during the year (not inelud- 
ing plumbing in new buildings), 8,026; estimated cost, 
$678,546. Boilers, etc., set, 790, at an estimated cost of 
$345,258 ; making a total estimated increase in tax valuation 
by construction and improvements of $16,712,204. — 

There have been 261 buildings provided with additional: 
means of egress; this includes 509 families, 10,146 persons, 
at an estimated cost of $124,240. 

For further detail see tables, and tabulated report an- 
nexed. 

Notwithstanding the depression of the past year, caused 
by the stringency of the money market, and further increased 
by the uncertainty which preceded the war with Spain and 
continued until peace was declared, the building interests of 
the city of Boston, as seen by the records of this department, 
show a remarkable activity. For instance it will be noted 
that it is estimated there is an increase in taxable valuation 
by construction and improvements during tbe past year of 
$16,712,204, as compared with the preceding year of 
$17,758,271. This under the circumstances is a good show- 
ing and denotes the stability of real estate as an investment 
in and about the city of Boston. 

I take occasion at this time to refer to the necessity of 
additional accommodations being furnished the department, 
consisting of an increased floor area, additional fixtures and 
cases and dockets for the filing and storage of its records and 
documents. I also desire to call the attention of the City 
Council to the urgent necessity of an increase in the force of 
this department to carry on the work demanded by legisla- 
tion, and of a sufficient appropriation to meet the expenses 
occasioned thereby. ‘The department has heretofore in its 
annual reports, and in other forms, stated the necessity for 
these additions and again refers to it at this time, as the 
work of the department has increased to such an extent as 
renders it necessary that some action should shortly be taken. 
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I further deem it advisable at this time to call the atten- 
tion of the City Council to amending the present building 
law in certain particulars, provided, that an entire revision 
of the said law cannot be undertaken. Among other things 
I would recommend a more comprehensive law regulating 
iron and steel construction than now exists on the statute 
books. Further, liberal opportunity should be allowed for 
the use of improved methods of construction and new ma- 
terials after proper tests and proofs of their certain safety and 
desirability have been made under the direction of a board of 
experts, of which the building commissioner should be chair- 
man ex-officio. ‘The law should positively fix the responsi- 
bility on the owner for carrying out of the law and of the 
plans and specifications approved by the department. Also, 
the law should positively require that each alteration and 
new construction should be superintended by a reputable and 
*capable architect, engineer, or contractor, employed by the 
owner. The law should fix the responsibility of the quality 
of material supplied and quality of work done on the owner, 
architect and builder, and give the department proper and 
thorough opportunities for examining and approving or con- 
demning them. 

The department would recommend that definite methods 
should be fixed to be used for all tests and examinations, 
such as proving and testing cast iron, floor arches, roof 
trusses, foundations, footings, etc. 

The law should also provide that all architects and 
builders engaged in building construction should be licensed, 
and the term ‘“ builder ”’ should be used in its broadest sense to 
include all branches. ‘This is for the purpose of responsible 
control, and has been alluded to in previous annual reports. 

The building commissioner should have authority to 
vacate buildings where the demands of the department, as 
to egress, are not complied with after reasonable time shall 
have elapsed, and also authority to temporarily stop progres- 
sive work on any building where violations of law exist until 
the violations shall be removed. In this connection I may 
also add that I believe the fire limits should be increased, but 
as this matter is now under consideration by a committee 
appointed by the mayor I think no necessity exists for 
enlarging upon it at this time. 

The statutes should also be amended so as to more 
adequately provide for the provisions, of steam escaping into 
the sewers. This could be done by substituting the words 
“hot water” for ‘steam’ and establishing a proper degree 
Fahrenheit as a standard. 


0 Oe to 
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The department again recommends that some legislation 
be obtained for the better enforcement of the building laws 


than now exists, and presents for your consideration the 


following: 


‘¢ Every applicant for a permit to erect, construct, or alter a 
building, or any part thereof, or to perform any work requiring 
inspection or approval of the building department of the city of 
Boston, shall file such application with a sworn statement by the 
owner or attorney duly appointed under seal, giving the full name 
and address of owner or owners, or of each of them, and the pur- 
pose of building or structure on or in which work is to be per- 
formed, and when required by the building commissioner every 
such application shall be accompanied with a full and complete 
set of plans in color together with specifications and survey of lot, 
and no permit shall be transferable unless endorsed by the build- 
ing commissioner; that is, no person other than the one recorded 
as owner in the building department shall have authority to 
construct, erect, alter, or repair a building, or any part thereof, 
or to perform plumbing or gas-fitting therein, or perform any 
work requiring inspection or approval of the building department, 
unless such person shall cause a record of such transfer to be 
made on the records of the building department, and sworn to in 
the manner above referred to, and shall receive the approval 
thereto of the building commissioner. Any false swearing in any 
statement submitted as recorded above shall be deemed as perjury 
and shall be punished as such. 

‘*'The owner of any building or part thereof upon which any 
violation of the laws relating to building in the city of Boston 
may be placed or shall exist, and any architect, builder, car- 
penter, mason, ironworker, plumber, gas-fitter, or any person 
who may be employed or assist in such violation, and any and 
all persons who shall violate any of the provisions of the 
laws relating to building in the city of Boston, or fail to com- 
ply therewith, or with any requirement thereto, or who shall 
violate or fail to comply with any order or regulation made 
thereunder, or who shall build or use any building in viola- 
tion of any detailed statement or specifications or plan sub- 
mitted and approved, or of any permit issued thereunder, shall 
for each and every such violation and non-compliance, respect- 
ively, forfeit and pay a penalty in the sum of not less than one 
thousand dollars, excepting that any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of the laws relating to egress, plumbing, 
gas-fitting, construction of chimneys, fire-flues, heated air-pipes, 
boilers and furnaces, or any such provisions relating to framing, 
trimming of timbers, girders, beams, or placing woodwork in 
unlawful proximity to chimney-flues, fireplaces, heated-air or 
steam pipes, or placing chimney-flues, fireplaces, heated-air or 
steam pipes in unlawful proximity to woodwork, or shall fail 
to properly protect the weight-bearing metal used in construction, 
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and furnish the fire-stops required shall forfeit and pay a penalty 
in addition to that above required of one hundred dollars. 

‘¢Any and all of the above-mentioned persons who, having 
been served with a notice from the building commissioner to re- 
move any violations on buildings or comply with any require- 
ments of this act, or of the building acts of the city of Boston 
and of any and all acts relating to plumbing and gas-fitting in 
the city of Boston, and of any and all acts in amendment thereto, 
or with any order or regulation made hereunder or thereunder, 
shall fail to comply with said notice within five days after such 
notice shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one hundred 
dollars or more than one thousand dollars for each and every such 
offence.” 


The rapid strides made in the introduction and use of the 
power elevator may be seen by reference to the annual 
reports of 1886 and 1898, wherein the number is given as 
1,015 and 2,444, respectively. Add to this sum 544 hand- 
hoists and 322 hand-elevators, and it gives a grand total of 
3,310, the number now in use. 

A comparison of the number of inspections and the num- 
ber of elevators and hoists shows that the present number 
of inspectors assigned to the department for this branch of 
its work cannot keep up with the rapidly-increasing number 
of elevators being put into service. 

The past year 151 new elevators have been installed, many 
large mercantile and office buildings requiring from four to 
eleven elevators. ‘To gain an idea of the use of the elevator, 
the Exchange Building, 53 State street, when built about 
seven years. ago, had six passenger elevators, but has since 
been supplied with two others, in order to supply the de- 
mands of the business of this building alone. And so it is 
in even wooden business houses; elevators are being put in 
in order to keep up with the progress of the times. The 
sharp competition of trade and a desire to attract desirable 
patrons and tenants to mercantile buildings, hotels and 
apartment hotels, compel owners to resort to the elevator as 
an inducement. 

The installing of elevators in all modern-class buildings, 
as well as in the renovating of old buildings so as to adapt 
them to modern methods of transacting business, has made 
it not only possible, but desirable to erect our business struct- 
ures to what may seem to be an unreasonable height. This 
instalment has given the said buildings an utility, and espe- 
cially is this true where land is so valuable that to utilize a 
sufficient area for the transaction of ordinary business pur- 
poses would not only be ill-adapted, but thoroughly unpro- 
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ductive, therefore the use of the elevator has greatly enhanced 
the taxable value of this class of property by centralizing 
business within an area limited to public convenience. They 
are, therefore, in the transaction of business to-day an indis- 
pensable adjunct. The passengers now carried upon these 
elevators in our own city are numbered in the hundreds of 
thousands, and yet we are brought face to face with the fact 


that elevators have within themselves the elements of great 


danger. This is understood; hence the employment of safety 
devices by legislative enactment. While we may not be 
able to reach absolute safety, yet this idea should be the 
paramount consideration not only in the construction of the 
elevator, but in every part of the detail which has safety in 
view. 

The department, therefore, is forced to the conclusion that 
one of the great deficiencies is the want of trained minds, of 
enlarged and practical experience, such as may be expected 
of the man who has served a regular apprenticeship as an 
engineer or machinist, and who, before being allowed to take 
charge of passenger elevators, should be subjected to a rigid 
examination by an examining board, and, if found competent 
by them, be duly licensed for this work. 

The department would suggest that the speed of our ele- 
yators carrying passengers be regulated in their ascent and 
descent by a proper governor which would prevent the run- 
ning down or ascending of the car beyond a speed which this 
governor should be set to regulate, also a properly constructed 
air cushion should be required. This, in the judgment of 
the department, would go far in the direction of insuring the 
security of life and limb to those of our fellow-citizens whose 
business duties cause them to constantly use the elevators of 
our city. 

Frequently the department has been called upon to render 
a decision, as against private inspectors and owners, relative to 
the strength of fractured cables, etc., also between contractors 
and owners as to standard of work performed, and in such 
cases when an opinion has been arrived at the department has 
not hesitated to state the same. 

The department would further recommend that no elevator 
be permitted to be used without being provided with two or 
more hoisting cables. 

Attention is respectfully called to the suggestions contained 
in the department’s annual report of 1896, regarding passage 
of ordinances governing the following matters : 

Owners of elevators to report accidents to the Building 
Department; (at the present time they are reported to the 
State police, under the provisions of statute law). 
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Owners of freight elevators to be required to appoint some 
authorized person to take charge of the same. 

Elevator manufacturers to test elevators in presence of 

building inspector, before same is turned over to owners, and 
at least every six months thereafter, and that the Building 
Department be notified twenty-four hours before such test 
be made. 
_ Elevator manufacturers be compelled to lead or babbitt 
metal the sockets of cross-head tackle where cable ends are 
returned and fitted in the socket (so called); thereby pre- 
venting possibility of same slipping through socket. 


STATEMENT OF NUMBER OF BUILDINGS IN THE CITY OF 
Boston, FEBRUARY 1, 1899. 


On February 1, 1898, there were 24,593 brick, stone and 
iron buildings, and 53,813 frame buildings, in the city of 
Boston, making a total of 78,405. During the year there 
were 416 brick, stone and iron, and 1,343 frame buildings 
completed. ‘T'wo brick and 384 frame buildings were totally 
destroyed by fire. Highty-two brick and 28 frame buildings 
were totally demolished in various parts of the city, making 
a total at the end of the year of 24,925 brick, stone and iron 
buildings, and 655,094 frame buildings; a grand total of 
80,019 buildings.

GAS ACCIDENT RECORD. 


February 19, 1898, Thomas Devery, who occupied room on fourth floor of 
building 32 Myrtle street, Ward 11, was found dead in his room. Upon an 
examination it was found that there was but one window in the room, and 
it was closed at the time of accident. There was a two-light gas-fixture 
also, one key of which was wide open, allowing escape of gas into the room; 
the other key was very loose. 


Henry Sharker was found asphyxiated in room on fifth floor of Hampton 
House, Haymarket square, on March 2, 1898, by_an attaché of the house. 
The door of and window in room were both closed tightly, and gas-cock of 
bracket was turned two-thirds on, 


At 24 Village street, Ward 9, on March 3, 1898, James E. Lee was found,. 
lying fully dressed, on bed in room on first floor. An examination of the 
room showed the two keys of a two-light pendant to be open, also the cock 
of a one-light pendant in a small adjoining room. AIl means of ventilation 
in rooms were closed. 


Thomas Cannon, occupying room on third floor of building 76 Green street, 
Ward 8, was suffocated by illuminating gas on March 11,1898. A gas-bracket. 
supplied the gas for this room and an alcove room where the bed was situ- 
ated in which the deceased was found. The windows and door were closed 
and locked. There was a regulator on meter connections. A cock supply- 
ing the meter was almost entirely shut off, not allowing the proper volume 
of gas through the said cock to supply the building. Presumably the 
bracket-cock was partly turned on the early part of the evening, before the 
entire house was lighted, and then the gas went out for lack of volume, and 
after the house lights were extinguished, about 2 A.M., the pressure coming 
back to open burner would cause this fatality. 


March 14, 1898, at 88 Kneeland street, Ward 7, one R. J. McDonald was 
found lying on floor of room on third story, asphyxiated. The gas-cock in 
room was turned on. A chair in room, under gas-bracket, was overturned. 
It is thought by parties in building that he turned off the gas, and then turn- 
ing around, stumbled off chair accidentally, turning on cock again. 
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April 4, 1898, William Kelley was removed to hospital, overcome by effects 
of escaping gas. Upon examination of room on third floor of building, 37 
Green street, which the said Kelley occupied, it was found that room was 
ventilated by windows, one of which was open at bottom at time of accident. 
In centre of room was a two-light gas-fixture, with a fitting on arm close to 
the burner-cock. Both keys on same turned very easily. The key on fit- 
ting was partly turned on at time of detecting odor of gas in premises. At 
last report it was thought Mr. Kelley would recover. 


Julia Shine was asphyxiated by illuminating gas in front room, fourth 
floor, of building 1445 Washington street, Ward 9, on April 5, 1898. The 
window of room was closed at time of accident. Fitting on gas-bracket 
was found open, the gas escaping into room. The key on fitting was tight, 
and could not be readily turned on. 


Davis Simons, a non-licensed gas-fitter, attempted to connect riser with 
service under front steps of premises 3 Genesee street, Ward 9, May 26, 1898. 
He took off cap, and, in endeavoring to put on tee and cock, was overcome 
by the escaping gas, and when found by another gas-fitter was dead. On 
May 19 the said Simons was warned by one of the Building Inspectors not to 
do the work (report having previously been received at the office of such in- 
tention), as it would be in violation of law, and he told the inspector he 
would not perform the work. 


On October 3, 1898, Annie Borden, twenty years of age, employed as a do- 
mestic at 11 Greenheys street, Ward 20, was found suffocated in her room 
from gas. The key of gas-bracket on opposite side of room from bed was 
turned full on. She was unfamiliar with the use of gas, and it is thought 
turned on the key after turning out light. 


Premises 928 East Fourth street, Ward 14, on October 15, 1898, Mr. Sidney 
Smith, a student occupying room on third floor, was found dead in bed from 
asphyxiation by gas. An examination showed the room to have one single 
swing-burner at left of door, from which gas was found to leak slightly at 
key; also one single swing-bracket at right of window. The bracket-key of 
this was very loose. 


Alexander Lockhardt was suffocated by illuminating gas on October 18, 
1898, in premises 1572 Tremont street, Ward 19. The room was lighted by 
one-light pendant in centre of room, directly over bed in which the deceased 
was found. The jet was found turned on and gas escaping. 


At 365 Tremont street, Ward 9, November 5, 1898, Wm. Trudeau, occupy- 
ing small hall bedroom on second floor, was found dead. The gas-fixture 
in room was a common swing-bracket, which leaked slightly at the stop- 
cock, and also at swing-joint when the burner was lighted. The stop-cock 
was found turned on full. The window of room was raised at bottom about 
two inches. The cocks to fixtures appeared to be in good working order. 


On November 5, 1898, at 54 Eliot street, escaping illuminating gas caused 
death of Philip Bapp and seriously affected his wife. Mr.and Mrs. Bapp 
occupied sleeping apartments on the upper floor of building. An examina- 
tion of the room showed that gas-bracket was situated about 16 inches 
from window near the bed. The key of bracket was in a defective condi- 
tion and could be turned on with the slightest pressure. The cock was 
turned on half way, allowing gas to flow into room. It is thought Mr. Bapp, 
who was in ill health, arose during the night and by accident turned on 
cock after having shut off gas. Mrs. Bapp was reported to be on road to 
recovery. 


Carl Duenback, sixteen years of age, was discovered in bed unconscious, 
from the effects of illuminating gas, from gas-fixture in room, the key of 
which was found partly open. He was unfamiliar with the use of gas-fix- 
tures and it is thought turned on the key by accident. Mr. Duenback 
returned to work a few days after the accident. 


On November 11, 1898, an explosion caused by light coming in contact 
with escaping gas from riser on first, second and third floors, occurred in 
premises 8 Meander street, Ward 9. An examination showed the cap on 
riser nipple, first floor, and the nipples and caps on second and third floors, 
to be removed. This, it was ascertained, was done by a licensed gas-fitter, 
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Isaac Berg. Wm. Levin, a licensed gas-fitter, connected riser to the service, 
knowing that the outlets were not covered, and either left valve partly 
open or it was opened afterward. The valve was leaking badly when 
found. Mr. John Clark, an occupant on third floor, was slightly burned. 
The damage to building was chiefly broken plastering and windows. 
throughout. 


Premises 481 Dudley street, Ward 17, on November 14, 1898, Mr. E. C. 
Johnson was found lying on couch in bedroom dead, from effects of illumi- 
nating gas. The room was lighted by two windows, one on each side, and a 
one-light gas-fixture in the centre. There were also two doors leading from 
room. The gas-fixture cocks were found to be defective. One gas-cock 
was partly turned off, allowing gas to escape into room. 


Mr. D. D. Austin, occupying sleeping room on second floor of premises 4 
Sumner street, Ward 20, was discovered in bed November 11, 1898, dead. 
Death caused by escape of gas in room. Upon examination it was found 
that the gas-cock in room was turned fully on. The gas-bracket was in 
fair condition. 


On November 15, 1898, George Moore was found in bed unconscious from 
escaping gas in room on third floor of premises 45 Upton street. The gas- 
fixture was an ordinary stiff gas-bracket with shade. The stop-cock was 
very defective, the key was quite loose, and plug of cock was also in defec- 
tive condition. The gas was turned on. Mr. Moore was removed to the 
City Hospital. 


Premises 40 Stanley street, Ward 20, on November 25, 1898, Edward 
O’Brien, a coachman employed on the premises, and occupying a large 
room on second floor of stable, was found asphyxiated in hisroom. The 
room was heated by a six-tube gas-radiator, which is connected to gas sup- 
ply with rubber tubing. When the body was found, the gas was burning 
dimly in the radiator. It is thought that when the radiator was lighted the 
flasher was not pulled out and consequently the flame only lighted the six 
burners which came in contact with the lighter, allowing the gas from 
remaining six burners to escape into room. The fixtures and burners were 
found to be in good condition. 


Mrs. Helen E. Haskell, a widow, living at 99 Revere street, Ward 11, 
was discovered dead in her room, November 28, 1898. The room had a gas- 
bracket and two windows. The gas-cock, at the time of finding the body, 
was turned full on. 


December 19, 1898, Thos. P. Cleary was asphyxiated by gas at house 242: 
West Third street, Ward 13. He occupied a small front ,room on third 
floor— front. Occupants of the house used the ‘‘ quarter-meter’’ system 
and it is thought that the gas was burning when Mr. Cleary retired, but 
later the supply being exhausted the light went out. Some time afterward 
another man in the house, desiring to use the gas, went into the room, not 
noticing Mr. Cleary sleeping, and inserted a quarter in the slot. This 
started the supply again. 


At 163 Massachusetts avenue, Ward 10, on December 30, 1898, Mr. John 
F. Greenleaf was suffocated by escaping illuminating gas. An examination 
of room showed that it had one gas-bracket, and gas-stove fitting on gas- 
pipe, with bracket screwed onto gas-stove fitting. There was also a door 
leading from room into entry on third floor. One gas-cock was turned on, 
presumably an accident.

ELEVATOR ACCIDENTS. 


On Saturday, April 16, 1898, at about 8.15 P.M., an unknown man was 
found at the bottom of the hoistway at No. 16 Central Wharf. A man who 
was at the hoistway at the third story states that he fell from the second 
story. He was taken to the hospital. 


At about 3.30 P.M., Saturday, April 16, 1898, Mr. John Galvin, an engineer 
employed by S. D. Hicks & Son, 9-17 Bowker street, while repairing the 
machinery at the bottom of the elevator shaft, was struck by the elevator 
descending on him. He was taken to the Emergency Hospital, where it 
was found that his leg was broken in two places. After having it set he 
Was sent to his home. 


On May 4, 1898, at about 8.45 A.M., a boy named Pasquale Celerno, age 16 
years, met with a fatal accident at 101 North street. He was caught between 
the car platform, in its ascent to the second story, and the gate which he had 
raised above his neck severed his head from his body. 
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On Thursday, May 19, 1898, at about 7.15 A.M., a boy named George 
Seaver, employed by the Boston Dental Laboratory Company, at 171A 
Tremont street, was riding up and down inthe passenger elevator while 
the operator was at the top of the building cleaning and dusting the win- 
dows and tops of the doors. Seaver in some way got caught between the 
floor of the car and the side of the elevator well, and was killed. 


On Wednesday, August 17, 1898, Henry Bersham, aged 17 years, employed 
by L. W. Ferdinand, 176 Purchase street, by whom he was sent to the store- 
room, 218-220 Purchase street, fell from the third story to the first, sustain- 
ing injuries from which he died at the Emergency Hospital. He was 
hoisting merchandise by a steam hoist, and it is supposed to have slipped, 
causing him to fall. 


At about 8 A.M., Wednesday, November 2, Mr. George Matthews, 
employed in the premises, 34 Spice street, by A. D. Hall, refrigerator man- 
ufacturer, was taking two refrigerators to the third story. Nothing more 
was seen or heard of him until he was found at the bottom of the elevator 
shaft insensible. He was taken to the Massachusetts General Hospital, 
where he died shortly after. 

On Friday, November 4, 1898, about 3.30 o’clock P.M., Miss Jennie David- 
son, while leaning over the gate of the elevator shaft at the fourth floor of 
65-67 Franklin street, was caught by the descending elevator, strangling 
her; when extricated, life was extinct. She was employed by the Clifton 
Manufacturing Company. 


December 7, 1898, about 4.40 o’clock P.M., one of the elevators in 146-156 
Devonshire street, descended at overspeed, caused by the parting of the 
driving belt, it being an engine elevator. The operator, John Ford, was in 
the car and injured, though not badly, as he was able to go to his home 
alone. 


On Friday, December 9, 1898, the elevator in 150 St. Botolph street, while 
being repaired, descended at overspeed with such velocity that the drum 
counter balance, which was taken up with the same velocity, got detached 
from the cable and dropped to the car below, injuring no one, but doing some 
damage to the crosshead of the car. 


At about 12 o’clock, midnight, December 3, 1898, Mr. W. E. Ervington, 
employed by A. Shuman & Co., as foreman and watchman, while oiling the 
hoisting machinery in the basement of 42 Court street, got caught by the 
he nears car, which was started by himself, and he was crushed to 

eath. 


BOILER DIVISION. 


The following is a report of all boilers set in the city of 
Boston up to February 1, 1899, the number by wards, when 
and by whom built, total horse-power, average horse-power 
and accidents, if any, that have occurred. 

It will be seen that the total number of boilers is 4,078, 
total horse-power 174,286, average horse-power 42-4-. The 
above refers to all new and old boilers. Owing to the ward 
boundaries being changed three years ago the department 
was unable to do more than to report the number installed 
during that year. On account of insufficient help in the 
elevator division (at that time there being only two inspect- 
ors of elevators, who were also called upon to take charge of 
the boilers) the entire force of inspectors in the department 
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were assigned on boilers in the fall of last year to report the 


whole number of boilers in the city, according to the new 


ward lines, to the Tax Commissioners of the State, as called 


for by Acts of 1892, chapter 492, section 6. 
The provisions of the building law, require a permit to be 
granted upon application, by any person, before a new boiler 


can be set or one relocated. It is no easy matter to trace all 


boilers and keep a correct account. ‘There being no law re- 


quiring persons to notify the department when a boiler is 


discontinued for any cause, it is absolutely necessary to visit 
every location of which we have a record so that such dis- 


continuance may be noted, and a correct record kept. 


There have been no accidents reported the last year, no 


doubt due in a large measure to the licensing of competent 


men to take charge of all steam boilers and engines. Were 
it not that the department has to make a report to the Tax 
Commissioners, it would have to do only with new boilers set 
during the year. In accordance with the law of 1895, chap- 
ters 418 and 471, all boilers in the State, including the city of 
Boston, are required to be inspected by the State Police De- 
partment in cities and towns not inspected by regular insu- 
rance companies, and it willbe seen at once, therefore, the 
necessity of a general count to be made. 

Of the total number of boilers set, about 846 have a capac- 
ity of eight horse-power and under.

There have been 1,099 complaints made and recorded of 
violations of the statutes and ordinances during the year, and 
of these 851 have been reported removed, at an estimated 
cost of $28,866. 

There also have been 340 complaints made and recorded 
of unsafe buildings and dangerous chimneys, and of these 
288 have been reported secured, at an estimated cost of 
$36,249. 

Of these 1,439 complaints, 258 have been referred to Mr. 
Samuel M. Child, assistant city solicitor, for legal action. 

One hundred and eighteen have been closed, and 140 are 
pending.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1898-99. 


Boston, MAss., February 1, 1899. 
Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Cemetery Department of the city of Boston 
respectfully submits its report of the affairs of this depart- 
ment for the fiscal year of 1898-99. 

All burial-grounds owned by, and in charge of the city of 
Boston, passed into the control of the Cemetery Department 
by an Act of the Legislature, chapter 875, of the year 1897. 

The Act of the Legislature establishing the Cemetery 
Department of the city of Boston is as follows: 


Section 1. ‘There shall be in the city of Boston a cemetery 
department, which shall be under the charge of a board of five 
trustees, appointed by the mayor, subject,to confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. Said trustees shall, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, be appointed, one for the term of one 
year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three 
years, one for the term of four years, and one for the term of five 
years, each term beginning with the first day of May in said 
year; and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, subject 
to confirmation as aforesaid, one trustee for the term of five 
years, beginning with the first day of May in the year of appoint- 
ment. Chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and all acts relating to 
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departments and officers of departments in the city of Boston 
shall, so far as applicable, apply to said department, and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Srcr. 2. Said board shall have charge of Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery and of all other burial-grounds owned by or in charge of the 
city of Boston; shall set apart and appropriate a portion of said 
cemetery as a public burying-ground for the use of the inhabi- 
tants of said city, free from any charge therefor; shall lay out 
said cemetery in suitable lots or other subdivisions for family or 
other burials, with necessary paths and avenues; shall plant and 
embellish the said cemetery with trees, shrubs, flowers and other 
rural ornaments; may enclose and divide the same with proper 
fences; may erect or annex thereto suitable edifices, appendages 
or conveniences; and may make such by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with statutes or ordinances, as they may 
deem advisable; and shall perform such other duties relative to 
such cemetery and said burial-grounds as the city council may 
from time to time prescribe. All acts and all ordinances of said 
city relating to Mount Hope Cemetery shall, so far as they are not 
inconsistent herewith, apply to said department and the ofticers 
in charge thereof. 

Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The burial-grounds, cemeteries and tombs which are either 
owned by or in charge of the city of Boston are as follows: 


Mount Horse CEMETERY. 


Located in West Roxbury District, about five and one-half 
iniles from the city proper. Additional land with dwelling- 
house and other buildings on Berry street, bought in. 1878 
for $4,500, containing two acres, and two lots of land on 
Berry street, purchased in 1877 for $856.59, containing 
12,237 feet ; making total contents 107 acres and 1,347 feet. 
House occupied by the superintendent of the cemetery is 
owned by the city.

Brighton; and one receiving tomb in Mount Hope Cemetery. 


MANAGEMENT OF DEPARTMENT. 


The management of this department is vested in the 
members of the Commission, who are represented by a gen- 
eral superintendent having control over the employees and 
property of the department. 

The general superintendent, Mr. James H. Morton, with 
headquarters at Mount Hope Cemetery, directs the general 
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work carried on in the cemeteries and burying-grounds, 
directs funerals therein, and keeps an accurate record of all 
interments pertaining to Mount Hope Cemetery, together 
with the location and transfer of bodies. 

The general superintendent acts at all times under the 
direction of the Commission, and is responsible to it for his 
acts. In addition to an annual salary, the superintendent is 
provided with a house situated in the grounds at Mount 
Hope Cemetery, in which he is required to reside. The duties 
of this position are manifold, requiring a knowledge of the 
needs of all of the burial-grounds and cemeteries, together 
with personal attention to the varied and different kinds of 
work carried on in this department. 

During the past year these matters have received thought- 
ful, prompt and careful attention from the superintendent ; 
his records and statements have at all times been found 
accurate and proper, and his management of business affairs 
has been economical and painstaking. 

The Board employs a secretary, with an office in City 
Hall, who is the executive officer of the Board, and, in 
accordance with the requirements of the Act of the Legis- 
lature, keeps the records of the Board, and has control of 
all documents, maps, papers and general information 
pertaining to the department. The secretary has charge of 
the finances of the department, and in accordance with the 
City Ordinances is under bond. 

The present secretary is Mr. Albert E. Smith. 

While the general superintendent has general charge 
over all the cemeteries and burial-grounds, it is necessary, 
however, in carrying on the work of the department, that 
the Commission should be represented by custodians in cer- 
tain cemeteries which are either open for business, or for the 
purpose of allowing visitors to the same. 

In addition to Mount Hope Cemetery, the general 
superintendent has complete charge of King’s Chapel, the 
Granary, the Central, the Westerly and Walter street Burial- 
grounds. | 

The Bennington-street Cemetery is in charge of a work- 
ing custodian, who has charge of the ground, and does the ° 
necessary work for the making of interments. 

The custodian is Frank L. Turner. 

The Charlestown cemeteries — Bunker Hill and Phipps 
street — are in charge of custodian, Mr. A. M. Lydston. 

Evergreen Cemetery, in Brighton, is also under the charge 
of a custodian, Mr. Charles P. Harding, and one custodian, 
Mr. John J. Burnes, has charge of the North and South 
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Dorchester, Eustis street, Roxbury, South, Washington 
street, and Hawes, South Boston, Burial-grounds. 

The department has an office in City Hall, where all busi- 
ness of the department is transacted. 

As soon as the card catalogues are finished this office will 
have an accurate record of interments in all the cemeteries 
and burial-grounds, thereby making available to the public, 
information now acquired by it with considerable trouble. 

_ During the past year the inscriptions and much historical 
information concerning the older cemeteries has been com- 
piled, together with accurate plans, showing present location 
of all stones, markers and tombs. 

For the first time in the history of Boston a schedule of 
these old monuments and stones has been made, enabling the 
department to locate and account for what it has in its 
possession. 

This information now entered in books and on plans will 
be properly catalogued on separate cards, and ready for the 
examination of the public before the close of the present 
year. It has been an important and large task, and has 
taken several months to collect and verify the information. 

Interments in and removals from all the cemeteries are 
matter of record, and subject to the orders and rules of the 
department. 

SNOW AND ICcE. 


The department is obliged to remove the snow and ice 
from sidewalks abutting on the various cemeteries. An 
arrangement to do the same was made with Mr. John J. 
Burnes for the sum of $500; Mr. Burnes to furnish all labor 
therefor, and said arrangement to continue from November 
11, 1898, to November 1, 1899. 


MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY. 


This cemetery is directly under the charge of the general 
superintendent, Mr. James H. Morton. 

His report as to work done in the cemetery during the 
past year is as follows: —

31,240 sq. ft. of land graded and seeded. 

12,580 sq. ft. of sodding done. 

560 linear ft. of avenues constructed. 

2,510 linear ft. of avenues repaired. 

640 linear ft. of walks made — 2,750 ft. repaired. 

920 sq. ft. of paving done. 

800 cubic yards of stone quarried. 

612 ft. of drain laid, 12 catch-basins built. 

139 foundations laid, sizes from five cubic ft. to 357 cubic ft. 

210,000 plants raised and planted. 

1,508 deciduous trees and shrubs planted. 

683 evergreens planted. 

About 25 tons of hay cut and stored. 

137 monuments and tablets erected.

Seventeen lots were sold. 
Fifteen lots were placed in perpetual care that were origi- 
nally sold without. 

There are 120 lots ready for sale, ranging in price from 
$165 to $600, according to size and location. 

After the present season, the planting of lots in Perpetual 
Care with flowers and shrubs is to be discontinued.  Lot- 
holders who so desire the planting of flowers, etc., are to 
place an order with the department, and a charge is to be 
made for the doing of same. A notice will be sent to all 
lot-holders having lots in Perpetual Care of the proposed 
change. 

In addition to the work performed by the custodians in 
the discharge of their respective duties, repairing and other 
work was done on burial-grounds in their charge, the cost of 
labor for such work being included in the Mount Hope pay- 
rolls, men from the Mount Hope force performing the work. 
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Work on the Granary, King’s Chapel and Central burial- 
grounds in the City Proper; Walter street and Westerly 
burial-grounds in West Roxbury District, consisting princi- 
pally in caring for the grounds ; during the year seven inter- 
ments were made, and fifteen tombs repaired. 

The average number of men employed, not including cus- 
todians, is fifty-one.

EVERGREEN CEMETERY. 


Evergreen Cemetery is situated on Commonwealth-avenue 
extension, near Chestnut Hill Reservoir, Brighton. 

The custodian is Charles P. Harding, at a salary of one 
thousand (1,000) dollars a year. 

The land in this cemetery was bought in 1848 by the 
selectmen of Brighton from the heirs of Wiliam Aspinwall, 
for the sum of four thousand twenty-three and seventy-five 
one hundredths (4,028.75) dollars, and was laid out as a 
cemetery of the town of Brighton, and remained under the 
control of said town until it was annexed to Boston in 1873. 

Since that time the cemetery has been managed by the 
city of Boston. 

The cemetery grounds were formerly a part of the Aspin- 
wall woods, and are very attractive in natural features. 

The cemetery has never been properly nor thoroughly laid 
out, and requires grading, relaying of avenues and paths, the 
preparing of lots and single graves, and many other improve- 
ments. 

There are at present about three hundred and forty-one 
(841) lot-owners and two hundred and fifty-nine (259) 
single graves. 

The Commission purpose putting the cemetery in a better 
and more attractive condition, and has already adopted an ad- 
vanced system for the care and maintenance of the grounds 
and the treatment of the same. 

In summer three (3) men on an average have been employed 
about the grounds. In the winter and fall an average of 
two (2.) 

The demand for single grave lots increases here, and a 
suitable number should at once be prepared. ‘The present 
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system of preparing lots from time to time as needed, is ex- 
travagant and profitless, but necessitated by a lack of funds 
to cover such work; $2,500 at least is required for the pur- 
pose. ‘This would prepare a section providing five hun- 
dred (500) graves, which would yield a return of seven 
thousand (7,000) dollars. 

' As all land has to be prepared to a depth of six feet for 
burial purposes, a tract of considerable area can be treated 
much more economically than a small one. 

The front of the cemetery, facing on Commonwealth ave- 
nue, has been filled in and brought up to grade, and for this 
purpose certain filling was purchased, and the rest taken from 
the rear portion of the grounds, making certain land avail- 
able for lot purposes. 

The front of the cemetery has never been put into proper 
condition since the acquirement by the city. It required the 
necessary grading, which has been done, and a suitable fence, 
for which $1,500 was appropriated by the City Council, is 
to be erected. ‘The fence has not yet been constructed, as 
it was thought advisable to finish the necessary grading first. 
The grading will be completed in the early spring when the 
fence will be added. 

Much thought has been bestowed upon this cemetery, and 
all available money spent on the grounds. It will take con- 
siderable time and extra money, above the routine work, to 
get this cemetery into a suitable condition. 

The present office and waiting-room at Evergreen Ceme- 
tery is about 12 by 12, and wholly unfit for the purposes. It 
is unplastered, uncomfortable in winter and insufficiently 
lighted, and has no toilet accommodations, whatever, for 
women. ‘There is no provision for holding funeral services 
under cover, nor for a waiting-place for mourners. 

A fence is needed between the cemetery and reservoir 
land. 

The records of interments in Evergreen Cemetery were 
found to be incomplete and unsatisfactory, with much of the 
necessary information missing. As it is very important that 
the detail in reference to interments should be very accurate 
and easily obtainable, at any time, the department is prepar- 
ing a record of the interments in the cemetery from the time 
of its establishment up to the present time, and will make 
this as complete as it is possible to do. This record will in- 
elude a plan of each lot in the cemetery, showing the exact 
location of the interment in the lot. 

There were seventy-one (71) interments in this cemetery 
during the past year. 
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MARKET-STREET BURIAL-GROUND. 


The old cemetery on Market street, known as the Market- 
street Burial-ground, is under the control of the custodian of 
Evergreen Cemetery. 

This cemetery was acquired in 1764, and contained origi- 
nally about half an acre of land. When Market street, 
Brighton, was widened in 1872, a part of the cemetery 
grounds, known as the Old Market-street Cemetery, was 
seized, and about one hundred and fifty (150) bodies removed 
to Evergreen Cemetery and interred there. 


COPP’S HILL BURIAL—-GROUND. 


Copp’s Hill Burial-ground is under the charge of Edward 
MacDonald, who is custodian of the grounds by appointment 
of this department. 

Mr. MacDonald receives a salary of $75 per month for 
seven months in the year, and $15 per month for five months 
in the year. 

The grounds, during the summer months, are open to the 
public. 

This cemetery is one of the oldest in the city, and is 
crowded with matters of historical interest. 

The approximate number of visitors at this cemetery 
during the past year may be put at about fifteen (15,000) 
thousand. Not only people from various parts of the United 


States, but many from different parts of the world, are 


included in this number. 

The grounds at present are in fairly good condition, with 
the exception of the asphalt paths, which need renewing. 

The house on the grounds is in a very bad condition, and 
is much too small, considering the great number of people 
who visit this cemetery. It has been the cause of consider- 
able criticism on the part of visitors, and something should 
be done about it. 

The walls surrounding the cemetery are very old. One 
of them had to be rebuilt during the past year, and one 
should be rebuilt without any delay. The iron fence needs 
painting. 

Copp’s Hill is in a crowded portion of the city, and a 
great many children are constantly on the sidewalks adjoin- 
ing the cemetery. For this reason the walls should be 
strengthened to avert any possible accident. 
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The expenditure of a sum sufficient for this purpose is 
entirely impossible, and a special appropriation should be 
provided for the purpose. 

The custodian of this yard is in attendance during the 
summer months, and points out to visitors the matters of 
historical interest. He has written a most interesting book 
entitled “Old Copp’s Hill and Burial Ground,” now in its 
seventeenth edition, which is of great value to the visitor 
and lover of matters of historic interest. 

There were two interments during the past year. 


KING’S CHAPEL BURIAL-—GROUND. 


The King’s Chapel Burial-ground, though small, presents 
a difficult problem for treatment. 

The location and number of trees, which should not be cut 
down, debars sunlight to such an extent that grass will not 
thrive. As a result the ground is bare. 

Countless hundreds of sparrows have chosen these grounds 
and the eaves of adjoining buildings as their homes, and this 
causes a serious trouble. It is impossible to keep the head- 
stones and tombs clean. Men are sent, however, from time 
to time to remove the dirt. To keep the grounds free from 
this untidiness at all times would be possible, but not com- 
patible with the finances of the department, and the more 
urgent calls for labor in other directions. 

Three tombs were repaired during the past year. 


GRANARY BURIAL-GROUND, AND BURIAL- 
GROUND, BOSTON COMMON. 


The Granary Burial-ground has been carefully looked 
after, portions of the lawn resodded, the trees trimmed, and 
many headstones reset. 

During the summer proper foliage plants are maintained 
in vases. 

A studied attempt has been made to leave the grounds in 
their primitive condition, without any traces of neglect. 
The same general policy will be continued. 

In the same way the burial-ground on the Common has 
been cared for. 
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Six tombs were repaired during the past year in the 
Granary and five in the Central Burial-ground. _ 

There has been one interment in the Granary ground and 
five interments in the Central Burial-ground (Boston Com- 
mon) during the past year. 


DORCHESTER NORTH BURIAL-GROUND. 


The Dorchester North Burial-ground is situated at the 
corner of Stoughton and Boston streets, Upham’s corner, in 
the Dorchester District. 

This burial-ground as well the Dorchester South Burial- 
ground, is in charge of John J. Burnes, custodian. 

This burial-ground was laid out by the town of Dorchester 
under a vote passed in March, 1634. The original vote 
called for a burial-ground five rods square. 

Subsequently, other parcels of land were added to the 
original ground, and at the present time it comprises in the 
vicinity of three acres. 

Early in the present century, by the request of the town of 
Dorchester, Samuel Downer, Sr., a resident of Dorchester, 
and a gentleman of excellent taste, laid out the grounds, re- 
arranging the location of paths, and in many instances 
resetting and replacing the headstones. The general arrange- 
ment of the grounds as laid out by him has been retained. 

The cemetery is identified with the early history of Dor- 
chester, and the first interment was about the year 1638. 

The grounds are in good condition, with the need of a 
reasonable outlay in the direction of repairs. 

There were twenty-five interments in this ground during 
the past year. 


DORCHESTER SOUTH BURIAL-GROUND. 


The Dorchester South Burial-ground is situated on Dor- 
chester avenue, south of Codman street, and comprises about 
two acres. 

Lots and graves were given to people, residents of Dor- 
chester, and for a small sum the recipients had them stoned 
off or had iron fences erected. No lots were sold. 

There are fourteen tombs in the grounds. 

The oldest stone bears date of 1771. 
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In the year 1894, by order of the Board of Health, all the 
paths were filled in and grassed over. 

This yard is in a satisfactory condition, and has received 
proper care. 

There were fifteen interments in this ground during the 
past year. 


EUSTIS-STREET BURIAL-GROUND. 


This cemetery is situated on Eustis street, corner of 
Washington, in the Roxbury District. The area of the 
cemetery in 1844 was thirty-four thousand two hundred 
(34,200) square feet. During that year, Eustis street was 
widened, and seven hundred (700) square feet were taken 
off the front portion of the cemetery. 

In 1871, eighteen hundred and eighteen (1,818) square 
feet of the cemetery land was conveyed toa Mr. Davenport. 

The engine-house and stable owned by the city of Boston 
were subsequently erected on cemetery land; also a small 
brick office used for private purposes. These three buildings 
occupy eighteen hundred (1,800) square feet. 

At the present time the area of the burial-ground is 
twenty-nine thousand eight hundred and eighty-two (29,882) 
square feet. 

This burial-ground is one of the oldest in New England; 
the first interment was in 1633. 

The original ground was enlarged in 1725 by a gift of a 
quarter of an acre from Col. Joshua Lamb. 

This burial-ground was greatly injured during the siege of 
Boston, and the first barrier erected to prevent the British 
troops from coming out of Boston crossed the highway at 
this point. | 

The ground remained in a neglected condition up to 1857, 
when the town of Roxbury graded the grounds, built walls, 
properly enclosing the yard with a substantial gateway ; 
many of the old stones were raised and reset, and the broken 
monuments were repaired. Later, the present iron gates 
were erected, replacing the old wooden gates. 

No interments in graves have been made in this burial- 
ground since 1854. Interments are still made in the tombs. 

At the present time there are thirty-four (34) tombs and 
seven hundred and fifty-one (751) gravestones on the 
grounds. 

This cemetery is open during the summer season at certain 
times to visitors with a custodian present to show the points 
of interest and to protect the grounds. 


NON 
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A communication was recently received from the Roxbury 
Military Historical Society, requesting the removal of the 
small brick office building, occupied by the Davenport Mill 
Office, and used for mercantile purposes. The office has 
been occupied by these parties for the last twenty-seven 
(27) years. 

The Board notified the society that the matter was not 
within the province of this department, but should be 
brought to the attention of the Law Department. 

The facts concerning this building should be investigated 
and settled. 


BUNKER HILL CEMETERY. 


This cemetery is in charge of A. M. Lydston, custodian, 
who also acts as custodian of the Phipps-street Cemetery in 
the Charlestown District. 

Mr. Lydston received a monthly salary of $50 for eight 
months. 

Bunker Hill Cemetery contains forty-eight thousand 
(48,000) square feet of land, and was laid out in 1800. 

The first interment was that of the remains of George 
Sanderson on October 11, 1801. 

This cemetery contains five hundred and thirty-nine (589) 
headstones and six (6) monuments. ‘There are no tombs. 

There were six (6) interments in this cemetery during 
the past year. 


PHIPPS-STREET CEMETERY. 


This cemetery has an area of seventy-six thousand seven 
hundred and forty (76,740) square feet of land, and is 
divided into twenty-two (22) sections. 

There are twenty-two hundred and forty-seven (2,247) 
stones with inscriptions. Sixty-three (63) tombs (private). 
One (1) city tomb, and thirty-four (34) underground 
vaults. 

The cemetery is rich in historical associations. 

The first interment was of the remains of John Harvard, 
founder of Harvard College, in 1638. 

There were seventy-three (73) interments in this cemetery 
during the past year. 
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BENNINGTON-STREET CEMETERY. 


Frank L. Turner is custodian of this cemetery. 

The ground for this cemetery was set aside in 1833.° [In 
1838 the City Council assumed control thereof, and from 
February 5, 1879, to date, there have been two thousand 
nine hundred and seventy (2,970) interments. 

This cemetery contains ten private tombs. 

There is urgent need of a new fence, sections of the pres- 
ent one being insecure and unsafe. A sum sufficient fora 
suitable iron fence should be provided by special appropria- 
tion. 

The income from this cemetery for the past year amounted 
to $507. 

_ With the exception of Mount Hope Cemetery, more in- 
terments are made in this cemetery than in any other in the 
department. 

There were one hundred and forty-four (144) interments 
during the past year. 


SOUTH BURIAL-GROUND. 


The South Burial-ground les between Washington and 
James streets. 

The establishment of this yard was in 1810. Since that 
date many tombs have been constructed and graves sold. 

Document No. 148 of the year 1883, a report of the 
Special Committee of the Common Council in regard to this 
burial-ground, which report was prepared with great detail 
and care by William H. Whitmore, Esq., the present City 
Registrar, contains information with reference to this 
ground of an interesting and valuable nature. 


BuRIAL OF UNCLAIMED BODIES. 


Provision was wisely made some years ago whereby on 
the payment of a nominal sum ($5) bodies of persons, 
whose relatives or friends are in poor circumstances, can be 
interred in the city lot and escape a pauper burial. 

Up to the present time thirty thousand bodies have been 
interred in this section of the cemetery, which is known as 
the city poor lot. The payment of this small amount 
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secures immunity from a pauper burial, and confers a right 
of burial in a specified place for a nominal sum. 

Apart from the city poor and the provisions for them, 
which should be borne in mind, this department is obliged 
to bury the pauper dead, which really means to a large 
extent the unknown dead sent to this department for burial, 
about whose identity nothing is known, and bodies unclaimed 
by relatives or friends. 

These bodies are sent to this department for interment 
through various channels, and to meet this demand a so- 
called Pauper Lot was established by the city of Boston, 
adjacent to Mount Hope Cemetery, and under the super- 
vison of its superintendent. ‘This lot, at the present’ time, 
contains the remains of some twenty thousand persons, of 
which about five hundred (500) were interred during the 
past year. 

Following the precedent of the past years, although the 
same is hardly in accord with the ideas of this department, 


but simply for the reason that nothing else could be done, 


interments have been made in this lot until the same is sub- 
stantially full, and within the present year no further inter- 
ments can be made therein without a total destruction of the 
remains now interred, which course is not advisable, and 
should not be advocated. ‘The needs of the present year 
will find this lot entirely full, and absolutely no room for 
other interments therein. 

What provision shall be made ? 

Such bodies must be buried in a decent and proper man- 
ner, or sgme other method provided for the disposal of the 
remains. Mount Hope Cemetery is a cemetery essentially 
for the people of the city of Boston, and must in every way 
be so kept, providing alike for the interment of the rich and 
poor, and ample provision for both have been made. It 
is to the credit of the relatives of persons dying in un- 
fortunate circumstances that they do not hesitate to pur- 
chase a right of burial in order that their friends may 
escape an interment in the Pauper Lot, and provisions have 
ever been made by the city of Boston to place the expense 
of this act of respect within the purchasing powers of all 
of our citizens. 

Apart from a purchase of a right of burial as specified, a 
single grave can be purchased for the nominal sum of fifteen 
(15) dollars, and ample provision has been made in Mount 
Hope Cemetery for the deceased members of various chari- 
table organizations and societies, and for members of the 
Grand Army. 
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It has always seemed unfair to our citizens who have pur- 
chased rights of interment, whether in the nature of lots or 
burial rights, to have adjacent to this cemetery, containing 
as it does many attractive and beautiful features, a Potter’s 
Field; not that this class of people are in any respect less 
worthy of proper burial than others, but because many people 
tax their slender resources to find the wherewithal to purchase 
a burial right for their friends, and save them from a free 
burial by the municipality, and do not like to have a con- 
fusion arise, as at present does. 

This department recognizes the rights of all conditions of 
people, and has uniformly endeavored to do all in its power 
to make available burial rights for the smallest possible sum ; 
but it also feels that the two conditions of burial should 
be separate, and that one should not be confused with the 
other, as is possible at the present time. Poverty is a mis- 
fortune, not a fault, and the department strives to do its 
best to meet the needs of the poor. 

The time has come when this department has the right to 
suggest that some distinct and separate provision should be 
made, because the portion of the ground set apart for pauper 
burials is full, and unless other provision is made by the City 
Council, this department will be oblige to refuse to take 
such bodies for interment, having no place in which to inter 
them. 

This matter demands immediate attention, and it is a proper 
question for this department to bring squarely before the pub- 
lic, and, as a department, should recommend some solution 
of the problem. . é 

We believe that the trend of public opinion is against the 
burial of large numbers of bodies within the city limits, and 
near the crowded sections of city life. No lack of evidence 
is adducible to show that such burials endanger the lives of 
the people, not only within the immediate vicinity of a ceme- 
tery, but even ata considerable distance therefrom, when 
stratas of soil and underground streams of running water 
carry noxious germs of disease and death. 

If these bodies are to be buried, to meet the needs of the 
coming years, a large tract of land should be acquired for 
the purpose, which tract must, after its purchase, be put into 
condition for burial purposes; that is, excavated and refilled 
to a depth of six feet, so that grave digging is possible, and 
the land must be properly fenced, and provisions made for 
ths custody of the same. 

With interments of the unclaimed dead, amounting to 
some five hundred a year, and increasing yearly, if each 
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body is entitled to a single grave, which requires eighteen 
square feet of land, it will be readily seen that for the 
coming years a large tract of land should be provided. 

If this method is to be continued, but one interment 
should be made in a grave, suitable markers should be pro- 
vided by the city government locating the body, and then 
no criticism could possibly be passed as to the way or method 
adopted by this municipality for pauper burial. Such a 
cemetery should, however, be distinctly limited to that pur- 
pose, and removed from the residential sections of the city. 

If the funds are forthcoming to do this, the department 
will gladly undertake the work along these lines. 

The city of New York, which for some years had a so- 
called “ Potter’s Field” within the crowded section of the 
city, abandoned the method as being injurious to public 
health, and acquired an island about twenty miles from New 
York City (Hart’s Island), on which thirty acres have been 
set aside by the city for pauper burials. This island also con- 
tains certain insane institutions, and a steamboat runs from 
the city of New York during the week, and carries the bodies 
to this island for interment. These bodies are collected in 
New York City at the expense of the municipality, encased 
in pine boxes, carried down to the place of interment, and at 
the island received and interred. Most of the labor attendant 
in carrying these bodies to the island and interring the same 
is performed by convict labor. Bodies are here buried in 
trenches one hundred and twenty-five (125) feetlong and in 
tiers of three (3) deep. 

This method, from a health standpoint, is advantageous, 
as the bodies are far removed from the crowded sections of 
city life. 

In Baltimore and Washington the pauper dead, when 
unclaimed for burial, are given to the hospitals to dissect, and 
the remains of the bodies after dissection are consumed by 
the medical schools in their furnaces. In Philadelphia the 
unclaimed dead are cremated. 

It seems fair to state that when one, unfortunate in this 
world’s goods, dies, having friends or relatives, that the body 
is seldom allowed to go into the Potter’s Field, but every 
effort is made to give the remains decent burial. 

This department believes that cremation for all conditions 
of persons is a proper and fitting method, viewed from a 
Sanitary standpoint, when so desired or elected. Again, 
there is a growing demand on the part of the people in 
moderate circumstances to avail themselves of cremation, 
because of belief in the system, and because of the saving 
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of expense, in the event that cremation can be procured 
at a reasonable sum. ‘The problem of burial among people 
of moderate means is a very serious question, and in many 
instances calls for great sacrifices, even in the procuring 
of a grave at the nominal price of fifteen dollars. The 
simple desire is to have the remains safe from dissec- 
tion or from confusion, and it is known that among this 
class of people many would favor cremation as being the 
best way out of the burden, especially when it conforms to 
such people’s ideas of the disposal of remains. 

The department has given this matter due consideration, 
and carefully considered the desires of an element of our 
citizens who believe in cremation, and think the city should 
make provision therefor at a moderate cost. 

On the other hand this department realizes that some of 
our citizens are opposed to any system of cremation, and 
suggest to us methods which are in vogue in other cities 
for the disposal of the remains of the unclaimed dead. 

It has been suggested that an underground crypt could 
be constructed, with niches, in which such bodies could be 
placed, and therein kept for a specified number of years. 
Another suggestion is to inter the remains in a certain plot 
of ground, and after the ground is full, reinter in the same 
plot, making no attempt to preserve the identity of the 
remains previously interred. 

Whatever provision shall be made for the pauper dead 
must necessarily remain with the city government, as an 
appropriation under a loan bill must be for a distinct and 
definite purpose, and the money appropriated can only be 
used by this department to that end. 

An approximate cost of methods has been prepared in 
detail, and submitted to the Board of Apportionment. 

This department, with these statements, feels that it has 
properly put the matter before the public, and asks a careful 
consideration thereof. 


CHAPEL. 


An order was passed by the City Council and approved 
by the Mayor on July 13, 1898, authorizing the Cemetery 
Trustees to expend the sum of $25,000 for the purpose of 
providing a chapel at Mount Hope Cemetery. 

Architects were invited to compete, and of the plans 
submitted by the competitors those of Wood & White, 
architects, were chosen by the Board of Trustees of the 
Cemetery Department. 
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The mes votes were passed by the Board regarding 
same : 

Ata meeting held January 19, 1899 

Voted, That it is the opinion of this department that of 
the plans submitted, those by Wood & White, architects, 
for a proposed mortuary chapel, administration building and 
gateway at Mount Hope Cemetery, are the best, and that 
the same be forwarded to His Honor the Mayor, for his 
approval. 

These plans in turn were submitted by His Honor the 
Mayor to Prof. F. W. Chandler, Consulting Architect of the 
Architectural Division of the Engineering Department. 

A communication was received under date of January 27, 
1899, from His Honor Mayor Quincy, enclosing report of 
F. W. Chandler, Esq., on the plans for a chapel at Mount 
Hope Cemetery, and approving the selection of Wood & 
White, architects, and their plans, provided they demon- 
strate to Professor Chandler that the work could be done for 
$25,000, and provided that they associate with them an archi- 
tect of experience, the fee to be divided if the work is so 
divided. 

On motion, said communication was received and placed 
on file. 

On motion, it was 

Voted, That the plans of Wood & White be accepted on 
the express understanding the work under them can be done 
for $25,000, and that they associate with themselves an archi- 
tect of experience, satisfactory to Professor Chandler. 

On motion, it was 

Voted, That the chairman be authorized to notify Wood 
& White, architects, when they shall have complied with 
the requirements of the acceptance of their plans to prepare 
and submit to this Board the necessary detail plans and 
specifications for the doing of said work. 

On motion, it was 

Voted, That the chairman be authorized, on the receipt 
of said detailed plans and specifications, to invite bids 
thereon in accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances of the city of Boston. 

The following is a brief description of the chapel, etc., of 
the plans as drawn by Wood & White, architects. 

The gateway is located at the centre of a crescent-shaped 
driveway, with the administration building on one side and 
chapel on the other. 

A low stone wall, surmounted by an iron paling, on either 
side of the gateway, connects the two buildings. 
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The whole scheme is of the early English Gothic style of 
architecture, to be built of local seam face ledge stone, with 
trimmings of limestone. 

The chapel is to have a nave with seating capacity of 
100, two entrances with vestibules, chancel, robing-room, 
vestry, toilet-room, and porte cochere at side entrance. 

The administration building is to have a central entrance 
hall with public office on one side, and waiting-room on the 
other, superintendent’s private office with accessory draught- 
ing-room, trustees’ room and men and women’s toilet-rooms; 
corridors connect the central entrance hall with side and 
rear entrances. 

The gates at entrance to cemetery are to be of ornamental 
iron, and the posts are laid up of stone, surmounted by iron 
lanterns. 


THE NEEDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Although much has been achieved in the right direction 
during the existence of the Cemetery Department, there are 
still many things pertaining to the grounds under the control 
of this department which should receive the attention of 
the city government. 


BARNS AND SHEDS. 


The barn used by this department was constructed in 
1852. Since that time it has had httle done to it in the 
way of repairs. At the present time this structure and the 
adjoining sheds are worn out and not safe for occupancy. 
The underpinning has rolled away, and the entire structure 
is insecure. It is not fit for the purposes of the department, 
being an old-fashioned hay-barn, with meagre accommoda- 
tions for horses and carriages. The larger portion of space 
is given over to mows, hay-bins for loose hay, etc., ete. 
The actual stable room is small and inconvenient. The 
sheds, under which we are obliged to store the wagons and 
teams, afford little protection against the weather. 

The city is dedicated by its holdings of cemeteries to carry 
on this business, and the task is not one that can be avoided. 
It should be to the credit of the city of Boston that it 
maintains the burial grounds of its people as well and as 
efficiently as do other cities. 

The older cemeteries need much in the way of repairs of 
walls and the construction of new fences, and a reasonable 
amount of money could be consistently expended upon the 
grounds that are situated within the business section of the 
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city. These yards are constantly in the eye of the public, 
and many hundreds of strangers visit them during the year. 

While this department is able, under its regular appropria- 
tion, with strict economy, to keep the grounds in condition, 
yet in the way of permanent improvement there is not 
sufficient money available to make any headway. Many of 
the private tombs need repair, and it is earnestly hoped that 
such of the public as are interested therein as proprietors 
will co-operate with this department in doing this work. 
While the city has charge of these tombs, it has no title 
interest therein, and the city funds should not be diverted 
for the purpose of repairing private tomb rights. In many 
instances, when the owners of tombs cannot be found to 
preserve the contents thereof, repairs have been made by 
this department and the tomb closed, pending such time as 
the owners thereof shall pay for the repairs and be entitled 
to have the tomb reopened. Unless this was done the re- 
mains would be exposed. 

It is believed that Mount Hope Cemetery, under proper 
treatment, will eventually become self-supporting, and that 
when all of the land in the cemetery has been sold for burial 
purposes, that the interest on the Perpetual Care Fund will 
be sufficient to meet the expenses of maintaining the 
cemetery. 

It will be noticed that the revenue from this ‘particular 
cemetery is large, and that constant additions are being 
made to the Perpetual Care Fund, which should in the end 
be sufficient to meet the requirements of running the ceme- 
tery. 

The city of Boston, for the reason that funds have been 
received for Perpetual Care in certain cemeteries within its 
limits, cannot shirk the responsibilities of maintaining the 
same and doing all that the Perpetual Care bonds demand, 
nor should this duty be performed in a niggardly and un- 
satisfactory manner, but as well as private cemeteries perform 
like work. 

During the past year the department has realized and ap- 
preciated the interest taken in its work by His Honor the 
Mayor, and is grateful for his earnest co-operation in solving 
the problem of meeting many of the department needs, and 
further for his consistent effort in recommending the funds 
which were necessary to carry along the department work 
and many of the improvements recommended during the 
past year. 

The department desires most earnestly that the city 
government would carefully scrutinize its work and become 
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conversant with its many needs, and appreciate the manifold 
questions which constantly arise, imposing the task of peti- 
tioning for necessary funds to carry along the work. 

It should be remembered that very little has been done in 
the older cemeteries, apart from routine work, during a great 
number of years, that fences wear out, masonry grows in- 
secure and time destroys much that is prominent and beauti- 
ful. We appreciate that it is the desire of our citizens to 
show every respect to the remains of our dead, and when 
specific needs are understood that the city government will 
not withhold the means to meet them. 

Possibly the amount asked for in the Annual Budget 
seems disproportionate to the general appropriation given to 
run this department, but large sums are needed for repairs, 
and still larger sums are required for the betterment of the 
cemeteries in use, all of which, itis believed, will be returned 
to the city in its sale of lots and in the increase of its Per- 
petual Care Fund. 

During the past year the individual members of this 
Commission have given their careful attention to the needs 
and requirements of the department work, have passed upon 
many questions in which the public have evinced a decided 
and heartfelt interest, and have at all times, it is hoped, per- 
formed their labors with zeal and discrimination. The Com- 
mission appreciates its position in caring for the dead in the 
interests of the living, and realizes that it has many questions 
confronting it to determine and many recommendations which 
should be carefully and consistently presented. 

Trusting that its efforts along these lines are understood, 
it respectfully submits this, its report of the past fiscal 
year.

Sir, — In accordance with chapter 8, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Trustees for Children present their 
annual report for the financial year ending January 31, 1899, 
this being the second year of the Department of Children’s 
Institutions and the forty-first of the Institutions Department.

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During the past year sixty-two meetings of the Trustees 
have been held.

THE CHILDREN IN THE CARE OF THE TRUSTEES. 


There are now in the care of the Trustees 1,475 children. 
Of these 485 or about one-third are in (or in the care of) 
institutions, mainly in our own institutions and the School 
_ for the Feeble-Minded, while 990 or a little over two-thirds, 
are living in families (a few in their own or related families), 
scattered about in this and neighboring States, under the care 
and supervision of the Placing-Out Division. 

Of the children in institutions, 176 are in the Parental 
School, the truant school of the city of Boston, 188 (counting 
12 runaways) in the House of Reformation, and 171 in or 
under the care of various schools for defectives, or other 
institutions not under the management of the Trustees where 
children have been placed for various reasons. 

Children at the Parental School have been committed by 
the Courts, for truancy only, on complaint of truant officers of 
the Boston School Committee. When their term of commit- 
ment has expired they pass out of the control of the Trustees 
entirely. Even before the end of their term of commitment 
a great many are, under provision of law, set at liberty under 
certain conditions by joint action of the Trustees, the Super- 
intendent of Schools and the Court, and remain at liberty so 
long as they conform to the prescribed conditions, which 
generally include regular attendance at school in the district 
where they reside. 

_ Children (boys only) at the House of Reformation at 
Rainsford Island are committed for various offences by the 
Courts, and are placed under the care of the Trustees either 
during minority, or for non-payment of fines, during shorter 
periods (thirty to ninety days). Boys who have been 
committed during minority are kept on the Island only so.

long as they appear to the Trustees and to the Courts 
to need the training and restraint of the school; after that 
they are allowed to go home on probation, or placed out in 
families, likewise on probation, if they have no fit homes, and 
are returned to the school only in case they misbehave. While 
on probation these boys are regularly visited by an agent of 
the Board. 

The children in families, and therefore under the care of 
the Placing-Out Division, are (1) boys released on probation 
from the House of Reformation; (2) occasionally boys from 
the Parental School; (8) neglected children ; (4) dependent 
children. 

The neglected children are committed by Courts to the care 
of the Trustees, not as criminals, but because they have not re- 
ceived’ proper care from their parents or guardians. These 
children are very seldom disposed of otherwise than by plac- 
ing them in families either at board or in free homes. They 
may, after a while, be returned to their own homes with the 
approval of the Court, when there is evidence to show that 
they will be no longer neglected. 

By far the largest class of children are the dependents who 
are placed in the charge of the Trustees on account of 
poverty. Like the neglected children, the dependents are 
seldom disposed of otherwise than by placing them in country 
homes either at board or on indenture, until relatives or 
friends are able to take charge of them again. 

For less than one-half of these (471) board is paid. The 
rest (519) are in homes where they are cared for without 
payment of board either because they can make themselves 
useful enough to pay their way (or even more than that, in 
which case they receive wages), or because the families who 
have them in charge are willing to take care of them out of 
' affection, or with the intention of adopting them legally. 

Formerly all dependent and neglected children were placed 
in the Marcella-street Home, which contained at one time 
nearly 400 children, boys and girls. 

When the Home was placed in charge of the Trustees it 
contained 821 children. At the end of the year (January 31, 
1898) there were but 160, and during the past year the number 
was steadily diminished until on November 22, 1898, the 
Home was finally closed, it having been found that all 
neglected and dependent children committed to the care of the 
Trustees could be placed at once in families. 

The children under the care of the Trustees represent dif- 
ferent religious denominations, and it has been the policy and 
is most earnestly desired by the Trustees that the children 
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be placed in families of the same religion as their parents. 
It is the rule of the Board to have all homes recommended 
visited by one of the staff of the Placing-Out Division before 
it is approved. 

The gradual reduction of population and final closing of 
the Marcella-street Home naturally increased the number of 
placed-out children, but this increase is not so great as might 
have been expected. On January 31, 1897, the number of 
children under visitation, boarded and in free homes was 
668 ; on January 351, 1898, it was 836; while the number now 
under visitation is 991. 

The three classes established by law, juvenile offenders, 
truants, and uncared-for children (dependent and neglected) 
nearly correspond to the classes which we ourselves recog- 
nize, nearly, but not quite. 

Among the juvenile offenders we recognize some that should 
properly be called neglected, because the offences for which 
they have been committed seem to be not deep rooted, but 
to be due to neglect on the part of their parents or guardians. 
We hold that such children should be reformed by placing 
them under good influences in respectable families rather 
than by placing them in a reformatory. Some of the truants, 
on the other hand, though technically convicted for truancy 
only, are really juvenile offenders, and the discipline of the 
Parental School, which should be mainly educational, is much 
injured by the influence of such boys. 

What are the peculiarities of these various children that 
have placed them in their present position, and what can _ be 
done for them ? 


HousE oF REFORMATION. 


The juvenile offenders are, as a rule, the most lawless boys 
in the city; many of them have been brought up under weak 
parental control, and are grounded in habits of lying and 
deceit ; boys whom the police have in vain tried to keep from 
disorderly ways, and who, sometimes after repeated trials on 
probation, have been brought into the courts as a last resort, 
generally on only one of the many complaints which might 
have been made against them. ‘They have known little of 
good, and much of bad, influences. ‘They are generally 
backward in school work, sharp at deception, ignorant of all 
higher pleasures, and unevenly developed in mind. 

We aim to make them strong and healthy, to lead them to 
work and play with vigor, to become accustomed to regular 
habits, and to study with interest and energy. We try to 
place them in charge of officers and teachers whose object is 
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to lead them to do their best work, to stimulate their intelli- 
gence and make them desirous of learning. The improve- 
ment of the boys in writing and mathematics is often very 
great, as also in drawing, manual training, printing and shoe- 
making. In the study of nature the enthusiasm aroused in 
them is truly wonderful. They take great interest in their 
farm and garden work, and become more manly and self- 
respecting. 

We aim to train them to lives of honesty, and as soon as 
possible to reinstate them in the outside social life, and there 
watch and guard them, and if necessary return them for 
another course of training in the school. We feel that the 
visitation of the boys out on probation is one of the most 
important branches of the work, and are hoping for valuable 
results from the regular and careful visitation which this 
Board has developed. 

By a system of merits, and by grading them on a basis of 
behavior and effort at study, these boys when in the school 
know at all times how they stand, and feel that every effort 
brings its reward. 

To do the best work for juvenile offenders the age should 
be limited, and children of different ages should be separated. 
Neither of these things has yet been accomplished, although 
some improvements in regard to the separation of the younger 
boys are in sight. It is also extremely necessary that boys 
committed for short periods (30, 60 or 90 days) for the non- 
payment of fines be kept apart from the boys committed 
for minority for more serious offences. This is to a large 
extent accomplished, but it is a deplorable thing, in the opin- 
ion of the Trustees, that these boys, sentenced for slight 
offences, should be made inmates of the House of Reforma- 
tion at all. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


The truants resemble the juvenile offenders in many _ re- 
spects, but the difference exists to a certain extent, and 
should be still more marked, that they have not fallen so 
much into lawless ways, except in the matter of neglecting 
school. They are, on the average, younger and more inno- 
cent boys. 

As would be expected of truants they are hard boys to 
teach when they first come to the Parental School. Accus- 
tomed to roam the streets they have lost the habit of appli- 
cation, and have also fallen behind their proper grade in the 
public schools. Our problem is not only to make them study 
well, but to make them catch up with the boys of their own 
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age, so that when they return to their families they will go 
back to school with enthusiam, and be placed in the grades 
where by age they belong. To accomplish this the Trustees 
find it of great importance to have the classes small, so that 
the teaching can be more individual than in the ordinary 
public school. Several times parents of our boys have 
spoken of their great improvement in health, activity, 
scholarship and general character while in the Parental 
School. Unfortunately, the homes of some of the boys have 
not changed while the boys have been improving, and a 
certain number fall back from the same causes that brought 
them to the Parental School at first, and have to be returned 
to it. 

Such an institution as a truant school is of especial value 
to the younger boys. The best work for these truant boys 
can only be done when all are really truants and nothing 
else. Itis a great wrong to boys whose only offence is 
truancy to place them in an institution with those who are 
properly juvenile offenders. The school is not. yet so 
carefully limited to truants as it should be, though there 
is improvement in this respect. For this classification and 
for the commitment of these boys at an early enough age _ to 
give promise of reform, the Trustees, must, of course, rely 
wholly upon the judges by whom they are sentenced. 

Our first report, 1897, showed the imperative needs of the 
Parental School. The report of the Superintendent for this 
year lays an even greater emphasis upon the same needs. 
As no appropriation for the new permanent buildings of 
which we are so distressingly in need could be obtained, the 
question of erecting temporary wooden school-houses was 
under consideration during the whole year. Such buildings, 
one story high, would have been of great value, as the present 
school-rooms could then have been used for dormitories and 
the evils of crowding would thus have been lessened, but it 
was impossible to obtain a sum of money even for this. 

In spite of the crowded condition of the Institution, nota- 
ble improvements have been introduced. ‘The number of 
teachers has been increased to six regular teachers, a sloyd 
teacher and a teacher of drawing and clay modeling, and the 
size of the classes has been cut down proportionately. The 
two large school-rooms have been divided in halves by tem- 
porary wooden partitions, to enable us to reduce the number 
in the classes to about thirty. 

A little more room has been gained because the three 
truant girls were, one after the other, released. By a law of 
1898, chap. 496, sect. 24, truant girls are now sent to the 
State Industrial School. 
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The boys have for the first time this year been furnished 
with winter underflannels, and with winter out-door jackets 
or sweaters. Efforts have been made to interest the boys in 
various ways in the evenings. The making of a Christmas 
present by each boy to give to his mother or some friend 
at hand, was a special pleasure. Many boys talked far more 
of what they were about to give than of what they were 
to receive. | 

Among the improvements the chief is in the excellence 
of the schools. 

Hitherto our teachers, though obliged to come up to the 
standard required by the Boston School Committee, have 
labored under the disadvantage that in case of a future 
appointment in the public school system, no account could 
be taken of previous service in the Parental School. 

Last autumn the Trustees asked that teachers of the 
Parental School should be given the same credit for length 
of service as if they had served in the Boston public schools. 
This request was granted. This makes appointment at the 
school desirable to good teachers. 

At the beginning of the year a teacher of experience, Miss 
Martha L. Rich, was engaged, and took charge of the schools 
until August, when the new Superintendent, Mr. B. C. Day, 
entered on his duties. We give later an abstract from her 
report. 

Mr. Day began his duties August 1,1898. He graduated 
at the University of Vermont, at Burlington, Vt., and passed 
one year at Columbia College, New York, as post-graduate 
student, and two semesters, one in Berlin, and one in Jena, 
Germany, in the study of pedagogy and psychology. He was 
both teacher and examiner of teachers for the County of 
Orleans, Vermont, for three years, and Superintendent of 
Schools at Southampton, Easthampton and Westhampton, 
Massachusetts, for four years, where he had twelve hundred 
children under his charge. From this position he came to 
us. His report after six months in office, is given later. 


PLACING—OvuTtT DEPARTMENT. 


For those children who come as dependent or neglected 
children, generally young and free from bad habits, a good 
home in the country is the best cure, as has been said already. 
Formerly these children were placed, temporarily at least, in 
the Marcella-street Home, where the influences were intended 
to be as good as could be found in any large institution, but 
their great improvement, after they have been for a while in 
the healthy surroundings of a country home, has been noticed 
by every one who has had the chance of observing them. 
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To make all these thousand children as nearly as possible 
like boys and girls in the care of good parents is the aim of 
the system, and on the whole the results obtained are most 
eratifying. To give each of them the nearest possible sub- 
stitute for a good home of its own, is a work demanding 
energy, intelligence and judgment of a high order. 

The agent’s report gives an account of this work, but it is 
not easy adequately to describe what it means to make such 
work a real success. This distribution and supervision of 
children would be a failure, if it were a mere business trans- 
action. The work must be done in such a way as to exert a 
constant influence on each child as an individual, to treat each 
as an independent being with virtues to be strengthened and 
faults to be overcome, with hopes and aspirations to be 
encouraged, and also with physical parts of great importance, 
eyes, ears and teeth, etc., all worth looking after like those 
of any other child in the land. 

It is interesting to know that numbers of young men and 
women who have passed out of the care of the department on 
reaching majority still ask advice, and keep up intercourse 
with the agents who formerly had them in charge 

Christmas was celebrated by sending to all the placed-out 
children (as well as to those in the institutions) a present 
suited to the years of each one, including 750 bright candy- 
bags filled with candy. (Cost of all $231.26.)

Since the Trustees came into office all feeble-minded 
children, who could be admitted, have been transferred from 
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the Marcella-street Home, or from families, to the Massachu- 
setts School for the Feeble-Minded. This is greatly to the 
advantage of the children, especially to those who are capable 
of attending school. During the past year the State has 
assumed the expense of fifty-three school cases; while the 
number of custodial cases for which the city of Boston pays 
board is fifty-one. Of the total sixty-six in other institu- 
tions, forty-nine are placed free of charge.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE HOUSE OF 
REFORMATION. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


I have been in my present position one month. ‘This time 
has been spent in becoming acquainted with my boys, with 
my assistants, and with the general conditions of the insti- 
tution. 

Even with the superficial knowledge obtained, it is evident 
that many changes are necessary, changes in the physical 
surroundings and care of the boys, in the methods of dis- 
cipline, in the relations between boys and instructors, and, 
most of all, a change in the spirit of the boys themselves, a 
broadening of their outlook upon life, a growing sense of 
responsibility as members of society, more freedom from 
without, but more self-imposed restraint. 

Any definite policy stated at present would, necessarily, 
require modification during the year. Any recommendations 
would be premature. Any events of the past year I am 
unable to record. I therefore submit the usual statistics, 
with the special reports of the heads of departments. 

I desire to express my thanks to the medical staff of the 
Long Island Hospital, also to Dr. W. B. Lancaster, who 
has attended to the boys’ eyes, and to Drs. E. A. Leonard 
and E. P. Wentworth, who have cared for their teeth.

FURTHER REPORT OF THE HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


As the present Superintendent’s report covers only one 
month, the Trustees present the following additional report 
for the year ending January 31, 1899: 

Mistorical Retrospect. —'The House of Reformation was 
formerly situated on Deer Island, in close proximity to the 
prison for adult criminals. May 1, 1895, it was removed to 
Rainsford Island, into buildings left vacant by the removal 
of pauper women to Long Island. Rainsford Island and its 
buildings are even less suitable for a reform school than they 
were for a home for paupers. The main building contains 
a great variety of rooms and offices, the crowded dormitories 
of the boys, a printing-office, chapel, school-rooms, officers’ 
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rooms, dining-rooms, kitchens, pantries, sanitaries, bath-rooms, 
store, office, clothes-rooms, etc. It is difficult to carry 
on the work of an institution in so ill-arranged a_ place. 
This is the only brick building. The additional structures 
are of wood, and, with the exception of the new school build- 
ing, are in need of constant repair; nor can the greatest care 
give them an appearance of thorough cleanliness. 

Improvements Needed. — For several years the necessity of 
proper location and buildings on the main land for the 
Reform School of the City of Boston have been urgently 
recommended, and in view of the importance of this work as 
affecting the entire community the Trustees wish again to 
urge that adequate quarters be provided, with buildings 
upon the cottage plan, and with sufficient land so that 
farming can be taught as one means among others to fit the 
boys for self-support, to bring them under new and whole- 
some influences. The following improvements in the in- 
adequate quarters have been effected in the past year. 

Additions and Repairs in Past Year.— In place of out- 
houses on the beach, unheated, and with no plumbing, a 
good system of plumbing and sanitaries has been put in. 
In place of a few old tubs a modern system of shower baths, 
with hot and cold water, has been introduced. Individual 
lockers, including well-ventilated clothes closets, for which 
each boy has his own key, have been built. New store- 
rooms have been annexed to the kitchen. A second boiler 
has been added, and a stand-pipe to supply drmking water 
has been put in. A wooden building containing three new 
-school-rooms has been built and equipped. The old wooden 
building connected with the main building has been reno- 
vated, clapboarded and painted. ‘The sloyd room has been 
enlarged. Chambers and a toilet-room for three teachers 
have been arranged in the Superintendent’s house. The 
wharves have been rebuilt since their destruction by the 
storm of November last. 

The Boys. — The class of boys in this institution, and the 
sort of treatment and training which may benefit them, are 
discussed in the Trustees’ report. Among the improvements 
made this year in the methods of caring for them while in 
the institution are the following : 

More bathing ; more frequent change of clothing. 

In place of sitting at tables which extended the length of 
the hall, as in the past, the boys now eat at smaller tables in 
groups of eight. The use of individual towels has been. 
enforced to prevent the spread of eye and skin diseases. 

The health of the boys during the past year has been good. 
Through the courtesy of the Pauper Trustees, all boys 
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needing hospital treatment are sent to the hospital at Long 
Island, where they have good care. A physician from this 
hospital visits Rainsford Island whenever called. Eyes and 
ears are examined by specialists, and the teeth of the boys 
have been cared for by excellent dentists, who visit the 
school. 

The Trustees wish to express great satisfaction in the 
progress which has been made in the school department 
during the year. The following extracts are taken from the 
report of the head teacher, Mrs. Maud Gates Everett : 

“Tn the winter of 1896-97 the staff of the school consisted 
of three men teachers. In the winter of 1897-98 two women 
teachers were substituted in place of two of the men teachers, 
but there still remained only three divisions in the school, 
and in each division there were more pupils than one person 
could well instruct and discipline; consequently, satisfactory 
results were not obtained. After the erection of the new 
school building, during the summer of 1898, the schools 
were regraded, the pupils better classified, and two new 
teachers were added, making five in all, besides the sloyd 
teacher. By this means the size of the classes was reduced . 
‘to a maximum number of thirty. New courses were arranged, 
and the work laid out with reference to three facts : 

First, a few boys when released wish to continue at school; 
second, the majority wish to find employment and will have 
no more school advantages ; third, all of the boys have lived 
self-centred lives, and their scope of knowledge and thought 
has been limited. 

We wish to open to the boys as many new avenues as pos- 
sible during their stay at Rainsford Island, that they may go 
back to the world with broadened thoughts and interests. 

For the boys who may wish to continue at school the 
erades are arranged to accord as nearly as possible with those 
of the Boston public schools. 

Last year the course of instruction comprised arithmetic, 
grammar, history, geography, spelling and penmanship. To 
these have been added nature work, physiology, literature, 
drawing, color work, music, and in the highest grade, civil 
government. The boys take up these new subjects with 
ereat interest. Some who were welladvanced in arithmetic, 
history, geography and grammar, knew practically nothing 
about drawing or physiology, and were equally ignorant of 
the life of nature. There are some boys whom we were 
unable to reach in any way until they became interested in 
natural science or drawing, and through these subjects the 
boy himself has been reached, and the better side of his 
nature developed. 
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The standard of teaching has been improved by ceasing’ to 
expect the teachers to do officers’ work outside of school 
hours. In the meantime, the school session has been ex- 
tended to five hours, instead of four, as in the past, and the 
teachers have also given two evenings a week to the boys, 
when they have selected library books for them, read aloud, 
or otherwise entertained them.

The following extracts are from the report of the sloyd 
teacher : 


REPORT OF THE SLOYD DEPARTMENT. 


To JOHN C. ANTHONY, Superintendent: 


I took charge of the sloyd in May, 1898. At that time 
there were four classes, of twelve each, taking the sloyd, each 
class having three lessons per week. ‘The work was done 
outside of school hours, thus lmiting some of the 
lessons to one and one half-hours. Early in the summer, six 
new benches, with equipment, were added, to make room for 
which several alterations were made inthe sloyd room. ‘The 
work was all done by the boys themselves, under my direction, 
and included many lessons in house carpentry. 

Six classes of eighteen each were conducted during the 
summer vacation, each class taking three two-hour lessons 
per week. After the winter session of school began the 
number of classes was reduced to five, and the time to four 
hours per week. The classes were reorganized, each class 
being composed of boys from the same school grade, which 
made it possible to have the boys in sloyd during school 
hours. This arrangement has proven very satisfactory. The 
boys are in sloyd during school time about one hour per 
week. 

There are now five classes taking the sloyd, each class 
having two two-hour lessons per week. There is room for 
ninety boys in these classes, as compared with forty-eight last 
year, but at present the membership is seventy-two, which 
includes all the boys in the schools with the exception of the 
boys in the Printing and Shoe Departments. 

During the year a carpenter has been employed to do gen- 
eral carpenter work about the Island. The buildings are in 
such a condition that there is constant need of repairing and 
remodelling to keep them in repair. Boys from sloyd are 
always employed in this department as helpers. 
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The work of the sloyd classes is individual, each boy work- 
ing independently, and receiving instruction as he needs it. 
Boys who begin the work together are seldom together after 
the first few lessons. The growth in power and development 
of the child is the measure of the value of the work done. 

Since June 1 one hundred and thirteen boys have been in 
the sloyd, all of whom have shown the value of the training 
in a mental and moral quickening, which in some eases has 
been remarkable.

The closing of the school last June was followed by a two 
weeks’ vacation, after which a vacation-school was held for 
eight weeks. 

The boys come to us with narrow interests. In the 
rudiments of educatign they are lacking, and many of them 
must devote much of their regular school year’s work to the 
drudgery of reading, writing, and arithmetic in primary grades. 

By means of a vacation-school the weeks of summer might 
be taken for a seed-time for new ideas. 

Four science teachers were engaged, who entered on their 
work with an enthusiastic belief in the possibility of finding 
a real interest in something in the mind of every boy. Classes 
were held in chemistry, physics, sloyd, and mechanical 
drawing, botany zoology and music; and swimming’ lessons 
opened the boys’ minds and hearts to the fact that the ocean 
all about them was intensely interesting aside from the pos- 
sibilities of floating “escape rafts.” Instead of listless play 
on the barren shadeless playground, which is all the Island 
affords, the boys spent hours of breathless interest wading 
in search of, specimens for individual collections, and hunting 
for tiny flowers they had never before seen in the coarse 
grass and sand, or if discovered, had scorned as weeds. 

Selection of boys for the different classes was made in 
accordance with the especial tastes of the individual boys. 

All were required to abide strictly by the regulations laid 
down with reference to the handling of chemicals and appara- 
tus, and their earnestness and real interest is shown in the 
fact that not one boy was deprived of the work on account of 
violation of these regulations, although there was much more 
liberty in this laboratory work than in any school work these 
boys had ever had. 

The classes in mechanical drawing supphed hard work to 
some boys who had never learned the lesson of absolute 
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exactness, but it was interesting to watch the growing pride 
finally taken in the work by some boys who had never been 
reached in any other way. 

The classes in experimental chemistry and physics proved 
valuable and interesting, and after three weeks one of the 
classes requested an additional hour of evening work. Instead 
of being interested in the steamboats, only as affording trans- 
portation to the crty institutions, the boys studied and 
discussed their boilers, steam pressure, safety valves, ete. 
Although the knowledge of science to be gained in an eight- 
weeks’ course must necessarily be limited, yet at the close of 
the vacation-school work the minds of many boys had been 
opened for the inlet of higher interests, which thus crowded 
out the lower, and the boys’ unconsciousness of having 
worked for this interest placed it among the pleasures of their 
lives, and thus gave it a permanency. 

It is the belief of the Trustees, which the teachers of the 
regular winter’s course substantiate, that the sort of work 
done in this summer school reacted favorably upon all the 
studies and work of the next winter which might be called 
by most persons more practical. Here, as in all other schools 
where this modern method has been tried, increased interest 
and accuracy in other work has resulted. 

Books used during summer of 1898: 


Cooley’s ‘* Physical Science.” 
Williams’s ‘‘ Introduction to Chemical Science.”

In the departments of industrial training the ‘Trustees 
desire to keep it before the boys’ minds that the finished 
product and its money value is not what is desired so much 
as the ability for perfect workmanship developed in the boy 
himself, and placing him by so much the nearer to manly 
independence. 

The following are extracts from the department reports : 


SHOE DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year forty boys have received instruction 
in this department, a daily average of twenty-two. The de- 
gree of skill, which is attained to by the various boys, differs 
according to the ability of each boy and the time he is with us. 

The work turned out by the boys is satisfactory, and 
shows great improvement. ‘The boys take a greater interest 
in their work than heretofore. ‘The result is much more and 
better work. 
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The aim of the work is to give the boys power, rather 
than to produce shoes. 

We have recently put in a line of London lasts and dies. 
This enables us to make a shoe which gives much better sat- 
isfaction in every way. 

I would recommend that an addition be made to the shop, 
and power be put in. With a few hundred dollars expended 
on machinery we could send out boys fitted to take positions 
in any shop.

REPORT OF PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


Forty boys have received instruction in this office 
during the past year, and the daily attendance has 
averaged about fourteen. I have been glad to hear incident- 
ally that some boys who went out from this department are 
doing well at printing. 

We have added to our stock of type and other working 
material. All our available book and news faces are on the 
point system, also a great many of our job faces, of which 
we have nearly 200 fonts. Three presses have received 
absolutely necessary repairs. Two new imposing stones 
(marble), and a new tablet press, for making blocks or pads, 
have been added to the plant. 

The printing and publication of our monthly paper, the 
‘‘ Leader,” occupies the attention of about half the force all 
the time they are in the office. An edition of nearly 600 is 
worked, and copies are distributed to the boys and officers 
of the institution, and also sent to the Parental School, and 
some to other Boston institutions and to various outside 
friends. Much job printing is also done for the Children’s 
Institutions Department. 

I wish to urge the importance of giving more time to this 
department of the industrial work than has been given dur- 
ing the past year, and that the periods of work should be 
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longer. One continuous session of, say four hours in the 
forenoon is worth a great deal more than five hours, divided 
into two or more sessions during the day.

MERIT SYSTEM FOR THE HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


This system has been in use since May, 1898. 

Each boy, on entering the Institution, is informed that 
he has to earn five thousand merits in order to get into the 
Honor Grade and be entitled to be released on probation. 

For each day a boy “goes perfect’ he is credited with ten 
merits. 

For each consecutive thirty days a boy ‘ goes pertect” he 
receives aS a premium an additional hundred merits. 

For each consecutive three months a boy ‘goes perfect” 
he receives as a premium an additional three hundred merits. 

If a boy “ goes perfect”? for any four successive months he 
is at once placed in the Honor Grade, and is entitled to be 
released on probation. 

Boys may be deprived of their merits or charged with 
demerits for various offences. 
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Officers are required to make all charges of offences to 
the Superintendent daily, and the Superintendent, after ques- 
tioning the boy, adjudges and charges all demerits incurred. 

The following is a list of some of the offences for which 
demerits are given : 


Personal Appearance and Habits. 


Boisterous. Domineering. Rude at table. 
Careless. Face and hands not clean. Rude in manner. 
Clothing untidy. Filthiness. Shoes untidy. 


Disrespectful. Noisy about the house. 


At School, Work and Play. 


Absent. inattention at work. Not on time. 

Betrayal of trust.” Inattention in school. Out of place. 

Deceitful. Inattention to signals. Unfair. 

Dilatory. Incorrect position at drill. Whispering in chapel. 
Direct disobedience. Incorrect position in line. Whispering in dining-room. 
Disobedience of rules. Incorrect position in school. Whispering in dormitory. 
Disorderly. Indifference. Whispering in line. 
Disturbance. Neglect of duty. Whispering in school. 


Inattention at drill. 


Most Serious Offences and Moral Misdemeanors. 


Creating disturbance. Fighting. Quarrelling. 
Crookedness. Lying. Stealing. 
Defacing property. Malicious mischief, Vile actions. 
Dishonest. Profane language. Vile language. 


It will be seen that the regulations governing the carrying 
out of this system protect both boys and officers, so far as 
possible, from misjudgments, as the officers must report in 
writing all offences, and the boy has an opportunity for ex- 
planation to the Superintendent before the latter charges the 
demerits. All boys having thus the same opportunity to 
obtain release through good behavior the Trustees are 
scrupulous in not doing them an injustice, and at the same 
time ruining the system by releasing boys on any other 
ground. | 

In the appointment of Mr. Anthony as Superintendent of 
the House of Reformation on January Ist, the Trustees feel 
that they have found aman well fitted for the work by nature 
and education. Mr. Anthony’s past work has brought him 
into contact with the boy problem on many sides. 

He graduated at Brown University in 1895, and was ap- 
pointed principal of the high school at West Bridgewater. 
After that, for one year, he filled the position of Assistant 
Superintendent at the Farm School on Thompson’s Island 
with marked success. From this he was called to New 
Britain, Conn., as the principal of the consolidated schools, 
and with charge of the lower grades. The Trustees induced 
him to leave this work to take up reformatory work, in which 
he has an especial interest. From his spirit toward the boys 
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and theirs toward him, and the executive ability already 
shown by him in the better organization of the institution, 
Mr. Anthony has already convinced the Trustees of his value 
in this work. 

We desire most warmly to thank Rev. Fr. Brennan, Mr. 
Louis Cohen and Rey. Mr. Toulmin, as well as the Sunday- 
school teachers who have given religious instruction to the 
boys. 

Attention is called to a report on page 51 (Placing-Out 
Department) on the condition and standing of the boys who 
have been released on probation from the House of Reforma- 
tion, and who are now under the care of the Placing-Out 
Department.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT OF THE PARENTAL 
SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


To the Trustees for Children : 


When I assumed the duties of Superintendent of this 
school, August 1, 1898, I found 188 boys, practically allin good 
health, under the care of nineteen officers and ten summer 
school teachers. Of the boys, 155 have since been discharged 
or released on probation, and of the officers, seven have gone 
out of the employ of the school. In all, twelve officers have 
been engaged. We seek to fill these offices with men and 
women who can manage boys in the right way by constantly 
appealing to what is noblest and best in them, who on the 
positive side can constantly inspire them to high aims and 
noble action, who in a word, as aresult of their natural 
tendencies, education and experience, are no strangers to the 
atmosphere of thought to which we would introduce the boys, 
and who can be positively helpful toward bringing about the 
result desired. 

Four teachers employed here last year continue their ser- 
vice, and four others have been engaged. In the process of 
engaging teachers, while observing the failures of well recom- 
mended teachers to do the work required here, I was con- 
firmed in my previously formed opinion that for the special 
work of teaching classes of city truant boys, teachers of 
special talent and training are necessary. It must be remem- 
bered that in our classes not the ordinary half-dozen but all 
the pupils are in the main opposed to school at all or at least 
opposed to its discipline. The large majority by tradition 
and training have, upon general principles, little regard for 
authority and education. Many a teacher who might do 
ordinarily good work with the ordinary class is doomed to 
utter failure here. A cardinal principle with our manage- 
ment is that in the main the discipline shall proceed from 
and through the instruction, This sets the standard for 
teachers and leaves no place for police officers in our classes. 
The teacher must interest her class and so eliminate to a 
large extent the factor usually termed discipline. The vote 
of your board providing that our teachers shall receive the 
same Salaries as those received by other Boston teachers of 
the same grade has enabled me to secure efficient teachers, 
and done much toward making the present high standard of 
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our class work possible. Owing to the large number of our 
boys and the limited class-room accommodations, I have been 
- obliged, very much against my will, to allow the number of 
boys in some classes to rise above thirty. This fact, that of 
the temporary single board partitions separating four of the 
rooms, the bad ventilation and disturbing noise resulting 
therefrom, and the lack of desks in the two other rooms have 
handicapped us more than any one not a class teacher can 
fully appreciate. I desire to state that our teachers have 
without exception worked on with splendid courage and 
commendable indifference to the difficulties of the situation 
and produced results well worthy of better conditions. 


DIFFICULTIES OF GRADING PUPILS IN CLASSES. 


The difficulties of maintaining thoroughly graded classes 
will be appreciated when it is known that of the 175 boys in 
the school February 1, 1899, only sixty were here September 1, 
1898. Many of those that have come to us have come from 
ungraded classes, are not really prepared for a particular 
grade, but are placed in that grade for the work of which 
they seem to be best fitted. ‘Then as new boys enter, those 
who are best fitted for higher grades are pushed along; thus 
the average standard of the higher classes is being constantly 
lowered, and the work of those classes being continually 
broadened to cover more grades of work. If, however, we 
were to have only ungraded classes, while we should in the 
case of one or two classes get the advantage that comes from 
the continuous tuition of the same teacher we should lose 
much time that we now save by the graded plan. 

I am persuaded that an ungraded class, in which new boys 
could be brought into condition for some grade, and other 
boys, slightly behind in some subjects, could be given indi- 
vidual instruction and helped along into the grade next above 
them, should be organized and’ placed in charge of the best 
teacher available. 


LIBRARY. 


By courtesy of the Boston Public Library, the Parental 
School is a regular deposit station, and receives books each 
month to be distributed to the boys. 

The number of these books given out to the boys since 
September 1 is 1,074. Not every boy reads his book; some 
boys read very little of the book they take; but many boys 
take a genuine interest in reading, and gradually read them- 
selves into a new atmosphere of thought. The Henty books 
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hold first place in the estimation of the boys. We need 
books for the youngest boys, for whom the library books are 
not adapted. 


OCCUPATIONS OF THE Boys. 


About one-half of our boys are employed at the domestic 
duties, in the boiler house, barn, laundry, ete. Of the 
remainder, those big enough to do anything are employed at 
the outside work including gardening, raking, and clearing 
up, mowing the lawn in summer, and shovelling paths in 
winter. Beleving the function of this school to be different 
from that of a trade school, I do not encourage the employ- 
ment of a boy at any given “job” much beyond the time of 
his proficiency in that particular line of work. <A _ boy is 
here taught. to work not principally that he may do various 
kinds of work but that in learning how to do the work of 
different kinds, he may learn to be thoughtful, industrious, 
careful, faithful, honest, and helpful. 


OUTSIDE ASSOCIATIONS. 


If the boys in this school go back to their homes with 
increased power for living properly they will owe that power 
largely to the fact that they have what the Germans call 
another and a better constellation of ideas. The new con- 
stellation of ideas must necessarily crowd out and displace 
or at least cause a rearrangement of the old constellation. 
Then our youngster must in many instances be kept as much 
as possible from his old associations. Frequent visits by 
parents are not encouraged — one visit each month being the 
allowance. Boys unattended by adults are not admitted. 
Certain boys are admitted under no circumstances. All 
visitors and all who write to the boys are cautioned against 
referring to the pranks or crimes of those in the circle of 
their acquaintance. Daily newspapers are tabooed. Impor- 
tant news items are given to the boys by teachers, and the 
“Great Round World,” a boys’ magazine, is read weekly. 


PossIBLE MODIFICATIONS OF PLAN OF COMMITMENT 
; AND SUPPORT. 


No less than one-fifth of the boys in this school to-day 
have been charged with or convicted of such offences as 
breaking and entering, picking pockets, petit larceny, ete. 
Several have previously been in reformatories. If this insti- 
tution is to acquire and retain the characteristics of a truant

school exclusively, then in some way or other, provision 
should be made for those boys who have actually learned 
and practised the ways of criminals. Parents of boys who 
have been guilty of no other offence than that of truancy 
have a right to demand that their sons should not be com- 
pelled to associate with boys who are familiar by practice 
with the ways of common vice. It may be said that these 
embryonic criminals sent to the truant school should be seg- 
regated. The reply is that with present accommodations 
segregation is impracticable if not impossible. 

It is my conviction that there are boys in this school by 
the choice of their parents. In part at least of these cases 
the parents are able to pay tuition. Certain parents have 
with an amusing naiveté confided to me that boys were con- 
siderable bother, that the Parental School seemed to be a 
good place and that they should send along another boy 
before long. Now if a parent will not or cannot keep his 
boy in the public school during school age, and is able to pay 
a part or the whole of the expense of his tuition at the 
Parental School, there seems to be no good reason for the 
city’s undertaking the whole of the parent’s duty. 

In this connection it occurs to me that all of the Bae 
committed to us appear to be getting something for nothing, 
or approximately that. This fact should incite us to bring 
about such a plan of commitment, and such methods of 
treatment after commitment, as will cleanse the system of 
any tendency to pauperize or make dependent the boys and 
parents affected. 


THE Lone TERM. 


While this is and should be distinctively a school, it must, 
from the nature of the conditions, to a great extent partake 
of the functions of a reformatory. While some of the boys 
committed to the Parental School come from homes that 
appear to be efficient and helpful, the great ‘majority are heirs 
to an unsavory inheritance, the accumulation of several gen- 
erations. It must be remembered that we have little if any 
hold upon the boys after they leave us. What we do for a 
boy we must do in the way of getting him to “change his 
mind.” He has come from free conditions, is to go back to 
them; hence must be trained to live in free conditions and 
overcome them. ‘The results of several generations of mis- 
training cannot be overcome by three or four brief months 
of correct training, however correct. The experience of the 
past tends to confirm this statement. The boy must have a 
chance to acquire and. fix right habits of thinking, willing, 
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and acting. ‘So I plead for the long term. ‘This is not a 
penal institution, as some would regard it, and if not, then 
every possible condition should be provided to help it to dis- 
charge its function as a reformatory institution. 


NEEDS. 


When one approaches the question of the needs of the 
Parental School he surveys a prospect quite appalling. This 
is the situation: An institution equipped to house, feed, and 
properly care for less than 100 boys has an attendance of 175, 
with a certain prospect that the number will increase to more 
than 200 before the summer vacation. Owing to this crowded 
condition, there is not one proper school-room on the prem- 
ises. To make room for the classes the cottages have been 
invaded, and a room which should bear the charm of sitting- 
room and study is taken for a school-room, and thus robbed 
of its charm as an assembly-room for the family. The 
classes in clay modelling are conducted in a basement, which 
is the only play-room of ninety-five boys. Two of the school- 
rooms are equipped with double desks, and two have no desks 
at all— tables being used instead. There is not on the prem- 
ises an assembly-room in which all the boys can be assembled. 
Any one conversant with the handling of boys in numbers 
will appreciate this deficiency. About thirty boys, though in 
good health, are obliged to sleep in a building provided for 
the sick, viz., the hospital. In case of an epidemic this 
arrangement would be impossible. For about 100 boys there 
is no assembly-room whatever, aside from a basement or the 
school-rooms. About 100 boys are obliged to take their 
meals in the room designed for a bakery, or in the kitchen 
over the boiler-room, and to sleep in overcrowded dormitories 
in the school building. These boys, of course, do not have 
the advantages of family life which are found in the cottages 
where good manners and habits of neatness are more likely 
to be acquired. Owing to lack of adequate accommodations, 
we are at present obliged to use five storerooms, separated 
from one another by long distances. There is no reception- 
room for visitors except the Superintendent’s office — one 
medium-size room — through which must pass all the busi- 
ness of the institution. On account of the lack of accom- 
modations, several officers and teachers, in no way con- 
nected with the work of the hospital, are obliged to room 
in that building, and half of the teachers are obliged to room 
off the premises altogether. A swamp, believed to be rich 
in the germs of malaria—a fact which the house medical 
officer’s report tends to substantiate — constitutes nearly 
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one-third of our land area. ‘The institution manifestly needs 
at once three cottages for boys, an administration building, 
including storerooms, offices, an assembly hall (which could 
be used temporarily for a gymnasium), and apartments for 
officers. If additional cottages are to be erected, and the 
cottage idea fittingly carried out, land must be acquired to 
receive them. Each cottage should have sufficient room for 
development without interfering with the affairs of other 
cottages. It should have room for its own garden, play- 
ground and pets. 

If the boys who now sleep in the school building be provided 
with cottages the whole school building will be available for 
classes. In that happy event certain modifications should 
be made in the arrangement of the rooms of the building. 
The rooms are now too large and not properly supphed with 
light. At moderate expense the front of the structure could 
be extended and changes made whereby the building would 
be transformed into a school-house adapted to its end, and 
equal to the needs of the school for some years to come. 

There are other needs which, as compared with those al- 
ready mentioned, are of minor importance but which I will 
simply name as follows: A new barn or the reconstruction 
of the old one upon the northeast-corner of the grounds; a 
hen-house with capacity for 350 hens ; a woodshed ; a covered 
shed for open air exercise in stormy weather; the grading of 
the grounds. 

The only general bath-room on the premises is in the 
basement of the school building, and is equipped with six 
tubs of the old and well-known type. Bathing 180 boys 
under these conditions twice each week consumes an unneces- 
sarily large amount of valuable time of both officers and boys. 
To obviate the difficulties of the present arrangement, shower 
baths should be provided for in the basement lavatory of 
each cottage and if the school building continues to be used 
for a dormitory the shower method should displace the 
present method there. 

By courtesy of the Bath Commission our boys were given 
special privileges of bathing last summer at the public bath 
located upon the Charles river at the corner of the Parental 
School grounds. It is needless to say that the boys enjoyed 
the privilege to its fullest extent. Many of the boys learned 
toswim. There were no painful accidents nor other unde- 
sirable effects. 

CONCLUSION. 


Reform schools for children convicted of various criminal 
offences have been long in vogue, but schools which children 
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must attend who do not choose to go to the ordinary school, 
or who, having gone, persistently disregard the rules of the 
school, are in this country comparatively modern. What has 
been done in other countries under other conditions, while 
furnishing us with hints, may not necessarily furnish us with 
a model. Not enough has been done in this country as yet 
to furnish from experience anything lke a final solution of 
the problem of truancy. Indeed the truant school itself may 
as an experiment only demonstrate its own inexpediency. It 
seems, however, that under present conditions a good truant 
school is one of the most tangible and promising agencies 
available. Several points seem to be clear. The offence 
called truancy should not be classified with the common 
crimes, nor should its correction probably be sought by the 
same method, certainly not in the same place, as that em- 
ployed for the correction of other offences. Truants should 
be trained to regard law and order but, above all, to like to 
attend a good school. The possibility of retaining a hold 
upon a truant for a longer period than about two years being 
improbable if indeed advisable, the aim should probably be, 
as already suggested, to cultivate in the boy the power to live 
in a condition of approximate unrestraint and overcome that 
condition. This aim calls for the least application of force 
consistent with the general good, and the greatest application 
of kindness and confidence at all consistent with the imma- 
turity of the boys concerned. A new heaven and a new 
earth must be created for them by introducing them into new 
fields of thought and making them happily acquainted with 
a new code of morals and a new purpose of life. 

As in former years, the Roman Catholic boys have at- 
tended St. Teresa’s Church, and the Protestant boys the 
First Baptist Church of West Roxbury. Religious instruc- 
tion has been given to the Hebrew boys by Mr. Louis Cohen, 
a missionary employed by benevolent organizations of his 
church. 

The influence of these three agencies, affecting as they do 
all of the pupils, has been most beneficial to the boys. 

I wish to acknowledge with thanks the valuable services 
of the medical staff, and also of Dr. F. P. Barnard, who has 
given much attention to the boys’ teeth.

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ABSTRACT OF A REPORT ON THE SCHOOL WORK OF THE 
PARENTAL ScHoot. By Miss MArrHA L. RICH. 


On January 31, 1898, four grade teachers and one sloyd 

teacher were employed. The maximum number of pupils 
under each teacher ranged from forty to sixty-eight. 
_ The supply of school books was limited, the available 
books being Franklin arithmetics and readers, Higginson’s 
histories, and Warren’s geographies, with Music Readers and 
some Health Primers. 

During the year both large school-rooms were divided by 
partitions, thus increasing the number of rooms and limiting 
the number of pupils in each to 35, or in one room to 25. 

The supply of books was increased by. the addition of 
history, geography, and nature readers, Redway and Hin- 
man’s geography, McMaster’s, Montgomery’s and Fiske’s 
histories, with reference books for the teachers on birds, 
plants and various other subjects. A large number of black- 
boards was added. 

This fall the teaching force was increased to include a 
supervisor, five grade teachers, and two special teachers (of 
sloyd, and of drawing and clay modelling). 

We have tried to follow as closely as possible the Boston 
course of study and apportionment of time. ‘The causes 
detailed below, however, have made modifications necessary. 
During this winter the boys have had two hours of sloyd, 
and one and one-half hours of drawing each week. ‘The 
higher classes have also one hour, and the lower classes forty 
minutes per week in clay modelling. 

Through nature work we have tried to open the boys’ eyes 
to the world about them, and to make them love the birds 
and flowers. ‘They have shown an especial interest in birds. 
It has been so arranged that teachers can see individual boys 
after school hours, in order so to gain a stronger hold upon 
them. 

The grading of classes has proved a difficult problem. In 
the first place their membership is constantly changing, as 
boys are admitted to the institution or discharged from it. 
In the second place a large percentage of the boys come to 
us from ungraded classes in the city schools, while the 
majority of those from graded classes are below grade, and 
have no good foundation to build upon. Such boys cannot 
be taught in large classes. The teaching should be almost 
wholly individual. Our most useful work may, therefore, be 
in laying this good foundation, and in repairing weak places. 
The boys for whom this has been done may return to the 
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city schools not advanced in grade, though better fitted for 
grade work. 

In many cases, nevertheless, we do succeed in advancing 
the boys to a higher grade. 

Library. — For outside reading thirty books were formerly 
sent from the West Roxbury branch of the Public Library. 
Now we have a deposit of 200 books from the Central 
Library, fifty of which are exchanged each month. 

Vacation School. — During last summer a vacation school, 
lasting seven weeks, held morning sessions for five days 
each week. ‘The boys were arranged in twelve sections, 
to secure small classes. The subjects taught were music, 
drawing and color work, sloyd, clay modelling, cooking, 
gymnastics and nature work. The younger classes had 
paper work and kindergarten sloyd, and every boy had an 
hour’s lesson in sewing each week. Weekly talks were 
also given in geography upon the general topic, “ Our 
Country,” with a view to lead the boys to become intel- 
higent and loyal citizens. 


MEpDICAL REPORT. 


Dr. JAMES S. STONE, 
Secretary of the Medical Staff: 


DEAR Str,— The general health of the boys during the 
past year has been good. ‘There have been no infectious or 
contagious diseases with the exception of one case of typhoid 
fever which was sent to the Boston City Hospital and which 
made a good recovery. ‘There have been, however, several 
cases of malaria which can be accounted for by the proximity 
to the river, and also by the unfilled swamps on the school 
grounds. Itis hoped that the proposed filling of the swamps 
will diminish the number of cases of this disease. 

The “ Hospital” has received part of the medical supplies 
of the “ Marcella-street Home” and, as a result, it is neces- 
sary to buy very few drugs at retail and the efficiency of 
the service is increased. 

Since last August every boy has been subjected to a 
thorough physical examination. This is a very valuable 
means of discovering any abnormality which can be remedied 
such as poor eyes and ears, and which may have some bearing 
on truancy. It is intended that any physical defects be cor- 
rected if possible, and that the physical condition of each boy 
at the beginning and at the expiration of his term be kept on 
record. Although too few examinations have been made to 
be of value as statistics, a comparison of the average height 
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and weight of the “ Parental School Boy” with the average 
“ Boston School Boy ” may be of interest.

THE LAUNDRY. 


Before November last, our laundry was doing between 
6,000 and 7,000 pieces per month. Most of the officers’ fine 
work was sent to outside laundries at owner’s expense. One 
woman, assisted by the relief matron when possible, and by 
five or six boys, did the work. Since the first of November 
all the inmates’ work and practically all the officers’ work, 
both flat and fine, of both the House of Reformation and the 
Parental School, has been done here. The number of pieces 
now done each month is nearly 20,000. A man and two 
women are employed all the time, and one woman by the 
day about eight days of the month. Employment is given 


* 
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to twelve boys. 
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During the months of November,-December 


and January 28,352 pieces were done for the House of 
Reformation, for which a charge of $719.10 was made.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT OF THE 
PLACING-OUT DEPARTMENT FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING JANUARY 831, 1899. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


For many years the city has successfully pursued the plan 
of placing its minor wards in families under indenture, agree- 
ment or adoption, when their own home influences and sur- 
roundings were of such a character that their removal was 
conducive to the child’s best interests. These minor wards 
consist of three classes, viz.: Dependent children and 
neglected children (these being boys and girls who, from 
poverty and neglect, are committed to your care), and 
juvenile offenders (boys) released on probation from the 
House of Reformation. 


INVESTIGATION OF APPLICATIONS FOR RELEASE AND 
ADMISSION. 


Release. 


Full minutes of the investigation of applications for the 
release of children under your care in the several institutions 
are preserved in the files of the agency as vouchers to sup- 
port the reports that are made. ‘They include the investiga- 
tions made on applications from parents or friends for the 
release of children from the Parental School, House of 
Reformation, Marcella-street Home and the Boarding-Out 
Division. They are important, because they relate to the 
vital question of release of children under discipline and 
instruction.

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The investigation of the families of all children that have 
been in the custody of this department for two years and 
over, and for whose release application has not been made by 
relatives and friends, has been undertaken. Out of twenty 
cases thus far investigated, four children were returned to 
their parents, or to relatives, by order of the Trustees. 


Admission. 


Applications for the admission of dependent children are 
made at the office. It is our intention to have them carefully 
and thoroughly investigated. Much time is given to some 
of them. The home of the applicant is in every case visited 
by an agent or visitor, and the clergy, private and public 
charitable societies, and others having knowledge of the 
family in the case, are interviewed. The agent then reports 
on the advisability of receiving or refusing to admit the child.

BOARDING HoMEs. 


The boarding out of all indigent and neglected children in 
families in country towns was the cause of the closing of the 
Marcella-street Home in November last. Great care has 
been used in selecting boarding places, and no child was 
placed where the few dollars maintenance money obtained 
was apparently the only object in taking the child. It has 
been proved that these children need the influence of a good 
home in some respectable family more than the discipline of 
an institution. ‘They are introduced into families of which 
they become a part; they are brought into contact with per- 
sons willing to lend a helping hand, thereby fitting them for 
usefulness by family training. Should the child be one for 
whom we are temporarily caring on account of the misfor- 
tune of the parents, the trainmg he would receive while 
boarding could not fail to be beneficial. We can easily pro- 
cure the child when the parents are in a proper condition to 
receive him.

FREE HoMES FOR CHILDREN. 


In seeking free homes for children it has been our purpose 
to select those that would be permanent. It works badly to 
change places often, and the child who is shifted from one 
family to another acquires no affection for either, and finds 
no place it can call home. 

Unless adopted he is placed on condition that he shall 
receive wages for his services when competent, and the 
right is reserved to remove any child and place him elsewhere 
if said conditions are not complied with. Many, however, 
are allowed to remain without compensation when educa- 
tional advantages or other inducements are offered. 

Each child, whether at board or indentured, is required to 
attend school as the law requires. 

(See paragraph No. 2, directions to persons having children 
on indenture, and paragraph No. 4, ditto, at board.) 

Many of the indentured boys and girls have accumulated 
savings varying in amounts from ten to two hundred dollars, 
which have been deposited in savings banks. The _ total 
- amount to their credit January 1, 1899, was $2,842. 


VISITATION. 


The requirements in reference to the visitation of children 
are that every child supported by the city outside of its 
institutions, or who has been indentured or placed in the 
temporary charge of any person by authority, shall be visited 
by an agent of this department, those for whom board is 
paid, every six weeks, and those on indenture, every quarter, 
and oftener if necessary. 

All of the visitors are given a list of children with whom 
they may become intimately acquainted. They make a 
written report of each visit to the General Agent, who in 
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turn presents it to the Trustees for inspection. All such 
reports are kept filed with the child’s history and record in 
an individual envelope.

The only way of learning the exact condition of a child so 
placed is by personal visits. The purpose is to obtain a 
watchful care over the young children placed in families, and 
- see that in all cases those who assume control over them are 
held to a strict accountability for the treatment of the child. 
Agents are instructed to hold private interviews with children 
whenever they deem it necessary. By frequent visits and 
correspondence the agency is kept constantly informed of 
their condition. 

When visits are made during school hours the visitor calls 
at the school as well as at the home in which the child is 
placed, interviewing both teacher and child. 

The pastor of the family or of the locality in which a child 
resides is visited when necessary to obtain information.

Of the five homes with over five children, the following 
may be said: ‘These homes have been established in the 
country for those children who need special care or training. 
In none of these does the number of children exceed eight 
at any one time, and a less number is preferred. In one of 
these homes, consisting of two houses with land adjoining, 
one house has been occupied by big girls, defective in intel- 
lect or hard to control, who remain there temporarily, or 
until a private home adapted to their needs is found. Girls 
waiting admission to the School for Feeble-Minded, or to other 
institutions, are retained here until a vacancy occurs. In the 
other of these two houses are placed delicate infants and 
other young children needing special care. No boys over 
three years of age are placed in this home. Each child oc- 
cupies a separate bed, and the older girls separate rooms. 
Those of school age, not mentally deficient, attend school, 
and each girl is taught to do different branches of light 
housework. 
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Another home near the city is used for those children of 
both sexes, who heed out-treatment at hospitals, or individual 
care at home, which they obtain under a trained nurse. All 
children with contagious skin diseases are placed to board in 
families where only children of that class are cared for. In 
these homes the children are under medical treatment, and 
particular attention is given to their diet and cleanliness. 


HovusE oF REFORMATION. 


Minority inmates of the school are retained in the institu- 
tion until they have obtained the “ Honor Grade.” The 
term of detention has varied from one to three years. When 
an inmate has reached the “ Honor Grade,” and has been re- 
leased from the school on probation, he goes into the care of 
the Placing-Out Division. The home of his parents or rela- 
tives is visited by an agent of the department before his 
release, and a report is made on the character of the home or 
the place proposed for him, and if it is considered undesira- 
ble, a home and employment are found for him elsewhere, or 
he is indentured in the country. By the terms of his com- 
mitment he is subject to recall for any violation of his proba- 
tion, and it is required that he be kept under strict supervision 
during the remainder of his term. 

Some of the best results of our work with this class of 
boys are least conspicuous. ‘Those who become successful 
and good citizens do not publish the fact that they are gradu- 
ates of a reform school, but the city gets the benefit of their 
good character, even if the school does not get the credit. 

A more detailed account of this branch of the work will 
be found in the report of Agent Hosmer on page 64.

REPORT OF THE SUMMER HOSPITAL FOR 
INFANTS. 


; Boston, February 1, 1899, 
To the Trustees for Children : 


As Superintendent of the Summer Hospital at Rainsford 


Island, I make my report to the Children’s Institutions 
Department : 
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On June 9, 1898, the Summer Hospital was opened for 
the season, for sick infants under two and a half years of 
age. 
ic he general plan of the hospital was practically the same 
as in the previous years, and consisted of the training of gradu- 
ate nurses and nursery maids in caring for sick infants. 
The nurses were thoroughly drilled in an excellent food room 
to prepare the food for the patients, and under the super- 
vision of skilled trained nurses to bathe and nurse sick 
infants. This part of the work is of the greatest importance 
to the community at large, and was much appreciated by the 
nurses. Dr. Joshua C. Hubbard, at the Hospital, and Dr. 
Joseph B. Howland, at the wharf in Boston, did most efficient 
work, and the good which was done to the sick infants of 
Boston was great and very satisfactory. 

Especial thanks should be given to Miss C. W. Caytord 
and Miss H. W. Aubin, for the remarkably systematic work 
which they directed and accomplished in the varied details 
and emergencies arising in this kind of work.

Children above the school age will be expected to attend 
school winters, whenever convenient. 
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3. Children shall receive religious instruction, attending the 
church of their own faith, whenever possible, and shall be taught 
the importance of truthfulness, honesty and purity, in word and 
deed. 

4, Suitable recreation shall be given children in accordance with 
the best judgment of the family with whom they are placed, but the 
practice of going out evenings shall not be encouraged. 

5. Children shall be provided with suitable and comfortable 
clothing for each season of the year, which shall be kept clean and 
in good repair, and subject to the inspection of the visitor. 

6. It is expected and desired that each child will regularly cor- 
respond with some agent of the department, and that these letters 
will not be subject to the inspection of the family with whom the 
child is placed. All communication with parents or friends shall be 
forwarded through this agent. 

7. Should a child be taken ill the department must be promptly 
notified. Simple remedies, such as would be used for one’s own 
child in a similar case, may be used, but if the illness is serious and 
of a nature which requires immediate attention you are instructed 
to employ your family physician. Should it necessitate the con- 
tinued care of a physician, you will receive instruction from the 
department. If after placing children out they prove delicate, it 
may be deemed wise to return them for hospital treatment, replacing 
them with stronger ones. 

The object of these directions is to avoid large bills for medical 
attendance. 

8. Should a child prove unfitted fora place, he may be removed, 
but on no account shall he be allowed to leave h place without 
the consent of the department. Should this occur, no time shall be 
lost in notifying the department.

Sir,—I have the honor to transmit herewith, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 8, section 24, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, a report of the receipts, expenditures 
and transactions of this department for the financial year 
ending January 81, 1899. 

During the past year the mortgage department has been 
entirely renovated and refitted with new desks, incandescent 
lights, and fireproof bookcases, making it now one of the 
finest offices in City Hall, and much more convenient for the 
public. 

There were 65 meetings held by the Board of Aldermen 
during the year. 

Of the orders passed by the Board 24 were vetoed, and 
with two exceptions the vetoes were sustained. One of the 
orders passed over the veto was in relation to the ringing of 
bells at sunrise, noon, and sunset on national holidays. The 
number of thoroughfares laid out as public streets and re- 
ported to this office by the Board of Street Commissioners 
was 86, not including 7 public alleys.

FLAGS, ROPES AND STAKES. 


The flag on City Hall was displayed every day during the 
past year, Sundays excepted. 

The flags were displayed on the public grounds on Febru- 
ary 12, Lincoln’s Birthday; February 22, Washington’s 
Birthday ; March 17, Evacuation Day; April 19, Patriots’ 
Day ; April 27, Grant’s Birthday; from May 7 to August 18 
they were displayed continuously on account of the war with 
Spain; September 2, 8 and 4, in honor of the visit of the 
American War Vessels to Boston Harbor; September 5, 
Labor Day; September 17, Anniversary of the Settlement of 
Boston ; and on January 17, Franklin’s Birthday. 

During the past year the Jamaica Plain staff has been 
re-established, a new lower mast having been provided ; three 
new staffs were also erected at Andrews and Peabody squares, 
and Fellows-street playground. Some repairs are necessary 
to the Lewis park and Sullivan square staffs the coming 
year. ‘There are now twenty-two flag-staffs located as fol- 
lows:

The customary use of the ropes and stakes were made the 
past year on May 30, Memorial Day; June 17, Bunker Hill 
Day; June 28, Farragut Day; July 4, Independence Day; 
during the entire season at the Sunday concerts on the 
Common and Marine Park; during the several parades of the 
militia through the streets on their way to the front ; Septem- 
ber 5, Labor Day, and in addition to the above occasions the 
ropes and stakes were used several times for military and 
other organizations in various localities. 


REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
twelve reviews of military or, other organizations by the 
Mayor in front of City Hall. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


In accordance with a vote of the City Council, arrange- 
ments were made to open the Council Chamber on election 
nights, for the announcements of the State and City election 
returns to the members of the City Government and press. 
To perform this duty required the services of about twenty- 
three extra clerks and messengers, six extra telephones, and 
four large blackboards; about twenty police officers were 
detailed to preserve order in the building on account of the 
great number of persons that always congregate in and about 
the City Hall on election nights. 


UsE oF CouNcIL CHAMBER. 


By order of the Common Council the use of its chamber 
was granted to: the Board of Assessors for holding their 
annual sessions; to the Board of Street Commissioners for 
public hearings, and to the Board of Election Commissioners 
for public hearings and recounts. 


“THE City RECORD.’ 


The total receipts from subscriptions and sales of ‘The 
City Record” by this department during the past year was 
$242.02. 

THANKS TENDERED. 

I desire to hereby express my thanks to the Board of Police 
for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details 
of police during the past year on ordinary and special occa- 
sions. 

I also desire to thank the Superintendent of Streets for the 
prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard and sidewalks 
around City Hall during the winter months, and also the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds for the excellent care and 
maintenance of the grounds in front of City Hall. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the aldermanic chamber and 
anteroom be painted, as both rooms need it very much. 

A large committee room is very much needed, as the 
aldermanic room has to be used, it being the only available 
place at the present time. 


EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed, and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger, and 
four police officers who attended the meetings of the Common 
Council, was twenty-five. 

There is a sergeant and twelve police officers at present 
assigned to City Hall, under the direction of this department, 
to protect the building and preserve order therein, who receive 
a salary from the Police Department; the night men are re- 
quired to patrol the building each hour, and the Collector’s 
and Treasurer’s offices every half-hour of the night and on 
Sundays and holidays, in order to discover any fires or any 
leaks in the water and gas-pipes, and are obliged to visit 
forty-three signal stations in different parts of the building 
during their tour of duty, the same being recorded on a 
watchman’s clock located in this office.

Str,— In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work, 
etc., of this department for the financial year ending January 
mi, Lov. 

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 
was 81, classified as follows:

These committees have had referred to them nearly three 
thousand petitions, orders, remonstrances and communica- 
tions of various kinds, and a very large percentage have been 
acted upon and reported to the City Council. 

The aldermanic committee on public improvements and the 
joint committee on claims have transacted the largest amount 
of business. The number of claims considered and acted 
upon by the latter committee was 256, requiring for settle- 
ment the sum of #44,678.63. 

The joint special committees on Memorial Day, Seven- 
teenth of June, Fourth of July and Labor Day performed their 
duties in the customary manner, and with general satisfaction, 
and the standing committees of the Board of Aldermen on 
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electric wires, railroads, licenses and state aid have each had 
a large amount of work assigned them. 

Among the more important matters acted upon by com- 
mittees were the revision of the ordinances, which was con- 
ducted by the committee on ordinances, being the twelfth 
revision since 1827; the assessment plan for street watering 
reported by the committee on street department; and the 
extension of the building hmits, which was given careful and 
extended consideration by the committee on building depart- 
ment. 

A number of public hearings were given during the year, 
the most noteworthy being on the subjects of head-coverings 
in theatres, bicycle path across Boston Common, and a new 
telephone company franchise. 


LICENSED MINORS. 


The subject of licensing minors was given a good deal of 
consideration during the past year. At the beginning of the 
Spanish war the demand for newspapers was so great that a 
very large number of boys were attracted by the chance of 
profit, and being so difficult of control the regulation requir- 
ing licenses was suspended during the period of the war. At 
the date of writing a new system is about to be put in opera- 
tion, which doubtless, with the co-operation of the Police 
Department, will have the effect of placing practically all the 
boys engaged in the newspaper and bootblacking business 
under effective control.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


Boston, February 20, 1899. 
Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In compliance with the requirements of Section 24 
of Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners respectfully submits its annual report 
for the year 1898. 

We are pleased to state that the work of the department 
during the past year was carried on not only within the 
appropriation allowed by the City Council, but that a sub- 
stantial balance remained to the credit of this department. 
This result was due principally to two causes. One of these 
was because there was less than the usual activity prior to 
both the State and City elections, and in consequence the 
number of registered voters was smaller by about four thou- 
sand than in the previous year, which was the basis of our 
estimate of probable expenditure during 1898. This vear 
the voting-list for the city election contained the names of 
98,457 male voters. Another cause which contributed to 
the reduced expenditure was the effect of the act of the last 
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Legislature which provided that there should be no supple- 
mentary assessment after October 1. 

There was very little supplementary registration in conse- 
quence, after this date, which made it unnecessary to add to 
the office force, as has heretofore been required in order to 
properly attend to registration and the other work of the 
office, at this, the busiest season of the year. In other ways, 
too, we have reduced expenses, and our efforts have been 
directed towards an economical administration of the depart- 
ment in every respect. 

The laws governing the conduct of caucuses and elections 
are now in a much more satisfactory condition since the pas- 
sage of Chapter 548 of the Acts of 1898, commonly known as 
the “ Election Act of 1898.” This codification has been of 
great assistance in carrying on the work of the office, con- 
densing and simplifying laws which previously in many 
respects were confusing and unsatisfactory. 


CAUCUSES AND ELECTIONS. 


During the year, in addition to the seven caucuses and 
two elections usually held, there have been two special cau- 
cuses and elections to fill vacancies in the Legislature, one in 
the eleventh Suffolk Representative District caused by the 
resignation of the incumbent to accept a high Federal office, 
and the other caused by the death of the senator from the 
Second Suffolk Senatorial District. 

The caucuses were uniformly conducted in an orderly 
manner and the returns were generally made with prompt- 
ness and accuracy. Yet there is room for improvement in 
this respect in some portions of the city where the delay in 
forwarding the returns is very great and the inaccuracies 
in such returns are beyond understanding. We recognize the 
fact that at the fall caucuses in some of the wards. more 
votes are cast than at the subsequent elections, the great 
number of votes being caused by the large field of candidates 
striving for the nomination to the Legislature or the Common 
Council, or by the efforts of interested parties to secure 
delegates favorable to certain candidates for other elective 
offices. As the returns from these largely attended caucuses 
are not received until hours after the polls are closed, it 
cannot be claimed that lack of time is an excuse for the fail- 
ure of the officers to make an accurate return of the result. 
To the credit of the caucus officers at most of these large 
caucuses it must be said that their returns are on the whole 
accurately made. 
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In the conduct of elections, too, there has been much to 
commend in the work of the election officers. We are fortu- 
nate in having at our service a large number of citizens who 
have had experience as election officers and who respond 
willingly to the demand made upon them for further service. 
The work of such officers is highly satisfactory, and were it 
not for the fact that a large minority of them is composed of 
men totally inexperienced in such work there would in our 
opinion be little to criticise in the work of the election 
officers. 

In one instance during the past year the returns of the 
election officers were of such a character as to call for inquiry 
and investigation by this Board. In this case the returns 
were so grossly inaccurate that all the election officers from 
the precinct were summoned before the Board and separately 
examined with a view to ascertaining and fixing the responsi- 
bility for the flagrant errors in the returns. The result of 
the examination by us was far from satisfactory, and was 
such as to leave in our minds some doubt as to whether one 
or two of such election officers acted honestly in the dis- 
charge of their duty, and we believed it to be our duty under 
the circumstances to report the matter to the District A ttor- 
ney for such action by him as might be called for. 

After a thorough examination by him of all the facts he 
concluded that the errors and inaccuracies were due to care- 
lessness and neglect rather than to any criminal intent, and 
no proceedings therefore were instituted against them. We 
failed utterly to understand after careful oral and written 
instructions had been given these officers, two of whom had 
served in a Similar capacity before, how they could have 
made such gross errors. 

We desire to reiterate our opinion, emphatically expressed 
in the report of last year that the appointment of deputy 
election officers, as now required by law, is unnecessary and 
the saving of the amount paid to them for practically no 
service would be asubstantial one. If the number of polling- 
places in the city should be increased, as is called for by 
many citizens, and which seems to us to be desirable in the 
interest of a more prompt canvass and return of votes we 
believe that the polling-places would be properly manned by 
a warden, clerk and two inspectors in each precinct, instead 
of four inspectors as at present. 

This further reduction in the force of election officers in 
each precinct would save a large sum of money, and this 
change would be especially beneficial if the number of polling- 
places is increased. 
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We have noticed the past year a very great improvement 
in the preparation of nomination papers for candidates to be 
placed upon the official ballot, and we believe that the politi- 
cal committees and candidates now fully understand the 
importance of exercising great care in the preparation of 
such nomination papers and that they are solicitous to fulfil 
the requirements of law in this respect. 


RECOUNTS. 


Again we must call attention to the great abuse of the right 
to petition for recounts. No other State in the country gives 
such latitude in the right to petition in this regard. The past 
year has been simply a repetition of the experience of this 
Board in previous years. <A very large number of petitions 
for recounts have been presented and acted upon where the 
difference in the return of votes did not justify such peti- 
tions, even under the most liberal view of the law. While the 
law, without the desired limitations, accords citizens the right 
to petition for recount of votes, such petitions will be numer- 
ous and must be acted upon. Could not some discretion be 
vested in this board? We understand that a proposition to 
bring about a change is now before the legislature, and 
we hope it will be favorably received. The abuse of the 
right to petition exists specially as regards caucuses, and is 
not generally felt at election recounts. ‘The latter as a rule 
are justifiable. 

During the past two years we have discovered a growing 
tendency in some localities, where politics are very active, no 
matter what condition exists elsewhere, to make use of 
pasters or ballots at caucuses, and when this was done within 
the statute, as we construed it, and in the absence of objections, 
the names so pasted were counted at all recounts held by us. 
This evil assumed greater proportions during the past year 
in these localities, and at the recounts following the fall 
caucuses objections were raised to counting blanket pasters 
which contained the names of all persons on the official bal- 
lot, and only those names, and which were so prepared that 
they could be marked by interested parties outside the 
polling-place, taken into the voting compartment by the 
voter, and pasted on or over the official ballot, given to him 
by the caucus officer. These blanket pasters in size of type 
and other respects were very similar to the official ballots. 

After a careful consideration of the objections we decided 
them to be well taken, and refused to count such blanket 
pasters. We were of the opinion that they were not within

the law, and most palpably were an evasion of the spirit and 
intent of the Australian system of voting. At the time we 
prepared a full statement of our findings and our grounds 
therefor, which was printed in the daily papers. We are 
gratified to state that since our action, as above set forth, 
there has been no attempt to use blanket pasters at any 
caucus in the city. 

The general recount after the last city election was con- 
ducted by this department under much more favorable cir- 
cumstances than ever before. A large hall was secured in 
the immediate vicinity of our offices. where sufficient floor 
space was available fortwelve tables, at each of whichtwo clerks 
were detailed to count the votes. We were enabled thereby 
to finish the work in four days instead of six as heretofore, and. 
there was room not only for each of the numerous candi- 
dates affected by the petitions to be present and watch the 
count, but enabled us to allow each of the political com- 
mittees of the two leading parties to have a representative 
present at each table. The recount proceeded without fric- 
tion and we think to the entire satisfaction of the parties 
interested. We were so favorably impressed with the suc- 
cess of the change that we shall not in the future attempt to 
carry on as heretofore a general recount of the votes of the 
city in the small and ill-ventilated room which forms one of 
our offices for the general business of the department. 


ELECTION BOOTHS AND POLLING—PLACES. 


As was stated in our last annual report would be neces- 
sary, we were called upon this year to provide a large number 
of voting-booths to take the place of the seventy-five or 
more school-houses which previously the School Committee 
had allowed to be used as polling-places at elections. We 
have been obliged to vacate the school buildings for reasons 
which then seemed to us good and sufficient. After an in- 
vestigation which lasted for a year we concluded to purchase 
one hundred booths to be made of thin corrugated steel, and 
bids were publicly advertised, a loan of $30,000 for such 
booths and the furniture required therefor having been 
authorized by the City Council. Among the many competi- 
tors the Van Dorn Iron Works Company of Cleveland, Ohio, 
were the successful bidders and the contract was awarded to 
them. The booths were of a pattern, and, built of material 
similar to the booths used in other cities of the country at the 
fall elections, and: we were informed that these booths had 
been used in a western city at an election in February, and

that they proved to be suitable for use in cold weather. The 
new steel booths were constructed in Cleveland in parts, 
were put together in Boston under the careful supervision 
and inspection of the City Engineer’s Department, and were 
used for the first time at the State election early in No- 
vember. So far as we know no valid objection was then 
raised against them. At the city election in December 
the weather was unusually severe, and with zero tempera- 
ture the booths proved entirely unsuitable for voting 
purposes. Although the stove and fuel provided, we _ be- 
leved, would be sufficient to properly heat these booths, it 
proved insufficient, and the discomfort of the election officers 
on duty during the day, and in some cases well into the 
night, was very great. With a view to making these booths 
suitable for future use in cold weather, which may be reason- 
ably expected at the city election, we have recently caused 
four of them to be lined with wooden sheathing and by 
practical use at a special election held on February 7, 1899, it 
was demonstrated that with such a lining the booths will be 
available for use in the future. Thisimprovement is attended 
with so great an expense that it will be impossible to con- 
tinue it with all the booths within the appropriation this year 
allowed the department by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. The sum of $7,000 additional will be re- 
quired for the purpose. 

In the early spring of 1898, during ,the excitement caused 
by the prospect of a war with Spain, we were called upon 
by the Mayor at the request of the State authorities to have 
the old booths ready to be used as temporary barracks for 
our troops when the call came for their enlistment into the 
service of the country. The summons came soon after, aid 
the fifty-six knock-down wooden buildings, all in first-class 
condition, constituting our whole equipment, were turned over 
to the State. Most of them were sent to Fort Warren for 
the use of the First Regiment, while the remainder were 
loaned to the Naval Brigade. On the cessation of hostilities 
most of these booths were returned to us with a portion of 
the furniture and appointments loaned, but, as might natu- 
rally be expected, their condition was not the same as when 
they left our hands. ‘The expense of moving and repairing 
these buildings, which was large, was by agreement to be 
borne by the State. A statement of the full amount due the 
city has been submitted to the State authorities, a part only 
of which has been allowed and paid. Another demand came 
later for the use of these wooden buildings at the City Hos- 
pital, to care for the sick and convalescent soldiers returning 
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from active duty. We were also called upon to loan thirteen 
of these wooden booths to the Bath Department. They 
have not been returned to us, and no compensation has been 
paid for their use. These thirteen booths, with the twelve 
now remaining on the hospital grounds, will be greatly needed 
another year for election purposes. Without them we shall 
be seriously embarrassed. In the situation in which we found 
ourselves in the early autumn of 1898, having an insufficient 
number of booths, including the new steel buildings, for poll- 
ing-places, we were obliged to have twenty new wooden 
buildings constructed. These new wooden booths are of a 
smaller size than the old ones, but are amply sufficient. 
Their first cost is much less, and as they can be moved with- 
out being taken to pieces, as is necessary with the old booths, 
there will be a substantial saving in this regard. 

If funds are provided to make the steel ‘booths comfort- 
able in cold weather, as above suggested, we shall not be 
obliged to’provide additional accommodations for polling-places. 
Otherwise it will be necessary to have more of these wooden 
booths constructed at an expense of $175 apiece, unless we 
secure from the School Committee again the right to use a 
sufficient number of school buildings. As stated above, we 
believed in 1897 that the objections of the School Committee 
to the use of their buildings for election purposes were rea- 
sonable; but the conditions are now changed, and in the 
present financial condition of the city, we believe, rather than 
incur the large expense of building new booths or hiring 
stores or houses which we have found cannot be done at 
reasonable prices, that the School Committee should allow 
the use on election days of some of their buildings for poll- 
ing-places. It should be said, too, in this connection that 
many citizens have complained the past year because they 
were not allowed to vote in school-houses as heretofore, which 
they claim are much more comfortable and suitable than the 
voting-booths. 


JURORS. 


The present system of preparing the jury-list by this Board 
seems on the whole to meet with the approval of the public, 
and secures men of the character and intelligence desired for 
such service. ‘The selection of names is made by us during 
the months of January and February in each year as provided 
by law, and the jury-list for the year 1899 will be submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen prior to March 1 for its approval. 

The names are selected by us from the general register of 
voters, which is each year prepared from the returns of the 
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assessors submitted to us between May 1 and July 1. Asa 
rule, we do not consult the supplementary registration in 
selecting names for jurors, as it is so largely made up from 
the floating population of the city, which class is not desirable 
to draw upon for jurors. There has been some surprise mani- 
fested that names drawn by the Board of Aldermen from the 
jury-list prepared by us prove in some cases to be those of 
non-residents. When these persons appear in court in 
response to the summons this fact is disclosed, and they are 
for this reason excused as they are exempt from such service 
in this city. All such cases when brought to our attention 
are investigated, and in no instance has it been found to be an 
error chargeable to us. ‘These persons were residents of the 
city on May 1, according to the returns of the assessors, and 
having been on the voting-list the previous year their names 
were continued on the list. They acquired a residence else- 
where by moving out of the city between May 1 and the time 
when they were drawn as jurors, which may have been more 
than a year later, as the jury-list prepared by us in January 
and February is the list for the twelve months following. 
The only remedy for this which occurs to us, and that is only 
a partial one, is to amend the law so that this Board shall be 
required to select the names at an earlier date, say in July or 
August. In this event six months would be gained in the 
preparation of the list. In the autumn months the other 
work of the department is so great that it would be a difficult 
matter to properly prepare the jury-list at that time. 

The exemptions from jury service allowed by law include 
so large a body of citizens that we believe such exemptions 
should be reduced. We see no good and sufficient reason 
why members of the volunteer militia and of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company should be relieved from serving 
as jurors, and we believe that an advantage would be gained 
if the limit of age were increased from sixty-five to seventy 
years. We therefore recommend such changes in the law. 
As the term of service of jurors is now so short, we believe 
it would be wise and expedient to further change the law, so 
that a person shall be lable to be drawn and serve as a juror 
once in two years, instead of three years as at present. 


As the Ballot Law Commission of the City of Boston, we 
were called upon during the past year to hear and determine 
but a single case, which was not of special interest to the 
public. Objection was made to a nomination paper to fill a 
vacancy caused by the withdrawal of a caucus nominee in 
Ward 6, on the ground that no vote was passed by the

caucus authorizing the filling of such vacancy. The evidence 
was adjudged to be insufficient to sustain such objection. 

During the past year two complaints only for illegal regis- 
tration were filed in this department. Summons were issued 
in both cases, and hearings took places under the new method 
of procedure in such cases, established by the Legislature of 
1898. In one case the evidence was found to be sufficient 
to sustain the complaint, and a transfer of the person com- 
plained of was made from one precinct to another of the same 
ward. In the other case the evidence was deemed to be in- 
sufficient, and the complaint was dismissed. We believe the 
change in the method of procedure in these cases, above re- 
ferred to, was called for, after our experience in 1897, as was 
fully stated in our report for that year, and in which we sug- 
gested this change in the law among other changes, and gave 
the reasons therefor. It seemed to us only right and proper 
that at least forty-eight hours, instead of twenty-four hours, 
should be the minimum limit of time intervening between the 
issue of the summons and the date of hearing, in order that 
the person complained of should have time to answer the 
complaint; and the requirement that the complainant 
should be obliged to make out a prima facie case at least, in 
case of the non-appearance of the person complained of in re- 
sponse to the summons, we believed to be called for, in order 
that the procedure and the rules of evidence should conform 
more nearly to those of judicial proceedings. One important 
matter though was overlooked by the Legislature in consider- 
ing changes in the law in these cases. The complainant 
should be entitled to process to summon witnesses to sustain 
the complaint, and an adequate penalty should be attached to 
the failure to respond to such summons. 

We have herein referred to the Election Act of 1898 as 
being of great assistance to us in carrying on the work of 
this department. 

Though errors and omissions in this codification of the 
laws regulating caucuses and elections have come to our 
attention, they are of little importance and we did not feel 
called upon so soon to recommend to the present Legislature 
any changes in the law. We think though we should allude 
to one defect in the law which we encountered the past year. 

A recount of votes cast at a caucus resulted in a tie for the 
third place in the nomination for the Common Council. 
There was not sufficient time to call a new caucus, and the 
time for filing nomination papers had expired. ‘Two names 
only therefore could be placed upon the official ballot, instead 
of three to which the political party was entitled. A pro- 
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vision of law allowing the executive committee of the politi- 
cal party to fill a vacancy existing under such circumstances 
would be all that is required. 


EXPENSES. 


At the beginning of the year the Board submitted as an 
estimate of the probable expenditures of the department the 
sum of $145,000, but the City Council appropriated therefor 
the sum of $157,000. A further sum of $30,000 was pro- 
vided by special loan for the purchase of 100 steel voting- 
booths, and the furniture and fixtures required therefor. 

There has actually been expended by this department 
during the year 1898, chargeable, to the regular appropriation 
the sum of $130,190.67 ; and on account of the Special Loan 
for new voting-booths the sum of $29,595.73. There re- 
mained therefore to the credit of this department on the first 
account the sum of $6,809.33, and on the second account 
the sum of $404.27.

FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, City HALL, 
Boston, February 1, 1899. 
Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The following report of the expenses and operation 
of this department for the year ending January 31, 1899, is 
submitted : 

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing and 
superintending of the construction of new bridges, retaining- 
walls, city wharves, and such other public engineering works 
as the City Council may authorize; the making of such sur- 
veys, plans, estimates, statements and descriptions, and taking 
such levels as the city government or any of its depart- 
ments or committees may require; the custody of all surveys 
and plans relating to the laying-out, locating anew, altering, 
widening or discontinuing of streets; and the new engineer- 
ing construction for all departments of the city. He must 
be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil engineer 
would be of seryice. The office of the City Engineer was 
established by ordinance on October 31, 1850, and by chapter 
449 of the Acts of 1895. 

The Architectural Division of the Public Buildings De- 
partment was detached from that department January 13,1898, 
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and placed under the Engineering Department. The work of 
this division is that of a consulting or expertforce. It may be 
called upon by any department for technical advice on matters 
relating to building, heating or ventilation. Plans or specifi- 
cations for work to be done, in certain cases, by the Repair 
Division of the Public Buildings Department, are prepared 
by this division, which is also charged with a general super- 
vision of the work done by the Repair Division of the Pub- 
lic Buildings Department.

The annual inspection of all highway and foot-bridges has 
been made, together with special examinations when notified 
by the Superintendent of Streets of the progress of repairs. 

The management of all the bridges and draws between 
Cambridge and Boston, by the Acts of 1898, chapter 467, is 
vested in a board of two commissioners, which now has 
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charge of the following eight bridges, viz.: Canal, Harvard, 
Prison Point, West Boston, Cambridge street, Essex street, 
North Harvard street, and Western avenue to Cambridge ; 
one-half the cost of the aaa les of these bridges is paid 
by each of these cities. 

In the list of bridges those inated with a star (*) are 
over navigable waters, and are each provided with a draw, 
the openings in which are shown in a table in Appendix A. 
The widths of the openings have been measured for this 
report.

Agassiz-road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt in. 
1867-68. The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and is 
maintained in part by the City of Boston, and in part by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. Attention was called last year 
to the rusty condition of the under side of the floor beams 
and of the fence; also to the condition of the sidewalk plank- 
ing. Nothing has been done to change these conditions 
during the last year. They should be attended to this year. 
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Allston Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The fences and the 
ironwork below the flooring should be cleaned and painted as 
recommended in last year’s report. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Parkway, near Forest 
Mills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard pine. It was built in 1898, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The bridge has been sheathed 
during the year, and is now in good condition. 


Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
The fence on the southerly side has been rebuilt during the 
year, and the bridge is now in good condition. 


Athens-street Bridge (over New England Railroad ; Midland 
Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford &.R.). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The bridge is in 
poor condition; it should be stripped and painted, and the 
upper woodwork should be renewed, . ; 


Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is a steel-plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, and 
is now in good condition. It is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. The deck is in 
poor condition,and should be renewed, and the sidewalks 
should be replanked. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


. This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 

1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 1890 
for the convenience and at the expense of the Street Rail- 
way Company. ‘The ironwork below the floor of the west- 
erly roadway has been cleaned and painted, and new lower 
planking has been put in. The bridge is now in good con- 
dition. | 
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Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy fiver, in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 
15 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments 
of Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, and is now in good 
condition. The roadways of this bridge have been closed 
during a portion of the past year to enable a second span to 
be built over the new tracks leading to the South Station. 
Work is still in progress, and will be completed early this 
year. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven f Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge has been reported for a number of years to be 
in a poor condition, and only such repairs as seemed abso- 
lutely necessary to keep the bridge in a safe condition for 
travel, have been made. The removal of the railroad tracks 
under the, bridge during the coming year will, it is hoped, 
render it unnecessary to maintain this bridge for a much 
longer time. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1885. It is now in 
good condition. 


Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. As recom- 
mended last year it should be painted and the under-planking 
renewed. 
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Bolton-street Bridge (over New England Railroad ; Midland 
Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford h.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The fences 
should be repaired and painted; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 3 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany h.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. The ironwork 
below the floor of the bridge, although painted in 1895, is 
now very rusty. The sidewalk planking is very thin and 
should be renewed, and the facias should be repaired. 


Bridle-path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway): 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches ; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and arise of 9 
feet 6 inches; the side-arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. The 
bridge was temporarily strengthened in 1893, to allow clec- 
tric cars to use it, and the woodwork on the draw was re- 
newed in 1896. A part of the up-stream fender pier has 
been rebuilt, and ordinary repairs have been made ;_ the side- 
walks and the lower planking of the main bridge need 
repairs, the draw foundation should be pointed, and the fender 
piers need renewal. ‘The draw and draw foundation are in 
good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, builtin 1880-81. It will be rebuilt 
during the coming year in order to accommodate the changes 
required in the railroad tracks entering the new South 
Station. It is now closed except to foot travel. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. It is now in good 
condition. 
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Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in _ the 
Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach g¢ Lynn 
BAR.) 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sidewalks 
and bulkheads need repairing; otherwise the bridge is in 
fair condition. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
It was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost of 
maintenance. The draw has been provided with new chains 
and ordinary repairs have been made; repairs are needed on 
the sidewalks, piers and fender guards and the bridge should 
be painted; on the Boston side the deck plank on the main 
bridge and draw should be renewed, the abutment and water- 
way should be repaired, and the piling under the draw should 
be strengthened; on the Cambridge side the stringers need 
additional fastenings near the ends of the draw arms and 
one draw arm should be renewed. 


Canal or Craigie’s Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The 
bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, and 
again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in the 
care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge 
bridges. About one-half of the sidewalk and sidewalk bulk- 
head on the north side of the Cambridge end of the bridge 
was rebuilt, an additional line of stringers was placed under 
the south sidewalk of the Boston end of the bridge, and 
considerable paving has been relaid. The sidewalks, side- 
walk bulkheads and fencing that have not recently been 
rebuilt are poor, and need rebuilding; additional stringers 
are needed near the draw and some pile work is needed 
near the ends of the bridge, some of the spur-shores need 
refitting; the roadway should be repaved between the tracks ; 
the up-stream fender guard is in a very poor condition; the 
draw and draw pier need extensive repairs. 
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Castle Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary foot-bridge, built im 1892, and is 
maintained by the Park Department. It connects the 
Marine park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a 
draw, so that if desired by the United States authorities, the 
island can be cut off from the shore; during the past year 
the draw was run off, and the bridge was closed to travel, as 
Castle Island was used for defensive purposes during the 
war with Spain. Repairs have been made on the fence and 
flooring; repairs are needed on the fence and planking, and 
the fence should be painted; otherwise the bridge is in fair 
condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
; Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. A new sidewalk has 
been built on the up-stream. side of the bridge, and several 
breaks in the deck have been repaired. ‘The woodwork of 
the roadway is in very poor condition; the bridge should be 
stripped and painted and the woodwork renewed. 


Charles-river Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. The 
present bridge was built in 1854-55; the draw was built in 
1870. This bridge will remain in use but a few months 
longer as that portion which lies between the harbor lines 
will be removed on the completion of Charlestown bridge; 
only minor repairs have been made on this bridge; the main 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens over Boston § Albany 
R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. It has been closed part of the 
year on account of the construction of the bridge over Ips- 
wich street. It is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston § Maine R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city; the 
remainder by the railroad company. The wheel-guard on 
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the bridge is too narrow, the fences need repairing and paint- 
ing; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Ghannce Mystie River). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-3. ‘The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundation were built in 1895. General 
repairs have been made. ‘The bridge needs painting, and the 
sidewalk planking needs small repairs; the old fender guard 
is in poor condition; otherwise the bridge is in good con- 

dition. 


Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge were built in 1802-3. The piles of the present bridge 
were driven, and the draw was built in 1877. That part 
of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
grade, and the draw was raised in 1895. General repairs- 
have been made. The fender guards and the top of the pier 
are in poor condition; the fences should be painted, and 
the sidewalk brackets and facias on the draw need repairing ; 
otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from Kast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; 
the original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 
1873, and again in 1894-95. The bridge has been painted, 
and is in good condition. 


Cireuit-drive Bridge (over Searboro’ Pond, in Franklin 
Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1898, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Columbus-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876-77. The ironwork 
below the floor is very rusty and the under planking should 
be renewed... But as the changes required on this bridge to 
accommodate the new tracks to the South Station have not 
been made this work can well be postponed for another year. 
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Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The present bridge was built in 1875. The draw has been 
planked with three-inch hard pine; this bridge is in poor 
condition; the draw and most of the woodwork above the 
piles should be renewed. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in The Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It has 
been sheathed during the year, and-is now in good condition. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron turn-table draw on 
a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-5. Theiron work 
under the draw has been painted, some of the spur-shores 
have been refitted, and a portion of the sidewalk and roadway 
has been rebuilt. The Boston Electric Light Company put a 
cable box under the channels and pier and beside the bridge; 
and in connection with this work they tore up and rebuilt a 
portion of the pier; the up-stream end of the pier was 
rebuilt in connection with the work on Summer-street bridge. 
Those parts of the sidewalks not recently rebuilt and part of 
the roadway flooring are in very poor condition. The track 
circles are much worn, the roadway paving and the fender 
guards are in poor condition and the top of the pier is in a 
dangerous condition. The draw should be provided with 
new tracks, the lower chord should be uncovered, examined, 
repaired if necessary, and be painted; the top of the pier 
should be rebuilt; the centre of the bridge and part of the 
gutter and sidewalk should be uncovered; the poor timber 
and planking should be renewed, and the bridge repaved, and 
some repairs are needed on the cross bracing and fender 
guards. The bridge willsoon be widened twenty feet on the 
Boston end and filled solid as far as the harbor line. 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony Brook, West Roxbury). 


This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in 
good condition. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the ex- 
ception of the plate girders on the outside lines of the bridge, 
and some special construction under the sidewalks, the 
superstructure is composed of 20-inch steel beams filled 
between with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on 


, 
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which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The 
northerly sidewalk has been built and railings have been 
placed on the main girders; the sheet lead on the lower 
flanges of the beams has been torn off in places. The bridge 
is in good condition. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over flats, Hast Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. Some of the piles are commencing to decay. The 
cross-bracing is poor, and should be renewed where necessary. 
The flooring and the fences at the ends of the bridge need 
repairing ; otherwise, the bridge is in fair condition. 


Dartmouth-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford 
R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1878-79. The ironwork 
of this bridge should be thoroughly cleaned and painted as 
soon as the extensive changes made necessary by the re-ar- 
rangement of the railroad tracks shall be completed. 


Dorchester-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven and Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1859. It is principally 
maintained by the railroad company, and was repaired and 
put in fair condition in 1898. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 1805, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure resting on masonry piers was 
built. The sidewalk planking on the draw is poor and. 
should be renewed and the entire bridge should be painted. 
The planking on the face and top of the draw piers is in 
poor condition and should be repaired. 


Ellicott-arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 
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Essex-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge bridges; the city pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. It is a wooden pile bridge, with a 
wooden leaf draw, and was originally built in 1850; the draw 
was rebuilt in 1891. The woodwork above the piles was 
renewed in 1896, and this part of the bridge is in good con- 
dition. The water pipe has been removed from the up-stream 
side of the bridge, and new chains have been put on the 
draw; the draw, draw-way and piers should be replanked, 
the fender guard on the Cambridge side should be repaired, 
the curb irons on the Cambridge side need regulating, and 
the staging under the bridge on the Boston side needs 
strengthening. 


Hverett-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. It is in good condition, and needs only 
minor repairs to some of the woodwork. It should be painted 
during the present year. 


Federal-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The sidewalks and cen- 
tral ways on the draw need replanking, and the bridge needs 
painting. The draws work hard, part of the trouble arising 
from the driving of the piles by the Boston Terminal Com- 
pany at the rear of the foundation; this work raised part of 
the foundation 4% inches and crowded it out of position; the 
track should be lowered to its former level, the trucks should 
be thoroughly cleaned, and some of the rails may have to be 
realigned. The cross-bracing that has been damaged by float- 
ing piles should be repaired, and the piles that lodged in the 
bents under the bridge should be removed. (See page 107.) 


Fen Bridge (in the Fens). 
This bridge was built in 1891—92. It is in good condition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Altany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The lower planking 
is poor, and the ironwork below the floor should be cleaned 
and painted. ‘This is another bridge which has been closed 
to team travel during a portion of the year, on account of the 
changes incident to the rearrangement of the railroad tracks. 
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Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (an Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by 
the Park Department, and is in good condition. 


Gold-street Bridge (over New England Railroad). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890. The bridge has been opened for 
travel. The fences are badly cut; they should be repaired ; 
the bridge should be painted,. and the roadway should be 
resheathed; the walls need a little pointing. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The bridge should be redecked, 
the abutment should be repaired, and the bridge should be 
painted. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turn-table draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
Commissioners, one appointed from Boston, and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. The roadway has been sheathed during the 
year, and a bicycle path three feet wide at the curb on each 
side of the bridge has been built. The whole bridge should 
be painted this year. 


Harvard-street Bridge (over New England R.R.; Midland 
Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R., 
Dorchester). 


During the past year the city has built a sidewalk on the 
in-town side of the bridge; both sidewalks are supported by 
the city, the old part of the bridge being maintained by the 
railroad; the brickwork under the new walk is in poor con- 
dition, otherwise the sidewalks are in good condition. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-77 the abutments were rebuilt, and the bridge widened 
by the addition of two new girders. In 1896, in consequence 
of charges in the grade of the avenue, the floor was entirely 
rebuilt, the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted, and

new girders added for supporting the water pipes. The 
bridge is now in good condition. 


Ipswich-street Bridge (over Waterway in the Fens). 
See page 101. 


Irvington-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.f.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1892, and is now in 
good condition. Mason safety treads have been put on the 
stairways during the year. 


I-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. The draw-tender’s houses have been 
painted. Part of the draw foundation was damaged by a 
storm in November, 1898, and has been repaired. The asphalt 
walks are badly cracked and the ladder at the end of the 
down-stream pier is broken. ‘The bridge is in good con- 
dition. 

Leverett-pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 
feet 5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Leyden-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
A.R.). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1889. The roadway is | 
generally very dirty and should be cleaned oftener. It is in 
good condition. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The sidewalk 
planking is very thin, and should be renewed, and the entire 
bridge painted. 


Longwood-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and B. & A. 
Rk.) 

The old wooden bridge was closed to team traffic in April, 
1897, and the structure removed. A contract was made 
August 6, 1897, with Messrs. Woodbury & Leighton for a 
new masonry bridge, and the work was so far completed that 
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the avenue was opened again to public travel December 28, 
1898. Considerable work still remains to be done, but it is 
expected that early in the summer the new structure will be 
completed. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


The present structure was built in 1875, and the draw in 
1892. The ends of the pier have been strengthened, and a 
few general repairs have been made. ‘The bridge is in very 
poor condition, and should be rebuilt. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1893, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences are now in very poor condition, and should be 
rebuilt, and the girders painted this year. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It is in good con- 
dition with the exception of the lower planking, this should 
be renewed. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its hmits. This is an 
old iron bridge and is in a dangerous condition, and it should 
be replaced by a stone bridge; the iron girders have been 
painted. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from Hast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. 

The waterways have been repaired, the rods in the chords 
have been tightened, and other general work has been done. 
Additional repairs are needed on the waterways, the facias 
on the sidewalks are getting poor, the stringers and bulk- 
head at the Boston end of the channel need strengthening, 
the draw should be furnished with some new rack, the track 
is getting much worn, and one of the rods under the draw 
should be repaired. 
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Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widen- 
ing is an iron structure on stone columns. Small repairs 
have been made on the sidewalk. The bridge should be 
painted, the sidewalk planking should be renewed and 
additional stringers should be placed under the up-stream 
sidewalk; one of the cap stones over the first waterway is 
cracked. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71; this bridge is in poor 
condition. It has the only draw of importance in the city 
that is moved by hand power; the draw-pier is in poor con- 
dition, and is so low that it is covered with water at every 
high course of tides. At the Boston end the bridge was 
shortened about 22 feet, some of the fender-guards and 
about 60 feet of the bridge were rebuilt in connection 
with building the Dorchester avenue sea-wall. New side- 
walks have been built on the draw, the deck has been patched, 
and other general work has been done. ‘The sidewalks, 
roadway pavement and one of the fender guards are in very 
poor condition, the waterways are out of repair, the founda- 
tion of the house is in poor condition. The bridge should be 
rebuilt. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. ‘The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 
1877. The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and 
should be replaced by a turn-table draw. Only general 
repairs have been made. ‘The piers and fender-guards need 
extensive repairs, and the draw should be painted. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach g Lynn 
i.ht.). 
This is an iron bridge, builtin 1887-88, and is maintained 
by thesPark Department. The bridge is in good condition, 
except the roadway plank which should be renewed. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York 
New Haven § Hartford k.f.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. It is in good con- 

dition, excepting the concrete sidewalks, which should be 

resurfaced. : 
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North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintaims the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 

The Newtonville and Watertown Street Railway Company 
laid a track across the bridge last summer, and cars began 
runuing over it late in August, the bridge being previously 
strengthened by the railroad company by the addition of six 
piles, two new lines of stringers under the rails and three 
new draw arms, one other draw arm has also been renewed, 
and the sidewalk has been replanked. The bridge is in poor 
condition, the old arms still remaining in the draw; some of 
the piles and deck planking need renewal, the stringers have 
begun to decay; the wheel guard needs repairing; the paint- 
ing and the pier are in poor condition. 


North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, except the 
piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. The bridge is 
in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- | 
bridge bridges; the city pays one-half the cost of mainte- 
nance. Only ordinary repairs have been made. The abut- 
ment, piling, roadway plank and fence are in poor condition. 
This bridge should be replaced witha new and wider 
structure, more in keeping with the improvements being 
made in the vicinity. 


Prison-Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1883, and the present 
structure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, 
with an iron leaf draw. The bridge is in the care of the 
commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge bridges; the 
eity pays one-half the cost of maintenance. It is in poor 
condition. Only ordinary repairs have been made on the 
bridge. The draw, machinery, hinges, sidewalks and the 
woodwork on the main bridge near the channel need thorough 
repairing; the top of the pier also needs repairing; this 
bridge will probably be soon rebuilt at a higher grade, owing 
to the abolishing of the grade crossing of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. Some of the woodwork has 
been renewed, and the bridge is now in fair condition. 
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Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.L.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1871, although it was 
cleaned and painted in 1897, parts of it, particularly over 
the main tracks, are very rusty. The recommendation made 
in the reports for 1896 and 1897 is again renewed that 
the cast iron covering over the sidewalk girders, which has 
not been removed since the bridge was built, be taken off, so 
that a thorough examination can be made of the condition of 
these girders. 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part within 
its limits. It is in good condition. 


Stony-brook Bridge (an the Fens). 


This is an ornamental brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-92, and maintained by the Park 
Department. It is in good condition. 


Swett-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875, as temporary 
structures ; the westerly bridge has a new 4-inch spruce deck 
and new sidewalk planking; the wing bulkheads are in poor 
condition, some new fence posts and bracing are needed. 
The easterly bridge is in very poor condition, and extensive 
repairs should be made on it immediately. 


Tremont-street Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1883-84. The 
concrete walks have been resurfaced, a new winch head has 
been provided, and general repairs have been made on the 

bridge and machinery. ‘The track timbers, fender-guards, 


~ 
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upper parts of the pier and wharves, the planking on the 
waterway, the sidewalk bulkheads and the fencing are in 
poor condition; the planking on the sidewalks is poor in 
places; the curbs on the draw should be straightened. 


West Boston Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The bridge was originally built in 1792-93, was 
rebuilt in 1854, and repaired in 1871; it is in the care of 
the Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge bridges ; 
it is an old weak bridge, and only necessary repairs have been 
made. Preliminary plans have been made for a new bridge 
to take its place. Work has been commenced on the tempo- 
rary highway bridge, and when completed it will be opened, 
and West Boston bridge will be closed to travel. 


West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, extend- 
ing from the end of Dover-street bridge at the South Boston 
side of Fort Point channel to the easterly line of Foundry 
street. The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. The sidewalk plank- 
ing is in poor condition, and the lower planking on the road- 
way should be renewed this year. The ironwork needs 
painting. ; 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882, it is now in good 
condition. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The present bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 
1891. It is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. Only general repairs have been made. A 
new cap is needed under the draw; some of the piles need 
strengthening ; the stringers at the ends of the draw arms need 
refastening ; the piers need new facias and new planking; the 
up-stream fender-guard should be rebuilt; the waterway 
should be repaired ; the planking on the draw is getting old; 
and will soon need renewal; the draw piers are too short. 
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Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. The Boston end of this bridge has been painted, 
and general repairs have been made; the Watertown end is: 
very rusty. The draw and its bearings should be adjusted, 
and scupper holes should be made in the flooring of the draw 
foundation. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870. ‘This is an old bridge, and is only in fair 
condition; the caps need additional fastenings. <A few bol- 
sters and stringers need strengthening, and some new piles 
are needed to replace others that have been eaten by the 
limnoria. The fences and sidewalks should be repaired. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The bridges maintained by the several railroad companies 
are in good or fair condition, with the exceptions noted 
below. 

All the New England railroad bridges over the cut in 
South Boston are in need of more or less repair, and one of 
them, Silver-street bridge, is in very poor condition; the 
stringers of all of them should be examined by removing the 
planking, and the woodwork should be renewed where neces- 
sary. Norfolk-street bridge, near the Dorchester station, over 
the same railroad, is in poor condition. 


A 
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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division has been of about 
the same volume as for the year 1897. The same number 
of men have been employed, and the aggregate amount of 
work for the several city departments has been about the 
same, although somewhat differently distributed. 

The number of orders attended to for the Building De- 
partment is naturally less than for the previous year, as the 
number of buildings erected during the year was affected by 
the uncertain political conditiohs during the spring and 
summer. 

The surveys in connection with Sewerage Works, ordered 
by the Street Commissioners, acting under authority of 
chapter 426 of the Acts of 1897, have continued through 
the year, and have necessitated the employment of twelve 
men continuously. 

Twenty plans have been made showing surveys of the 
amount of land taken for sewer purposes for a total length 
of one and one-fifth miles, covering forty-one estates. 

Sewer plans have been completed showing proposed 
changes in brooks, streams, etc., for care of surface water 
covering a distance of nearly seven miles, and showing land 
taken from one hundred and twenty-nine estates. 

The survey of the territory bounded by the Charles river, 
Beacon, Mt. Vernon, Temple, Lynde and Leverett streets, 
for the Water Department, in connection with the prepara- 
tion of plans showing the location of water pipes, which 
was Legun in July, 1897, has been carried on to completion. 

Changes in the boundary lines between Boston and the 
adjacent municipalities have been made during the year by 
the following legislative acts, duplicate plans of which were 
made by the Surveying Division, one copy of which is on 
file in the office of the Secretary of State and the other in the 
office of the City Engineer of the City of Boston: 

Between Boston and Newton at and near Commonwealth 
avenue, chapter 242, Acts of 1898. Approved by the 
Governor, March 29, 1898. 

Between Boston and Newton at and near Nonantum 
street, chapter 431, Acts of 1898. Approved by the Goy- 
ernor, May 13, 1898. 
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Between Boston and Cambridge, from Harvard bridge 
and the West Boston bridge through the Charles river, 
chapter 243, Acts of 1898. Approved by the Governor, 
March 29, 1898. 

Between Boston and Hyde Park at and near Ashland 
street, chapter 251, Acts of 1898. Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 1, 1898. | 

By chapter 298, Acts of the Legislature of 1898, the 
City of Boston was authorized to lay out as public alleys all 
passageways less than twenty-five feet in width, the cost of 
laying-out and construction to be assessed upon the abutters. 

By order of the Board of Street Commissioners, acting 
under this act, there have been prepared plans of fifty-eight 
public alleys, representing a total length of 23,000 feet or 
about 4.36 miles. 

These public alleys are numbered numerically, according 
to their location in districts into which the city has been 
divided for the purpose. ‘This division has been made in 
such a manner that no district shall contain more than one, 
hundred public alleys. Thus Public Alley No. 1 is under- 
stood to be in district No. 1, also all alleys bearing numbers 
less than one hundred. District No. 2 includes all alleys 
numbered from 101 up°to 200, and so on. 

By chapter 419 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1897, 
the City of Boston was authorized to assess the cost of street 
watering upon the abutters. The duty of making this 
assessment was delegated to the Superintendent of Streets, 
for whom this division furnished the frontages of all estates 
abutting on public streets in the city proper, South Boston, 
East Boston, Roxbury and Charlestown, and parts of Dor- 
chester, West Roxbury and Brighton, within a radius of four 
miles from the City Hall. 

The frontages of over 50,000 estates were thus obtained, 
representing a total length of about 525 miles. 

Important changes in the grades of a number of streets 
have been ordered by the Superior Court, occasioned by the 
change of location of the Old Colony Railroad, between 
Columbia road and South Boston. Plans showing the 
changes have been made of the following streets, viz.: Dor- 
chester avenue, Howell street, Washburn street, Rawson 
street, Powell street, Boston street, Ellery street, Swett 
street, Dexter street, Albert street and Kemp street. 

Surveys and plans have been made for the widening of 
Charlestown street, from Haymarket square to Causeway 
street. The street thus widened will be ninety-two feet wide 
and will make direct connection with the new Charlestown 


* bridge. 
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That an easy grade might be established for the approach 
to the new bridge it has been necessary to raise the grades of 
the adjacent streets, and for this purpose plans have been pre- 
pared for the revision of grade of the following streets, viz.: 
Causeway street, Commercial street, Endicott street, Prince 
street, Medford street and Charles River avenue. 

Surveys and plans have been made for school purposes for 
the taking of land for a High School in East Boston, on 
Marion street, between Princeton street and Saratoga street, 
and for a Grammar School in Dorchester, on Perth street, 
between Quincy street and Phipps avenue, also for additions 
to present school sites at Thomas park, South Boston, the 
Warren School, and the Monument street, Charlestown, the 
Munroe-street School, Roxbury, and Bailey-street and School- 
street schools in Dorchester. 

Plans involving surveys for other public purposes include 
bath-house lots on East Ninth street, South Boston, Cabot 
street, Roxbury, and Orchard park, Roxbury, a Gymnasium 
lot on Paris street, East Boston, an addition to engine- 
house lot on Allbright court, Dorchester and the paving 
yard, Chelsea street, East Boston. 

A survey has been made of the cemetery on Walter street, 
West Roxbury, and a plan of the same has been prepared for 
the Cemetery Department. Surveys of other cemeteries are 
in progress. ; 

The work of the department has been considerably in- 
creased by reason of the passage, by the Legislature, of 
chapter 134, Acts of 1898, which require cities and towns 
to file in the Registry of Deeds a plan of all lands which 
are purchased or taken for public sewer, street or highway 
purposes, within sixty days after the passage of its order or 
vote so to purchase or take. 

Two hundred and twenty-one plans and profiles represent- 
ing a total length of 31.38 miles, showing 2,128 buildings, 
property owners’ names, established grades, areas of land 
taken, or to be taken for street widenings or relocations, 
public alleys, etc., were completed for the Street Laying-Out 
Department and for the Paving Division of the Street De- 
partment. 

A complete list giving all plans made during the year will 
be found in the appendix. 

The demands upon this division for additional work have 
made it necessary at times, as in former years, to call into its 
service several surveying parties from the Street Laying- 
Out Department. 

Estimates for the construction of eighteen streets have 
been prepared and submitted to the Street Commissioners. 
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Thirty-six plans of private streets submitted by property 
owners, for the approval of the Street Commissioners, have 
been examined as to the proper lines and grades, the approval 
or revision of which have required in many cases additional 
work on the ground. 

Locations of eight hundred fifty-two catch-basins on one 
hundred eighty-six different streets were furnished the Pav- 
ing and Sewer Divisions of the Street Department. The lines 
and grades of a large portion of these were marked on the 
eround, and all of them were located upon plans made for 
the purpose. 

Lot frontages were obtained for the Sewer Division, for 
sewer assessment purposes, on fifty-three different streets and 
eighty-two accident and other plans were made for the Law 
Department. 

There are now filed in the Surveying Division a total of 
three hundred eighty-one plans, size 4 feet by 4 feet, made 
by the Board of Survey, and the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners, under the provision of chapter 823 of the Acts of 
1891 and amendments thereto, showing proposed development 
of territory in outlying districts. 

The plans and other data on record in the department 
occasionally prove of much service to the local historian.

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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
WATER DEPARTMENT. ] 


On January 1, 1898, the Metropolitan Water Board, 
under the provisions of chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895, 
made takings of the entire Boston Water Works system 
westward of Chestnut Hill Reservoir; of Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir and that part of the adjoining lands included 
within the road encircling the reservoir; of Chestnut Hill 
Pumping Station and a portion of the land easterly of the 
Pumping Station; of the Mystic system west of and in- 
cluding the Mystic Reservoir on College Hill, Medford, and 
a portion of the mains of the Mystic System. On the same 
date water from the Metropolitan System was supplied to 
the City of Boston, and Mystic Lake as a source of water 
supply was abandoned. On April 21, 1898, the Metropoli- 
tan High Service was suppled to East Boston, and the local 
pumping station was abandoned. On February 1, 1899, the 
Metropolitan Water Board began the operation of the pump- 
ing station, supplying the double high service in West 
Roxbury. 

DISTRIBUTION. 


During the past year 53.6 miles of water pipes were laid 
and 9.1 miles were abandoned, making a total of 689.2 miles ; 
this total length includes mains belonging to the city of 
Boston only, and does not include the systems of Chelsea, 
Somerville and Everett, and that portion of the Boston 
system acquired by the Metropolitan Water Board, all of 
which were formerly included in the reports of the City En- 
gineer under the heads of Cochituate and Mystic Divisions. 

The changed conditions occasioned by the Metropolitan 
supply caused some anxiety in regard to the safety during 
the winter season of the large mains supplying Charlestown 
and of those over Warren bridge; where formerly a well 
defined current had existed it was thought that the present 
slow movement of water in the pipes might be insufficient 
to prevent freezing, and some of the lines were shut off and 
emptied during the cold weather. Daily determinations 
were made of the temperature of the water in all mains 
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where danger was supposed to exist and thermophone read- 
ings were taken in the bottoms of siphons on lines that had 
been emptied. These readings were plotted daily and af- 
_ forded opportunity for careful study of the existing condi- 
tions. When the readings became dangerously low, means 
were taken to increase the circulation in the pipe in danger. 

The year has been an active one, as the record of pipe laid 
shows; for all work done plans have been made and lnes 
and grades have been furnished where necessary. 

The Dorchester high service line was completed to Wash- 
ington street, via Geneva avenue and Bowdoin street, at 
Columbia road, the size being reduced to 30 inches; connec- 
tions were made with 24-inch and 16-inch lines in Columbia 
road, with a 12-inch line in Bowdoin street and with a 
12-inch line in Washington street. The 36-inch pipe in 
Geneva avenue from Grove Hall to Columbia road was laid 
under contract by H. P. Nawn. 

The 24-inch high service in West Roxbury was extended 
from Forest Hills through South street to the Arnold Ar- 
boretum, and thence through Weld street to South street, 
connecting with the 8-inch line in Weld street and the 
16-inch in Roberts street; sufficient increase of pressure re- 
sulted from this extension to allow the Skinner Hill district 
to be taken off the supplementary high service. 

A large amount of work was done in Columbia road; new 
service mains were laid on each side of the road for practi- 
cally the entire distance from Blue Hill avenue to Edward 
Everett square ; a 24-inch high service main was laid (with 
the exception of a gap at the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad) from Geneva avenue easterly; at Quincy 
street it reduces to 20-inch and so continues to Upham’s 
Corner. A large portion of the 20-inch and 16-inch mains - 
were relaid from Upham’s Corner to Edward Everett square. 

In Roberts street a 16-inch main was laid, designed for 
future extension easterly to Dorchester. 

In South Boston the 20-inch low service main was carried 
to City Point by way of Dorchester and Third streets, giving 
an abundant supply of water for fire purposes in a district 
where the protection had been inadequate. Connections were 
made with the pipes in Dorchester, L, P and Q streets. 

The water supply at Thompson’s, Long, Rainsford’s and 
Gallop’s Islands and at Fort Warren has been unsatisfactory 
for several years; this fact, added to the possibility of the 
batteries on Long Island and Fort Warren being called upon 
for service against a Spanish fleet, called for prompt action, 
and a 16-inch pipe was laid in Ashmont street and Neponset 
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avenue to the Neponset river, replacing a 12-inch pipe, 
and a 12-inch was laid from the river to Moon Island in 
addition to the 6-inch in service. A connection was also 
made with the Quincy system on Hancock street for use 
in an emergency. 

The most important piece of relaying was on Harrison 
avenue, where the old 6-inch pipe was replaced with a 12-inch 
from West Newton street to Massachusetts avenue and with 
a 16-inch from Massachusetts avenue to Vernon street. 

In ‘all 8.0 miles of old and small pipe have been relaid. 

It is the practice of the Street Department to notify the 
different departments of the city of its intention to build or 
rebuild streets; in all cases the pipes, hydrants, etc., upon 
such streets were adjusted. This practice caused a large 
amount of work, particularly in the city proper. 

During the year an effort has been made to abolish “ dead 
ends ” with a resulting improvement both in the domestic and 
fire service. One hundred and fifty Boston hydrants have 
been taken out. In this connection I would urgently recom- 
mend the adoption of an independent valve post hydrant 
with two large steamer outlets running parallel with the line 
of the street. Such a hydrant would prove much better 
adapted to the needs of the Fire Department than the type 
of post hydrant in service. 


THE CORROSION OF PIPES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


There has been no marked change in electrical conditions 
in the water pipes during the past year. Serious damage from 
electrolysis is undoubtedly a possibility, and safety can be 
hoped for only through systematic and continued investiga- 
tion. The protective measures employed in the past have 
in a measure proved effectual; yet it is very possible that 
more radical steps must be taken in the near future to guard 
against disaster. ‘The subject has been carefully studied 
during the year by Messrs. Stone & Webster, by whom many 
observations were made throughout the city. The following 
is their report:

DEAR Sir, — At your request we have made during 1898, 
as in previous years, electrical surveys in all parts of the city 
of Boston covered by the electric car tracks, in order to deter- 
mine the progress of electrolytic corrosion of water pipes. 
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Heretofore we have relied upon readings taken between 
the water pipes (at fire hydrants) and the ground as the 
most accurate index to the locality of trouble. In 1897 we 
also took readings between hydrants and rails, but used only 
the hydrant-to-ground readings in comparing the conditions 
of 1897 with those of 1896. In 1898, however, we confined 
ourselves almost entirely to readings between hydrants and 
rails, as we believe them more reliable for studying the situ- 
ation as a whole. For particular localities, as in the neigh- 
borhood of Freeport street power station, we took ground 
readings also. 

In other cities we have obtained hydrant-to-rail measure- 
ments in investigations made during the year, and find the 
only objection to the method is that the size of the single 
reading is not always a criterion of the amount flowing be- 
tween the points at which the measurement is made.’ Very 
reliable data can, however, be obtained if hydrant-to-rail 
measurements are made in connection with other readings in 
the same locality, taken under various conditions. The 
objection to the hydrant-to-ground system, formerly used, is 
that the readings vary with the condition of the soil and are 
therefore not as trustworthy for general comparison, as 
hydrant-to-rail readings. 

In diagram I. we give the maximum value of readings 
taken between hydrants and rails. On this diagram we have 
divided the city into convenient sections, shown by the red 
lines. The figures in red give the average voltage through- 
out the various sections for 1897 and 1898. ‘The plus read- 
ings (indicated by + sign) show that the current flows from 
pipes to rails, the minus readings (indicated by O) show the 
reverse. As might be expected, many of the readings are 
fluctuating, and are so indicated on the diagram by a cross 
within a circle. Where no number accompanies a cross or a 
circle the reading was less than one-quarter (4) of a volt. 
We have recorded on the diagram readings of one-quarter (4) 
of a volt and up to three-quarters (2) as if they were one- 
half (4) volt, and readings of three-quarters (#) up to one 
and one-quarter (14) as if they were one (1) volt; and so 
with still higher readings; that is, we have recorded the 
nearest even half (4) volt, our purpose being to simplify the 
figures and make it easy to compare them, extreme accuracy 
being neither essential nor possible in an investigation of 
this kind. We have not given the readings where they were 
sometimes positive and sometimes negative. Readings were 
taken between pipes and ground in the neighborhood of the 
Dorchester power station (7.e., on Freeport and Park 
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streets). These are not given on the diagram, but only the 
signs indicating the direction of the flow of the current. 

It will be seen that on the average the conditions for the 
past two years have been about the same, the difference 
being slightly in favor of 1897. The general averages are 
as follows: 


Ay. positive readings, 1898 -+1.4 Av. negative readings, 1898 —1.4

We wish to call attention to the positive readings along 
Dorchester and Neponset avenues, and also along Harrison 
avenue, and to the negative readings along Centre street, 
near the Roxbury boundary, as well as along Centre street 
in the West Roxbury and Roslindale loop, and also on 
Bunker Hill street in Charlestown. 

Large positive readings as shown at the former places 
indicate that much current is flowing off the pipes to the 
rails. This flow will be only increased by improving the rail- 
return system in a district where the readings are positive. 
The source of trouble will be found at some point more or 
less distant, where the track-return system is insufficient, so 
that the current leaves the tracks, seeking a path of less re- 
sistance by the pipes. Therefore, in a “ positive” district 
the only direct remedy that can be applied is to make the 
piping system itself a better conductor so as to keep the cur- 
rent from leaving it and flowing through the earth to the 
rails. This remedy, however, should be considered as only 
a temporary expedient since it causes a large flow of current 
through the pipes, thus exposing them to an added danger 
of corrosion at the joints wherever the electrical connection 
is imperfect. It may, however, be resorted to in cases where 
the real source of trouble cannot be immediately located and 
where the continual passage of current from pipes to ground 
is causing deterioration. 

With this in mind we advised bonding the water main to 
the return feeder in the power station on Freeport street, 
and also to the underground return feeder near by on Park 
street. These connections were made November last. 
Before we can be certain that similar connections should be 
made on Harrison avenue or the Central Power Station dis- 
trict, the results of the bonding in the Dorchester district 
will have to be carefully studied. 

Large negative readings, as observed in some of the sec- 
tions above mentioned, indicate that considerable current is 
flowing on to the water pipes. In these sections better 
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bonding, or a more effective return conductor of some sort, 
should be provided. 

On Diagram II. are shown the readings taken in the out- 
skirts of the city between hydrants of the Boston system 
and those of adjacent places. We spoke in our last report 
of the advisabilty of making a special study of this current 
flowing across the border of the city. We have found a 
greater tendency to flow off the Boston pipes in 1898 than 
in 1897. The detail results of the 1898 test are shown on 
Diagram II]. We expect to give this matter more particular 
attention, and hope to be in a position to submit a more 
definite report with regard to it during the coming year. 

For the purpose of investigating the general efficiency of 
the rail-bonding we took several readings along sections 
of track from 1,000 to 1,800 feet in length, and the figures 
given on the diagram show the fall of potential per 100 feet 
as computed from the data obtained. There was no indica- 
tion of very defective rail-bonding thus revealed, but the 
readings will be of use in giving a standard for comparison 
on other occasions. ‘The variations in the figures are largely 
due to varying numbers of cars in the different sections of 
the street railway system. 

We reported last year that the underground return-feeder 
system of the Dorchester District threatened to cause trouble 
in the service pipes before long, and our investigations since 
then tend to confirm this opinion. Our attention was called 
on March 21 of this year to a broken service on Park street, 
and examination shows that electrolysis is undoubtedly the 
cause of the break. A section of the pipe has been re- 
turned and is kept for exhibit. The readings between this 
pipe and the ground were as high as ;4; of a volt, which is 
unusual for a ground reading. 

In general, we think there is much likelihood that electro- 
lytic corrosion is going on in the two danger districts above 
mentioned and to asmaller degree in one or two other places 
where positive readings are shown. Another place in par- 
ticular to which we would call attention is on Hyde Park 
avenue between Walk Hill street and Forest Hills Station. 

Careful watch should be keptof all localities where trouble 
is indicated, lest the conditions change for the worse. Occa- 
sional bursting of pipes from single leaks is not to be feared 
so much as the continual wasting that may go on from cur- 
rent escaping over large sections.

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SALT—-WATER FIRE SYSTEM. 


A salt-water system for fire protection was established 
uuder a special appropriation granted to the Fire Department. 
It consists of a 12-inch pipe, extending from Central Wharf 
through Central and Exchange streets, Post-office square and 
Congress street to Congress-street bridge, a total distance of 
about one mile. At Central Wharf the line divides into two 
10-inch pipes, to each of which is attached a special casting, 
fitted with six 34-inch outlets, with check-valves on each out- 
let. This design enables one or both fire-boats to connect 
with the pipe through lines of 34-inch hose, varying in length 
from fifteen to thirty feet. A similar boat connection will 
be established at Congress-street bridge. 

With the exception of a short exposed piece of pipe at 
each end of the line, the system is maintained full of water 
from a check-valve at Central Wharf to a similar valve at 
Congress-street bridge, pressure being maintained up _ to 
check-valves and to foot-valves of hydrants by means of a 
1-inch pipe connecting with a tank in the Post-office building, 
which is fed directly from the city mains. Check-valves in 
this connecting pipe close when fire pressure exceeds the 
ordinary domestic pressure. 

Six-inch relief valves are set on the main pipe to prevent 
the maximum pressure exceeding 200 pounds per square inch. 
In service, when the first hose connection has been made 
between the fire-boat and the end of the pipe, the former can 
begin to pump slowly, expelling the air from the empty end 
near the boat through an air-cock provided for the purpose. 
When the requisite number of connections have been made, 
the air has been driven out, and the boat is ready to respond 
to a signal from a hydrant to “go ahead.” Hydrants are es- 
tablished about 300 feet apart, each gated off from the main 
line. The hydrant used was the Bachelder (so called from 
the name of the inventor and patentee, E. J. Bachelder, mas- 
ter mechanic of the Boston Water Department). It is a post 
hydrant of unusually heavy design, with three 3-inch outlets, 
each controlled by an independent valve. The waste is posi- 
tive, and is operated by a wrench from the street surface.- A 
hole is cored out in the side of the hydrant for an electric 
cable, terminating in a recess at the top, forming a signal-box, 
thus affording means of electrical connection in the hydrant 
itself, and avoiding the necessity of an independent post for 
that purpose. 

The pipe used was cast-iron, of the general Boston Water 
Works pattern, with the innovation of two lead scores in the 
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bell. It was unusually heavy, being one inch thick, and 
weighing 1,704 pounds per length laying twelve feet. 

Owing to the fact that the system was to be kept full of 
salt water it was decided that the ordinary type of valves 
built of iron and composition were not suitable, as a destruc- 
tive galvanic action would result. The valves adopted were 
of composition throughout, with flanged ends, and were sep- 
arated from the adjoining cast-iron pipes by heavy rings of 
pure rubber. ‘The precautions taken in the case of the hy- 
drants, which are empty when not in use, were to separate the 
composition valve-seat from the iron hydrant-pot by a lead 
joint, also to protect the end of the iron valve stem by a com- 
position cap, making a tight joint with the rubber foot-valve. 

An electrical duct, laid in the main pipe trench, carries a 
five-conductor cable with connections to each hydrant; two 
of these conductors are utilized, forming part of the regular 
electrical system of the Fire Department. Each hydrant is 
equipped with a break key, whereby the code signals can be 
transmitted to the fire-boat; portable instruments, consisting 
of Morse key and sounder, can also be connected into circuit 
at all hydrants and boat stations; thus, communication is. 
possible at will between the hydrants, boat stations and cen- 
tral office. Two of these portable instruments are carried on 
each fire-boat, for use at the boat and at the hydrant in service. 

A trial made at a distance of one-half mile from the water 
front, with one boat in service, conclusively proved that the 
system is a valuable addition to the equipment of the Fire 
Department; with an unlimited water supply, and with a 
nominal pumping capacity of 6,000 gallons per minute when 
one fire-boat is in service, or double that amount when 
both boats are used, the system can be depended upon to fur- 
nish a number of streams equal in power to those from the 
largest ‘“‘ Steamers,” and, when necessary, streams of unusual 
power are available, e.g., at the trial mentioned two streams, 
each of 1,500 gallons per minute, were played simultaneously 
through 23-inch nozzles with a nozzle pressure of fifty 
pounds; three lines of 53-inch hose, each 300 feet long, were 
siamezed in this test. . 

All the work of establishing the salt-water system was done 
by the Water Department, with the exception of the electrical 
service, which was installed by the Fire Department.

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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
STREET DEPARTMENT. ] 


The work covers the same ground as heretofore, namely, the 
supervision of the construction of assessment streets, boule- 
vards, street paving and consideration and reports upon vari- 
ous questions which arise concerning the work. 

The repairs upon asphalt pavement have been supervised, 
and a table is annexed giving the amount of repairs and the 
cost in detail on all asphalt pavement upon which the main- 
tenance guaranty has expired. ‘The table showing details of 
all asphalt streets in the city has been corrected to date. 

On Columbus-avenue extension the work has been in 
progress throughout the year, and the avenue was so far com- 
pleted as to be in use in December. 

The table showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
streets and public alleys has been brought up to February 1, 
1899. 

Street paving has been supervised in all cases where 
requested. All paving laid on the before-mentioned avenues 
is included in the quantities given. All granite block pay- 
ing on concrete base has been laid with pitch and pebble 
joints except 1,702 square yards which on account of un- 
favorable weather, was laid temporarily with gravel joints. 

Granite block pavement on a concrete base, laid with 
pitch and pebble joints, 39,789 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a gravel base, laid with pitch 
and pebble joints, 2,676 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a concrete base, laid with 
gravel joints (temporarily), 1,702 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a gravel base, laid with gravel 
joints, 37,030 square yards. 

Trinidad lake asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete, on an American cement concrete base, 
5,166 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.00 per 
square yard. 

Sicilian rock asphalt on an American cement concrete base, 
2,804 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.00 per 
square yard. 

Asphaltina, on an American Portland cement concrete 
base, 569 square yards, at a cost of $2.93 per square yard. 

The cost per square yard of asphalt given above does not 
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include the cost of preparing roadbed, except in the case of 
asphaltina pavement, the price for which includes all work. 
All asphalt is laid with a maintenance guaranty for five 
years, except that Public Alley No. 437 is laid with a 
guaranty for ten years. 

Edgestone set, 85,818 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 

23,035 square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 27,883 square 
yards ; crushed stone sidewalks constructed, 25,390 square 
rards. 
Artificial stone sidewalks, 37,310 square feet; flagging 
crosswalks laid, 5,686 square yards; macadam surface (6 
inches), 44,600 square yards; Telford (8 inches) macadam 
(4 inches), 33,900 square yards. 
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Beacon street, from 98 feet east of the easterly line of 
Gloucester street to 128 feet west of the easterly line of Glouces- 
ter street, was paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, 
with 14 inches of bituminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, 
edgestones reset and crosswalks laid by the Street Department. 
Former pavement was Hastings asphalt blocks on a gravel base, 
Jaid in 1892. 

Brattle street, Court street to Washington street, was re- 
paved with old granite blocks on a gravel base, with pitch and 
pebble joints. The old blocks were barred out and bed prepared 
by the Street Department. Roadway was repaved, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co. With the exception of a small portion near Washington 
street, which it paid for by agreement, The Boston Elevated 
Railway Company repaved its track. 

Brighton street, Lowell street to Leverett street, including 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base with pitch and pebble 
joints. The old pavement was removed and bed prepared by 
the Street Department. Roadway paving was laid, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Dennis 
J. Kiley. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by agree- 
ment, paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement 
was old granite blocks on gravel bed and gravel joints. 

Bunker Hill street, Chelsea street to Elm street, including 
the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 
The old pavement was removed and bed prepared by the Street 
Department. Roadway paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were relaid by John Turner & 
Co. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement was 
old granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. Eight 
new catch-basins were built; three of them were Bradlee head 
pattern and five cast-iron D-frame pattern. | 

Commercial street, State street to Clinton street, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The old pavement was re- 
moved and roadway excavated by the Street Department, con- 
crete base laid by Perrin & Carter, roadway paving laid, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by H. 
Gore & Co. Former pavement was old granite blocks on gravel 
base, with gravel joints. 

Hanover street, Court street to Washington street, includ- 
ing tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with ‘* Philadelphia ’”’ size granite blocks on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department, concrete base laid by Perrin & Carter, roadway 
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paving laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks laid by H. Gore & Co. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 
Former pavement was old granite blocks on a gravel base, with 
gravel joints. 

Hayward place, Washington street to Harrison avenue, was 
paved with 24 inches of asphaltina (a patented coal tar produc- 
tion) on a 6-inch American Portland cement concrete base by the 
Boston Paving Company. The old pavement was removed and 
roadway excavated by the Boston Paving Company. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on a gravel bed, with gravel 
joints; one new catch-basin was built. 

Howard street, Bulfinch street to Court street, was paved 
with large granite blacks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was re- 
moved and roadway excavated by the Street Department. Con- 
crete base was laid by Perrin & Carter, roadway paving was laid, 
edgestones set, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by 
H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was old granite blocks on 
gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Kilby street, State street to Milk street, was paved with 
14 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches of bituminous 
concrete binder on existing concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. ‘The old surface was removed; concrete base 
was regraded by the Asphalt Company. Former pavement was 
_ Trinidad lake asphalt, originally laid in 1881. 

Parkman street, North Anderson street across Blossom 
street, was paved with 14 inches |of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 
13 inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The roadway was excavated and gutter blocks removed by the 
Street Department. Former surface was macadam, with granite 
block gutters. 

Shawmut avenue, from southerly side of Cherry street to 
108 feet north of Cobb street, between the rails of surface tracks 
and curbs, was paved with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on 
a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company; the spaces between the rails and tracks of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company were paved with large granite 
blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, with pitch 
and pebble joints, by H. Gore & Co. The old pavement was re- 
moved and roadway excavated by the Street Department; edge- 
stones were reset and brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks 
relaid by H. Gore & Co. The Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 
Former pavement was old granite blocks on gravel base, with 
gravel joints. 

Shawmut avenue, Tremont street to Pleasant street, in- 
cluding the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
was paved with ‘‘ Philadelphia’’ size granite blocks on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, 
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and also temporarily with gravel joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Street Department; con- 
crete base was laid by Perrin & Carter; roadway paving was laid, 
edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flazving crosswalks laid by 
H. Gore & Co. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by 
agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pave- 
ment was old granite blocks on a gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Tremont street, Boylston street to Pleasant street, including 
the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with ‘** Philadelphia” size blocks on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Street Department ; 
concrete base was laid by Perrin & Carter, roadway paving was 
laid, edgestones set, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks 
laid by H. Gore & Co. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel 
joints. Two new catch-basins were built. 

Tremont street, Weston street to Hammond street, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the 
Street Department; roadway paving was laid, edgestones set, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by James Doherty 
& Co. Former pavement was old granite blocks on gravel base 
with gravel joints. 

West Broadway, from 257 feet east of the easterly line of 
F street to near Dorchester street, including the portion of the 
Boston Elevated Railway tracks in front of the waiting room, 
was paved with 24-inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated, edge- 
stones set, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by H. Gore 
& Co. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement was 
old granite blocks on a gravel base, with gravel joints. 


New STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 323 of 
the Acts of 1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto : 

Belmore terrace, Boylston street to Boylston terrace, is about 
301 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Patrick O’Hara & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun April 27, 1898, and completed August 3, 
1898, at a total cost of $1,993.09. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
straight edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. Circular edgestone was fur- 
nished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractors. 
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Bernard street, Harvard street to Talbot avenue, is about 
1,406 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
the street was awarded to John A. Whittemore’s Sons. Work 
under this contract was begun April 21, 1898, and completed 
August 9, 1898, at a total cost of $3,207.98. It is a 6-inch 
macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks, in part. Crushed 
stone and edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. Gutter blocks were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor, Artificial stone sidewalks (4 feet wide) were 
laid by W. A. Murtfeldt Company on the easterly side between 
Park street and Talbot avenue, and on the westerly -side from 
Kerwin street to beyond Helen street, a total length of 806 feet. 

Burt street, Washington street to Ashmont street, is about 
1,365 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
contract was begun August 17, 1898, and suspended December 4, 
1898. 

Canal street, Haymarket square to Causeway street, is about 
1,097 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
the street was awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this 
contract was begun October 15, 1898, and suspended December 
24, 1898. : 

Carlos street, Lauriat avenue to Chapman avenue, is about 
300 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to Patrick O’Hara & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun July 5, 1898, and completed September 1, 
1898, at a total cost of $788.38. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site 
of the work by the contractors; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractors. 

Chamblet street, Hartford street to Magnolia street, is about 
446 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to John Connors. Work under this contract 
was begun April 27, 1898, and completed May 23, 1898, at a total 
cost of $1,142.13. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial 
stone sidewalks (cost of sidewalks not included in the above cost). 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by 
the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. 
Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. Arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid by W. A. Murtfeldt Company. 

Elizabeth street, Norfolk street to Astoria street, is about 
264 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract 
was begun June 30, 1898, and completed August 18, 1898, ata 
total cost of $649.82. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished 
by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
gutter blocks were furnished on the work by the city, and flagg- 
ing crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 
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Fairmount street, Morton street to Washington street, is 
about 2,657 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of the street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this 
contract was begun November 16, 1897, and completed October 
27, 1898, at a total cost of $7,084.51. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; gutter blocks were furnished on the 
work by the city and flagging crosswalks were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Hamilton street, Bowdoin street to Homes avenue, is about 
944 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 26, 1898, and suspended December 13, 
1898. 

Harold street, Munroe street to Walnut avenue, is about 748 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to Patrick McGovern. Work under this contract 
was begun November 21, 1898, and suspended December 1, 1898. 

Hewins street, Columbia road to Erie street, is about 701 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun September 13, 1898, and suspended November 30, 1898. 

Jersey street, Brookline avenue to Audubon road, is about 
1,782 feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub-grade 
was made with the Boston & Albany Railroad Company on 
August 24, 1898, at the rate of 51 cents per cubic yard, measured 
in the bank. Work was begun under this contract September 
22, 1898, and completed December 17, 1898. ‘Total amount of 
filling deposited was 36,897 cubic yards, at 51 cents per cubic 
yard, equal to $18,817.47. The contract for constructing the 
surface of the street has not been let. 

Leedsville street, Adams street to Dorchester avenue, is 
about 564 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of the street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun 
under this contract July 13, 1898, and completed September 2, 
1898, at a total cost of $1,705.19. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractors; flagging for crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractors. 

Leroy street, Geneva avenue to Ditson street, is about 717 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work was begun under this 
contract June 22, 1898, and completed August 4, 1898, at a total 
cost of $941.39, not including sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor; artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
by the Barnes Ruffin Company. 
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Lonsdale street, Dorchester avenue to Adams street, is about 
1,626 feetlong. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Patrick O’Hara & Co. Work was begun 
under this contract August 23, 1898, and on September 30, 1898, 
P. O’Hara & Co. were notified that the city would complete the 
work on account of the contractors not carrying on the work in a 
satisfactory manner. A contract was then made with the Barnes 
Ruffin Company. Work was begun again October 10, 1898, and 
suspended December 28, 1898. 

Malvern street, Brighton avenue to Ashford street, is about 
702 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun July 8, 1898, and completed September 26, 
1898, at a total cost of $1,691.21. Itis a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Maryland street, Savin Hill avenue to Bay street, is about 
474 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract 
was begun October 18, 1898, and suspended November 30, 1898. 

Mellen street, Ocean street to Montague street, is about 759 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun under 
this contract September 13, 1898, and completed November 28, 
1898, at a total cost of $2,421.59. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with artificial stone sidewalks, 4 feet in width and a planting 
space for grass between the sidewalk and the edgestone. Crushed 
stone and edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to 
the site of the work by the contractor; flagging for crosswalks 
was furnished by the contractor. 

Merlin street, Athelwold street to Park street, is about 465 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to Patrick McGovern. Work was begun under this 
contract September 15, 1898, and completed November 28, 1898, 
at a total cost of $1,794.97. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and edgestone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; gutter blocks were furnished on the work by the city; 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Nightingale street, Talbot avenue to Bernard street, is about 
1,454 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work was 
begun under this contract August 29, 1898, and completed 
December 138, 1898, at a total cost of $3,679.46, not including 
cost of artificial stone sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone and artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, 
edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; flagging for 
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crosswalks was furnished by the contractor; artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid by Simpson Brothers’ Corporation. 

North Harvard street, Western avenue to Charles river, is 
about 2,573 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to Geo. H. Wentworth & Co. Work was begun 
under this contract October 4, 1898, and suspended December 24, 
1898. 

Oakley street, Bowdoin street to Geneva avenue, is about 
825 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to John Connors. Work was begun under 
this contract July 11, 1898, and completed August 23, 1898, at 
a total cost of $1,327.01, not including the cost of artificial stone 
sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial stone 
sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestone and gutter blocks were 
furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by contractor ; 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid by John C. Newborg. 

Peverell street, Sawyer avenue to Salcombe street, is about 
486 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun under 
this contract August 25, 1898, and suspended December 20, 
1898. 

Rosseter street, Bullard street to Bowdoin avenue, is about 
849 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Patrick O’Hara & Co. Work was begun 
under this contract June 14, 1898, and completed August 23, 
1898, at a total cost of $1,917.80. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestone 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestone were fur- 
nished by the city on the work; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. A contract for building retaining 
walls at estates of T. H. Badlam and F. E. Brown was awarded 
to R. L. Barrett for the sum of $1,275. Work was begun 
under this contract October 25, 1898, and suspended December 1, 
1898. 

Ruggles street, Parker street to Back Bay Fens, is about 945 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Doherty & Connors. Work was begun under 
this contract December 2, 1897, and completed August 6, 1898, 
at a total cost of $5,420.99. It is a Telford macadam road 
(8 inches and 4 inches respectively) with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

St. Stephen street, St. Stephen street to Bryant street, is 
about 803 feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub- 
gerade was awarded to James T. Gilligan; 5,381 cubic yards were 
deposited at 20 cents per cubie yard, equal to $1,076.20. The 
contract. for constructing the surface of the street has not been 
let.

It is a 6- 
inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed 
stone, edgestone and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Tonawanda street, Geneva avenue to Greenbrier street, is 
about 1,700 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work was begun 
under this contract October 11, 1897, and completed June 18, 
1898, at a total cost of $5,294.52. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with brick sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor; bricks for sidewalks were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Vancouver street, Huntington avenue to Ruggles street, is 
about 254 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Doherty & Connors. Work was begun 
under this contract December 2, 1897, and completed August 6, 
1898, at a total costof $1,646.84. Itis a Telford macadam road 
(8 and 4 inches respectively) with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Waterlow street, Harvard to Harvard street, is about 518 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work was begun under 
this contract October 4, 1898, and completed November 28, 1898, 
at a total cost of $1,200.46, not including the cost of artificial 
stone sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone and artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
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site of the work by the contractor; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks have 
not been laid. 

Public Alley, No. 437, Arlington street to Berkeley street, be- 
tween Commonwealth avenue and Newbury street, is about 596 
feet long. <A contract for constructing the surface of this alley 
was awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. Work 
under this contract was begun October 24, 1898, and completed 
December 16, 1898, at a total cost of $2 063. 89. The roadway 
is paved with "Trinidad lake asphalt 13 inches thick, with a bitu- 
minous concrete binder 14 inches thick, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base. The existing pavement (old cobble stone) 
was removed and roadway excavated, edgestones reset and brick 
sidewalks laid by the contractor. All new bricks and edgestones 
required were furnished by the city.

Plans were made for strengthening portions of the draw 
fender pier of this bridge; the work was done by the Street 
- Department. ; 
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COLUMBIA ROAD. 


Columbia road construction has been in progress during 
the year. ‘The first section extending from Blue Hill avenue 
to Stanwood street has been completed, and the prospect is 
good that the work will be finished to Edward Everett 
square in the time allowed in the two remaining contracts, 
on or before July 1, 1899. No work has been done on the 
bridge at the crossing of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. 

The filling done during the year, other than that done by 
the Park Department, has been at the foot of Mercer street 
and along Ninth street. About 21,000 cubic yards of earth 
have been deposited at the foot of Mercer street under several 
small contracts, the material having been brought from the 
hills of South Boston. 

On October 25, 1898, a contract was made with Simon J. 
Donovan for filling that portion of Columbia road between 
Atlantic and I streets. Under this contract 16,267 cubic 
yards have been deposited. 

On December 28 another contract was made with Mr. 
Donovan for filling the section of the road between Mercer 
and Mt. Vernon streets, and building an extension of the 
culvert under the railroad. A small amount of filling has 
been done and work begun on the culvert. 

On October 10, 1898, a contract was made with Dennis 
F. O’Connell for building the abutments and pier of the 
bridge to carry Columbia road over the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and also over the new Columbia 
avenue. The foundations and about one-half of the stone 
masonry have been built and the excavation made for the 
pier. 


CoTtTAGE FARM BRIDGE OVER BosTON & ALBANY 
RAILROAD. 


A granolithic sidewalk has been built on the northerly 
side of this bridge, the concrete foundation of which was 
furnished by the Metropolitan Construction Company, and 
the granolithic surface was laid by Simpson Brothers. Iron 
fences, furnished and set by P. J. Dinn & Co., have been 
placed on the main girders of the bridge. 


DUMPING WHARVES FOR THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


Plans and specifications were made for widening and 
dredging the dock at Fort Hill Wharf and a contract for 
doing the work was made June 15, 1898, with W. H. Ellis. 
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The total cost was $3,376, and the work was completed early 
in September. 

Plans and specifications were made for building a high 
platform over this dock for the purpose of dumping garbage 
into scows below. The work was done by W. H. Ellis, for 
the sum of $2,843.33, and was completed in October. 

Plans and specifications were made for building a platform 
and incline runway at the Sanitary Wharf on Albany street 
and the contract for doing the work was awarded to Thomas 
E. Ruggles on November 380, for the sum of $5,470. The 
platform is over the dock, and is to be used for similar 
purposes to the one at Fort Hill Wharf; this work is not yet 
completed. Previous to the building of this platform the 
dock and its entrance were dredged by the Eastern Dredging 
Company to grade —7.0 feet city base; the contract price 
for doing this work was $1,260. 


EAst Boston FERRIES. 


New drops and tanks. — Plans and specifications were made 
for building two new drops, and a contract was made Septem- 
ber 3, 1898, with John M. Brooks for doing the work for 
the sum of $5,775 for each drop. Plans and specifications 
were also made for building two new tanks for supporting the 
drop, and a contract for doing the work was made with Mr. 
Brooks for the sum of $1,875 for each tank. One drop 
replaced the old northerly drop at the Boston landing of the 
North Ferry, and was open to travel January 14, 1899; the 
other drop is to replace the old northerly drop at the East 
Boston landing of the South Ferry, and will be thrown open 
for travel early in February. 


HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE OVER NEw ENGLAND 
RAILROAD. 


Plans were prepared for building an 8-ft. sidewalk for 
this bridge, and the work was done by the Street Department. 


IPSWICH-STREET BRIDGE AND RETAINING—WALL. 


On account of the laying out of this street across the 
Fens the following structures were required : 

A retaining-wall on the northerly line of the street, which 
line was also the southerly line of the location of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad, for a length of 530 feet easterly from 
the easterly line of the Fens. 

A bridge over the Fens waterway and a bridge to carry 
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the park driveway in Charlesgate West over Ipswich street. 
All the masonry work in these structures was built under a 
contract with Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot and Daly, dated 
November 29, 1897, and the work was completed on Sep- 
tember 13, 1898, at a total cost of $40,528.99. 

The retaining-wall along the railroad serves to support the 
street, and has a height above the railroad varying from 1 foot 
6 inches to 6 feet and a length of 530 feet. It is a rubble 
wall with a cut coping 2 feet wide by 1 foot 6 inches high. 
Owing to the small height of this wall no piles were used, the 
foundation extending only 4 feet below the grade of the 
railroad. 

The bridge over the waterway, so far as the masonry is 
concerned, is an extension of the abutments and piers of the 
bridge on the railroad. The foundation consists of a pile 
and timber platform extending the full width of the water- 
way and abutments, the upstream end being protected by a 
line of 4-inch sheet piling. The platform is at grade —0.5 and 
the tops of the piers are at grade 12.25. There are two 
piers each 3 feet wide and three openings for the waterway 
each 17 feet wide.. A supplementary agreement was made 
with the contractors for the masonry for building the super- 
structure of this bridge except the railing. The bridge is 
built of steel beams of depths varying, to conform to the 
_erown of the roadway, from 10 inches in the gutter to 
20 inches on the outer lines of the bridge; they are spaced 
from 2 feet, to 3 feet 2 inches apart; the spaces between the 
beams and above them to within 2% inches of the surface of 
_ the street are filled with Portland cement concrete; sheets 
of expanded metal are imbedded in the concrete 2 inches 
above the under surface, this surface being flush with the 
bottoms of the beams; on top of the concrete an asphalt 
covering was laid 24 inches thick. ‘There is a sidewalk 8 
feet in width on the southerly side of the bridge, but none on 
the northerly side, a curb being placed on this side one foot 
from the outer line. The depth of the bridge is 20 inches on 
the outside lines, 19 inches at the sidewalk curb and 14 
inches in the gutter. The surface of the bridge is 61 feet 
in length by 50 feet in width. 

For building the bridge on. Charlesgate West it was nec- 
essary to remove a portion of the old retaining-wall on the 
easterly line of the Parkway, and the whole of the wall on 
the westerly line of the Parkway down to the sub-grade of 
Ipswich street, excavate the earth within the lines of the new 
street and the bridge abutment, build a new face on the back 
of the abutment of the bridge over the railroad and build 
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a new abutment on the southerly line of the new street. 
The Parkway was originally graded by filling with coarse 
eravel from the original grade of the flats, which was about 
grade 2, to grade 84. Borings taken after the required 
excavation was made, showed that the soft mud underneath 
the filling, which previous to the filling was 14 feet in depth, 
had been either compressed or displaced so that the filling 
extended down to grade —6. 

Great difficulty was experienced in driving the piles for 
the abutment on account of the character of the filling; 
where the attempt was made to drive all of the piles called 
for by the plan it is probable that not more than one-half 
of them reached the natural hard bottom which was at grade 
—28. The piles were driven in a trench excavated to grade 
4 or about 10 feet below the grade of the ground in front of 
the abutment and about 26 feet below the undisturbed sur- 
face in the rear of the abutment. Many of the piles were 
broken in driving, and some that were drawn up after being 
driven were found crippled and broomed at the points. A 
water jet was tried, but the filling was so coarse that the jet 
had no effect upon it; iron shoes were used on the piles, but 
still they were crippled; finally only every alternate pile was 
driven and these seemed to reach hard bottom and to so 
compact the material that no more piles could be driven. 
The piles were spaced, according to the plan, 2 feet apart 
on centres in each direction, there being 9 piles in each row 
at right angles to the face of the abutment; 329 piles were 
driven out of 621 called for by the plan. No settlement has 
been detected in the masonry. It is probable that the great 
weight of the filling 38 feet in depth which has rested on the 
mud for the past 15 years has so consolidated it that it is 
able to support the masonry with the help of a smaller 
number of piles than would otherwise be necessary. 

The abutment is 106 feet in length at the ground line and 
has a retaining or wing-wall returned on the westerly line of 
the Parkway, a distance of 35 feet, for the purpose of pre- 
venting the filling on the Parkway from encroaching on the 
street. The easterly end of the abutment is connected with 
the old retaining-wall. The foundation is 18 feet wide, pro- 
jecting at the bottom 6 feet 6 inches in front of the exposed 
face of the abutment. ‘The piles were cut off 1 foot above 
the bottom of the trench or at grade 5. The masonry from 
grade 4 to grade 11 was of American cement concrete com- 
posed of 1 part cement, 2 parts of sand and 5 parts of gravel. 
The concrete had a width on top of 14 feet 8 inches, the 
front line being 3 feet 2 inches in front of the exposed face 
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of the wall. On this was laid a footing course of granite 
2 feet thick and 13 feet wide, projecting 2 feet in front of 
the wall above it. 

The masonry above the footing course is of quarry-faced 
Rockport granite laid in horizontal courses in American 
cement mortar with l-inch joints. The back of the old 
abutment of the bridge over the railroad was faced with 
quarry-faced ashlar, by cutting away the backing of the two 
lower courses sufficiently to allow laying two courses of 
stretchers above the old foundation; the lower course was 
bolted to the backing of the same course by two 14-inch bolts 
to each stone and this course and the next two above it were 
clamped to the old work by two $-inch wrought iron clamps 
to each stone. The bridge seat courses of both abutments 
are of cut stone 2 feet rise and 5 feet wide; these are sur- 
mounted by cut stone parapets, the tops of which conform to 
the shape of the roadway and walks. Ballast of quarry 
chips was placed in the rear of the abutment. 

A temporary wooden bridge was erected to carry the park 
drive over the street at a cost of $565.57, and the drive was 
opened to travel on July 18. 

On July 25, 1898, a contract was made with the James 
Russell Boiler Works Company for building iron fences on 
each side of Ipswich street across the Fens. On the waterway 
bridge there is a railing 3 feet 6 inches high of three 2-inch 
wrought iron pipes with cast iron posts; the remainder of 
the fence consists of two rails of 24-inch <X 4-inch wrought 
iron posts of 24-inch X 1-inch wrought iron set in cast iron 
bases, and palings of #-inch round iron spaced 44 inches apart; 
the fence is 6 feet high. The work was completed on No- 
vember 7, at a cost of $889. 


NortH ENp PAVING WHARF. 


A plan was made for an extension of this wharf to the 
harbor line; this work has not yet been done. 


WARREN BRIDGE. 


Plans were made for a temporary platform to be used for 
dumping snow; it has not been built.

CONGRESS-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


The abutments and piers for the fixed spans of the bridge 
across Fort Point channel have all been built during the 
year under contracts with Ross & Fowler. The west abut- 
ment, with the exception of the parapet, was finished in 
March, 1898, and the parapet put on during the following 
November. The four piers in the channel and the east 
abutment were finished in December, 1898. The abutments 
for the bridge over A street were also built by Ross & 
Fowler under a contract dated August 9, 1898, and were 
completed in December last. The abutments and pier for 
the bridge over C street and the easterly abutment for the 
bridge over B street are now being built under a contract 
with James McGraw & Co., and should be completed early 
in the spring. Timber bulkheads for supporting the filling 
on the southerly side of Summer street, between A street 
and Fort Point channel and on both sides of the approach 
from A street, are now being constructed under a contract 
with Ross & Fowler, and will be completed in March. Con- 
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tracts have also been made with W. J. Lawler for building 
the foundations for the draws and the necessary draw piers, 
requiring the work to be done before April 15, 1899, and 
with the A. & P. Roberts Company for the superstructure of 
the fixed spans of the bridge across the channel calling for 
its erection before May 1, 1899. Proposals for building the 
two retractile draws have been called for requiring the draws 
to be in place on or before July 1, 1899, and it is confidently 
expected that if all the work now under contract is completed 
within the time specified the portion of Summer street as far 
as A street and the approach from that street will be ready 
for traffic early in July next. 

About 600 feet in length of the new street extending 
westerly from L-street bridge has been paved, the edgestone 
set, sidewalks and fences built, and the necessary sewers and: 
drains constructed. A large amount of filling has also been 
deposited along the line of the street wherever it could be 
done without interfermg with other work. The sea-wall 
called for by the decree along the widening on the northerly 
line of Congress street has been built under a contract with 
W. L. Miller, for the sum of $20,495. 

Under one of the conditions imposed in the license granted 
by the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners for doing 
this work, a channel, 50 feet wide, has been dredged to a 
depth of 16 feet at low water, extending from Congress-street 
bridge to Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. This work was 
done by the Eastern Dredging Company at a cost of $2,245.

DORCHESTER-—AVENUE GRADE CROSSING. 


Plans have been made for the abutments of the proposed 
bridges on Boston and Swett streets and Dorchester avenue. 
On January 16, 1899, a contract was made with Holbrook, 
Cabot & Daly for building the abutments of the bridge on 
Boston street; but no work has as yet been done on the 
ground.

The work on these streets made necessary by the erection 
of the South Union Station has been prosecuted vigorously 
during the year, and they are open for traffic. 

The contract for the third section of the sea-wall along 
the harbor line between Mt. Washington avenue and the old 
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abutment of Federal-street bridge was made with William 
H. Ryan, under date of February 17, 1898, and the wall was 
finished, including the coping, late in September. The 
coping on the other sections of the sea-wall was set early 
last spring, and the work at Mt. Washington-avenue bridge 
was completed in July, 1898. A temporary wooden. fence 
has been built along the wall from Federal-street bridge to 
Summer street, which will protect travel until an iron fence 
can be built this spring. 

The work of setting edgestone, building catch-basins, and 
paving on Dorchester avenue and Summer street was begun 
on March 30, 1898, and a roadway, 40 feet in width, was 
open to travel on June 8, 1898, from Mt. Washington 
avenue to Atlantic avenue. This roadway was extended to 
Federal-street bridge, and all traffic. diverted from old Fed- 
eral street on July 11, 1898. 

The work of paving Dewey square and Atlantic avenue 
as far as Kneeland street, excepting a narrow strip in front 
of the proposed buildings for express purposes, was finished 
early in December. 

The entire width of Dorchester avenue from Summer 
street to the sotftherly end of the new station was paved and 
opened to travel on December 23, 1898. 

Brick sidewalks have been built on both sides of Summer 
street, from Dewey square to Dorchester avenue, excepting a 
short length on the northerly side adjoining the property of 
the Boston Electric Light'Company. <A brick sidewalk has 
also been built on Atlantic avenue along the westerly side 
of the new station.

FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE WIDENING. 


As stated in the last annual report, plans and specifications 
were prepared for widening the Boston end of Federal-street 
bridge at the part adjoining Dorchester-avenue extension. 
A contract was made on May 31, 1898, with Wm. J. Lawler, 
for doing the work for the sum of $10,206, and the work 
‘was completed early in September.

This square is formed by the intersection of Bunker Hill, 
Vine and Moulton streets in Charlestown. A_ triangular 
area of about 5,000 square feet is not included within the 
street lines, and is in the charge of the Department of Public 
Grounds. The curbstone purchased during the preceding 
year were set in the spring, an iron fence was furnished and 
set on the curb by George T. McLauthlin & Co. The whole 
work was finished on July 26.

Roxpury HieH Fort. 


This work was completed on July 6, so far as the appro- 
priation would allow. The work done was to complete the 
erading of the fort itself, to loam and seed the slopes, make a 
macadam surface on the area inside the fort, build two addi- 
tional flights of steps, construct the driveway from Beech 
Glen avenue to the fort, build a walk on the westerly side 
of the hill below the fort, remove and place in a new position 
the memorial stone, and to clean up and leave in a respectable 
condition the whole park; much, however, remains to be done 
to give the whole ground a finished appearance. All of the 
work except the building of the steps and the moving of the 
memorial stone was done by a force detailed from the Street 
Department. ‘The masonry work was done by A. A. Libby 
& Co. : 
SWIMMING POooLs. 


A swimming pool on Orchard park was finished so as to 
be opened to the public on July 3. This pool is simply an 
excavation in clayey ground, lined with Portland cement 
eoncrete, and having an artificial stone walk 4 feet wide 
around the outside, sloping away from the tank. The tank 
is 80 feet long by 30 feet wide, 4 feet deep at one end and 4 
feet 6 inches deep at the other end. The side walls are 2 
feet, and the bottom 6 inches thick. The sides and bottom 
were plastered with Portland cement, and then washed with 
clear Portland cement wash. Suitable drains for emptying 
the tank with an overflow 6 inches below the top of the tank 
were constructed. A 4-inch water-supply pipe enters the 
middle of the shallow end of the tank 2 feet above the 
bottom. 
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Another swimming pool was built in the old bath-house on 
Cabot street. This is 66 feet long, 23 feet wide, 3 feet 
6 inches deep at one end, and 6 feet 6 inches deep at the 
other end; no artificial stone walk was laid around it; owing 
to the character of the soil the bottom of this tank was made 
16 inches thick. The drainage from the tank is into Stony 
brook. With the above exceptions the tank was constructed 
in the same manner as was the one at Orchard park. It 
was finished on August 4. 


TEMPORARY HIGHWAY BRIDGE ACROSS CHARLES RIVER. 


Plans were made and approved by the War Department 
for building this bridge, which is about 800 feet south of 
West Boston Bridge with approaches connecting with the 
present lines of travel; the whole bridge will be about 2,248 
feet long, and will be provided with two draws. This bridge 
is designed to take the travel now going over West Boston 
bridge until the new bridge, to be called Cambridge bridge, 
is completed. 

Plans and specifications were made for building 1,920 feet 
of this bridge, and a contract for doing the work was made 
with Benjamin Young, October 13, for the sum of $32,200 ; 
the draws, draw-piers and adjoining parts of the bridge not 
being included; about two-thirds of the piles have been 
driven, and about 30 per cent. of the top work has been 
done.

HEADQUARTERS FIRE DEPARTMENT, 
BRISTOL STREET, Boston, February 8, 1899. 


His Honor Jostan Quincy, Mayor: 


Sir, —While, by the good fortune which has favored this 
department during recent years, we are again able to show a 
fair result of last year’s work, I regret to point to the dangers 
referred to in my last report as in no degree lessened, and 
can only hope that by continued vigilance and promptness, 
we may, at least, postpone that conflagration at all times 
threatening through the presence of fire-traps and tinder- 
boxes in many parts of the territory supposed to be pro- 
tected by this department. 

The salt-water service from Atlantic avenue through 
Congress street, Post Office square and Central street, to 
Central Wharf has been perfected, with hydrants, electrical 
connections, etc., complete, to be used by the two fire-boats 
when needed to prevent conflagrations, if possible, in the 
district covered, but not for ordinary fire duty, and if it is 
deemed advisable to extend such service which, on trial, has 
proved eminently successful in throwing some 3,000 gallons 
per minute to the height of a ten (10) story building, I 
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would recommend that a 16-inch pipe be laid from Central 
Wharf through Atlantic avenue, India and Franklin to Con- 
eress street, from Congress street through Atlantic avenue, 
Summer, Bedford, Chauncy, Summer, Hawley and Milk 
streets to Congress street to cover a thickly-congested terri- 
tory to which, at any time, we may be called to fight a con- 
flagration. 

The new house for Engine 80 on Centre street, West 

Roxbury, John A. Fox, architect, was occupied on June 1, 
to the satisfaction of all concerned, and on November 8, the 
company for Combination 6 was organized and established 
in new quarters at Grove Hall, Dorchester, Perkins & Betton, 
architects, much to the relief of a long-expectant neighbor- 
hood. 
- The second fire-boat, Engine 31, after many trials, is now 
in service, and owing to her small draft of some four feet 
is able to protect the shallow portions of our water front 
beyond the reach of the deeper boat. 

I would strongly urge that our wires of the Fire-alarm 
branch be placed under ground from Dover street bridge to 
Tremont street, up Tremont to Roxbury, from Roxbury 
to Washington, down Washington to Eustis, from Eustis to 
Harrison avenue, down Harrison avenue to Northampton, 
through Northampton to Albany, down Albany to the point 
of starting. And also in Charlestown from Warren bridge 
through City square to Park street, through Park to Henley, 
through Henley to Chelsea, through Chelsea street to Chelsea 
bridge, inasmuch as the storms of the past year have clearly 
demonstrated the advantage of such action, both for economy 
and for the efficiency of this very important branch of the 
department. 

But little new construction work has been done by this 
branch in the past year, owing to the fact that nearly the 
whole of the underground work called for in the district for 
1898, as prescribed by the Commissioner of Wires, was com- 
pleted during the season of 1897, bounded as follows: Be- 
ginning at Charles river, by Cambridge, Joy, Beacon and 
Charles streets, Park square, Columbus avenue, Ferdinand 
street, Castle square, Tremont and Berkeley streets back to 
the river. 

This completes the underground district as originally pre- 
scribed by act of the Legislature, passed in 1894. 

The electrical service established in connection with the 
salt-water pipe-line system consists of a circuit contained in 
a five conductor cable, drawn through ducts that were laid in 
the same trench as the water-pipes and at the same time; the 
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circuit thus constructed is connected with a break key en- 
closed at each post hydrant, also with a device by which-tele- 
eraphic instruments can be placed in circuit at any time ; so, 
by making use of the first the prescribed signal code can’ be 
transmitted to the fire-boat station by any one, and, by the 
other, messages of any character may be sent by men 
trained for the purpose. 

The. circuit is also extended to the fire-alarm headquarters 
by which communication is established between headquarters, 
the boat-station and any hydrant that may be connected at 
the time. 

Two thousand, five hundred and sixty feet of cable, con- 
taining 27,800 feet of conductors, were used in this con- 
struction. 

Much extra work was caused by the two heavy storms of 
the year; that of January 81 was especially disastrous to 
the overhead service, as the wires, poles and fixtures erected 
for their support were broken, torn down, and otherwise 
demoralized to a greater extent than ever occurred on any 
previous occasion since the fire-alarm system was established. 

The damage resulting from the November storm was much 
less in extent, but a great amount of emergency work was 
made necessary by it before the circuits were restored to 
their normal condition. 

The whole fire-alarm system has continued to show its 
excellence through alarm-boxes and transmitters, the former 
never failing to properly send in the alarms, while the latter, 
in sending them out, has struck 7,300,000 blows without 
serious mistakes in directing the engines and other apparatus. 

Referring to my report of last year, I would again recom- 
mend that an additional ladder company be placed in the 
territory adjacent to Engines 38-39, on Congress street, to 
provide necessary ladder service for the many large buildings 
in that neighborhood. 

Several of the outlying districts have received increased 
protection through additional horses and chemicals in the 
companies at present protecting them, and I cannot see the 
necessity of providing new companies for such districts, 
although I well know that every new hamlet prefers to de- 
pend on the protection of the Fire Department, rather than on 
that of insurance companies, and after pitching their wooden 
camps expect the city to provide adjacent engines and other 
fire apparatus. 

Of the officers and men throughout the department, I 
can speak only in terms of praise for the vigilance and 
zeal shown on all occasions, as well as for their interest in 
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maintaining a high standard of discipline and conduct as 
firemen and citizens.

Str, — The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-seventh annual report, covering the work of the Health 
Department for the past year, together with a statement of 
the receipts and ‘expenditures of the department from 
February 1, 1898, to February 1, 1899. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 10,886, a de- 
crease from the previous year of 268 deaths. The popula- 
tion, as estimated at the end of the year, is 541,827, which 
is based on the geometrical rate of increase between the last 
two census years, 1885-1895. The death-rate for the year, 
as calculated on this population, is 20.09 per 1,000 inhabi- 
tants. This rate is less by .99 than that of the previous 
year, and the lowest on record. There were 1,470 deaths 
from zymotic diseases, a decrease of 836 deaths from the 
same group of the previous year. There were 241 less 
deaths from diphtheria than in 1897, with a proportionate 
decrease in the number of cases. The percentage of deaths 
to the number of cases of diphtheria reported was 10.25 as 
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against 12.09 per cent. the preceding year. There were 33 
deaths from scarlatina, 1038 less deaths than in the preceding 
year, and 129 less than the average of the five previous 
years. Typhoid fever caused 185 deaths during the year. 
Ninety of the deaths from this cause occurred during 
the months of August, September and October, and 113 of 
the whole number died between the ages of 20 and 40 years. 
There were 27 deaths from measles during the year. The 
number of deaths of children under five years of age was 
3,977 compared with 3,708 for the previous year, showing a 
decrease of 131 deaths. The respiratory cases are still the 
most fatal, causing fully 25 per cent. of the whole mortality 
the past year, as against 26 per cent. in 1897.

DIPHTHERIA. 


The death-rate from diphtheria was greatest in 1876, 1880 
and 1881. 

In the quinquennial period ending with the year 1880, the 
death-rate was 17.88 to each 10,000 of the population; for 
the same period ending 1885 it was 15.46; in the next 
period, 1890, it was 12.09; and in the period ending 1895, 
it was 11.02. The greatest decrease is shown in the years 
1896, 1897 and 1898, when the death-rates were respectively 
9.80, 8.15 and 7.77 in each 10,000 of population. <A dia- 
eram for the year 1898 is appended, which shows the num- 
ber of deaths each month as compared with the average of ten 
years. 

GLANDERS AND RABIES. 


Cases of glanders and farcy amongst horses have continued 
to occur frequently, and have required unusual attention 
from the officer in charge of this work. Nights, Sundays 
and holidays are necessarily utilized to find large numbers of 
horses which require careful examination. 
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Rabies among dogs have occurred in five known instances 
and in twenty-four instances the dogs have been under strong 
suspicion of having been bitten by rabid dogs, and have 
been quarantined to wait developments. 

The Legislature of 1897 passed an act by which the 
Boston Board of Health could act independently in cases 
of glanders, farcy and rabies, but omitted to provide us 
with the authority to isolate and quarantine cases of known 
exposure to these diseases. The present Legislature has 
been asked for additional authority, and there is every reason 
to believe that it will be given. A building for the quaran- 
tine of dogs, under suspicion of being infected with rabies, 
has been constructed in the rear of our hospital on Swett 
street. This building as now equipped has served our pur- 
pose during the last few months and may be sufficient for our 
purpose in the future.

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REMOVAL OF OLD BUILDINGS. 


In our last annual report we published an Act of the 
Legislature of 1897, that gave the Board of Health addi- 
tional powers for the removal of old dwellings which had 
been vacated by the Board of Health on account of age, want 
of repairs, etc. Under this act there were ordered during the 
year the removal of fifty-eight dwellings, forty-eight of which 
have been already removed, and the remainder will be 
removed. This act did not empower the Board of Health 
to remove old dwellings which it had not vacated, while 
the need for such removals was as great as that for which 
the additional authority had been given in 1897. The 
amendment to the Act of 1897 has been asked for, and 
will undoubtedly be granted. The authority sought by this 
amendment will enable the Board of Health to remove many 
old worn-out buildings, which obstruct the lght necessary 
for other buildings, and which foster and cover nuisances of 
various kinds to the injury of surrounding property. The 
Act of 1897 has been enforced only after personal inspec- 
tion by the Board of Health and with the exercise of its judg- 
ment after considering the interests of all concerned. 
Damages for the removal of such buildings have been settled 
in thirteen cases, and forty-five cases remain for settlement 
at the end of this financial year. Following is a list of the 
houses ordered to be removed:

TENEMENT—HOUSES. 


The law prescribes that tenement houses shall be examined 
twice in each year, but while this is well technically, we find 
it to be a necessary practice to examine such houses more 
frequently. Many of the tenement houses in our city were 
built for single families and have been converted to the use 
of three, four or more families. Rooms have been divided 
into small, dark and unventilated ones. Water-closets are 
put under the stairs, in the cellar, off hallways and in other 
dark places. Sinks are misplaced in the same way. Gar- 
bage, ashes and rubbish are frequently unprovided for except 
in unsuitable places. All this badly constructed and mis- 
used property is much sought for and completely satisfies 
a portion of our population, chiefly because of central location 
and the inherent desire of these people to herd together. 
Under the general law the Board of Health finds it possible 
to secure many changes in old buildings, and in some newly 
constructed ones, on the ground that they are otherwise 
unfit to occupy. 

In addition to the old buildings demolished under the act of 
1897, several have been taken down by the owners on account 
of radical changes which were demanded by the Board of 
Health, which improvements involved so considerable an 
expenditure that it was deemed more expedient to demolish 
the buildings. Among them were No. 216 and No. 218 
North street, No. 28 South Margin street, and several houses 
on Fleet street. Upon the site of the dwelling demolished 
at No. 28 South Margin street there has been erected a new 
brick building, the rear part of which has been ordered vacant, 
because of insufficient light and ventilation. 

In a number of cases additional light and ventilation has 
been secured by providing windows, air and lght-shafts. 
Among the buildings so improved are 1359 Washington street, 
28 and 284 Norman street, 1st and 2d rear No. 20, South

LODGING—HOUSES. 


It is gratifying to state that the regulations for the 
changes, outfit and care of cheap lodging-houses which were 
put in force by this department a year ago have been com- 
plied with by a majority of the owners and managers of such 
houses; where this has not been done the business has been 
abandoned. Asaresult of these changes our licensed lodging- 
houses, their equipment and patrons are cleanly, more orderly, 
and the latter less exposed to disease and vice. 


GARBAGE AND REFUSE DISPOSAL. 


The new plant for the reduction of garbage at Calf 
pasture, whose contemplated construction was mentioned in 
our last annual report, has been completed, and was put in 
operation November 15, 1898. It is too early yet to say 
whether or not it will be entirely successful, although it is 
the hope and expectation of all concerned that it will be so. 
Up to the date of this report there has been no complaint. 

The plant for the treatment of dry rubbish has been 
erected at Fort Hill Wharf, at which all articles having a 
commercial value will be removed and prepared for the 
market and the residue burned. This plant is an assured 
success, and will be a credit to the city. 


GAS—FITTING. 


The examination for defective gas-fittings and pipes, begun 
by this department in 1897, has been continued during the 
last year with encouraging and successful results. Leaks of 
gas are more readily recognized and reported than formerly, 
and the evil results of living in an atmosphere test with 
illuminating gas-are being better known. 
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During the year seventy-eight houses have been found 
with leaky gas-pipes or fixtures. These defects are repaired 
as rapidly as possible after being found. Less search for gas 
leaks by this department (aside from complaints ) has been 
made the past year than was expected, owing to a weakened 
condition of our force of inspectors by sickness and 
otherwise. This force has been greatly strengthened, how- 
ever, and more time will be given to this branch of our work 
during the coming year. It appears now to be definitely 
settled that the manufacture and supply of water gas will be 
discontinued within the next few months in favor of coal gas. 
Water gas means from 25 to 30 per cent. of carbonic oxide 
(a deadly poison), while coal gas should mean not more than 
6 to 10 per cent. of this dangerous element. The number of 
deaths reported in Boston from this cause for the last six 
years, including accidental and suicidal, is as follows:

It is to be noted that there has been a constant and some- 
what rapid increase in the number of deaths from this cause, 
and it is probably safe to say that for each death caused by 
illuminating gas there are 100 persons suffering more or less 
from the same gas issuing from defective or weak pipes and 
fixtures. The present legal requirements in this city that 
master and journeyman gas-fitters shall be examined and 
licensed before doing any gas-fitting work or business, and our 
regulations for proper materials and workmanship are re- 
peatedly securing better construction, repairs and materials, 
and the community is being stirred to a belief in their impor- 
tance and that the abolishment of water gas is a necessity. 

The Board of Examiners for gas-fitters’ licenses have met 
once a week during the year, and have made examinations 
as follows :

By the above statement it will be seen that the per cent. 
passing the masters’ examinations was 44, while but 28 per 
cent. passed the journeymen’s examinations. 

Eleven oral examinations were given during the year, the 
candidates stating they were unable to read or write English. 


EXAMINATION OF PLUMBERS. 


During the year ending January 31,1899, the Board of 
Examiners held fifty-one meetings, and examined 229 
candidates for plumbers’ licenses; 158 were for master 
plumbers’ licenses and 67 (or 48 per cent.) passed the 
examination and were certified to the Building Commis- 
sioner for license. One hundred and ninety-one were 
examined for journeymen plumbers’ licenses, and 127 (.669 
per cent.) passed the preliminary examination and were 
notified to report at the shop for the practical test. Of 
this number 100 passed successful examinations at the shop 
and were certified for licenses. 

There were in addition 64 candidates whose examination 
became necessary by a neglect to renew their licenses on May 
1. Twenty-two of this number were masters and 42 journey- 
men. ‘Three masters and six journeymen failed to pass the 
examination. 


ALLEYWAYS. 


Prior to April the Board of Health, under authority given 
in chapter 323, Acts of 1891, secured the paving and drain- 
ing of such private alleyways as it found to be a menace to 
the public health and at the expense of the abutters. The 
duty of keeping the alleyway clean also devolved upon the 
abutters, although this duty was but rarely exercised except 
under compulsion.

An act of the Legislature of 1898 relieved the Board of 
Health of this duty, and placed the work of paving and 
draining the alleyways upon the Street Commissioners, and 
reads as follows: 


[CHAPTER 298. | 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO ALLEYS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The Board of Street Commissioners of the city 
of Boston may, under the provisions of chapter three hundred 
and twenty-three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, 
lay out and construct any alley or passageway in the city of 
Boston not exceeding twenty-five feet in width as a public alley, 
and the provisions of said chapters shall, so far as applicable, 
apply to the laying-out and construction of public alleys and the 
paying of the assessable cost thereof, as if they were laid out as 
highways, and any moneys applicable to the laying-out and con- 
struction of highways under said act may be used for paying the 
expenses of laying-out and constructing public alleys. 

Secor. 2. Said city shall not be liable for any defect or 
want of repair in any public alley, nor be required to keep the 
same free from snow, but shall be required to keep the same 
free from any substance which is liable to cause sickness or a 
nuisance. 

Sect. 3. Whoever drops or places or suffers to remain in 
any public alley, any snow or ice, or any rubbish or obstruction 
of any kind, shall be fined not exceeding fifty dollars for each 
offence. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by 
the City Council of the city of Boston. [ Approved April 18, 1898. 


Pursuant to the above act the Board of Health, on June 
25, sent the following communication to the Street Commis- 
sioners and turned over to said commissioners the following 
papers and agreements for paving and draining :

Board of Street Commissioners, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — Under an act of the Legislature of 1894 the 
Board of Health has proceeded to adjudicate upon the unsanitary 
condition of many of our alleyways, and order them paved and 
drained at the expense of the abutters. Since the passage of an 
act by the Legislature of 1898 which empowers the Street Com- 
missioners to lay out and construct such passageways, and under 
which the paving and draining may be done by the Superintendent 
of Streets, the Board of Health believes that it would be better 
after adjudication by said Board to relinquish all the constructive 
work to your department. 

The Board of Health, therefore, transmits to-day a list of such 
alleyways as have recently been found to require paving and 
draining, and will hereafter transmit such cases as may occur. 
The Mayor has been consulted in this matter, and has approved 
this action. .

Since that date we have certified the following alleyways 
to be in need of the same treatment. It is an extremely 
important matter that those private ways which have been 
picked out as the worst should be put in order as soon as 
possible. They are serious nuisances, and in their unpaved 
and undrained condition it is impossible to keep them clean, 
and it is a hardship to the abutters who are willing and 
anxious to have them paved at their own expense under the 
direction of the city:

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LABORATORY. 


By consent of the Mayor, early last year, preparations 
were begun for the establishment of a laboratory for the 
Health Department, a need which had been felt for many 
years. In April a suitable room was secured in the Sudbury 
Building on Sudbury street. Dr. Hibbert W. Hill was ap- 
pointed director of the proposed laboratory, and was at once 
put in charge of fitting up and equipping it. Everything 
being ready the work of diphtheria diagnosis was transferred 
from the laboratory at the Harvard Medical School to our 
own. 

The diagnosis of diphtheria, typhoid fever, glanders, 
rabies, malaria, la grippe and other diseases are provided 
for. The analyses of suspected water and ice are also pro- 
vided for, and will form a part of our future work. The 
laboratory is fitted and managed with a view of doing general 
and special research work. ‘The production of diphtheria 
antitoxin was transferred to the State Board of Health in 
March, the horses used for this purpose at Gallop’s Island 
sold and the guinea pigs and rabbits transferred to the new 
laboratory. It should be said that the cultural diagnosis of 
diphtheria and the production of diphtheria antitoxin was 
first, and for about three years, done at the laboratory of the 
Harvard Medical School by Professor Ernst most satisfac- 
torily, and that its withdrawal from this laboratory to our 
own was but a part of our programme in the establishment 
of a laboratory for more extended uses. 

The transfer of the antitoxin supply to the State Board of 
Health was due to an apt suggestion on its part to the 
effect that it might relieve Boston of the expense as well 
as the rest of the State. 

For a more extended account of the work of the laboratory 
see the appended report of Dr. Hill. 


Boston MritkK SUPPLY. 


It is a well-known fact that while good milk is the most 
perfect and necessary article of diet, and a necessity for 
infants and young children, it is also the most likely of all 
food articles to become unclean or infected and dangerous. 
We have had, for many years, careful inspection of milk, to 
see that it is not so diluted with water or robbed of its 
cream as to cause its solids to fall below 12 per cent. in 
summer and 13 per cent. in winter. This inspection has 
served an important purpose, but it does not protect milk 
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against infection or uncleanliness. In 1892 we passed the 
following regulation : 
Cows. 
Boston, April 26, 1892. 

Whereas, Cows’ milk is one of the most common and necessary 
articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired in useful- 
ness and rendered dangerous to health by the want of proper 
care in its production or subsequent treatment or handling; it is, 
therefore, ordered that the following regulation be and is hereby 
adopted : 


Section 1. No person shall use any building as a stable for 
cows, unless it contains at least 1,000 cubic feet of space for 
each animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight roof and 
floors, good drainage, a supply of pure water, and all other 
necessary means for maintaining the health and good condition 
of the cows, and has been approved by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 2. Every person using any such building shall keep 
the same and the premises connected therewith, and all land 
used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from filth. 

Sect. 3.. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit it to 
be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from disease, 
by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or having 
recently been in contact with any such person, shall milk cows 
or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended 
for sale, or in any way take part or assist in handling milk 
intended for sale, until all danger of communicating such disease 
to other persons shall have passed. 

Sect. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the milk 
of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed with other 
milk, nor until it has been boiled, shall sell or use such milk, or 
any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or other animals. 


In the enforcement of this regulation it became necessary 
to condemn and remove a large number of old and unsuita- 
ble stables. Other stables were rearranged and improved so 
that cows have been somewhat better cared for in Boston. 
It was seen, however, that this regulation was but a step in 
the right direction, and that regulations upon a more com- 
prehensive scale must be made and enforced if we would 
secure wholesome and safe milk for this city and for the 
State. Use was made of the Massachusetts Association of 
Boards of Health, in which a committee was appointed to 
formulate a set of regulations which would be approved by 
the association and adopted by all of the Boards of Health 
of the State. The regulations were prepared and accepted 
by the association. The Legislature of 1897 was asked to 
give the other Boards of Health of the State the appoint- 
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ment and aid of the milk inspectors, but the Legislature 
failed to sympathize with the Boards of Health in this 
movement, and the matter fell through for the time being. 
In December last this Board, having ample authority for the 
purpose, and after making slight changes, adopted the regu- 
lations in the following form: 


Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health of the city of 
Boston, infectious diseases are spread by the distribution of milk 
produced, stored and distributed under improper conditions ; it is 
therefore, 

Ordered, That the following regulations be, and hereby are, 
adopted : 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. All persons in the city of Boston engaged in the 
production of milk for sale, orin the business of selling, delivering 
or distributing milk in said city, shall, annually on the first day of 
May, or within thirty days thereafter, make written application to 
the Inspector of Milk, on forms prescribed by the Board of Health, 
for a license. 

Secor. 2. No person in said city shall engage in the business of 
producing milk for sale, or in the sale or distribution of milk in 
the city of Boston, without a license so to do, under these regula- 
tions and such other conditions as the Board of Health may impose ; 
said license to be revoked if the licensee fails to comply with the 
conditions of his license or the regulations of this Board. 

Secr. 3. The conditions under which every cow is kept whose 
milk is brought into the city of Boston, or kept, delivered, dis- 
tributed, sold or offered for sale in said city, shall be made known 
by the licensee to the Inspector of Milk in such detail as the Board 
of Health may require, and shall be approved by said Board; and 
no milk except that derived from such cow shall be brought, kept, 
delivered, distributed, sold or offered for sale in said city. 

Sect. 4. No milk shall be sold, offered for sale, or distributed 
in the city of Boston unless the cows from which it is derived 
have, within one year, been examined by a competent authority, 
and shown to be free from diseases dangerous to the public health ; 
but this shall not be construed as forbidding the sale or use of 
milk from cows not tested with tuberculin. 

Sect. 5. All persons having a permit or license to sell, deliver 
or distribute milk in the city of Boston, shall keep a copy of the 
license constantly posted in a conspicuous place on the premises, 
and shall have his name and the number of his license marked in 
plain uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than one inch in height, 
on vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. No milk for sale or distribution shall be stored in 
that portion of a building which is used for the stabling of horses, 
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cows or other animals, or for the storing of manure, or in any 
room used in whole or in part for domestic or sleeping purposes. 

Sect. 2. No person in the city of Boston engaged in the 
business of producing milk for sale, and no person engaged in the 
business of storing or delivering milk in said city, shall store, 
cool or mix said milk in any room which is occupied by horses, 
cows or other animals. All rooms in which milk is stored, cooled 
or mixed shall be provided with tight walls and floor and kept 
constantly clean. The walls and floors of said rooms to be of 
such a construction as to allow easy and thorough cleansing. 
The room or rooms aforesaid shall contain proper appliances for 
washing or sterilizing all utensils actually employed in the storage, 
sale or distribution of milk, and all such apparatus and utensils 
shall be washed with boiling water or sterilized by steam regularly 
after being so used. 

Sect. 3. Nourinal, water-closet or privy shall be located in the 
rooms called for in the preceding section, or so situated as to 
pollute the atmosphere of said rooms. 

Sect. 4. All milk produced in the city of Boston for sale 
shall be strained, cooled or stored as soon as it is drawn from 
the cow. 


ARTICLE ILD. 


Section 1. Milk kept for sale in any store, shop, restaurant, 
market, bakery or other establishment, shall always be kept in a 
covered cooler, box or refrigerator, properly drained and cared 
for, and while therein shall be kept tightly closed and only in such 
locations and under such conditions as shall be approved by the 
Board of Health. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. All cans, bottles or other vessels of any sort, used 
in the retail sale, delivery or distribution of milk to the consumer, 
must be cleaned or sterilized before they are again used for the 
Same purpose, and it shall be deemed a sufficient reason for for- 
feiture of license for any milk dealer to fail so to do. 

Sect. 2. No person shall use in any way a milk vessel for any 
other substance than milk, and any licensed milk dealer who shall 
so misuse such vessel shall be liable to forfeiture of license. 


ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. Every person engaged in the production, storage, 
transportation, sale, delivery or distribution of milk shall immedi- 
ately on the occurrence of any case or cases of infectious disease 
either in himself or in his family, or amongst his employees or 
within the building or premises where milk is stored, sold or distrib- 
uted, notify the Board of Health, and at the same time shall sus- 
pend the sale and distribution of milk until authorized to resume 
the same by the Boardof Health. No vessels which have been 
handled by persons suffering from such diseases shall be used to 
hold or convey milk until they have been thoroughly sterilized. 
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The following blanks were prepared and are being sent to 
all of the milk producers for Boston, in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts and Rhode Island:

SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


The examination of school-houses has been continued with 
about the same results as have been reported from year to 
year for the last twenty-five years. There has been an im- 
provement in some respects in the sanitary condition and 
appointment of the houses, but it has been slow and not 
general. Better sites have been selected, better con- 
struction and more space given new houses. Some diver- 
sified changes have been made in old ones, but there still 
exist many overcrowded, badly ventilated, badly drained houses 
with overheated or underheated air as may happen. The 
general sanitary conditions of school-houses have been the 
subject of repeated communications from this department to 
the City Council and School Committee for many years. Some 
of the more urgent cases have been especially communicated 
during the last year as has been done in previous years.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF BACTERIOLOGICAL LAB- 
ORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the nine months since the opening of the laboratory, 
ending January 31, 1899. 

In March, 1898, the Bacteriological Laboratory was estab- 
lished in the Sudbury Building. The necessary fitting up 
and equipment was begun at once. On the tenth of May, 
the work done during three years past for the Board of 
Health at the Harvard Medical School was transferred to 
this laboratory, with the exception of the making of diphtheria 
antitoxin, the State Board of Health having agreed to 
continue the supply. 

The work consisted at that time principally of the diph- 
theria diagnosis, but has been gradually extended so that at 
the present time regularly organized services exist for the 
diagnosis of typhoid fever, malaria and glanders also. 
Rabies cases are investigated, but this disease is not suffi- 
ciently prevalent to justify a detailed organization. Exami- 
nations for other pathogenic bacteria, such as pus-organisms, 
gonococci, the bacillus of influenza, etc., are made as may be 
required. The testing of disinfectants for municipal work is 
also part of the recognized work of the laboratory. 


LABORATORY. 


In this report, the first since the establishment of the 
laboratory, a brief description of the laboratory with its 
arrangements, fittings and methods is given somewhat in 
detail, as well as an account of the routine work accomplished. 

The original floor-space acquired contained 1,600 square 
feet. To this has been added about one-sixth more for an 
animal room, which was not at first provided, since the 
original intention contemplated the keeping up of the supply 
of animals for the laboratory from the breeding pens at 
Gallop’s Island. It was found, however, that this arrange- 
ment did not permit that minute attention to breeding and to 
classification which is advisable for experimental animals. 

The laboratory consists of five rooms. Three of these are 
devoted to the bacteriological work proper—the media 
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room, the animal room and the microscope room. ‘Two are 
used for executive work — the reception and care of culture 
boxes, malaria, typhoid and glanders outfits, the keeping of 
records, writing of reports and other details of administration. 

The media room contains the sterilizers, coagulators, chem- 
ical apparatus and cooking utensils necessary to the making 
up of media, and a refrigerator for storing the same. The 
cleaning of glass ware, etc., —no inconsiderable item —- is also 
done here. A large closed hood carries the various gases and 
vapors formed during the cooking operations into a ventilating 
flue, ensuring their thorough removal. 

The microscope room contains, in addition to the benches 
arranged for the microscopes, an incubator closet, a refrigerator 
for stock cultures, and a balance. 

In the animal room are the pens and cages for the inocu- 
lated animals and for breeding purposes. 


METHODS. 
Diphtheria Diagnosis. 


Outfits. —'The outfit consists of a copper box (dimensions 
six inches long, two and one-fourth inches wide and one inch 
deep) having two pairs of U springs in the bottom so placed 
that two small strong test tubes (five inches long, one-half 
inch internal diameter) made without lips can be held 
securely by them. One of the test tubes contains Loeffler’s 
blood serum, the other contains @ swab. Both tubes are 
closed by cotton stoppers, that of the serum tube containing 
a small cork concealed in the cotton, serving to prevent the 
too rapid drying out of the serum (Theobald Smith). The 
swab is of brass wire, one inch of one end being roughened 
and wound with non-absorbent cotton of a fine grade (jewelers’ 
cotton). Non-absorbent cotton is used because the object 
sought is the transfer of the material from the suspected 
throat to the serum, not its absorption by the cotton. The 
box and both tubes are sterilized before being sent out. In 
each box is placed a card to be filled out by the physician 
when he takes the culture, and two circulars —one giving 
the directions for taking the culture, the other defining the 
official relations of the Board of Health to diphtheria cases 
especially with regard to release. 

Culture Stations.— The outfits are distributed to certain 
regularly appointed drug stores, known for this purpose as 
‘culture stations.” There they are kept for two months, 
or until called for by a physician who wishes to take a 
culture. After the culture is taken the physician returns 
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the outfit to the culture station, from which it is for- 
warded to the laboratory. The culture should reach the 
station not later than will allow ample time for its arriving 
at the laboratory by 6 P.M. 

Incubation. —On receipt of the culture outfit at the 
laboratory the number of the box and the patient’s name is 
immediately recorded, the box is credited to the station from 
which it comes, and the card is stamped with the date of 
receipt. At 6 P.M. all the boxes received during the day 
are placed in the incubator at 37°C. for examination next 
morning at 8.30. 

Reports. —'The diagnosis, + or —, is marked on the card 
at the time of the morning examination. As soon as the 
cards are marked they are compared with the card catalogue 
consisting of cards previously received. They are thus 
classified —the positives as primary or secondary cards; 
the negatives as primary, or if for release, as_ first 
or second negatives. The report to the department 
is then made out, and individual reports sent by mail 
to the physicians. Many cases are reported by telephone, 
the physician calling up the laboratory, or the laboratory 
calling up the physician in response to a request from 
him written on the. card. The number of calls relating to 
this work alone is about 1,800 for this year. In every 
case a report is sent by mail. When a first negative culture 
for release is obtained the medical agent of the district in which 
the case exists is notified by mail to take a culture. If this 
proves negative it constitutes the required second negative, 
and disinfection is proceeded with on receipt of such report 
from the laboratory of the Board of Health. Finally, the 
new cards are catalogued with the old ones. 

Special Hxaminations. — When requested, the laboratory is 
ready at all times during hours (9 A.M. to 5 P.M., Satur- 
days, 9 A.M. to 1 P.M., Sundays, 9 A.M. to 11 A.M.) to 
examine the swabs from cases for diagnosis divectly. It has 
been found that in from one-third to one-half of the cases 
finally proving positive after the ordinary incubation, a posi- 
tive diagnosis can be made from the swab without waiting 
for incubation, thus saving from sixteen to twenty-four hours. 
Should a negative result be obtained from the swab, how- 
ever, no reliance can be placed on the examination. In such 
cases, if the culture has been brought into the laboratory 
before 12 M., a stz-hour incubation may be given, the exami- 
nation being made and reportedon at 5 P.M. Shoulda nega- 
tive result be obtained, it must be considered unreliable, and 
the result of the regular over-night incubation must be 
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obtained before a conclusion is arrived at. A positive report 
from either swab or six-hour incubation may, however, be 
considered final. 


Typhoid Fever. 


The dried blood method for the Widal reaction is used. 
The outfit consists of aluminum foil (after Wesbrook) on 
which the blood is to be dried, let into three-layer cards, 
carrying also a small copper wire loop (after Johnson) for 
transferring the blood to the foil. The card gives directions 
for handling the foil and wire. With this card is sent 
another card to be filled out by the physician, and a circular 
of directions. All three fit into a manila envelope for safe 
keeping, and the whole is mailable for two cents postage. 
The outfits are sent by mail on receipt of requests therefor 
at the laboratory. After the physician has taken the blood 
preparation it is returned to the laboratory by mail. The 
examination is made thus: The dried blood on the foil is 
mixed with ten times as much sterile water; a drop 
of this dilution is mixed on a coverslip with a drop of 
broth containing typhoid bacilli, making a total dilution 
of one intwenty. This preparation, mounted as a “ hanging 
drop,” is observed at intervals under the microscope for from 
thirty minutes to one hour. If only loss of motility or only 
clumping is observed, the preparation is called atypical and 
another requested. If both occur, a positive, and if neither, 
a negative report is sent. A new typhoid culture on agar, 
reaction + 1.5 (1.5 per cent. acid) is made every day from a 
previous agar culture one month old. This ensures that there 
shall always be an agar culture one month old in the labora- 
tory. From this month-old agar is made also every day a 
broth culture (+1.5 initial reaction)! which is ready for use 
next day after incubation for twenty-four hours at 37°C. 
Reports are sent by mail. The physician may get his report 
by telephone also if he so desires. Reports are transmitted 
to the Board of Health, and the physicians’ cards are cata- 
logued as in the diphtheria service. 


Malaria. 


The outfit consists of a small flat tin box which con- 
tains half-a-dozen clean coverslips wrapped in paper (after the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health). On application to 
the laboratory, one such box, accompanied by a circular of 


1The reaction is adjusted by the titration methods recommended by Fuller, and 
adopted by the Bacteriological Committee of the American Public Health Association. 
The reaction designated (+ 1.5) ensures a perfectly uniform growth, without 
clumps or surface membrane; the bacilli show good active motility. 
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directions and a card to be filled out with the particulars of 
the case by the physician, is mailed to the address given. 
Upon receipt of the coverslips with the blood smeared on them 
as directed, the examination is carried out. Romanowsky’s 
method has been followed. Reports are mailed as in other 
cases, but telephone reports are given also if requested. The 
cards are catalogued as in the diphtheria service. 


Glanders. 


This service was organized at the suggestion of Dr. Alex- 
ander Burr, veterinarian to the Boston Board of Health. 

The outfit consists of a cylindrical copper box containing 
an eight-inch test tube, a card for particulars of the case and 
a circular of directions. (See Appendix, Forms 7 and 34.) 
The test tube contains a large swab of a design similar to 
that used for the diphtheria work. The cotton used is 
absorbent, however, instead of the non-absorbent used for the 
diphtheria swab, because in glanders the object sought is the 
accumulation in the cotton of as much as possible of the 
suspected material. The outfits are sterilized each time 
before being sent out, and are kept at the same culture sta- 
tions with the diphtheria outfits. On receipt of an outfit 
from the veterinarian, the swab is transferred to 5 c.c.’s of 
sterilized water and shaken thoroughly init. The resulting 
suspension is inoculated intra-abdominally into well-grown 
male guinea-pigs, and a positive or negative diagnosis is 
based upon the development of scrotal inflammation in from 
two to seven days, after further examination of the tissues 
in every case for the isolation of the organism. Reports 
are sent by mail, and also by telephone, as in the other 
services. 

The other diseases in which these methods of examination 
are of diagnostic value are not submitted for diagnosis 
sufficiently frequently to make a regular organization for 
each necessary. ‘These are rabies, gonorrhea, influenza, and 
very occasionally dysentery, cholera, syphilis, leprosy, ete. 
The laboratory is, nevertheless, at the service of the profes- 
sion in these or other cases, such as septiceemias, abscesses, 
etc. The methods of examination for the first three of these 
diseases are given below. ‘The other four are of little impor- 
- tance at the present time in public health work in this 
part of the world. 


Rabies. 


Rabies is examined for by injecting under the dura of a 
full-grown rabbit (exposed by trephining) half a c.c. of an 


‘ 
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emulsion consisting of about one gram of brain tissue from the 
suspected animal in 10 c.c.’s of sterile water, filtered through 
absorbent cotton and paper. ‘The trephine hole is just poste- 
rior to a line joining the centres of the eyes. Paralysis or 
convulsions developing after fourteen days, followed by death, 
is good evidence of the presence of rabies, if other lesions 
can be excluded by a careful autopsy of the rabbit, with 
cultures from blood and organs. ‘Two rabbits at least should 
be inoculated with the same material in each case. 


Gonorrhea. 


Gonorrhea is examined for by two methods. ‘The first is 
the direct staining of the discharge itself, sent in spread as a 
thin film on coverslips or slides, by the method of Gram, 
followed by Bismarck Brown in aqueous solution. The more 
or less biscuit-shaped gonococci are then seen as brown 
diplococci, often lying in cells; other cocci which sometimes 
resemble the gonococcus in shape arrangement and situation, 
retain the Gentian-violet stain of Gram’s method, thus show- 
ing purple in contrast to the gonococci which lose the purple 
stain under the Gram treatment and become brown on adding 
the Bismarck Brown. The second method resembles that 
used for the diphtheria diagnosis, in that cultures are made 
on Wasserman’s nutrose-serum-agar, described beyond, and 
the organism thus isolated for subsequent examination. The 
first method is applicable to acute cases where the infection 
is likely to be almost pure or the gonococci present in de- 
cided excess of the other organisms. The second method 
allows of plating if necessary, and is applicable to later 
stages, where the gonococcus may be obscured by the 
presence of considerable numbers of other organisms. 


Influenza. 


Influenza is examined for by direct staining of nasal or 
bronchial discharges, and by cultures from these regions and 
from the blood on glycerine agar. 


Disinfectants. 


The testing of disinfectants used in municipal work, begun 
at the time when the bacteriological work of the Board was 
carried on at the Harvard Medical School, has been con- 
tinued here. ‘The points to be considered in the investi- 
gation of disinfectants are: 

First. Bactericidal action. 
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Second. Physical and chemical action, including keeping 
powers and other characteristics. 

Third. Physiological action, including effect on man and 
lower animals. 

Fourth. Convenience in handling, storage, etc. 

Fifth. Range of application. 

Sixth. Cost. 

Any disinfectant which is particularly undesirable on 
account of peculiarities falling under any one of the above 
heads may be rejected without minute consideration of its 
other qualities. Thus if bactericidal power be low or insta- 
bility great, or if the disinfectant be extremely poisonous in 
minute quantities, or very troublesome in application, or if 
it have a very limited applicability or prohibitive cost, this 
single disability presented by it would rule it out of con- 
sideration at once. When, however, a number of disinfect- 
ants are available, none of which are extreme in their faults 
and all of which are fairly close to each other in their good 
points, it becomes a matter involving much careful consider- 
ation and many experiments to determine that which is to be 
selected on the ground of “best results at the most eco- 
nomical figures.” 

Bactericidal power requires careful laboratory experiments 
to determine the elemental facts—and here many factors 
must be considered; various strengths of the disinfectant 
must be tried for various lengths of time on bacteria of 
various resistant powers, holding various physical relations 
to various conditions of temperature and moisture, in various 
mixtures with albumens, fats, feces, urine salts, ete. 

The determination of keeping powers under various circum- 
stances necessitates usually chemical examinations, as well as 
bacteriological, in order to discover changes in composition if 
any occur, the rate at which they occur under various con- 
ditions, and their effect in diminishing or otherwise altering 
the efficiency of the disinfectant. The poisonous, disagree- 
able or other effect on man must be considered and also the 
effect on lower animals so far as these are likely to come in 
contact with the disinfectant. 

Convenience in storing and handling, depending on physi- 
cal and chemical constitution, are essential points where 
disinfection is done on a large scale, scattered over a wide 
area as in municipal work. 

Range of applicability is a most important point. This 
range depends upon the physical, chemical and physiological 
action of the disinfectant, its degree of concentration, its 
keeping powers, its effect on materials of every-day use, 
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varnish, wood, paint, fabrics, metals, dyes ; its action on soaps, 
fats, albumens, etc.; its miscibility with other substances. 
The range of applicability indeed depends upon all the other 
features except that of cost, which in itself is a matter to be 
considered in relation to all the other factors. Indeed all are 
inter-related to an extent which makes the full investigation 
of the whole subject a very extensive one. 

The principal methods of testing action on bacteria are as 
follows: 

Bactericidal action (disinfectant action). This is tested 
by direct exposure of well-grown bacteria to the action of the 
disinfectant; three variables at least must be considered and 
worked out — the bacteria themselves, the strength of the 
disinfectant and the time of exposure. 

Owing to the fact that different cultures, even of the same 
species of bacteria, vary in resistance, not only in accordance 
with age, presence or absence of spores and other readily 
understood conditions, but also on account of some inherent 
differences in vitality, dependent on numerous factors, really 
close work can only be accomplished by the use of cultures 
previously standardized by testing them with known strengths 
of known disinfectants. These check experiments should be 
made parallel with the new tests. ; 

The strength of the active agent in the disinfectant re- 
quires careful determination. Disinfectants which do not 
permit of such determination should be approached with con- 
siderable caution. Such determinations should be made and 
recorded for every test; the omission of this important item 
has rendered useless for comparative consideration much 
otherwise careful and extended work. Determinations of 
efficiency based on one strength do not necessarily apply to 
other and especially to weaker strengths, so that unless the 
active agent is known and determinable chemically, it will be 
difficult to ensure uniformity of results in practice with the 
use of successive lots of the same disinfectant. 

The time of exposure is a matter requiring care. Not 
only must the experiments be so carried on as to ensure a 
full and equable exposure during the whole period selected 
for investigation, but also care must be taken to ensure that 
the action of the disinfectant really ceases at the end of that 
period. It is practically important to determine the minimum 
time for different strengths. 

Other factors bearing on this point also are the conditions 
of the temperature, pressure and humidity under which the 
experiments are carried out. For practical purposes, however, 
‘ordinary conditions”? of this nature, such as will be met 
with in actual work, are usually all that need be considered. 
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Disinfectants. may also be tested for their inhibitive 
action (or antiseptic power). ‘This action is distinguished 
from bactericidal power in that the latter acts on the bacteria 
by depriving them of life through direct interference with 
their vital activities, whereas, it is conceivable that a sub- 
stance incapable of acting thus directly on living bacteria 
may nevertheless affect the decomposable matter which it 
may be desired to render resistant to bacteria in such a 
manner as to prevent or delay their development. Such a 
substance would be an antiseptic in the usual meaning of the 
term. 

Antiseptic or inhibitive action may be tested by adding 
the active agent to sterile materials fit for bacterial foods, 
subsequently adding various forms of bacteria in small 
amounts and thereafter testing their multiplication in the 
mixture. It is true that most of the substances which are 
disinfectant in certain strengths are also antiseptic in much 
weaker strengths. This is perhaps rather because of the 
direct action on the smaller number of bacilli, preventing 
their active multiplication, stunning them so to speak by sub- 
jecting them to a lesser degree of the same influence which 
in strength sufficient to “disinfect”? would kill them, than 
an action upon their surrounding food materials as described 
above. For municipal purposes, it is of course the active 
disinfectant action capable of destroying fully developed and 
numerous organisms which is required rather than the feebler 
antiseptic action which prevents or delays development or 
affects in other ways the character of the growth. 

The methods of exposure of organisms to disinfectant 
or antiseptic action vary in technical details with the 
object desired, and to some extent with the particular 
investigator, since great uniformity of technique in this 
as in other lines of bacteriological work is not yet gen- 
erally established. The simplest method involves the ex- 
posure of the organisms on the surfaces of substances hard, 
non-absorbent and chemically inactive, of which perhaps glass 
is the best. Certain metals affect bacteria directly as shown 
by Bolton, Robinson and others, and are therefore not always 
advisable for this purpose. Rubber has been used by John- 
son. An older method for testing liquid disinfectants con- 
sists in mixing them directly with broth cultures in various 
proportions. Owing to reactions which may occur between 
the broth itself and the disinfectant, even in the absence of 
bacteria, suspensions of the bacteria taken from the solid 
inedia and distributed evenly in sterile water are usually to 
be preferred to broth cultures. Broth has been used partly 
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because it reproduces to some extent the conditions usually 
present in practical disinfection. But to the writer, this 
view does not seem altogether sound. If it is desired to 
test absolute bactericidal power under fixed conditions with 
practically no interference from side reactions, then the or- 
ganism alone on glass or in water is in the conditions best 
suited to test the action of the disinfectant on dry and 
moist bacteria respectively. If it is desired to test the disin- 
fectant action under practical conditions, then tests should 
be made using sewage, feces, urine, or other such materials 
as the vehicle for the organisms. The use of broth is a half- 
way measure allowing certain side reactions, while failing to 
reproduce practical conditions in full. The direct exposure 
of cultures in sztu on solid media is open to somewhat similar 
although less obviously objectionable side reactions. The 
writer is aware that much excellent work has been done in 
the hands of many investigators using many different 
methods, some of which are included in those here criticised. 
This fact, however, need not prevent the weaknesses of the 
methods from due consideration. 

The action of disinfectants on the products of bac- 
terial life as distinguished from the bacteria themselves is a 
subject of growing importance in certain lines of work, 
although hitherto its value in municipal work has not 
received wide and practical recognition. The American 
Public Health Association has for many years paid much at- 
tention and done much excellent work in developing and 
standardizing the methods of examination above outlined. 
The publications of that association contain much lterature 
on the subject. 

New WorK. 


Owing to the necessity of developing a careful and exact 
routine, which should ensure the smooth working of all the 
various diagnostic services under all conditions, comparatively 
little attention has yet been devoted to research work. Never- 
theless, certain forms of apparatus, methods and matters of 
general bacteriological interest have been originated as 
follows : 

Apparatus for testing disinfectants. 


This consistssimply of a glass rod passing through the cotton 
plug of an ordinary test tube. After sterilization of tube and 
rod, the test organisms are smeared from a solid culture 
upon the enclosed end of the rod, and the free end is labelled 
with the name and date of the culture. The exposure is 
made by withdrawing the rod and leaving it in contact with 
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the disinfectant gas or liquid as long as may be desired. There- 
after, the rod may be washed in sterile water to remove any 
adherent disinfectant and then plunged into liquid media or 
rubbed on the surface of solid media to test growth. (Journal 
Am Pub. Health Ass’n, September, 1898, vol. xxiv.) 


A modification of the fermentation tube. 


The modification consists in substituting a thimble-shaped 
ground glass stopper for the upper closed end of the closed 
branch. Should the thimble be lost or broken a sterile 
rubber cork forms a fair substitute. This change permits 
ready access to the liquid in the closed branch without dis- 
turbing its relations to the liquid in the bulb. It was 
designed to allow not only the examination of the chemical 
changes in the liquids resulting from e«robie and anzrobic 
growths respectively, but also to permit an investigation of the 
differences in virulence and toxicity resulting from the 
erowth of the facultative organisms under the two conditions. 
(Journal of Boston Soc. Med. Sciences, January 24, 1899.) 


A filler nozzle for use in filling media tubes. 


This consists of a small glass tube fused into a larger one, 
so that both have a common axis, the free end of the smaller 
tube terminating one-eighth of an inch within the opening 
of the larger tube. The medium descending to the test tube 
through the small inner tube is effectually prevented from strik- 
ing the side of the test tube by the larger outer tube. (Not 
heretofore described; made for the writer by the Knott Ap- 
paratus Company, of Boston.) 


For obtaining white Loeffler’s serum. 
See * Media.” 


GENERAL BACTERIOLOGY. 
Two consecutive negative cultures for release in diphtheria. 


This question has been investigated carefully. Although 
it has long been known that release on one negative is not 
by any means a perfect method, and although it has been 
known also that release can only be granted safely after 
obtaining two or more consecutive negatives, it was thought 
well to attempt to place this matter on a definite basis. It 
has been shown here that nearly 30 per cent. of positive 
cases officially released on two consecutive negatives pre- 
sented at least one negative followed by a positive culture, 
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and therefore would have retained the bacilli after official 
release, had they been released at the time of obtaining the 
first negative.! 


Branching forms of diphtheria bacilli. 


Several pure cultures showing a large number of branch- 
ing forms were isolated from the throats of diphtheria 
patients between August, 1898, and the end of the year. 
After a detailed examination of the cultures and a search of 
the literature relating to this subject the conclusion was 
reached that the bacillus of diphtheria showed evidences of 
relation to the streptothricheae. A preliminary note on this 
work has been published elsewhere.2, The practical help in 
diagnosis afforded by these observations was pointed out also 
in another paper.? 
Media. 

The uniformity of results necessary to success in_bac- 
teriological work ultimately depends largely on the composi- 
tion of the media and the methods used in making them. 
The results obtained in two different laboratories can never 
have a rational basis of comparison until methods similar in 
all essential respects are followed in both. 

In 1895, the Committee on Pollution of Water Supplies 
of the American Public Health Association appointed a 
committee of bacteriologists to draw up a series of recom- 
mendations on this subject. The work of the committee 
resulted in the publication in 1898 (Journal American Public 
Health Association, January, 1898) of a set of recommen- 
dations relating to the methods of making media and of 
using the same, which up to the present time seemed to be 
of the widest and most definite value. 

In organizing this laboratory the methods recommended 
by the Bacteriological Committee were adopted as standards. 
The writer, having been associated with one of the members 
of the committee, had in the past been familiar with these 
methods, and it was necessary merely to embody them in the 
routine work. <A recapitulation of these methods may seem 
unnecessary, but the writer is so strongly impressed with 
the value of the tendency towards uniformity which it was 
the chief object of the committee to encourage, that he feels 
it advisable to record these methods as followed here in 
actual practice. In those matters on which the committee 
did not give specific directions, the devices employed in this 
laboratory have been found thoroughly satisfactory.

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Loefiler’s Blood Serum. 


Broth containing 1 per cent. dextrose is made (see “ Broth,” 
below) and adjusted to +0.8 (or 0.8 per cent. acid). The 
serum is obtained from beeves slaughtered at the Brighton 
abattoir. Glass jars are provided at the abattoir for the 
reception and coagulation of the blood. The serum is drawn 
off after twenty-four hours and delivered to a messenger 
from the laboratory. 

The serum is often dark in color from the presence of a 
large amount of defibrinated blood. In order to avoid the 
chocolate-colored medium which results from the coagulation 
and baking of such serum, the simple plan of filtering the 
serum after adjustment of the reaction to +0.8 (0.8 per cent. 
acid) through the coagulum which remains on the cotton 
filter after the filtration of broth is adopted. Passing 
the serum through this coagulum ensures a nearly white 
solid medium after coagulation.! One part of the broth is 
mixed with three parts of the filtered serum. Tubes are 
filled from the mixture and placed in trays sloped at such 
an angle that it gives to the lquid mixture a uniform 
slant in each tube. The trays are placed in a Koch 
coagulator? containing cold water in the water jacket. 
This water is brought to a boil and kept boiling for three 
hours. Repeating this process on three successive days 
solidifies the serum so that it may be subsequently sterilized in 
flowing steam (Arnold sterilizer) twenty minutes each day 
for three days. The resulting serum is firm, white and 
sterile. It is kept in the ice-chest until used. 


Broth. 


Lean round of beef, with the fat and connective tissue re- 
moved as far as possible, is macerated in an agate-ware dish 
in the refrigerator for about twenty hours with twice its 
weight of water. Water is then added to make up the loss 
of weight by evaporation, and the infusion is filtered through 
clean cloth to remove the meat. The infusion is titrated and 
its acidity recorded. The amount whichis to be used is 
weighed in an agate-ware dish and placed upon the water 
bath. To this is added, peptone 1 per cent. and salt 4 per 
cent. For Loeffler’s serum, 1 per cent. dextrose is also 
added. These ingredients are allowed to dissolve, the tem- 
perature being kept below 60°C. to prevent coagulation of 
the albumen. As soon as solution has occurred, the mixture

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is titrated and adjusted to the neutral (phenolphthalein) 
point. Meantime, the water bath has been brought to a boil. 
The agate-ware dish is returned to the boiling water bath 
and kept there thirty minutes. ‘The media and dish are then 
weighed, and water is added to replace the loss by evapora- 
tion thus detected. The reaction is now adjusted to what- 
ever point may be desired by Fuller’s method of titration 
and addition of acid or alkali. For Loeffler’s serum, +0.8 
(0.8 per cent. acid) is used. For other work, + 1.5 (1.5 per 
cent. acid) is the most generally advisable. The media is 
now kept boiling hard for five minutes over a free flame; the 
loss of weight by evaporation is made up and the medium 
filtered through absorbent cotton supported in an agate-ware 
funnel. By passing the broth through this filter two or 
three times, a perfectly clear liquid results. ‘The reaction is 
then tested and will not usually be found changed. ‘The 
broth is then distributed into tubes and sterilized for fifteen 
minutes in flowing steam (Arnold’s sterilizer) on three suc- 
cessive days. ‘The tubes are not placed in the sterilizer 
until the latter is full of steam. 

This method is based on that suggested by Fuller in 1895 
at the bacteriological convention of the American Public 
Health Association. The writer, working with Mr. Fuller 
in 1896, found valuable the addition of five minutes’ boiling 
described above after the use of the water bath. This addi- 
tion was incorporated in the recommendations of the Bacte- 
riological Committee in 1898. Subsequent experience has 
led the writer to adjust the reaction to its final point, as 
described above, before this boiling instead of afterwards. 
Some albumens, soluble at the neutral point, are rendered 
insoluble after the acidity is increased to +1.5 (+1.5 per 
cent. acid). Thus it happens in the older method that a 
medium, after being filtered perfectly clear at the neutral 
point, may precipitate, as a result of the subsequent addition 
of acid, during the process of sterilization. If the writer’s 
method is followed, the precipitation during sterilization is 
uniformly avoided. Not only is much disappointment and 
trouble thus saved, but greater uniformity in the composition 
of successive lots of media is ensured; for if, after media is 
prepared in the ordinary way, subsequent clarification with 
egg as often recommended is required, involving more boiling 
and filtering, the process becomes more complicated, and vari- 
ations from the exact and uniform technique, essential to ulti- 
mate uniformity of results, necessarily occur. The writer 
holds strongly the view that a medium in which deviations 

from a rigid standard of preparation have occurred, however 
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apparently harmless the deviations may seem to be, should be 
discarded, and a new lot should be made up, rather than that 
the old lot should be worked over until a satisfactory appear- 
ance merely is obtained. Since almost nothing is known 
definitely of the different series of chemical changes resulting 
from different methods of handling media, the only logical 
proceeding is to ensure, so far as possible, by a rigid technique, 
the obtaineng of the same series of changes in all cases, what- 
ever these changes may be. The evidence derived from careful 
work on bacterial counts shows that comparatively small vari- 
ations in composition, in length of time employed in steriliza- 
tion, and in almost every other detail of media-making, affect, 
to some degree, the efficiency of the medium. For these 
reasons the writer has condemned (see “ Report on Sanitary 
Condition of the Brooklyn, N.Y., Water Supply’) the 
practice of keeping media in bulk with the purpose of 
Withdrawing and tubing portions thereof at intervals as 
may be required. He has found, in common with others, 
that such a proceeding, involving as it does an amount 
of sterilization not given to those lots of media which 
are tubed and sterilized immediately after they are made 
up, affects the efficiency of the later lots withdrawn for 
use. The writer practices the immediate tubing of the 
whole of any medium made at any one time, keeping none 
in bulk. Until future additions are made to the knowledge 
of the efficiencies of media, this proceeding would seem to 
be the most logical. 


Nutrient gelatin. 


This is made in exactly similar a manner to broth, the only 
difference being the addition of sheet gelatin (10 per cent.) 
to the meat infusion with the peptone and salt. The 
original recommendation in 1895 (see “Journal Ameri- 
can Public Health Association”) involving the boiling 
of the infusion to ensure the solution of the gelatin, was 
found by the writer to be unnecessary since solution occurs 
readily below 60° C. A distinct objection to this initial 
boiling consists in that, occurring as it does at a reaction 
of +4.0 or thereabouts, it tends to alter the analogy of the 
gelatin to broth which, if made as recommended by the 
Bacteriological Committee, is not boiled at this reaction. 
The initial boiling is also very apt to result in burning the 
gelatin, whereas the boiling following on the water bath 
treatment does not so result. These changes also have been 
incorporated in the recommendations of the Bacteriological 
Committee. : 
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Nutrient agar. 


In the preparation of this medium, the writer has, until 
recently, followed the procedures recommended by the Bac- 
teriological Committee. He has sought, however, since 1895, 
to find some method which would make the preparation of 
agar strictly analogous to that of broth and gelatin and has 
now perfected a very simple method which, although it 
departs somewhat from the letter of the Bacteriological 
Committee’s recommendations, yet, in the writer’s opinion, 
fulfils the spirit more closely than the recommendations 
themselves. This method involves two shght changes 
only from the procedures followed in the case of broth 
and gelatin. The first consists in infusing the meat 
to be used with an equal weight of water instead of 
twice its weight. The other consists in boiling the thread 
agar for half an hour in water and allowing it to solidify, the 
percentage of agar being double that which it is intended 
that the finished media shall show.! At that stage in the 
preparation of ordinary broth where peptone and salt are 
added, the double strength infusion is neutralized and the 
double strength agar-jelly is added also in the proportion of 
equal parts of jelly and infusion. In evéry other respect, 
the method for agar is identical with that for broth. The 
filtration is performed in the same manner and all difficulties 
in this process attendant on filtration through paper are 
avoided. By this method, the making of agar becomes 
almost as simple a process as the making of broth, and the 
three principal artificial media are placed upon a strictly 
analogous basis. 

The question naturally arises as to whether or not the 
broth obtained by extracting a certain quantity of meat with 
twice its weight of water, and that obtained by extracting 
the same quantity of meat with an equal weight of water, 
contain the same absolute amount of matter. On this point 
hinges the reliability of this method and its analogy with the 
methods for other media. 

In order to determine this point, a certain quantity of finely 
chopped meat was mixed mechanically and divided into two 
portions. One thousand grams of meat were mixed with one 
thousand grams of water. Another thousand grams of meat 
were mixed with two thousand grams of water. After infusion

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both for twenty hours, the color, opacity, reaction, and total 
solids of each were compared. ‘The results were as follows: 


One thousand grams of meat with one thousand grams 
of water : 
Reaction to phenolphthalein, 4.2 per cent. acid. 
Color—when diluted with an equal quantity of 
water, the color and opacity could not be distin- 
euished from that of the.second lot. 
Total solids (estimated by Dr. Charles Harrington), 
2.59 per cent. 
One thousand grams of meat with two thousand grams 
of water: 
Color — one-half that for first lot. 
Reaction, +2.2 (2.2 per cent. acid). 
Total solids (estimated by Dr. Charles Harrington), 
1.53 per cent. 
Thus with Lot No. 1, diluted one-half in the new process, 
it would compare with No. 2 thus, the color being identical : 
No. 1. Reaction, + 2.1. 
Total solids, 1.295 per cent. 
No. 2. Reaction, + 2.2. 
Total solids, 1.85 per cent. 


The difference in reaction estimated amounts to .1 per 
cent. acidity, but cannot be considered of much moment on 
account of the difficulty of working very close on this scale. 
The difference in total solids is also very small, .035 per 
cent. It would appear then that the two methods yield 
sufficiently similar results for reliable use. The following 
table published in the Journal of Applied Microscopy, March, 
1899, places these methods in a convenient form: 
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Table showing analogy between Broth, Nutrient Gelatin, and 
Nutrient Agar made by methods herein recommended.

Dextrose, Lactose, Maltose, and Saccharose Broth. 


These sugar broths are made thus: After filtration of the 
meat infusion, prepared as above described, the infusion is 
placed inan Erlenmeyer flask, inoculated with a fluid culture 
of the colon bacillus, or of an allied gas former, to remove 
the meat sugar (Smith’s method), and incubated twenty- 
four hours at 87° C. From this infusion broth is made in 
the ordinary way. Fermentation tubes are then filled with 25 
c.c.s. each of the sugar-free broth and sterilized. Whena 
sugar test is to be made, 1 c.c. of a sterilized 25 per cent. 
solution of the required sugar is added, immediately after 
having been boiled to expel any air it may contain, and 
allowed to mix with the broth, also recently heated. It is 
important that no air should be admitted to the closed branch 
during this process. The removal of the original meat sugar 
is more important when it is desired to obtain experimental 
results with lactose, maltose, saccharose, etc., than when dex- 
trose is the sugar the effect of which is to be tested. Sugar- 
free broth thus prepared is also advisable for the production 
of diphtheria toxin,’ and as a medium for use in testing the 
production of indol. (Peckham.) 


Potato. 


The recommendations of the Bacteriological Committee 
are followed. ‘The potato, from the time the skins are re- 
moved until they are ready for sterilization, should be 
handled under water as far as possible to prevent darkening 
of the surface. The potato is cut into cylinders with a cork 
borer and the cylinder then cut diagonally with a broad 
bladed knife, thus producing two pieces similar in appearance 
to a solidified agar or serum slant. Non-absorbent cotton to 
the depth of an inch is placed in the bottom of the test tubes, 
and the potato slant dropped broad end downward upon the 
cotton. An excellent method for preventing the potato from 


1Smith recommends the subsequent addition of a small quantity of dextrose. (See 
Journal Boston Soc. Med. Sc. 1899.) 
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drying up or changing color consists in filling the tubes, 
before final sterilization, with sufficient sterile water to cover 
the potato completely. The tubes are kept in the ice chest, 
retaining this water. Before use, the lip of the test tube is. 
flamed and the water poured out, the lip of the test tube 
again flamed and the inoculation proceeded with. 


Milk. 


The recommendations of the Bacteriological Committee 
are followed. ‘The practicability of using Nutrose (sodium- 
phosphate of casein) in solution as a substitute for milk is 
now being investigated in this laboratory. 


Liquid serum for gonococcus culture. 


The blood serum, with or without filtration through a 
broth coagulum (see Loeffler’s serum) is added slowly with 
constant stirring to a boiling solution of Nutrose (a commer- 
cial preparation of Casein-sodium-phosphate) containing a 
little glycerine. ‘The resulting opalescent solution is filtered, 
tubed and sterilized. Its reaction is about +0.3 (0.3 per 
cent. acid). The proportions are as follows: 


Water -. : A : : : . 100 parts. 
Nutrose . : : . ‘ : : 2 parts. 
Glycerine : ; : : 6 parts. 
Boil; add slowly, with stirring, serum . 40 parts. 


Sterilize three times on consecutive days for fifteen 
minutes each day. This liquid serum is mixed in equal parts 
with melted nutrient agar containing 2 per cent. peptone, of 
about +0.8 (0.8 per cent. acid) reaction, both being held at a 
temperature of 50° C. The suspected gonococcus-containing 
matter is then plated, using this mixture, or the mixture 
cooled in slants and streak cultures made on the slants.! 


Storage of Media. 


Media of all kinds are kept for use, ready tubed, in square 
wire baskets which the writer finds most convenient when 
not more than four inches deep, the tubes being five and six 
inches long. ‘This ensures the projection of the tubes above 
the top of the basket and makes their handling more easy. 
Each basket is labelled with the name of the medium 
(broth, plain agar, glycerine agar, etc.), the date of its prepara- 
tion and a number corresponding with the records kept of its

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preparation. An excellent label consists of a small piece of 
aluminum foil attached to the basket by a wire ring. The 
name can be written on the foil with the blue Faber pencils 
used for writing on glass. These labels have the advantage 
that they will pass through the steam sterilizer without 
effacement. The baskets of media are kept in a refrigerator. 
The writer finds that drawers with perforated sides and _bot- 
toms, fitted into the lower part of an ordinary refrigerator, make 
the most convenient method of storage. When tubes are 
removed from any basket for use, the name of the medium 
and its number is copied from the aluminum label on the 
test tube label. Thus every culture made carries with it a 
reference to the records showing when and how the medium 
was prepared, its exact composition, etc. 
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SUMMARIES OF BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATIONS. 


Diphtheria Diagnosis. — The diphtheria diagnostic work 
was transferred to this laboratory from the Harvard Medical 
School, May 10, 1898. Table I. shows the weekly receipt 
and examination of cultures from that date to January 31, 
1899, during the nine months remaining to the end of the 
department year. The totals for each week are made up on 
each Saturday, and include the cultures received from the 
previous Saturday to the immediately previous Friday in- 
clusive. From May to the end of July the number falls off, 
remaining low through August, after which a gradual rise 
occurs, reaching its maximum towards the middle of Novem- 
ber. About the middle of December, a local epidemic in one 
of the city institutions (Home for Little Wanderers) resulted 
in a very decided rise with its maximum in the first week of 
January, 1899, followed by a fall to the end of the month. The 
primary positive cases follow this curve, with minor variations, 
fairly well up to the beginning of November. Thereafter 
the prompt removal of suspicious cases at the Home for Little 
Wanderers to the City Hospital as clinical symptoms 
developed resulted in the obtaining of but few primary posi- 
tives at the laboratory, the large rise in total cultures being 
due partly to secondary positives, but chiefly to negative 
cultures obtained during the frequent wholesale search for 
diphtheria bacilli by culture amongst the inmates of the 
home. The curve of primary negatives follows that of total 
cultures closely, thus corresponding with the fact, well 
brought out in subsequent tables, that the distinguishing 
characteristic of diphtheria diagnosis in Boston is the large 
number of negative cases sent in for diagnosis as well as for 
release. It must be remembered that primary positive cul- 
tures do not represent new cases of diphtheria in all cases, 
since only a portion are for diagnosis, a considerable portion 
being cultures for release on cases which were not examined 
bacteriologically during the early stages of the disease, but 
were reported as diphtheria solely on clinical evidences. 
The same thing is true of the primary negatives, which like- 
wise include cases for diagnosis and release. Primary cul- 
tures represent cases new to the laboratory, not necessarily 
cases freshly developed. 

Table I. shows (A) the classification of the total primary 
cultures into those for diagnosis and those for release, and 
the same classification for the secondary cultures. Here 
the primary cultures for diagnosis represent new diphthe- 
ria cases, the secondary cultures for diagnosis representing 
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further tests on cases where the first culture failed to give 
results satisfactory to the physician (¢.e., by failing to coincide 
with the clinical evidence) or to the laboratory (7.e., by yield- 
ing growths of fungi, of liquefying organisms, or occasionally 
no growth at all). These cultures, unsatisfactory from the 
laboratory standpoint, are classed as “no growths,” a con- 
venient but not very accurate term, continued from the 
Harvard Medical School as being already established and suf- 
ficiently well understood by the profession. As previously 
explained, primary cultures for release, whether positive or 
negative, represent cases reported as diphtheria on the clini- 
cal evidence alone and not examined bacteriologically except 
for the determination of the disappearance of bacilli, pre- 
vious to the official termination of isolation. The total pri- 
mary cultures indicate, necessarily, the total number of cases 
examined. ‘These cases are classified (B) on the basis of the 
first positive or negative culture received, omitting the “ no 
erowth ” cultures except where these were the only cultures 
received. ‘The final classification of cases is given (C) and 
again (D), omitting in the latter table the cases from the 
Little Wanderers’ Home, since the cultures from the latter, 
owing to the special object for which they were taken, cannot 
be classed with the ordinary run of cultures from private 
practice without conveying false impressions from the 
totals given. Table III. shows the distribution of membrane 
in such cases as yield sufficiently full data, showing the orig- 
inal clinical diagnosis and the final bacteriological diagnosis 
for each case. Below is given a summary, showing the num- 
ber of times each principal and usual site of lesion was 
affected in the positive and also in the negative cases. Itis 
evident that the tonsils, either alone or in combination with 
other sites, present lesions in the greater number of cases, 
both positive and negative. 

Table IV. (A) summarizes the relation of the presence 
and absence of membrane to the bacteriological diagnosis. 
It will be seen that seventeen cases only out of 1,213 pre- 
sented for diagnosis, yielded diphtheria bacilli in the absence of 
membrane or exudate of some kind, less than 1.5 per cent. 
These cases, however showed symptoms, sore throat, fever, 
etc., and also were so situated that a suspicion of developing 
diphtheria attached to them. On the other hand, 98.6 per 
cent. of cases which proved positive presented a membrane of 
some kind, so described by the attending physician. Table 
IV. (B) gives the results of examinations of cases simply 
exposed to diphtheria but without symptoms. The number 
examined, however, was too small to afford much basis for 
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comparison. Table IV. (C) shows, so far as the records will 
allow, the working error of the bacteriological examination 
as it exists when but one culture is taken for diagnosis. 
Thus it will be seen that only 92.5 per cent. of cases which 
subsequently yielded diphtheria bacilli and in which there 
can be little doubt that diphtheria bacilli were present at the 
time of taking the culture, yielded positive cultures at the 
first attempt. Since 1.9 per cent. of the total positive cases 
yielded “no growths ”’ at the first attempt, a really misleading 
diagnosis of negative, 2.e., where the case was really positive, 
was obtained in but 5.8 per cent. of cases. A “no growth” 
result cannot be classed as misleading since it gives no infor- 
mation whatever as to diagnosis. If two cultures be taken 
for diagnosis, however, a misleading result will be obtained 
in less than 1 per cent. of cases. Of course, it must be 
remembered that “no growths” and negative cultures 
obtained from cases in which the bacilli are present, depend 
partly upon more or less unavoidable circumstances as well 
as sometimes on technical errors. 

Table V. shows the termination of diphtheria cases. At 
(A) are classified the cases which were submitted to the 
laboratory for diagnosis, showing those that were sent to the 
hospital or died or in other ways failed to come to us for 
cultural release, as well as those which did so come, and 
showing also the number of negatives for release obtained 
before release was granted for all the cases. Of course nega- 
tive cases for diagnosis never come in for release. In 
twenty-six cases, the only cultures which were sent in 
showed “no growth” and were not further heard from. At 
(B) those cases are given which were reported to the 
Board. of Health on clinical evidence only and on which cul- 
tures were not obtained until release was desired. At (C) 
is given a summary of cultures obtained during the release 
of all those cases which were released by us, showing par- 
ticularly how many cases yielded negative cultures followed 
by positive cultures. Such negative cultures are designated 
as ‘premature negatives ” since they appear to demonstrate 
the absence of the bacilli before the bacilli have in fact 
gone. At (D) a further summary is given, illustrating the 
value of requiring two consecutive negatives for release, as 
a protection to the public health. 

Table VI. gives some interesting comparisons between 
clinical and bacteriological diagnoses, showing the great dis- 
crepancy when the physician calls the case diphtheria and 
the much sinaller discrepancy when the physician states the 
diagnosis as “not diphtheria.” In “doubtful” cases, so 
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described by the physicians, the percentage discovered to 
be diphtheria is only slightly larger than when the physician 
states the case to be innocent. 

The percentage of reversed diagnoses existing when the 
clinical diagnosis is positive, is very different from that found 
when the clinical diagnosis is negative. Moreover, in differ- 
ent years and in different laboratories, the proportion of 
positive clinical to negative clinical diagnoses varies. Hence, 
the total concordance obtained varies to some extent with 
the relative number of positive and negative clinical 
diagnoses. By considering a hypothetical case in which the 
numbers of each clinical diagnosis were equal, a theoretical 
standard is made, eliminating this factor. 

In Table VII. are given some calculations showing the 
average duration of diphtheria cases under bacteriological 
supervision and of the four important bacteriological stages 
of the disease. In A, B, C and D, are given further tables 
showing for the cases averaged, the percentage which yielded 
periods less than certain arbitrarily chosen figures. Cases 
lasting more than four weeks are tabulated at E. 

Typhoid Diagnosis. —'The typhoid diagnosis service was 
not organized until July, 1898. From that time to the end 
of the department year, one hundred and twenty-two prepara- 
tions were examined. ‘The appended tables will bring out the 
chief features of these examinations. The comparatively 
small number of tests, however, renders it useless to go into 
the subject very exhaustively. It may, however, be pointed 
out that about 68 per cent. of those cases which finally 
yielded positive Widal reactions, yielded the reaction on one 
preparation, whereas in the diphtheria diagnosis about 92 
per cent. of cases, finally yielding positive cultures, yield the 
positive result on one culture. Ordinarily two Widal tests 
at least, better three or four, should be found negative, 
before a positive clinical diagnosis is reversed on the strength 
of the test. On the other hand a positive Widal reaction 
seems to be almost absolute evidence of the presence of 
typhoid fever, or at least of typhoid fever bacilli, if the per- 
sistence of the reaction from a previous attack can be 
excluded. 

Rabies.— A small epidemic of rabies developed in Boston 
during December, 1898. The heads of three animals were 
submitted to the laboratory for examination and physiological 
tests. The following results were obtained: 
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Three inoculations — two negative, one positive. 


Notes on the positive case : 


This bulldog developed symptoms about the end of No- 
vember. It was owned in Dorchester. The usual symptoms 
of rabies were well marked. A number of dogs were bitten, 
of which one at least, a water spaniel, developed suspicious 
symptoms within two or three weeks of receiving the bite. 
Unfortunately this spaniel was chloroformed by the owner, 
and it was impossible to obtain its brain. A boy, bitten by 
the bulldog, was sent to the Pasteur Institute in New York 
for treatment. Up to the end of April no symptoms had 
developed. ‘The autopsy on the bulldog revealed no marked 
lesions of any kind, nor did the rabbit inoculated from it. 
show any marked lesions on autopsy. An emulsion of this 
rabbit’s brain was inoculated into a second rabbit, which 
showed symptoms (convulsions) on the tenth day, dying 
within twelve hours later. <A third rabbit was then inocu- 
lated from the second, and this series has been since kept up, 
in order to provide for the establishment of a Pasteur treat- 
ment in Boston, should this become necessary, and for the 
study of the disease in any case. A complete account of 
this work is reserved until the next annual report. A sum- 
mary of the results so far obtained is, however, appended.

Glanders. — Up to the end of the department year, veter- 
imarians had not begun to avail themselves of the service 
organized at the beginning of the last month of 1898. 
Dr. Burr, the veterinarian of the Board, however, had 
employed the services of the laboratory for some time in this 
direction. Some nine inoculations for diagnosis were made 
previous to January 31, 1899, of which one only gave a posi- 
tive result. 

Gonorrhea. —Seven cases were examined, of which three 
proved positive, four negative. 
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Influenza. — During the epidemic of the winter of 1898-99, 
a temporary service was organized, but only three cases were 
submitted for examination, all of which proved negative. 

A number of other examinations were made, including two 
cases of puerperal septiceemia, two cases of septic wounds, 
a case of otitis media, a case of peritonitis and a case of sus- 
pected malaria. A microscopic examination of water from 
a tenement house disclosed the presence of sewage contami- 
nation. It was found that an inmate of the house had been 
emptying household slops into the tank from which the supply 
was drawn. An investigation of the material used in color- 
ing sausages was carried out also. The particular prepara- 
tion submitted proved to be Bismarck Brown, flavored with 
wintergreen. It was injected in strong solution into a 
guinea pig without ill effect. A number of other questions 
were also submitted to the laboratory and reported on during 
the year. Thus, samples of vaccine virus which showed a 
brown color were found under the microscope to contain a 
number of blood cells accounting for the color. This virus 
was rejected. Plans for the sterilization, or Pasteurization 
of milk for the poor of the city, were submitted for consider- 
ation and reported on. Advice on the subject of sterilization 
of towels and bathing suits was furnished to the Bath 
Department; also on the cleansing and disinfection of public 
convenience stations ; also on the disinfection of books belong- 
ing to the Public Library and in the possession of inmates of 
houses at the time of an outbreak of contagious disease. 
An investigation of the transmission of disease-producing 
bacteria by means of the public telephone service was begun, 
and arrangements for the investigation of the ice supply of 
Boston were undertaken; the results of this work will be 
published in a subsequent report. : 


DISINFECTANTS. 


Hlectrozone. — This disinfectant is produced by the passage 
of an electric current through salt solutions or sea-water 
resulting in the formation of chlorinated soda, chlorinated 
lime or chlorinated magnesia, according to the salt used. 
From sea-water, mixtures of several such chlorinated bodies. 
are produced, that of magnesia being most abundant. The 
exact details of manufacture of the samples tested could not 
be obtained. 

Two different forms were examined bacteriologically. One 
was the product of a plant owned and operated by the Phila- 
delphia Board of Health, the other was produced by the Woolf 
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Manufacturing Company, of New York. ‘The experiments 
extended over a considerable period. The following investi- 
gations were carried out, parallel experiments being made 
with chlorinated soda, or chlorinated lime, in each case of the 
same strength and as nearly as possible of the same age: 


1. Bactericidal action : 
(a.) Broth method: ( In different strengths with different 
bacteria and with different lengths 


(0.) Rod method: of exposure. 


2. Physical and chemical action : 

Turbidity, odor, available chlorine (volumetric), alkalin- 
ity (volumetric), keeping power; action on metals, dyes, 
fabrics, on albumens, fats, soaps; effect on the disin- 
fectant of light, heat, exposure to air. 


3. Convenience in handling and in storage, applicability and 
cost. 


The investigation was exhaustive, and involved many sepa- 
rate experiments. It is sufficient to say here that the results 
confirmed the published results of many previous investigators, 
showing that there was no practical difference in chemical, 
physical or bactericidal properties between a solution of 
chlorinated soda and that form of electrozone of equivalent 
strength which was sent to the laboratory from Philadelphia, 
nor between a solution of chlorinated lime and that form of 
equivalent strength sent to the laboratory from New York. 
Chloride of lime, in powder, is practically a condensed elec- 
trozone. The storage, transport and handling of electrozone 
as compared with chloride of lime in powder is equivalent to 
the storage, transport and handling of a 1 per cent. solution 
of chloride of lime compared with chloride of lime in powder. 
In the matter of convenience, then, the choice lay between a 
powder which could at any time be converted into a bulky 
solution, and a bulky solution which could not at any time 
be reduced to a powder, under practical conditions. Further, 
inasmuch as the available data showed the cost of manutac- 
ture of electrozone to be greater than the cost of purchasing 
chloride of lime or of making chlorinated soda from chloride 
of lime from the U.S. P. formula, the recommendation to 
adopt electrozone for municipal purposes was withheld. 

Formalin. — Dr. Brough, Medical Inspector of the depart- 
ment, continued an investigation of the action of formalin in 
practical house-to-house disinfection during the nine months 
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covered by this report. His previous results have been else- 


1898. His summary of results obtained in the further work 
carried on in this laboratory is as follows: 


Since the establishment of the laboratory some further 
experiments have been made with formaldehyde as a disin- 
fectant. In our first series of experiments carried on during 
the previous year, a very large number of tests were made 
under all sorts of conditions. The experiments were carried 
on in houses where some sort of contagious disease had 
occurred. The general conclusions then established were: 


1. That formaldehyde gas is the best practical disinfectant 
at present known for the disinfection of rooms. 

2. That its disinfecting power is chiefly superficial. 

3. That it has practically very little penetrating power. 
Where deep disinfection is required formaldehyde can not be 
relied upon. 

4. That it is perfectly harmless to all classes of house- 
hold goods. In the large number of houses disinfected there 
has been no complaint of injury to any articles. 

5. The results are obtained from the gas, and any machine 
that will produce sufficient gas will give satisfactory .disin- 
fection. We believe from the results of a large series of tests 
that at least twenty ounces of the 40 per cent. solution of 
formaldehyde should be used to every 1,000 cubic feet of 
Space in ordinary rooms. In practice our disinfectors use 
somewhat more, and our results are very satisfactory, and as 
thorough as can be obtained in houses. 


The method of disinfection in use here is as follows: 
The bedding, clothing, mattresses, and other articles are 
spread out in such a way as to give as large a surface as pos- 
sible to the action of the gas. Drawers, doors of cupboards, 
closets, etc., are opened widely so that the gas may have free 
range inside. All the windows are tightly closed, and the 
cracks are pasted over with strips of paper, which are made 
for the purpose. AL] other loose places, through which the gas 
might escape, are likewise sealed in the same manner. The 
door is closed and locked. The crevices are covered with the 
gummed paper. ‘The gas is then introduced through the key- 
hole by a pipe which leads from the autoclave, in which the 
gas is generated from the 40 per cent. solution. The attend- 
ant remains with the machine until a sufficient amount of gas 
has been driven into the room. Experience has taught about 
the length of time it takes to drive in an amount necessary to 
properly disinfect. Careful measurements are made of the 
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amount of formaldehyde solution present before, and the 
amount remaining after disinfection. So far as our experience 
goes, this seems the most economical way of generating the 
as. 

° In making the tests the staphylococcus pyogenes aureus, 
the bacillus anthracis, the typhoid bacillus, and the diphtheria 
bacillus were regularly used. These organisms were grown 
on blood serum or agar slants. From the fresh culture the 
organisms were spread over the ends of sterilized glass rods 
and allowed to dry. These rods, placed in sterilized test 
tubes, with the mouths properly plugged, were taken to the 
rooms requiring disinfection, and then removed from the 
tubes and placed in suitable situations. After an exposure 
of six hours they were taken out and immediately inoculated 
on blood serum or agar slants. These cultures were then 
removed to the laboratory and kept in the incubator for 72 
hours. Any growth that appeared at the end of this time 
was examined by the proper bacteriological methods to deter- 
mine its exact nature. We found this a very simple method, 
as the number of transfers into nutrient media was less than 
by the other methods. It was at the suggestion of the 
Director of this Laboratory that this method was used. We 
found that the action of formaldehyde did not differ in results 
from those that were obtained when silk threads and other 
materials were used. ‘The labor in making experiments was 
much diminished by using the glass rods. 

Besides generating the gas from the solution, many tests 
were made with the gas generated from the solid polymers of 
formaldehyde, either as the solid pastiles or as the trioxy- 
methylene powder. 

The results of these experiments were practically the same 
as our tests in the year previous had developed. At that 
time many claims were put forth by manufacturers that 
certain machines of their make would give excellent results 
by using small amounts. Some experimenters claimed to 
get complete disinfection by using from 4 to 6 ounces to 
every 1,000 cubic feet. Under certain favorable conditions 
these results can be obtained, but in ordinary disinfection of 
houses small amounts are not reliable. A long line of 
experiments beginning with 4 ounces to the 1,000 cubic feet 
were made. This amount was gradually increased until we 
arrived at the large amounts we are now using. We found, 
we admit, at times very good disinfection with small amounts, 
but more often there was only partial or no disinfection. <As 
we increased the amount, the efficiency of the disinfectant 
increased and the inconstant and varying results seldom or 
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never appeared. We found that it was the gas in sufficient 
amount that performed the work. 

The same results were noticed in using the gas derived 
from the solid forms. Using the pastiles or the trioxymethy- 
lene powder as directed by the manufacturers we occasionally 
got good results, but often were disappointed. The only 
reason, we feel, that there was any variation was that some- 
times not enough gas was generated. So far as we were 
able to judge the gas from the solid form is of the same 
character as that from the solution. If sufficient were gen- 
erated the results would be the same, but to get enough gas 
from the pastiles or from trioxymethylene would cost so much 
as to be almost prohibitive for municipal disinfection, and 
would be an unnecessary expense when practically complete 
disinfection can be obtained from the 40 per cent. aqueous 
solution at moderate cost. 


An appendix is added, giving the tables referred to in the 
foregoing text and the printed forms used in the various 
diagnostic services.

Since it may be supposed that the bacilli remain in the throat during half 


the time (on an average) between the last positive and first final negative, these 74 
cases probably retained the bacilli for an average of 7.2 days after the first premature 


negative.

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Circulars of Instructions and Forms Adopted for the Use of the 
Laboratory in Making Diagnosis. 
[CIRCULAR No. 1.] 
DIPHTHERIA DIAGNOSIS. 
Directions for Making Cultures. 

No local antiseptic application should be made for at least two hours 
previous to taking the culture. The patient’s throat should also be 
cleared of any adherent food particles, etc. 

Rub the cotton swab gently but freely against any visible exudate or 
pseudo-membrane, revolving the wire between the fingers in such a man- 
ner as to bring all portions of the swab in contact with it. In the absence 
of exudate, and when the exudate or pseudo-membrane cannot be 
reached, as in some cases where it is confined to the larynx or under any 
other conditions, pass the swab back as far as possible and rub it freely 
as above described over any inflamed mucous membrane which may 
present itself in the pharynx or on the tonsils. 

Withdraw the cotton plug from the serum-tube, taking care that the 
portion of the plug which is to be replaced in the tube does not come 
into contact with the fingers or other substance. 

Insert the infected swab into the serum-tube and rub it gently but 
firmly back and forth over the entire surface of the serum, revolving the 
wire so as to bring all portions of the swab in contact with the serum. 
Do not break the surface of the serum by pushing the swab through it. 

Replace the infected swab in its own tube, and replace the cotton plugs 
in both tubes. 

It is evident from these directions that the cotton swab should touch 
nothing but the suspected area and the surface of the serum from the 
time it is withdrawn from the swab-tube until it is replaced therein. 

Mark the serum-tube label with the patient’s name. Fill out the ac- 
companying card in detail and return the whole outfit, repacked as when 
first opened, to the nearest culture station. 

Unsatisfactory results may follow from failure to carry out these di- 
rections closely. 

If the culture reaches the culture station before 4 P.M., or the Bac- 
teriological Laboratory up to 6 P.M.,a report will be mailed before 1 
P.M. on the following day, or a report by telephone may be obtained by 
calling up No. 95 City Hall not earlier than 10 A.M. Jf requested, a 
telegraphic report will be sent at the physician’s expense. 

It is the earnest desire of the Board of Health that the service in the 
bacteriological diagnosis of diphtheria be maintained in as perfect a 
condition and as useful to physicians as possible. 

If the bacteriological diagnosis does not harmonize with the clinical 
facts, or if any defects in the service arise, physicians are earnestly re- 
quested to report these promptly to the Director of the Bacteriological 
Laboratory, together with any suggestions, 

Knowledge of these discrepancies and defects can only reach the 
Board of Health through such reports, and the service can only thus be 
maintained in a state of thorough efficiency. 


[CIRCULAR No. 2.] 
BACTERIOLOGICAL DIAGNOSIS OF DIPHTHERIA. 
For the purposes of the Board of Health the following classes of con- 
ditions are recognized in the bacteriological diagnosis of diphtheria : 
I. The presence of the bacilli of diphtheria in preparations — 


1. From an exudate or apparent pseudo-membrane situate in the 
nasal passages, pharynx or adjacent areas, is regarded as positive evi- 
dence of the existence of diphtheria. 
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2. From an inflamed tract of mucous membrane in the nasal, pharyn- 
geal or neighboring passages, without the presence of a pseudo-mem- 
brane, is regarded as indicating 

a. An early stage of diphtheria, the pseudo-membrane having 
failed to develop ; or 

b, A late stage of diphtheria, the pseudo-membrane having dis- 
appeared ; or 

c. If accompanied by the laryngeal symptoms of ‘‘croup” or 
‘‘membranous croup’ as indicating the presence of diphtheria of 
the larynx or associated structures. 

3. From the otherwise apparently healthy mucous membrane of these 
passages as indicating 

a. Infection of the mucous membrane without further develop- 
ment of the disease, such as sometimes occurs in those exposed to 
infection. 

b. <A late stage in a case of diphtheria where, after disappearance 
of all clinical symptoms, bacilli nevertheless still remain. 


In these cases the subjectis dangerous to himself or others until the 
bacilli have disappeared or lost virulence. 

Ordinarily the bacilli will have disappeared from the infected areas 
in cases of diphtheria within two or three weeks after the disappearance 
of the pseudo-membrane. It is the custom of the Board to require that 
two consecutive cultures shall prove negative, the last one to be taken by 
the Medical Inspector of the district, after the disappearance of the false 
membrane, before the case is pronounced free from danger or further iso- 
lation pronounced unnecessary. Occasionally the period during which 
the bacilli persist is much extended. Investigation has shown that in 
such cases virulence is usually retained, so that the patient usually 
remains a source of possible infection to others until the bacilli disap- 
pear. In all such prolonged cases, however, the Board will test the 
virulence of the bacillifound; such tests usually require about one week 
for their completion. 


II. The absence of the bacilli of diphtheria from preparations — 


1. From an exudate or apparent pseudo-membrane in the nasal, 
pharyngeal or neighboring passages (especially if scarlet fever or other 
acute specific fever is also present) isregarded as strong presumptive 
evidence of the absence of diphtheria. Should doubt exist, a second and 
even third examination is advised. 

2. From the above-mentioned areas showing inflammation without 
an exudate or pseudo-membrane is regarded as indicating the absence 
of diphtheria. This evidence, however, is not absolutely conclusive 
because 

a. The bacilli, very occasionally fail to appear in preparations 
made during the very early stages of diphtheria. Ifthe subject has 
been exposed to diphtheria infection, a single culture should not be 
relied upon for final diagnosis where any doubt exists. 

b. The bacilli, although present, may fail to appear in single 
preparations made during the later stages of diphtheria, after the 
disappearance of the pseudo-membrane. Inall such cases the Board 
requires two consecutive negative cultures before pronouncing the 
patient free from danger. (See above.) 


In cases of suspected Laryngeal Diphtheria where cultures from the 
pharynx yield negative results, it is requested that special efforts be 
made to obtain cultures from the site of the lesion itself. If this cannot 
be affected by the wire and swab usually accompanying the culture out- 
fit, a longer wire will be furnished on application to the Bacteriological 
Laboratory.

. Directions for Taking the Blood. 


1. Cleanse the skin of the lobe of the ear, avoiding the use of 
bichloride of mercury, carbolic acid or other strong re-agent. Soap 
and water, followed by alcohol and ether, is recommended. 

2. Prick the lobe deeply to ensure a free escape of blood, manipu- 
lating the lobe with the fingers, if necessary, to secure a sufficient 
amount. <A surgical needle or pointed tenotome may be used for the 
puncture. 

3. Avoiding the first two or three drops which wena touch the 
freshly escaped blood with the loop of the wire accompanying the outfit 
several times, in order to secure one full drop. Since the Widal method 
is quantitative, care should be taken to fill the loop completely, but no 
more than one such loopful is required. 

4, Deposit the whole drop of blood on the exposed surface of the 
foil accompanying the outfit, and allow it to dry completely; do not 
use heat to hasten the drying. 

5. Cleanse the wire loop, fill out the accompanying card and repack 
the outfit, placing the filled-out card over the foil, and enclose the 
whole in an envelope to the Bacteriological Laboratory.

The Board of Health desires to call attention to the following state- 
ment of the results obtainable by the test for typhoid fever depending 
on the Widal reaction 


1. The presence of the reaction in the blood, under the conditions 
imposed for the test, may be regarded as indicating the existence of 
typhoid fever, provided that the patient from whom the blood is taken 
has not previously had typhoid fever. 

2. The absence of the reaction cannot be looked upon as conclusive 
of the absence of typhoid fever, because: 

a. The reaction is very rarely definite during the first week of 
the attack. Preparations before the fifth day are almost always 
negative. 

b. The reaction is sometimes delayed until the third or fourth 
weeks, 

c. The reaction may be well marked on some days during an 
attack, feeble or absent on others. 

3. The degree of reaction obtained does not bear definite relationship 
to the severity of the disease. 


Notwithstanding the above, for practical diagnostic purposes a single 
positive reaction may be taken as pointing to the presence of typhoid 
fever, a single negative reaction, after the seventh day of the attack, as 
pointing to the probable absence of typhoid fever. In this latter case, 
only repeated tests can make the exclusion of typhoid fever definite.

MALARIAL DIAGNOSIS. 


Directions for Taking the Blood. 


Take the blood during a paroxysm if possible, and before quinine is 
administered. 


1. Cleanse the skin of the lobe of the ear, avoiding the use of 
bichloride of mercury, carbolic acid or other strong reagent. Soap and 
water, followed by alcohol and ether, is recommended. 

2. Prick the lobe deeply to ensure a free escape of blood, manipu- 
lating the lobe with the fingers, if necessary, to secure a sufficient 
amount. A surgical needle or pointed tenotome may be used for the 
puncture. 

3. Wipe off the first two or three drops which exude with a clean 
cloth, and touch the freshly escaped blood with the edge of a perfectly 
clean square coverslip, so as to secure a very small drop. 

4, Draw the edge of the coverslip to which the drop is attached over 
the surface of another clean coverslip, at an angle of about thirty 
degrees, thus spreading the blood in a thin film on the second coverslip. 
There should not be an instant’s delay between the operations described 
in paragraphs 8 and 4. Let the film dry thoroughly. 

5. Make three or four such coverslip preparations from each case, 
place them in the small flat box and fill out the card supplied by the 
laboratory. Mail both card and box to the laboratory.

DIAGNOSIS OF GLANDERS. 


Directions for Using Swabs. 


No local antiseptic application should be made to the suspected part 
for two hours previous to using the swab. 


1. Take the glass tube outof the copper box. Withdraw the stopper 
together with the swab from the glass tube. Hold the swab by the 
stopper. If nasal lesions be suspected, insert the cotton end into the 
nostril of the horse and pass it up as far as may be required. Rub the 
cotton firmly against the suspected mucous membrane, revolving it so 
that as much as possible of the discharge, pus, mucous, etc., will 
adhere to the cotton. The cotton should touch nothing at any time 
except the matter which it is desired to examine. 

2. In the case of asuspected farcy ulcer, the swab is rubbed over 
the surface of the ulcer so as to collect the discharge, and is returned to 
the tube as described below. 
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3. The swab may be used also for the diagnosis of farcy buds and 
various forms of abscess suspected of originating from glianders. On 
opening up the bud or abscess, the cotton end of the swab is passed 
into the cavity and returned to the tube as described below. 

4. Replace the swab carefully in the glass tube, taking care that 
none of the matter now adherent to the swab is scraped off on the 
mouth of the tube. Press the stopper firmly into the mouth of the 
tube. Replace the glass tube in the copper box. 

5. In all cases, fill out the card which accompanies the outfit; re- 
place the card in the copper box, wrapping it around the glass tube, 
and return the whole outfit, including the card, to the station from 
which it was obtained, or to the laboratory. 


A report will be sent by mail as soon as possible, but owing to the 
slowd evelopment of the diagnostic features of the glanders bacillus, a 
week will often pass before the report is ready.

During the past year 448 persons dying without a physi- 
cian in attendance have been reported to this office. In all 
these cases a personal visit has been made, the body exam- 
ined and a probable diagnosis made before granting a permit 
for burial. 

Fourteen cases have been reported to the Medical Exam- 
iner for investigation. A tabular statement of the cases 
investigated is appended. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Twenty-three cases reported as small-pox have been 
examined, but in no instance was the disease found to exist. 
One thousand six hundred and sixty-one cases of diphtheria 
and 877 cases of scarlet fever were reported the past year. 
Each case has been investigated and a report made whether 
or not the case was properly isolated. 

In many cases isolation was not approved, and these cases 
were sent to the hospital, and when necessary an order was 
obtained for a forcible removal.

Many of the smaller animals, as sheep, calves and swine, 
arrive at the slaughter-houses dead, and are at once prepared 
for rendering by the owners; such cases are not considered 
as seizures, and are not included in the table of animals 
seized and condemned. 

“ Parts of animals,” in the above table, refers to animals 
where only a part of the same was condemned; the unmar- 
ketable portions being confined to the parts about the lesion, 
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which in these cases are simply of a local condition, as a 
liver, heart, tongue, and fore or hindquarter of an injured or 
bruised animal.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards, which, from injury during transportation or from 
what was supposed to be a slight illness, were unable to walk 
to the abattoir; these were shot at the stock-yards, and carted 
to the abattoir in the ambulance. 

Of the above forty-seven animals, thirty-five were found 
to be slightly injured, three were pregnant, two had lamini- 
tis, two were wild, and two had septicemia, the last two 
being condemned. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


Twelve cases of actinomycosis were found during the past 
year, all of which were slight, necessitating the condemning 
of only the parts affected. 
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‘TUBERCULOSIS.

Under the head of ‘ Cows from Eastern States” is under- 
stood those animals from all of the New England States, 
including Massachusetts. 

In accordance with regulations of the State Board of Cattle 
Commissioners, monthly reports of the abattoir have been 
made to that Board. 

By comparison of the above table with table under the 
head of ‘ Diseases found among animals after having been 
killed, etc.,” it will be seen that only thirty-two of the forty- 
eight cases of tuberculosis were condemned. ‘This means 
that sixteen of these cases were slight and not condemnable 
under the act passed by the Legislature of 1898. 

Between the years 1894 and 1898, in accordance with the 
public statutes governing the inspection of animals intended 
for slaughter, all animals showing any trace of tuberculosis 
were condemned and the meat destroyed. In the enforce- 
ment of the law, large quantities of meat were unnecessarily 
condemned, which would not have been when the inspector, 
at the abattoir, in enforcing the regulations of the Board of 
Health, was supposed to examine each case carefully and use 
his best judgment. 

During the past year the Legislature so amended the acts 
above referred to, that now only cases showing general 
lesions are condemned. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk 
within the city limits has been continued as heretofore. All 
cattle that have upon physical examination shown any symp- 
toms of tuberculosis have been subjected to the tuberculin 
test. 
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Although the Board of Health has never required the 
compulsory testing of all cows with tuberculin, when appli- 
cations have been made at this office by the owners of pri- 
vate animals, such tests have been made without expense to 
the owner. Such requests have been very few during the 
past year, due to the fact, it is believed, that the State Board 
of Cattle Commissioners being without any appropriation, the 
owner would not be compensated for the animals condemned, 
as provided for by law. 

Nine animals have been tested with tuberculin; six were 
found tuberculous and were quarantined. These were at 
once reported to the Board of Cattle Commissioners, which 
Board, having no appropriation, released these animals im- 
mediately. The Board of Health then notified the owners 
of such animals that the sale of milk from such cows was 
prohibited, and requested the killing of the animal, which 
request was in all cases complied with. 

The work of inspection and improving the sanitary con- 
ditions of milk-rooms has met with considerable success. 
The order of the Board, passed in the month of December, 
regulating the sanitary conditions of the general milk supply, 
will greatly improve the production and care of milk in- 
tended for sale in Boston. 


GLANDERS. 


There have been reported by veterinarians to the Board of 
Health during the past year 147 horses under the suspicion 
of having glanders. Of these, twenty, on examination, 
were found to be affected with some other non-contagious 
disease and the remaining 127 proved to have glanders. 
Sixteen of these cases, upon inquiry, were found to have 
been owned and stabled outside of Boston, or had been 
stabled in Boston for so short a time that no doubt existed 
but that the animals were infected with glanders before 
coming to Boston. The cities and towns from which such 
animals came were notified, thus enabling them to investi- 
gate the cases. 

In addition to the above cases of glanders reported to this 
office, the Board of Health, by examination of all animals in 
stables where a case of glanders has occurred, and also many 
other stables, have found twenty-six other cases of glanders, 
all of which would have remained in such stables, a con- 
stant danger to the other animals for some time before being 
discovered by the owner. 

All cases of glanders have been reported to the Board of 
Cattle Commissioners. 
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Upon examination of the following table it will be seen 
that the number of cases of glanders reported during the 
past year is considerably less than during the previous year, 
when 176 cases were reported. Although the actual number 
of cases found in the city during the past year is the same as 
in 1897, this is due to the large number of cases discovered 
directly by the Board of Health.

All stables in which glanders have occurred during the 
past year have been thoroughly disinfected. 

In accordance with the suggestion of the Board of Health, 
the Water Department has caused the public watering-troughs 
to be washed and thoroughly burned inside and outside with 
a painter’s blast lamp. 

During the month of December, glanders’ outfits for making 
swab preparations of suspected cases of glanders were left 
at the same stations as those in which diphtheria outfits are 
placed. These outfits consist of a large glass tube contain- 
ing an absorbent cotton swab, the whole sterilized and placed 
in a brass tube containing directions for its use. 
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By this system any veterinarian having a case suspected 
of glanders may procure an outfit at one of the culture sta- 
tions, make a swab preparation from the suspected animal, 
place it in the glass tube, and return the whole to the same 
culture station, from which it will be sent to the Board of 
Health laboratory for examination. 

Although the examination takes about one week, as it 
necessitates the injection of other animals with the sus- 
pected material, this system should be of the same value and 
assistance to the veterinarian in making an early diagnosis 
of cases as the diphtheria culture system is to the physician. 

This system has been used for some time by this office, 
and is now being extended in this way for use by the attend- 
ing veterinarians. 

A copy of the instruction cards (Form 384) used in 
this system may be seen on page 113 of this report. 


RABIES. 


During the past year four dogs suspected of having rabies 
have been reported to this office, one of which upon exam- 
amination proved not to be a case. In addition to the cases 
reported, one other dog affected with rabies was found by the 
Board of Health. 

December 1, a suspected case of rabies was reported in 
West Roxbury. This dog upon examination was found 
dead, having been killed by the owner. The brain of this 
dog was obtained and sent to the laboratory, where a rabbit 
was inoculated, which up to the time of writing this report 
has shown no symptoms of rabies. } 

December 7, the Board of Health was asked to examine 
a dog which had been acting very suspiciously the previous 
few days, and during which time it had bitten a small boy. 
Upon examination, the dog was found partially paralyzed, and 
a clinical diagnosis of rabies was made. It was at once 
placed in a large box and chained. The following morning 
it was found dead. Another dog belonging to the same 
owner, and which had been constantly with this dog, was at 
once killed. 

Upon investigation it was learned that the first dog had 
had periodic attacks of madness lasting about one week, 
during which it ran wild about the district, biting all other 
dogs within reach. Fortunately, these attacks lasted but a 
short time, and the dog returned home in its usual disposi- 
tion, excepting that it showed continued fretfulness. No 
history of its having been previously bitten by another dog 
could be obtained. 
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Here was a case which called for immediate action, a boy 
had been bitten, also a large number of dogs. Although the 
brain of this dog had been sent to the laboratory for diagnosis, 
action could not be deferred, pending the test which would 
take fifteen days, and as a result all other dogs suspected of 
having been in contact with this dog, were at once placed in 
quarantine upon the owners’ premises. 

After consultation with the physician who dressed the 
wound upon the child’s hand the parents were informed of 
the very strong probability of the dog having rabies, and were 
advised to send the child to the New York Pasteur Institute 
for treatment. This was done at once, and the child later 
returned well. 

The rabbit inoculated from the suspected rabid dog died 
in the usual time, and after all other possible causes of death 
were eliminated by a post-mortem examination, the diagnosis 
of rabies was confirmed. 

Very early in this case the necessity of much better 
quarantine of the suspected animals was seen. [Even if the 
dog was kept upon the owner’s premises, no safety, for the 
members of the family, or friends calling upon the family, 
was assured, for while in the house most of the dogs are 
allowed to run loose. 

It was apparent that some municipal quarantine station for 
dogs, under the directions of the Board of Health, was 
necessary, to which, at least all dogs not properly secured on 
the owners’ premises, and such other dogs as the Board of 
Health deemed advisable, could be taken and the public 
safety from such animals assured. 

As a result the Board of Health at once erected a small 
building upon the epidemic hospital grounds on Swett street, 
and which is well adapted for the purpose. In this build- 
ing a number of large kennels were put up; in the rear of 
each kennel is a separate yard; between each yard is a three- 
inch space, thus preventing one dog coming in contact with 
another. 

The law at that time gave the Board of Health the right 
to quarantine only such dogs as were actually infected ; 
although all dogs which were simply exposed to the rabid 
dog were placed in quarantine by the Board of Health it was 
known that such quarantine could not be maintained if the 
owner objected. After the erection of this quarantine 
station all owners of dogs which had been quarantined were 
invited to send their animals to this station, but in only 
three instances did they respond; two of these three were 
later ordered killed by the owner. 
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The temporary quarantine of all the dogs, twenty-three in 
number, was then ordered continued for ninety days. 

During the latter part of December a bill was prepared to 
be presented to the next Legislature, the passage of which 
seems probable. Under this bill all dogs which have even 
been exposed to a rabid dog must be properly quarantined 
upon the owners’ premises, or removed to the Board of 
Health quarantine station. 

The laboratory now under the direction of Dr. Hill is pre- 
pared to examine all animals suspected of having rabies. It 
is recommended that all dogs killed, by policemen, owners 
and other persons, as suspicious or dangerous animals, be 
sent to the laboratory, where a correct diagnosis may be 
made.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VINEGAR. 


BUREAU OF MILK INSPECTION, 
994 WASHINGTON STREET, Boston, MASS. 


To the Board of Health, Boston, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to report on the work 
of the Bureau of Milk Inspection for the year ending 
January 31, 1899. 

The methods employed in the collection and examination 
of samples have undergone no changes, and the statutes 
governing the sale and inspection of milk, butter, oleomarga- 
rine and vinegar have been in no way amended. 

During the year, 18,278 samples of milk were examined. 
Of these, 7,628 were taken from milk-wagons, 5,308 from 
shops, restaurants and lunch wagons, and 387 from citizens 
who brought them to the office for inspection. In spite of 
the unusually hot and sultry summer the excellence of the 
supply was well maintained. At one time, however, a very 
serious form of adulteration, that of addition of preservatives, 
made its appearance to quite a considerable extent, but radi- 
cal measures were promptly adopted against it, and the 
practice ceased as suddenly as it had appeared. It transpired 
that several agents of a western house had been going about 
among the milkmen representing that a certain preservative 
liquid, samples of which were freely given for trial, would 
make the use of ice unnecessary, keep milk fresh and sweet 
for several days, and defy detection by chemical analysis. It 
was even asserted that the Boards of Health of various States 
were so favorably impressed by its wholesomeness that they 
even contemplated making its addition to milk not a matter 
of choice, but one of compulsion. A circular accompanying 
the free samples stated that the preserving agent was a gas 
in solution, and further, ‘This gas has no bad effects on milk 
or cream; in fact a chemist could not find any trace of it if 
the milk were analyzed, because the gas evaporates after it 
has done its work.” The bait was taken with eagerness by 
several dealers after experimentation with a few quarts of 
milk had demonstrated that treatment was effectual in post- 
poning souring, and it was not long before preserved milk 
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was pretty generally distributed. Inasmuch as every sample 
taken was being tested for preservatives, the fraud was 
immediately detected. Far from being impossible of detec- 
tion the agent proved to be the preservative, most easily 
found, namely, formaldehyde. Over fifty complaints were 
entered at once in the several district courts, and the local 
market for this most impudent fraud was dead. 

The fraudulent sale of oleomargarine has given practically 
no trouble since the date of the last preceding report. The 
number of restaurants using it illegally has steadily 
diminished. In the case of persistent violators who found 
it cheaper to pay the small fine set by Chap. 412 of the laws 
of 1891 than to provide butter for their guests, notice was 
given that in future the complaints would be drawn for 
selling colored oleomargarine under Chap. 58 of the laws of 
1891, which imposes a minimum penalty of one hundred 
dollars. The introduction of a number of these complaints 
produced a very marked effect. The number of inspections 
of butter and oleomargarine during the year was 719. 

The samples of vinegar taken or purchased numbered 
1,039. Only comparatively few failed to conform to the 
requirements of the statutes.

Special 
attention has been given this year to fruit and vegetables 
pedled from teams on the street, and after making an ex- 
ample of one or two of these pedlers in court it has produced 
a very marked improvement in the grade of goods they are 
now offering for sale. 

Steamship and railroad lines are found readily complying 
with the Board of Health requirements, and have given every 
assistance in preventing unwholsome goods leaving their 
wharves or warehouses. 

Restaurants that are serving meals at very low prices have 
not been overlooked in the past year, but attention has been 
given to the class of meats and vegetables that they have 
been using. While not always of the first quality of goods 
in the market they have been found wholesome.

NORTH GROVE STREET MORGUE. 


Boston, January 1, 1899. 
To the Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to report that for the 
year ending December 381, 1898, there were received at 
the North Grove Street Morgue 185 bodies’ of persons de- 
ceased, who died in Boston and the northern district of Suf- 
folk County, also the bodies of nineteen deceased persons, 
found on Cape Cod from the wreck of the Steamship “ City 
of Portland.” 

Of the above 155 bodies thirty-six were unidentified at time 
of reception. Of these nineteen were subsequently identified. 

Of the nineteen bodies from the wreck sixteen were 
identified after reception, and every effort made to establish 
the identity of the other three, which was not done. Every 
care was given the bodies, and every attention shown the 
relatives and friends. 

The medical examiner and his associate made twenty-eight 
autopsies, at which I assisted. 

The Morgue is at present in very poor condition. The 
buildings are out of repair. It will necessitate a large expense 
to put them in good and proper condition. We are sadly in 
need of new buildings and proper conveniences for our work.

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APPENDIX. 


The following regulations adopted from time to time by the 
Board of Health are still in force : 
REMOVAL OF MANURE. May 10, 1875. 
Ordered, That no manure shall be removed except in a tight, 
canvas-covered vehicle, with the covering so secured to the sides 
and ends of the vehicle as to prevent the manure from being 
dropped or left in any street or way of the city in process of 
removal, and not loaded in or upon any street, lane, alley or 
passageway, or upon or across any sidewalk. 
REFUSE. September 8, 1876. 
Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, soot, 
ashes, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, clams or lobsters, 
waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, house offal, 
swill, rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, shall suffer it to 
leak, escape or drop from any vehicle by him owned or driven 
into or upon any street, court, square, lane, alley, wharf or pub- 
lic enclosure in the city of Boston. 
AW Q A ani 
OrrEeNsIve TRADES. August 7, 1878. 
Ordered, To forbid, after this date, the exercise of the trade or 
employment of manufacturing fertilizers or guano from fish or 
other animal matter within the limits of the city of Boston, except 
on the islands in the harbor, at the abattoir in the Brighton dis- 
trict, or such other places as may have been or may hereafter be 
assigned by said Board, such trade or employment being in the 
opinion of the Board a nuisance, hurtful to the inhabitants, the 
exercise of which is attended by noisome and injurious odors. 


Contagious Disrases.* 
November 21, 1882. 

Whereas, The diseases designated as small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and typhus fever are contagious and dangerous to the 
public health, and have been, and may easily be, contracted at 
funerals from dead bodies or apartments which have been in- 
fected by such diseases; it is, therefore, 

Ordered, That from and after this date, no public funerals 
shall be held over the remains of any person having died of small- 
pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or typhus fever, without the written 
permit of the Board of Health; and under such regulations as 
may prevent the spread of either of said diseases. 

Ordered, Further, that the remains of persons dying of either 
of said diseases shall at once be placed in a tight or sealed coflin, 
and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or disturbed except 
for burial.

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Cows. 
Boston, April 26, 1892. 

Whereas, Cows’ milk is one of the most common and necessary 
articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired in useful- 
ness and rendered dangerous to health by the want of proper 
care in its production or subsequent treatment or handling ; it is, 
therefore, ordered that the following regulation be and is hereby 
adopted : 


Section 1. No person shall use any building as a stable for 
cows, unless it contains at least 1,000 cubic feet of space for each 
animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight roof and floors, 
good drainage, a supply of pure water, and all other necessary 
means for maintaining the health and good condition of the 
cows, and has been approved by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 2. Every person using any such building shall keep 
the same and the premises connected therewith, and all land 
used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from filth. 

Sect. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit it to 
be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from disease, 
by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or having 
recently been in contact with any such person, shall milk cows 
or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended 
for sale, or in any way take part or assist in handling milk 
intended for sale, until all danger of communicating such disease 
to other persons shall have passed. 

Sect. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the milk 
of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed with other 
milk, nor until it has been boiled, shall sell or use such milk, or 
any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or other animals. 


RECEPTACLES FOR GARBAGE, ETC. 


September 6, 1892. 
Ordered, That no person unless authorized so to do, be allowed 
to handle, disturb or remove the contents of any receptacle for 
garbage or rubbish of any kind placed in the yards, passage- 
ways or public streets. 


DEsTfRUCTION OF CLOTHING, ETC. 
September 10, 1892. 

Ordered, That hereafter no articles of clothing or bedding 
in use shall be thrown overboard from any vessel in Boston 
harbor without the written consent of the Board of Health or 
the quarantine physician; nor shall any such articles be removed 
from any vessel at her dock without such permission; such 
articles shall no longer be brought to the city to be destroyed, 
but shall be burned in the harbor under the supervision of the 
quarantine physician, in the furnaces of the steamers. 
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OysTER SHELLS. 
October 17, 1892. 

Whereas, The storing and handling of oyster shells near busi- 
ness and residential districts are attended by noisome and 
injurious odors, it is hereby ordered that no oyster shells shall 
be kept in or removed from any building, yard or other place 
within the built-up portions of the city, except by written per- 
mission from the Board of Health, and only at such times and in 
such manner as shall be prescribed in said permit. 


QUARANTINE. 
March, 4, 1898. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was ordered 
that the several quarantine regulations, now in force at this port, 
be revised so as to read as follows: 


Ordered, That any vessel arriving at this port, which has on 
board at the time of her arrival, or has had during her passage to 
this port, any sickness of a contagious, infectious, or doubtful 
character which may be dangerous to the public health, or which 
has come from or has been in any port or place which has been 
epidemically infected with any contagious o1 infectious disease 
within the six months next preceding such arrival, or has on 
board any merchandise which has come by transhipment from any 
such infected port or place within the six months next preceding, 
or has on board any immigrants (except from British America) 
shall be anchored at quarantine. 

Infected persons found on such vessels shall be removed to the 
hospital on Gallop’s Island, and there detained until all power to 
infect others shall have ceased. Cargoes and personal baggage, 
which in the opinion of the Port Physician or the Board of 
Health may be infected, shall be removed to Gallop’s Island and 
there disinfected, when such disinfection cannot be properly done 
on board the vessel or on lighters. 

All immigrants, on arrival at quarantine, shall be subjected to 
examination as regards their freedom from contagious or infec- 
tious disease and their protection from small-pox. 

All persons under ten years of age who have not been success- 
fully vaccinated, and all persons over ten years of age who have 
not recently been successfully vaccinated or re-vaccinated, shall 
be considered as unprotected from the effect of the contagion of 
small-pox, persons having had an attack of small-pox excepted. 

All persons not so protected shall be vaccinated or subjected to 
a quarantine of fifteen days’ observation. 

All old rags, paper stock, hair, feathers, hides, skins, wool and 
similar materials which are liable to convey disease germs must 
be accompanied by satisfactory certificates as to their place of 
collection and packing for shipment. 

No article of clothing or bedding in use shall be thrown over- 
board from any vessel in Boston Harbor without the written con- 
sent of the Board of Health or the Quarantine Physician; nor 
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shall any such article be removed from any vessel at her dock 
without such permission; all such articles which are to be de- 
stroyed shall be burned in the harbor under the supervision of 
the Quarantine Physician, in the furnaces of the steamers. 

No vessel shall leave quarantine, nor shall her cargo, or any 
part thereof, be discharged, nor any person be allowed to go 
on board or to leave her while in quarantine, without the written 
permit of the Port Physician, who is hereby authorized and in- 
structed to take such measures with regard to said vessel, cargo, 
and persons, as, in his judgment, the public health may require. 

It is also hereby ordered, that during June, July, August, Sep- 
tember and October of each year, subject to such changes as cir- 
cumstances may from time to time require, all vessels arriving in 
this harbor from the following ports shall stop at the Quarantine 
Station, viz.: All vessels from any port in Europe, from the 
Western, Madeira, Canary, or Cape de Verde Islands; from the 
Mediterranean or Straits thereof, from the west coast of Africa, 
or around the Cape of Good Hope; from the West India, 
Bahama, or Bermuda Islands; from any American port south of 
Virginia, including Central and South America; and vessels arriy- 
ing from any place in the United States or British America, 
where they may have touched on their way from any foreign port 
or place above named. 

No such vessel shall leave quarantine or unload her cargo or 
any part thereof, nor shall any person go on board or leave the 
vessel while in quarantine without the written permit of the Port 
Physician, who is hereby authorized and instructed to take any 
measures in regard to such vessels, as, in his judgment, the public 
health may require. 

The Port Physician is hereby authorized and instructed to de- 
mand and receive the quarantine fees which are hereby made and 
established by this Board and which are as follows: 

For examination of vessels of 500 tons and upwards (registra- 
tion tonnage), eight dollars. 

For examination of vessels under 500 tons (registration ton- 
nage), five dollars. 

For disinfecting vessels, from ten to fifty dollars. 

For baths and disinfecting personal clothing and baggage, one 
dollar for each person. 

For vaccination, twenty-five cents for each person. 

For board of patients in hospital, ten dollars a week. 

Such fees to be by the Port Physician paid to the City 
Treasurer. 


RerusE MATERIALS. 
March 380, 1898. 
Voted, That, whereas, in the opinion of the Board of Health, 
the use of refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water 
and wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth and cause of sickness, 
it is therefore 
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Ordered, That no person shall throw into any pond or body 
of water or upon any land which at any time is covered with 
tide water, within the limits of the city, any refuse animal or 
vegetable matter or any perishable material or rubbish or filth of 
any kind whatsoever, between the first day of April and the first 
day of November, except in accordance with a written permit 
issued from the Board of Health to the owner of such pond 
or land, and no owner of such pond or land shall refuse or 
neglect to remove therefrom any refuse or filth hereinbefore 
described which shall be thrown or placed in or upon the same 
within the period hereinbefore specified. 


FILLING FOR Ponps and Wer Lanps. 
April 10, 1893. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health, the use of 
refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water and wet 
lands is a nuisance, source of filth and cause of sickness, it is 
therefore ordered that no person shall throw into any pond or 
body of water, or upon any land which at any time is covered 
with tide water, within the limits of the city, any refuse animal 
or vegetable matter or any perishable material or rubbish or filth 
of any kind whatsoever, between the first day of April and the 
first day of November, except in accordance with a written 
permit issued from the Board of Health to the owner of such 
pond or land, and no owner of such pond or land shall refuse or 
neglect to remove therefrom any refuse or filth hereinbefore 
described which shall be thrown or placed in or upon the same 
within the period hereinbefore specified. 


Texan CaArtie. 
July 29, 1893. 

Whereas, Northern and Nestarn cattle exposed to those com- 
ing from Texas, or to the premises which have been used by 
Texan cattle, are likely to contract a disease known as Texas 
fever among cattle, it is therefore ordered that none of the 
cattle arriving from Texas shall be driven over any road or 
across any lands which are used or liable to be used by other 
cattle, nor in any way exposed to such other cattle within the 
limits of Boston, except within the yards immediately connected 
with the abattoir. 


STORAGE OF Fruit. 
August 3, 1893. 
No person shall store or keep or allow to be stored or kept in 
any building of which he is the owner or occupant, and which is 
in use in whole or in part as a dwelling-house, any fruit for mer- 
chandise, except in accordance with a written permit from the 
Board of Health. 
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KILLING OF POULTRY. 
July 16, 1896. 
‘¢’That no live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls, shall be 
brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed or 
plucked, in any place in the city of Boston, without a permit 
therefor in writing from the Board of Health, which shall be 
subject to revocation by said Board at any time.” 


SprrtinG IN STREET CARS AND UPON SIDEWALKS. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, March 23, 1899, the 
regulation dated October 13, 1896, respecting spitting in street 
cars, was amended so as to read as follows: 


‘¢The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit of 
sputum in public places is a nuisance, source of filth and cause 
of sickness, and hereby orders: ‘That spitting upon the floor, 
platform or steps of any railroad, or railway station, car, public 
building, hall, church, theatre, market or any sidewalk immedi- 
ately connected with said public places, be, and hereby is, pro- 
hibited.”’ 

OFFENSIVE TRADES. 
October 13, 1896. 

The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the trades 
or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering animal- 
matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, mixing 
or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, smoking fish 
or meat, refining oils, making varnish, asphaltum, glue, gas, 
gasoline, or any burning fluid within the limits of the city of 
Boston, except at such place or places as may be assigned by 
said Board; such trades or employments being nuisances, hurt- 
ful to the inhabitants of said city, dangerous to the public health, 
attended by noisome and injurious odors, and otherwise injurious 
to the estates of said inhabitants. 


PEDLERS. 


The following laws have been passed for the government of 
pedlers : 


No person shall sell any articles to any person on a public street 
or go from house to house selling articles, or cry his goods in the 
street and ways, unless he is a minor, licensed by the Clerk of Com- 
mittees to sell articles, or he has received a permit from the Super- 
intendent of Streets to sell articles on a public street, recorded his 
name and place of residence with the Board of Health, and re- 
ceived from said Board a record number. 

No such permit or number shall be given to, or used by any 
person unless the person sells only the following articles, produced 
or grown in the United States, viz.: Brooms, live animals, fruits, 
provisions, agricultural products or implements, hand tools used 
in making boots and shoes, fuel, newspapers, books, pamphlets, 
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or the products of his own labor or the labor of his family other 
than jewelry, wines, spirituous liquors, indigo, playing cards or 
feathers; or the person has received a license as Hawker 
and Pedler from the Secretary of the Commonwealth and —is an 
honorably discharged soldier or sailor of the late war, or-—is 
over seventy years of age, or—has paid the City Treasurer 
twenty-five dollars, ov —is qualified to vote and has paid a tax 
on his stock in trade in Boston, o7——is licensed by said Secretary 
as a Hawker and Pedler throughout the Commonwealth or 
throughout the County of Suffolk. 

No person selling articles shall refuse or neglect to exhibit his 
permit, license and certificate whenever the same is demanded by 
any public officer. 

No person shall sell spirituous liquors, wines, jewelry, feathers, 
playing cards or indigo. 

No person shall have in his possession with intent to sell, fish of 
any kind, unless they are kept in covered stalls or fish-boxes, or in 
covered carts, well secured from the rays of the sun, nor any fish 
other than flounders, smelts or other small fish, salmon or shad, 
unless they have been cleansed of their entrails and other refuse 
parts. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any vehicle or 
receptacle, unless the same is neat, clean and free from leaks and 
has printed upon it his name, the number of his license, and the 
number given him by the Board of Health, in letters and figures 
at least two inches in height. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any manner that 
will injure or annoy the public health or comfort. 

No person selling articles shall cry his wares to the disturbance 
of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants. 

No person shall place or permit to remain in any street for 
more than ten minutes any of his goods or articles without a per- 
mit from the Superintendent of Streets. 

No person shall, on foot in any street, carry or display any 
showcard, placard or sign without a permit from the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

No person selling articles shall stop or stand with a cart, wagon, 
or other vehicle, for the purpose of hawking, pedling, or selling 
eoods, wares, merchandise, fruit or other articles, between the 
hours of eight o’clock, A.M., and half past six o’clock, P.M., inor 
occupy any part of, any of the following streets, ways and squares, 
namely: Haymarket square, Sudbury street, Court street from 
Sudbury street to Scollay square, Scollay square, Tremont street 
from Scollay square to Eliot street, Eliot street from Tremont 
street to Washington street, Washington street from Eliot street 
to Franklin str eet, Fr anklin street from Washington street to 
Devonshire street, Devonshire street from Fr anklin | street to Milk 
street, Milk street from Devonshire street to Pearl street, Post 
Office square, Water street to Washington street, State street 
between Merchant’s row and Devonshire street, and Washington 
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street from Adams square to Haymarket square, or any of the 
streets, ways or squares included within the territory bounded as 
above deseribed, or except in accordance with an order of the 
Board of Aldermen, stop or stand in, or occupy any part of, any 
of the streets, ways and squares in the city proper, north of 
Massachusetts avenue, with a handcart or wheelbarrow for the 
purpose of hawking, pedling, or selling any goods, wares, or 
merchandise, fruit or other articles, between the hours of eight 
o’clock, A.M., and half-past six, P.M. 

No person shall sell or expose for sale by public auction any 
articles except in such place as is expressly described or set forth 
in his license or permit.

Contacious DISEASES. 
March 10, 1897. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was voted to 
amend the regulation of July 1, 1895, respecting contagious dis- 
eases, so as to read as follows: 


1. Whoever is infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria or membraneous croup shall immediately proceed to some 
isolated place or room designated by the Board of Health, and 
no person who has been so affected shall leave such place or 
room, and no article shall be removed from such piace or room, 
until the Board of Health shall certify in writing that all danger 
of communicating such disease to others is passed. 

2. Every parent or guardian of any child or ward infected 
with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or membraneous croup 
shall immediately cause such child or ward to be conveyed to 
some isolated place or room approved by the Board of Health, 
and no parent or guardian shall permit such child or ward to 
remove from such place or room until the Board of Health shall 
find and certify in writing that all danger of communicating such 
disease to others has passed. 

3. No person other than the attending physician, nurse and 
agents of the Board of Health shall enter, nor shall any dog, cat, 
or other animal be allowed to enter any apartment or other place 
set apart for the treatment of small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or membranous croup until the Board of Health shall certify in 
writing that such apartment or place has been satisfactorily 
disinfected. 

4. No person having the care of any other person who has 
been affected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or mem- 
braneous croup shall advise or permit such other person to leave 
any place designated by the Board of Health as a place of isola- 
tion of such infected person before said Board of Health shall 


NOTE. — The amendment is shown by the words in italics. 
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have certified in writing that such person can leave such desig- 
nated place without danger to others. 

5. No physician who has been in attendance upon any person 
who has been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or membraneous croup, shall advise or knowingly permit such 
person to leave any place designated by the Board of Health as 
a place of isolation.of such infected person before said Board of 
- Health shall have certified in writing that such infected person 
can leave such place without danger to others. 


Watt DRAPERIES. 
October 11, 1898. 

‘¢'The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the use of ‘ Wall 
Draperies’ at funerals is a source of filth and cause of sickness, 
and hereby orders: ‘That the use of such draperies in any room 
or place used for a funeral or for the preparation or retention of 
any human body before or in connection with such funeral, be 
and hereby is, forbidden.” 

Mink. 
December 22, 1889. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health infectious 
diseases are spread by the distribution of milk produced, stored 
and distributed under improper conditions; it is, therefore, 

Ordered, That the following regulations be, and hereby are, 
adopted : 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. All persons in the city of Boston engaged in the 
production of milk for sale, or in the business of selling, deliver- 
ing or distributing milk in said city, shall annually on the first 
day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, make written 
application to the Inspector of Milk, on forms prescribed by the 
Board of Health, for a license. 

Sect. 2. No person in said city shall engage in the business 
of producing milk for sale, or in the sale or distribution of milk 
in the city of Boston, without a license so to do, under these 
regulations and such other conditions as the Board of Health may 
impose ; said license to be revoked if the licensee fails to comply 
with the conditions of his license or the regulations of this 
Board. , 

Secor. 38. The conditions under which every cow is kept whose 
milk is brought into the city of Boston, or kept, delivered, 
distributed, sold or offered for sale in said city, shall be made 
known by the licensee to the Inspector of Milk in such detail as 
the Board of Health may require, and shall be approved by said 
Board; and no milk except that derived from such cow shall be 
brought, kept, delivered, distributed, sold or offered for sale in 
said city. ; 

Sect. 4. No milk shall be sold, offered for sale or distributed 
in the city of Boston unless the cows from which itis derived 
have, within one year, been examined by a competent authority, 
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and shown to be free from diseases dangerous to the public health ; 
but this shall not be construed as forbidding the sale or use of 
milk from cows not tested with tuberculin. 

Secr. 5. All persons having a permitor license to sell, deliver 
or distribute milk in the city of Boston, shall keep a copy of the 
license constantly posted in a conspicuous place on the premises, 
and shall have his name and the number of his license marked 
in plain uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than one inch in 
height, on vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale of 
milk. 

ARTICLE Il. 


Section 1. No milk for sale or distribution shall be stored in 
that portion of a building which is used for the stabling of 
horses, cows or other animals, or for the storing of: manure, or 
in any room usedin whole or in part for domestic or sleeping 
purposes. 

Sect. 2. No person in the city of Boston engaged in the 
business of producing milk for sale, and no person engaged in 
the business of storing or delivering milk in said city, shall store, 
cool or mix said milk in any room which is occupied by horses, 
cows or other animals. All rooms in which milk is stored, cooled 
or mixed, shall be provided with tight walls and floor and kept 
constantly clean. ‘The walls and floors of said rooms to be of such 
a construction as to allow easy and thorough cleansing. The 
room or rooms aforesaid shall contain proper appliances for 
washing or sterilizing all utensils actually employed in the 
storage, sale or distribution of milk, and all such apparatus and 
utensils shall be washed with boiling water or sterilized by steam 
regularly after being so used. 

Sect. 3. No urinal, water-closet or privy shall be located in 
the rooms called for in the preceding section, or so situated as to 
pollute the atmosphere of said rooms. 

Sect. 4. All milk produced in the city of Boston for sale 
shall be strained, cooled or stored as soon as it is drawn from the 
cow. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. Milk kept for sale in any store, shop, restaurant, 
market, bakery or other establishment, shall always be kept in a 
covered cooler, box or refrigerator, properly drained and cared 
for, and while therein shall be kept tightly closed and only in 
such locations and under such conditions as shall be approved by 
the Board of Health. 

ARTICLE Iv. 


Section 1. All cans, bottles or other vessels of any sort, 
used in the retail sale, delivery or distribution of milk to the con- 
sumer, must be cleaned or sterilized before they are again used 
for the same purpose, and it shall be deemed a sufficient reason 
for forfeiture of license for any milk dealer to fail so to do. 

Sect. 2. No person shall use in any way a milk vessel for 
any other substance than milk, and any licensed milk dealer who 
shall so misuse such vessel shall be liable to forfeiture of license. 
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ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. Every person engaged in the production, storage, 
transportation, sale, delivery, or distribution of milk shall immedi- 
ately on the occurrence of any case or cases of infectious disease 
either in himself or in his family, or amongst his employees or 
within the building or premises where milk is stored, sold or dis- 
tributed, notify the Board of Health, and at the same time shall 
suspend the sale and distribution of milk until authorized to 
resume the same by the Board of Health. No vessels which have 
been handled by persons suffering from such diseases shall be 
used to hold or convey milk until they have been thoroughly 
sterilized. 

RaaGs. 
February 28, 1899. 

The following is an amendment to the regulation on the same 
subject passed January 12, 1885: 


Whereas, It is a practice in this city to collect rags, old paper, 
and other refuse material, from dumping grounds, streets and 
other places, and to store, sort, and otherwise handle the same 
within dwellings, and 

Whereas, In the opinion of this Board, such rags, old paper, 
and other refuse material are a source of filth, and capable of 
conveying infectious diseases from person to person, and of other- 
wise creating sickness, therefore 

Ordered, That on and after March 1, 1899, no rags, old paper, 
or other refuse material, gathered or recovered from any source, 
shall be brought into or allowed to remain within any building 
used as a dwelling.

The entire amount expended for all departments of the 
Hospital during the year was $387,527.74. Of this amount, 
$281,587.47 was on account of the Hospital proper; $71,- 
687.34 on account of the South Department; $7,856.66 on 
account of the eight out-patient departments ; $6,679.53 for 
the Convalescent Home; $2,149.50 on account of deter- 
mining the settlement of paying patients; $10,111.94 on 
account of new buildings ; and $7,655.30 on account of Path- 
ological Department. 

To the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $281,- 
387.47, should be added, the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand February 1, 1899, which was $341.93 less 
than we possessed on February 1, 1898; making the total 
amount chargeable to the expenditures of the year, $281,- 
729.40. Of the total amount expended, several items were for 
purposes not within the ordinary yearly maintenance of the 
patients. From the itemized table of disbursements, it will 
be seen that there was paid for card cataloguing clinical 
records, etc., $485.16; for Medical and Surgical Reports, 
$603.52; for tents for soldiers, $4,057.25 ; making a total 
of $5,145,938, which, deducted from the total expenditures of 
the Hospital proper, leaves $276,583.47, properly chargeable 
to current expenses. This amount divided among 8,719 
patients, for 25,181 weeks’ board, gives $11 as the weekly 
cost for each patient. The weekly cost of each patient at the 
Convalescent Home has been $5.47. The Trustees have 
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collected and paid into the City Treasury in cash the sum of 
$87,742.40, this sum having been received principally on 
account of board of patients. No allowance has been made 
for this amount in computing the weekly cost of each patient. 
to the city. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital proper 
at any one time was 617, or eighty-nine more than the cor- 
responding number last year. The minimum number at any 
one time was 399. The daily average number of patients 
was 481,%)'5, or four more-than last year. The total number 
of patients treated in the wards was, 8,719, which was 337 
more than last year, and 326 more than two years ago. 

The report of the Superintendent presented herewith, con- 
tains, besides other information, a more detailed statement 
of the year’s expenditures, the number of patients admitted, 
and is accompanied by the medical and surgical statistics. 
These tables give in detail the number of patients treated in 
the out-patient departments during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases, and results of treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


The Trustees have continued their previous policy of 
charging board to those who had no claim upon the city, or 
those who required private room accommodations, and have 
collected from patients of all classes a total income of $84,- 
501.42. There has been received from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, for the board of patients for whom the 
State is responsible, 55,283.34; from various cities and 
towns, $9,118.42; from private room and ward paying 
patients, collected at the Superintendent’s office, $17,919.51 ; 
and for the board of paying patients at the South Department, 
$2,180.15, making the total income from all classes of 
patients, $84,501.42. The sum collected this year is larger 
than that received for any previous year, and the subjoined 
table is inserted as interesting in connection with the man- 
agement of the hospital as one of the departments of the 
City of Boston, and indicating the growing favor of the hos- 
pital with the public. In sixteen years the annual income 
has increased from $13,766.07 to $84,501.42, and the total 
income during this time has been $712,091.99. 
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PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The present capacity of the Hospital Department is 828 
beds. This is an increase in the Hospital proper of sixty 
during the present year, and has been brought about by the 
opening of Wards N and O, which have been undergoing re- 
construction in connection with the Surgical Amphitheatre. 


NEw BUILDINGS. 


The work upon the new buildings has progressed during 
the year as follows: The completion of the Surgical Amphi- 
theatre, Wards N and O, enlargement and alteration of the 
boiler-house, new laundry building, and the Vose House for 
Nurses. 

Wards N and O were completed and furnished anew, and 
Ward O was occupied on June 27, 1898, and Ward N on 
June 28,1898. ‘These two wards continue to be used for 
the same class of patients as formerly — Ward N for paying 
private-room surgical patients, and. Ward O for surgical 
women and children. The furnishing of these wards has 
been fully up to the requirements in the latest and leading 
hospitals. 

The new Surgical Amphitheatre and its adjoining rooms 
are practically completed, and these, with the adjacent rooms, 
are ready for public surgical operations and clinics. <A de- 
scription of these rooms and fittings will be found in the 
report of the Superintendent. 

As will be seen in previous reports, on the evidence of 
experts and their own experience, the Trustees were of 
the opinion that additional boilers were necessary. During 
the year the sum of $30,000 was given as a special appro- 
priation for this purpose. Under plans and specifications 
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made in the Engineering Department of the city, the boiler- 
house was extended and three additional boilers put in. The 
new boiler-house was joined to the coal-pocket in such a man- 
ner as to carry out the previous intentions of the Trustees, 
that the coal could be carried by machinery from the coal- 
pocket direct to the mouth of the furnaces, and the ashes 
removed by the same conveyors. ‘This has been accomplished 
in a most satisfactory manner, and is proving itself to be an 
economical improvement. ‘The entire plant, after receiving 
its finishing touches, is said by experts to be the best of its 
kind in New England, and unique in its adaptation to 
hospital purposes. 

The new laundry building is finished, and is now waiting 
the completion of contracts for laundry machinery, engines, 
shafting, etc., and will be ready for occupancy during the 
coming season. When the new laundry is occupied the con- 
tractor will then alter and enlarge the old part, and this will 
give adequate accommodations, so long desired. 

The new Ann White Vose Building for Nurses progresses 
favorably, as the exterior is finished, and the electric wiring,. 
plastering and steamfitting are progressing as fast as is 
practicable. 

In addition to the work now in hand, the Trustees do not 
contemplate any further enlargement during the coming 
year, except the alteration and enlargement of the hospital 
kitchen, which has been so much needed, and which was. 
aliuded to in the last annual report. 


HospitaAL RENOVATIONS. 


The usual policy of keeping the Hospital buildings in 
good repair, as far as the appropriation would permit, has 
been carried out. Many repairs, which in the opinion of the 
Trustees, should have been renewed, have been left undone 
for want of sufficient appropriation. There has been ex- 
pended upon repairs of boilers and heating apparatus 
$2,428.03. This was in addition to the enlargement of the 
boiler-house and new boilers. It was found that the steam- 
mains, which were made of steel pipes, were thoroughly 
rusted and useless, and the Trustees were compelled to re- 
new these during the summer months, at considerable ex- 
pense. There has been expended upon the renewal of old 
plumbing, $1,064.77, and many of the bath-tubs and water- 
closets in some of the older portions of the buildings should 
be replaced by new and improved patterns. The Trustees 
were compelled to divert nearly $5,000, including material 
and labor, for the construction of the tents and huts for the 
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soldiers, and $2,546.30 were expended upon the annual house- 
cleaning and renovation of the wards, made necessary by 
scientific hospital housekeeping. 

One of the largest items of special repairs has been the con- 
struction of suitable rooms for surgical operations in the gyne- 
cological service. In Ward 8, the south end of the ward 
has been* shut off by means of a glass corridor. These 
rooms have been finished lke the rooms in the Surgical 
Department, with hard-finished walls, marble bases and 
ledges, encaustic tile floors, and other details of like standard. 
Two rooms, formerly used by patients, have been taken, one 
for sterilizing and instrument room, and one for an etheriz- 
ing and recovery room. ‘This readjustment is not, perhaps, 
just what would have been originally designed in a new build- 
ing, but they are such an advance on the old method as to 
be very satisfactory. A room at the north-west corner of 
Ward H, which is now occupied by gynecological patients, 
has been treated in the same manner as the room in Ward 8, 
and serves well for minor operations and examinations. ‘The 
work has been economically done, and in a workmanlike 
manner. 

The usual repairs by our carpenters and painters con- 
tributed much to improve the general condition of certain 
older wards, and has included the laying of new floors, re- 
newal of planking on bridges and renovation of several 
wards. 

PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Pathological laboratories have now been actively en- 
gaged in their work for three years, and are most admirably 
adapted for the work of a large metropolitan Hospital with 
an infectious department attached. ‘There has been very 
little change in the workings of the department. There are 
now five appointments, four of which are salaried, two house 
officers and a stenographer, making a constant force of eight 
workers. Too much praise cannot be given for the satisfac- 
tory aid that the department has given in practical, every- 
day work, for the benefit of the patients. 


OutT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The organization of the Out-Patient Department remains 
practically the same as last year, the tables of attendance, 
classified according to diseases, showing but little practical 
change from last year in the number of patients treated, but 
the total number of visits of out-patients was 86, 507, or an in- 
crease of 5,473. 
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SoutH DEPARTMENT.

There will be found on pages 36-88 a detailed account 
of the expenditures of this department, the various sub- 
divisions being kept the same as at the Hospital proper. 
The approximate sum spent upon this department has been 
$71,687.34, from which there should be deducted the differ- 
ence in the amount of stock on hand February 1, 1899, which 
was $20.87 more than we possessed on February 1, 1898. 
This gives $71,666.47 as the sum charged on the books to 
maintenance for the year. This sum expended upon 1,775 
patients treated, and divided by 7,559 weeks’ board, gives 
$9.48 as the cost per patient per week. The total expendi- 
ture upon subsistence supplies was $16,626.51, and the total 
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number of weeks’ board of an average of 242 persons was 
12,620. This gives a weekly cost per person, for uncooked 
subsistence supplies, of $1.31, or nineteen cents per day. 

The death-rate of diphtheria in the Hospital during the 
present year was 12.8 per cent., as compared with 13 per 
cent. of the previous year. If the moribund cases, where 
death occurred within twenty-four hours of admission, are elim- 
inated, the percentage of mortality would be about 9 per 
cent. It is a significant fact that during the calendar year 
of 1894, before the South Department was opened, 18.03 of 
every 10,000 persons died from diphtheria in Boston; that in 
1895, the latter part of which year the South Department was 
opened, the rate fell to 11.73 per10,000 ; that in 1896 the ratio 
was 9.80; that in 1897 the rate was 7.77, and that in 1898 
the ratio was 3.15 ; a lower rate than it has ever existed since 
diphtheria was recognized as a disease. It is also worthy of 
note that during 1898, 51 per cent. of all cases of diphtheria 
occurring in Boston were treated at the Hospital, a condition 
that has never before existed in Boston, Without giving 
the percentage of cases treated in the Hospital in the previous 
years, it is sufficient to say that a dimunition in the ratio of 
deaths from diphtheria bears a direct relation to the increase 
in the percentage of cases receiving hospital treatment. Pre- 
vious to 1895, for a period of sixteen years, the average 
death-rate of diphtheria in this city was 30.7; since 1895 to 
1898, inclusive, the average rate has been 12.27. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that an isolation Hospital not only reduces the 
actual number of deaths, but also that it diminishes the fre- 
quency of the disease. 

The following statistics show that there has been a decrease 
in the amount of work during the summer months over the 
corresponding period of the preceding year, and a great in- 
crease in the winter months. At the beginning of the year 
there were 155 patients, against 250 the previous year. The 
number of patients admitted was 1,620, and the largest num- 
ber of patients at any one time was 260. The average daily 
number of patients was 144, and the average days’ stay was 
29.8. The total number of weeks’ board was 7,559. Of 
the total number of patients admitted, 150 have died, includ- 
ing 51 who died within forty-eight hours after admission, or 
34 per cent. of all deaths. 

The ‘Trustees, in their last year’s report, called attention to 
the fact that there was no special building for the treatment 
of measles, the East Pavilion being devoted to diphtheria and 
the West Pavilion to scarlet fever. As the Trustees ven- 
tured to predict, there has been an epidemic of measles in the 
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city during the present year, and numerous applicants suffer- 
ing with measles have been rejected, particularly adults, be- 
cause there was no accommodation for this class of patients. 
A few have been received and placed in isolating rooms, and 
treated as well as possible under the circumstances; but the 
Hospital will not be complete until a special building is con- 
structed for the treatment of this disease. The Trustees 
make special mention of this fact, that they may not be held 
responsible for any complaints resulting from the refusal of 
this class of patients, until such time as the City Council is 
able to provide the means for the construction of a suitable 
building. | 

The sum of $2,180.15 has been collected from various 
sources for the payment of patients’ board, including, in a lim- 
ited sense, private accommodations. The Hospital does not 
provide special accommodations for paying patients, because 
the treatment of infectious diseases should be based on what is 
proper for the treatment of the disease, rather than what is 
asked by the class of patients. We have, however, been 
able to accommodate quite a number of private-room paying 
patients. | 

The number of patients conveyed to the Hospital by the 
special ambulances was 1,620. 

The condition of the various buildings at the South De- 
partment has called for but little repair, except in several 
places where the sinking of the foundations required pointing, 
renewal and painting of wards and other slight repairs. 


CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The Convalescent Home is now in its seventh year of its 
occupancy. The number of patients during the year was 
419, and the total number of days’ board 8,552. ‘The aver- 
age weekly cost was $0.47. 


ACCOMMODATIONS FOR SOLDIERS. 


The most notable event in the history of the Hospital 
during the past year has been the receiving and treatment 
of the sick soldiers who arrived in Boston during the 
Spanish-American war. In the last week in August, 
the Trustees were called upon, with but few days’ notice, 
to receive large numbers of soldiers — entirely beyond the 
capacity of the Hospital. In this exigency, one vacant 
ward, which was in the course of repairs, was at once put in 
commission, and one female ward was vacated and equipped. 
A large outfit of tents was organized in five days’ time, with

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accommodations for 160 patients. The Hospital has pos- 
sessed for many years an equipment of tents for emergencies, 
but additional tents were required on account of the large 
number of beds to be provided. The tent service was com- 
plete in itself, and in addition to the bed accommodations for 
160 soldiers, there were a headquarters’ tent, mess tent, 
scullery tent, water closets and lavatory huts, as well as a 
tent for the storage of soldiers’ clothing. Although 
the entire accommodation of the tents was not. used, 
that portion which was used proved entirely satisfactory. 
As the season progressed, it became evident that the Hos- 
pital must care for a large number when the weather was 
too cold to treat sick soldiers in the tents. With the co- 
operation of other city departments, twelve wooden election- 
booths were added to the encampment, and on the advent of 
cold weather the soldiers were transferred to the huts, and 
were continuously cared for in the camp until Sunday, No- 
vember 23, when it was overwhelmed by the famous blizzard. 
There were received in all 602 soldiers. As is well known, 
most of these came in large numbers from four different 
steamers. The extra work and expense caused by the treat- 
ment of these cases greatly increased the expenditures for 
the year. The equipment of the camp at its beginning ex- 
ceeded $4,000. It has been impossible to keep the subsist- 
ence and other expenditures distinct by themselves, but the 
additional cost to the city, on account of the treatment of 
sick soldiers, was not far from $18,000. 

The Trustees believe that a Hospital of the size and im- 
portance of the Boston City Hospital should be able, by its 
own resources, to meet any extraordinary exigency that may 
arise, such as has been exemplified in the camp for soldiers, 
Special mention should be made of the manner in which the 
camp was organized and equipped, while the devoted labors 
of the Visiting, House and Nursing Staffs, and all others, 
merit the greatest commendation. This strain upon the 
Hospital, in addition to its usual work, was very arduous, 
and told upon the strength of those engaged in it. This, 
however, is a function that a Hospital should discharge for 
those who jeopardize their lives in the cause of patriotism. 


X-RAY AND HospitTAL PHOTOGRAPHY. 


During the year there has been organized a room with 
the proper apparatus for X-Ray and fluoroscope examinations. 
The room under the Medical Library, formerly used as a 
clinical laboratory, on account of its central location, has been 
furnished and equipped with a large X-Ray machine. The 
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rooms originally designed in the lower story of the Patho- 
logical building have also been fitted up and _ properly 
equipped for the necessary work for making photographs, 
with adjoining dark-room, and the proper furnishings. The 
Hospital now employs a trained photographer, who gives his 
exclusive time to this work. The proper requisitions for the 
making of X-Ray and ordinary photographs, together with 
the proper arrangements for fluoroscope examinations, have 
been added. Rules and regulations have been adopted for 
carrying on this department, and the sum of $1,100 was ap- 
propriated for the purchase of apparatus, exclusive of the 
maintenance during the year. ‘This liberal expenditure has 
been made upon the urgent request of the Visiting Staff, to 
afford them scientific and accurate means of diagnosis and 
treatment of patients. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL REPORTS. 


The tenth volume of the Medical and Surgical Reports, 
which is edited by Drs. Burrell, Councilman and Withington, 
has been authorized by the Trustees, but at the close of the 
hospital year, has not gone to press. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses is now in the twenty-first 
year of its organization. There have been graduated 535 
nurses, of whom 39 were graduated during the pastyear. There 
is now a total of 188 nurses, of whom 104 are at the Hospital 
proper, 82 at the South Department, and 2 at the Convales- 
cent tlome. The reorganization of the school, adding a 
third optional year to its usual course of two years, has 
worked satisfactorily, and there are now thirteen two-years 
graduates who are taking the third-year course. The course 
of studies and lectures and the practical training remain 
practically as noted in the report of last year. 

The new building for nurses, to be called the Ann White 
Vose Building, has been elsewhere reported as progressing 
favorably, and will be completed during the summer of the 
coming year. 


HospitAL NECESSITIES. 


The Trustees are grateful for the generous support that 
has been given to the Hospital in its special appropriations 
for new buildings, but they deem it their duty not only to 
present this official report of the principal transactions of the 
year, but also to call attention to the necessities that should 
be provided. 
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The Gynecological Service now occupies Wards S and 
H, which are in the upper stories of the two adjacent. 
medical buildings. ‘They are connected by an open iron 
girder bridge. The work of the Gynecological Service 
requires that patients should be carried back and forth 
between the two wards on wheeled litters used by the 
nurses. While this can be satisfactorily done with- 
out detriment to the patients during the pleasant sum- 
mer season, it should not be done in the winter season 
and stormy weather. At a moderate expense this girder 
bridge could be converted into a covered glass corridor 
with windows so arranged that one ward should not ven- 
tilate into the other. This is a much desired improvement, 
obvious to any one familiar with the workings of this part 
of the Hospital. The Trustees have prepared plans and pro- 
cured estimates, and find that it would cost about $1,200. 

‘The Hospital has now grown to such proportions that there 
is generally more or less furniture, beds and bedding, which 
must be stored according to the season, occupancy of the 
wards, and other contingencies. ‘There is also a large 
amount of second-hand material not immediately in use, but 
liable to be called for, or available in the course of repairs. 
We are compelled now to store these in the basement of the 
wards occupied by patients, which is not good hospital prac- 
tice. The Trustees recommend that a portion of the wharf 
yard in‘the rear of the ambulance station and boiler-house be 
utilized by placing upon it, in a desirable location, outside 
the Hospital grounds, an ordinary storehouse of cheap con- 
struction, where such articles may be stored until needed. 
The Trustees have prepared plans for this, and estimate that 
the sum of $5,000 would fully complete such a_build- 
ing. 

"The Trustees call attention to the fact that for six years 
the sum of $4,000 has been appropriated for the building of 
elevators, but this is not a sufficient sum with which to begin, 
much less to complete the elevator apparatus. There are 
elevator shafts for five elevators in the different buildings. 
Some of these shafts have been constructed more than 
twenty-five years. The Trustees have repeatedly asked 
for money for elevators, but each year have been compelled 
to wait for want of appropriation. When constructed, it 
should be by one common system, and the appropriation at 
command is not enough to even properly begin the work. 
The recommendation is therefore respectfully renewed that 
$5,000 be appropriated, in addition to the $4,000 already 
received. 
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MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The following are the changes in the Medical and Surgi- 
cal Staff during the present year:

John G. Blake, M.D., formerly Visiting Physician for Dis- 
eases of Women, -has been elected Senior Visiting Physician 
for Diseases of Women; C. M. Green, M.D., formerly Vis- 
iting Physician for Diseases of Women, has been elected 
Junior Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women; George 
Haven, M.D., formerly Assistant Visiting Physician for Dis- 
eases of Women, has been elected First Assistant Visiting 
Physician for Diseases of Women; Edward Reynolds, M.D., 
formerly Physician for Diseases of Women to Out-Patients, 
has been elected Second Assistant Visiting Physician for 
Diseases of Women; Frank A. Higgins, M.D., formerly 
Assistant to the Physicians for Diseases of Women, has 
been elected Third Assistant Visiting Physician for Dis- 
eases of Women. 

Howard A. Lothrop, M.D., who was appointed Fourth 
Assistant Visiting Surgeon for six months, under the exigency 
clause of Rule 42, left at the expiration of his term, and 
James A. Mahon, M.D., was appointed his successor. 

John W. Bartol, M.D., was appointed to the position of 
Physician to Out-Patients; J. Bapst Blake, M.D., was 
appointed Surgical Registrar, and Joseph H. Pratt, M.D., 
was appointed Second Assistant in Pathology. 


GIFTS, BEQUESTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


In previous reports, the Trustees have called the attention 
of tbe public to the fact that no object appeals more strongly 
to generously disposed citizens than the welfare of the sick. 
Of all charities, it is the first and greatest. They have 
called attention to the fact that the donating of money to 
hospitals for free beds or other specific purposes, should be 
encouraged. The Hospital is as proper a place to bestow 
gifts as to the Public Library, the Overseers of the Poor, or 
for monumental works. 

The Trustees are happy to officially record the fact that 
they have recently received another munificent donation. 
Mr. A. F. Estabrook and Mr. C. H. Watson, Trustees under 
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the will of the late Thomas 1%’. Wyman, have paid to the 
Hospital as residuary legatee, the sum of $65,000. It is 
expected, on the final settlement of this estate, that an addi- 
tional amount will be received under the same will. 

The thanks of the Trustees are due to the numerous 
friends of the Hospital who have, in many and varied ways, 
shown their devotion to the interest of the sick. The 
Episcopal City Missionary Society, the various missions and 
Easter Song Mission, hospital readers, clergymen, Buible- 
readers, etc., have still continued their kind offices, and have 
visited the Hospital many times. The various charitable 
organizations, which in previous years have done so much 
charitable work, still continue their benefactions. — 

The Trustees specially mention the great and earnest in- 
terest shown by the public and friends towards the sick sol- 
diers during their stay here, and likewise to the Hospital as 
a whole. Not only the immediate relatives and friends, but 
many charitable organizations and individuals contributed 
delicacies for the sick, clothing, reading-matter and personal 
attention to many sick soldiers, individually, and in some cases 
continued their interest in them after they left the Hospital. 
In several instances money was contributed. One lady and 
her two daughters gave $700 to be expended for their wel- 
fare and comfort. ‘The Massachusetts Volunteer Aid Associa- 
tion contributed probably more than any one organization. 
To one and all, the thanks of the Trustees are extended for 
their generosity and interest. 

The Hospital is indebted to many persons for the gift of 
books, reading-matter, toys, dolls for children, and large 
quantities of clothing and underwear for poor patients. 

The Trustees are much gratified at the large and increasing 
interest shown by our citizens and the public in the Hospital. 
It is to-day one of the largest and best of Boston’s charities. 

Mr. Conrad J. Rueter was reappointed Trustee for the 
term of five years beginning May 1, 1898.

The foregoing tables of disbursements show the total ex- 
penditures of the Hospital Department during the fiscal 
year February 1, 1898, to January 31, 1899, inclusive. 
Table No. 1 tells the distribution throughout all the depart- 
ments, according to the general sub-divisions, and includes 
statistics of the department divided into the Hospital proper, 
Out-Patient Departments, Pathological Department, Settle- 
ment Account, South Department, Convalescent Home and 
New Buildings. Table No. 2 shows the disbursements for 
the year in the same departments, itemizing the various sub- 
divisions, and includes, for all practical purposes, the quantity, 
cost and average price paid for the various items. Table 
No. 3 is a résumé of Tables 1 and 2, so distributed as to 
indicate the actual cost of each department, and, after deduct- 
ing stock on hand at the beginning and close of the year, 
and various items not chargeable to any one department, the 
net cost to the city for maintaining the Hospital proper for 
the year. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the Hos- 
pital Department, in all its various branches, have been 
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$387,527.74, and the disbursements have been distributed as 
follows:

The Hospital Proper.— The Hospital proper is divided 
into four sub-divisions: The Hospital, Out-Patient Depart- 
ments, Pathological Department and Settlement Account. 
It is obvious that the Out-Patient Departments and the 
Settlement Account have nothing to do with the pro rata 
cost of each hospital bed. The cost of the Pathological 
Department is included in the pro rata cost per patient, 
as both the clinical and bacteriological laboratories are 
actively involved in the treatment of patients in the wards, 
but for executive reasons, is tabulated separately in order to 
ascertain the cost of running that department. The South 
Department for infectious diseases, Convalescent Home and 
expenditures for New Buildings are shown in separate 
tables. 

South Department. — The number of patients in the South 
Department for infectious diseases has been variable, as 
might be expected with that class of cases. The num- 
ber at the beginning of the year was 155, and the maxi- 
mum number on any one day was 260. The monthly 
averages’ have varied from 71 during July to 241 in 
December, and 248 in January. This variation in the popu- 
lation of the South Department has lkewise affected the 
monthly expenditures. The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $71,687.34, and, after allowing for the 
difference in stock at the beginning and close of the year, 
the sum of $71,666.47 represents the cost of the mainte- 
nance for the fiscal year. 

Out-Patient Departments. —'The cost for maintaining the 
eight Out-Patient Departments has been $7,856.66. 

Convalescent Home.—'The expenditures for the Convales- 
cent Home were $6,679.53, or a decrease of $1,759.21 over 
the previous year. The Home has been used for its intended 
work, and the difference in cost of maintenance is accounted 
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for by the fact, that during the previous year, all the build- 
ings of the Convalescent Home were painted on the outside, 
and also a considerable portion of the interior, and the entire 
building was provided with window screens.

The largest item in the foregoing total is due to the recon- 
struction of the Gynecological Operating Rooms in wards § 
and H, made necessary by the reorganization and enlarge- 
ment of the Gynecological Service. 

Many things were necessary for the electric light station to 
properly complete its equipment, the expense of which was 
taken from the maintenance appropriation, because the special 
appropriation for that purpose had been exhausted. 

In furnishing the Surgical buildings, particularly the operat- 
ing rooms, the sum of $1,297.19 was required more than the 
appropriation allowed for that purpose; but, being new 
furniture for new buildings, it should not be computed as 
part of current expenditures. 

The Hospital Department, in recent years, has been nearly 
doubled, and as it is desirable to know the expenditures of 
the Hospital proper, independent of the enlargement, Table 
No. 8, pages 40, 41, shows the total expenditures for the Hos- 
pital proper, which was $188,820.20. This sum is obtained 
after deducting the cost of the sub-departments and the 
money spent for special purposes, enumerated in the pre- 
ceeding paragraph, and allowing for the difference in stock at 
the beginning and close of the year. 

The expenditures for the Hospital proper were partly for 
ordinary maintenance, and partly for improvements in special 
sub-divisions. Table No. 3, on pages 40, 41, shows that the 
total expenditures for the whole Hospital Department was 
$387,527.74. After deducting the cost of the sub-depart- 
ments, the money spent for new and special purposes, enumer- 
ated in that table, and not within the ordinary scope of 
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annual maintenance of the beds, and also allowing for the 
difference of the amount of stock on hand at the beginning | 
and close of the year, and money paid to the City Collector 
on account of board of patients, the net cost to the City 
Treasury for maintaining the Hospital for the year was 
$188,820.20. 

The expenditures upon the Hospital proper for the fiscal 
year were $276,585.47. This sum was expended upon the 
care of 8,719 patients in the wards for 175,917 days’ board, 
or 25,181 weeks’ board, making an average weekly cost of 
$11, or a daily cost of $1.57 for Hospital patients of all 
classes. This total cost of maintenance and weekly cost per 
patient represents the statistics usually found in Hospital 
finances» ‘The weekly cost per patient, as usually computed 
in Hospital statistics, was $11, but the net cost to the city 
was only $7.51. 

It is also desirable to know the average weekly cost of all 
persons, which includes patients and the entire household 
with all grades of service. The total cost of uncooked 
subsistence supplies for the Hospital proper was $89,534.01. 
The average number of patients was 482, of officers and em- 
ployees, including the house and nursing staff, 347, or a 
total daily average of 829 persons. The total number of 
weeks’ board for all persons was 43,244. This gives a weekly 
cost per person for uncooked subsistence supplies of $2.07, 
or 29 cents per day. 

There has been collected and paid into the City Treasury 
during the year $84,501.42, on account of all classes of pay- 
ing patients, as follows :

The interest received from trust funds for the support of 
free patients was $1,360, and from the sale of old materials 
$62.61. There was also received from a transfer by vote of 
the City Council the sum of $1,764.26, on account of the 
expenditures for sick soldiers. There was also received 
$354.11, proceeds of the municipal concerts, and $20, the 
donation of Dr. E. B. Baldwin for X-Ray Department. 
‘These sums amount to $87,742.40, which was the total income 
of the Hospital Department for the fiscal year. This sum 
reduces the net cost to the city for the Hospital Department 
for all purposes to the sum of $299,785.34, and for the Hos- 
pital proper, $188,820.20. 


- 
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There have been treated in the various out-patient depart- 
ments 22,640 patients, at a cost of $7,856.66. Other statis- 
tics, found elsewhere, include the number of out-patients,. 
number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of ambulances, 
census of days’ board of all persons, the occupation, nativity, 
ages, civil condition and physical condition of patients when 
discharged, which have been tabulated for the purposes of 
Hospital statistics. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital on any 
one day was 6L7, as against 528 in the previous year. The 
minimum number was 399, in comparison with 427 for the 
previous year. , The daily average during the year was 
481.96, and the average length of stay was 20,15 days. 

The annual cost for the Convalescent Home was $6,679.53. 

This was expended upon 419 patients, who received 8,552 
days’ board, or 1,221 weeks’ board, at a weekly average cost 
of $5.47 per patient. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1898, to Jan- 
uary pl, 1899, was 958. This does not include the statistics. 
of the South Department.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the Hospital. Thirty-six per cent. of the 
total deaths occurred within forty-eight hours after admission. 

During the year, 8,719 patients have been treated in the 
wards, 22,640 as out-patients, 419 at the Convalescent Home 
and 1,775 at the South Department, a total of 33,553, who 
have received the benefits of the Hospital] in all departments. 

During the year 11,492 persons applied for admission, 
Of this number, 8,231 were admitted and 3,261 were rejected, 
the latter being 178 more than last year. The number 
rejected was 28 per cent. of ail persons applying. The 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted on pages 20 and 27. Of the number not admitted, 
439 either changed their minds or were deferred. Of this 
class, however, 275 were admitted within three days after 
application, and 67 admitted later. There were also rejected 
490, solely for want of vacant beds, but 805 were admitted 
later. There were 744 applicants who could be treated in 
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the various out-patient departments, without the additional 
cost of receiving them in the wards. Admission was denied 
to 257, for lack of information that they were suitable cases. 
There were transferred to other and more appropriate institu- 
tions 572, and 50 were rejected as apparently incurable or 
unsuitable for treatment here. Various other causes of 
rejection appear in the tabulated form. 3 

The ambulance service of the Hospital, which was so much 
improved last year, has maintained its usual activity. The 
total number of persons carried was 4,753, of which 3,526 
were for the Hospital proper, and 1,227 for the South De- 
partment. The odometers on the ambulances show a total 
of 17,640 miles during the year. The record also indicates 
that one ambulance, with different horses, went forty-eight 
miles on one day. The number of accident cases received 
has been 1,845, which was 486 more than last year.

The capacity of the Hospital Department is now 828 beds, 
with an increase during the past year in the Hospital proper 
from 512 to 554 beds, and all in the Surgical Department.

Of the 244 beds in the Surgical Services, 14 are children’s 
beds, but are counted as units. The number of beds assigned 
to the Medical and Surgical Services is more or less elastic, 
and the total number of beds does not always represent the 
total number of patients. The reason is that the mixed wards 
of 87 beds are variable as to the assignment of cases, medical, 
surgical or otherwise, according to the exigencies of the day. 
Besides the increase in the bed capacity of the Hospital there 
was, during the last year, an addition of tents and huts 
for sick soldiers, which will be spoken of elsewhere. While 
the maximum number for the Hospital proper is 554, we have 
had on a single day 617 cases. The maximum number with 
the ordinary capacity of the South Department is 240, but 
there have been 270 cases on a single day, and 36 patients at 
the Convalescent Home, where there are only 34 beds. There- 
fore, while the maximum eapacity of the Hospital is 828 beds, 
it has: been able, at special times, to provide for 912 patients. 
This fact is mentioned to show that in times of exigency the 
Hospital is capable of receiving a much larger number of 
patients than is usually expected. 

The expenditures for the year upon repairs to buildings 
and internal improvements were $15,232.04, and $1,737.50 
upon grounds, roads and sewers. Wards A, D, H,S and P 
have been vacated during the year, and have been entirely 
renovated, including the laying of a new floor in Ward H. 
The bridges between Wards Q and F, on the medical side, 
and C and N on the surgical side, have been reconstructed, 
including new roofs, copper gutters and new planking. Ad- 
ditional awnings have been put up, so that now the nurses 
can wheel the patients in chairs or litters on to these bridges 
in pleasant weather. ‘The bridge corridors have been made 
attractive by the addition of flowering plants. All the base- 
ment windows of the Administration building, after repeated 
repairing, were so much decayed that the entire window 
casings and sash were replaced by new ones. <A large number 
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of rooms have been repainted, including the laying of oak 
floors; many water-color ceilings have been replaced with oil 
paint, which is the proper method of treatment in wards and 
rooms occupied by patients. Nearly all the operating rooms, 
sterilizing rooms and others of a similar character have had 
the walls and ceilings finished with enamel paint. 

A large amount of material and labor was furnished from the 
appropriation for repairs of buildings and grounds, for the con- 
struction of tents and huts for soldiers. The carpenters’ shop, 
formerly in the upper story of the old boiler-house, now 
destroyed, has been reorganized in the basement of the Path- 
ological building. Taking advantage of the engines for 
refrigerating apparatus, power has been obtained at little 
additional cost, and the ordinary machines for such work 
have been added, thus economizing labor in this department.

The. daily average number at the Home was twenty-three, 
and the weekly cost per patient $5.47. There is little to 
record concerning the year’s history of the Home, as it has 
been uneventful. 

The Medical Library has been increased during the year 
by 93 volumes, 77 being by purchase and 16 by donation. 
The total number of volumes at the close of the year was 
3,485. The library has received 520 periodicals and 535 
medical monographs or pamphlets. 

The work of card-cataloguing the clinical record-books and 
autopsy records has been continued, and there is now a total 
of 155,813 index cards. 

The ‘Training-School for Nurses has completed its twenty- 
first year.

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The Training-School has graduated during the year thirty- 
nine nurses, making a total of 535 since the formation of the 
school. 

This Training-School, in the number of its graduates, now 
ranks fourth among the Training-Schools in the United States. 
The Superintendent of Nurses and her Assistants have given 
212 class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 144 at the 
South Department, making a total of 856 recitations during 
the year. The school has received thirty-two lectures on 
Friday afternoons from members of the Medical and Sur- 
gical Staff and others. The course of instruction in practical 
cookery in the school continues under charge of Miss Mary 
A. Boland. ‘Thirty-two cooking lessons have been given to 
the nurses in sections, in addition to four lectures before the 
whole school, by Miss Boland. 

The instruction of massage has been intrusted to Mrs. 
Gulli J. Callowhill, who has charge of the teaching of mas- 
sage in the Boston Normal School of Gymnastics. 

An increase in the number of nurses has been necessary 
by the reopening of Wards N and O. During the year, 
four Graduate Head Nurses have left this Hospital to 
take charge of other hospitals, or to become the head of a 
Training-School. 

There has been no change in the accommodations for 
nurses, but the erection of the Ann White Vose Building for 
Nurses, which is now nearing completion, will afford all the 
accommodations necessary for the nurses at present and for 
years to come. 

During the year, by reason of the increased number of 
nurses, particularly at the time when the soldiers were being 
treated, the lower floor of the Nurses’ Home was equipped 
as an additional dining-room for nurses, and very much 
relieved the congested condition of the dining-rooms pre- 
viously used. 

The Boston City Hospital Nurses’ Club has continued its 
meetings during the greater part of the year, on the first 
Tuesday of each month. It is encouraging to find the grad- 
uates retaining so much interest in the Hospital. The 
meetings are attended by goodly numbers, and are helpful 
with lectures, discussions, demonstrations ; and, as was origi- 
nally intended, the social element is an additional feature. 

In presenting my twentieth annual report to the Trustees, 
I beg to renew my cordial acknowledgments for their per- 
sonal kindness and official support.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGES OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


HousE RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet, and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless 
otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
vo out by the Entrance Office and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the 
time-register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hos- 
pital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 
7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital, except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from, or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
clans or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility, are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and directions 
for their conduct as may from time to time be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at 
the Hospital, on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 1 o’clock. 

Whenever able, a patient shail apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 
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Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to 
time, by vote, determine; payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities 
of the cities or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease, or alcoholism, 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o'clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selection, 
and any wish for the performance of a particular religious 
rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be ia him 
reported to the Trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 
Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
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stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On week days from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than two visitors on the same day. In all cases, 
however, the Trustees and Superintendent may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be designated 
as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. It 
shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so’far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital located on 
Dorchester avenue in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the appr poral 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the Con- 
valescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting Staff 
or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a record of 
all patients so transferred. When patients are so transferred 
they shall be considered as discharged from the Hospital. 
Payment for board shall be required, the same as of patients 
at the Hospital, but separate apartments shall not be fur- 
nished at the Home. No person whose case is adjudged to 
be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the Physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the Trus- 
tees. 
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Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the Government of the Home. 


VISITORS. ° 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 8 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exercise discre- 
tionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception room, except by permis- 
sion from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink toa 
patient unless by permission of the Matron. 
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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of The Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, in order to give 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital, has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. ‘The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing 
in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must 
be connected with the school. 

_ The course requires two years, and includes general medi- 

cal and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural 
and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of con- 
tagious diseases. Maternity nursing is theroretically taught, 
but there are no maternity wards connected with the Hos- 
pital. Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
should apply to the Superintendent of The Boston City 
Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons not of their own kin who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the school, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
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permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, 
or for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probationers, 
for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses, and during 
the second year Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain in the 
Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (ncluding Proba- 
tioners ) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected with 
the Hospital, which have rooms for one hundred and _ thirty- 
seven nurses. The houses afford home-like surroundings, 
and have the best of conditions necessary to good health and 
personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the ‘Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other 
services. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under various conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomen- 
tations and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other miner dressings, cupping, leeching and 
subsequent treatment, the administering of enemas, and use 
of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in Hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. ‘There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
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in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin 
and eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, etc.; of the conditions as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds 
and the after treatment in surgical operations; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and_ text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of 
the Hospital. While the mstruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance 1s upon accurate daily drill in 
the wards, operating rooms and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by the 
Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation unless 
attaining, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

'The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
operating rooms and out-patient departments of the Hospital. 
They are given six months’ training in medical wards, and 
six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of the time to 
be in such wards or departments as the management may 
appoint. | 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but for 
the remaining months of the, junior year they receive seven 
(7) dollars per month, and for the senior year, ten (10) 
dollars per month, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing, and other minor requirements. This sum 
is in nowise intended as wages, it being considered that their 
education during this time is a full equivalent for their ser- 
vices. When the full term of two years is completed the 
nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
course of training and practice, and are then permitted: to 
wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
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head nurses, and receive twenty (20) dollars, twenty-five 
(25) dollars, thirty (80) dollars, thirty-five (85) dollars per 
month, with opportunities of promotion. Graduate head 
nurses who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after 
a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tions in ward management, hospital housekeeping, and minor 
administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
may enter whenever vacancies occur. ‘They are, as a rule, 
received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring to 
enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date by 
placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming to 
the Hospital they should brmg with them the following arti- 
cles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; eight 
large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, with bibs plain 
at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two buttons 
on the band, with hem at bottom five inches in depth and 
two inches shorter than dress skirt; two bags for soiled 
clothes ; one pair of scissors, a pin-ball and a napkin-ring ; 
a good supply of plain underclothing — every article to be 
distinctly marked with pen and indelible ink with the owner’s 
name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are allowed for the laundry each 
week. ) 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless, broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses and caps will be sold at cost price. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to 7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 1.30 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 1.30 o’clock P.M. each week, and four hours on 
Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages 
are stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed 
until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for five months’ 
regular night duty during the two years’ training; besides 
‘special cases” to a limited number.

A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays at 4 P.M.,in the Operating 
Amphitheatre, by a member of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 15. The following are among the lectures given: 

Five.— Surgical Dressings: poultices, washes, fomentations, bandaging, splints, 
leeches and blisters, enemas, surgical hemorrhage, etc. 

Three.— Theory of Wounds: modes of healing, granulations, ulcers, cellulitis, 
suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyemia, gangrene, sepsis, etc. 

Three. — Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: micro-organisms; general 
distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary consideration of pathogenic and non- 
pathogenic micro-organisms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.—Theory of Sepsis: aseptic treatment, different methods; dressings, with 
demonstrations and ‘‘ quiz drill.” 

Two.— Emergencies: hemorrhage, burns, heat-stroke, fits or seizures, drowning, 
fractures, immediate treatment of wounds and injuries, foreign bodies in eye, nose 
and ear, poisons, domestic emergencies, and practice of expedients. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One. — Surgical Operations: care of patients before, during, and after operations; 
anesthesia and recovery; accidents, hemorrhage, shock, especially as in private 
nursing.

The model sick-room; temperature, light, ventilation, 
care of bed, bedding and clothing, furniture, utensils, disinfection, cleansing, dust- 
ing, etc.

INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1898.

The trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital respectfully 
present herewith their report for the year ending January 31, 
1899. 

The trustees have under their charge at the present time 
fifteen hundred and sixty patients, who are cared for as 
follows:

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The report of the superintendent contains a detailed state- 
ment of the expenditures of the hospital for the year, and 
the movement of population. Bills amounting to one hun- 
dred and eighty-four thousand four hundred and eighteen 
dollars and eleven cents ($184,418.11) have been approved by 
the trustees the past year for the board of the insane in 
State institutions. 

During the past year the two hospitals at Austin and 
Pierce farms have been consolidated under one superintend- 
ent for administrative purposes. The hospital at Austin 
Farm has been made a department for women, and the hospi- 
tal at Pierce Farm a department for men. A _ consulting 
staff has been appointed, and a training-school for nurses will 
soon be established. There has been no change in the hospi- 
tal staff. To the regret of the Board Mr. John P. Leahy 
declined reappointment as trustee. Mr. George A. Goddard 
has been appointed trustee in his place. 

The land and buildings on Canterbury street, formerly 
used by the Health Department as a small-pox hospital, 
were transferred to the Insane Hospital Department. The 
buildings were condemned by the Board of Health, and have 
been burned. 

At Austin Farm the wooden building known as ward A, 
originally built for female paupers, and long considered un- 
suitable and unsafe for the insane, was condemned by the 
State Board of Insanity as a fire-trap. The City Council 
has authorized the trustees to close the building, and one 
hundred patients are being transferred to the State hospital 
at Medfield. 

The trustees, after having carefully studied the subject, be- 
lieve that there should be a metropolitan hospital established 
to care for all the insane of Boston. The present location is 
eminently suitable. Sufficient land for a model metropolitan 
hospital can be acquired, and it has been shown by the plans 
made by the City Engineer and a landscape gardener, that 
this land is available for building sites, for exercise grounds 
for patients, and for tillage. 

In order to begin the work of developing a metropolitan 
hospital the trustees have asked for an appropriation of 
$353,000 for buildings and land. The trustees again urge 
the necessity of installing an electric light plant.

The sixtieth annual report of the hospital, for the year 
ending January 31, 1899, is herewith respectfully submitted :

The daily average population has been slightly over 530, 
an average that is forty-one higher than that of last year. 

The reform instituted in 1897, whereby this hospital was to 
provide for recent commitments, resulted in the reception 
during that year of the greatest number of admissions in the 
history of the hospital. 

This year shows even more admissions than last year, 
when 5386 patients were admitted — fully double the work 
done in former years. ‘To accommodate this great increase in 
admissions it was necessary to remove forty-four patients 
by transfer to State institutions. Of those admitted, only 130 
had been insane less than one year, and in only 106 (less 
than one-third) had their disease been of less than six months’ 
duration. 

In spite of the fact that an unusual number of patients 
have been admitted, the number discharged recovered, 7.e., 
thirty-three, is no larger than usual. ‘This is explained by 
the fact that a very large number of old people have been re- 
ceived — cases of senile insanity and dotards. Sixty-seven ad- 
missions were over sixty years of age. On the other hand, 
the number of deaths — seventy-five — is unusually large, and 
is to be accounted for by reasons already stated, and from the 
fact that there were over nineteen deaths from general paresis. 
The excessive proportion of cases of the latter disease is due 
to the fact that our cases are from the city. The death-rate 
was 8.7 per cent. of cases treated, or 14.1 per cent. of daily 
average. Average age at death was fifty-five years. Twenty- 
four cases were discharged as much improved, sixteen im- 
proved, forty not improved, and eight as not insane; eighty- 
* five were transferred to State institutions, but owing to the re- 
moval of the women from the wards at Pierce Farm toa 
smaller building at Austin Farm, we had relatively more room 
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for men patients, and women were transferred to the State 
asylums, and thirty-four men were received from the State 
hospitals, making thus really a net loss by transfer of only 
forty-four. The percentage of recoveries to admissions was 
10 per cent., and to discharges 11.7 per cent. 

These figures show clearly that there has been more strictly 
_ hospital work done than ever before. ‘This has emphasized 
the great need of suitable hospital wards with modern equip- 
ments for doing good work. The bulk of the sick cases has 
~ been cared for in the new wards; but these are so few as to 
hamper classification. 

Iam glad to say that the A building, which I have re- 
peatedly pointed out as unfit for housing the insane, is no 
longer to be used for that purpose, it having been recently 
condemned for such use by the State Board of Insanity. 
This will be emptied as soon as quarters can be provided for 
100 patients in the State asylums. 

During the past year fourteen rooms have been finished in 
attics of the north and south wings at Pierce Farm and four 
in the attics of the E and C buildings for the use of attendants. 
By removing attendants from the wards we gain additional 
rooms for patients, and the attendants have the advantage of 
sleeping in more suitable quarters. 

The carpenter work, painting, and steamfitting were done 
with our own force, with much help from patients. One 
patient did an immense amount of rough carpenter work in a 
short time. The plastering and plumbing were done by the 
Municipal Repair Department. 

On March 24, sixty women at Pierce Farm were removed 
to Ward C at Austin Farm and forty were sent to the State 
asylums; the fifty men at Austin Farm being sent at the 
same time to Pierce Farm. This change was of great benefit 
in classification at both places. But even then it was neces- 
sary to place excited women and infirmary cases in the same 
building, not a desirable combination. But it is far better 
than the former arrangement, when excited patients were in all 
four buildings, marring the comfort of 200 quiet and refined 
patients. 

Many of the patients who had been accustomed to their 
quarters feared the change, and a few were sure they would 
be unhappy. ‘This feeling rapidly disappeared. Great care 
was taken not to separate attendants and their patients more 
than was absolutely necessary. No patient in the hospital , 
was placed on a ward with all strange attendants. This 
helped make the change less noticeable. 

We have this year seen the result of the effort made three 
years ago, to maintain a more efficient corps of attendants. 


¥ 
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Formerly, we were embarrassed by old and efficient attendants 
leaving to go elsewhere for better remuneration. A sliding 
scale of wages was adopted to induce attendants to stay 
longer, and more care was taken in selecting applicants, and a 
two months’ probation was adopted. The result has been 
fewer changes than ever before in the nursing staff, and a cor- 
responding increase in efficiency. This will be still further 
improved by the training-school, soon to be started. Miss 
Julia D. Black has been appointed Superintendent of Nurses, 
and will soon enter upon her duties here. 

During the year the storeroom has been increased, and one 
man has been placed in charge of all stores. A greater stock 
has been carried, and the amount on hand at the end of the 
year was worth nearly $5,000 in excess of that at the begin- 
ing of the year. 

Considerable has been done in the way of furnishing the 
women’s wards with good furniture. The small amount of 
furniture on hand was very poor and dilapidated. Ward E 
has been almost entirely fitted with new beds, bureaus, com- 
modes, tables, and chairs. New crockery and table linen was 
put in the dining-rooms. The furniture will last for many 
years. It is extremely well made, simple and tasteful in de- 
sign. More has been done for entertainment of patients than 
before. Frequent dancing parties and entertainments have 
been given, a phonograph and magic lantern purchased, which 
will afford amusements evenings on the wards. 

The old custom of having a reunion of former patients and 
attendants was revived April 19. A very severe storm pre- 
vented many guests from coming who would have done so 
otherwise. 

The purchase of supplies has been made in open market. 
An experience of many years in this institution enables me 
to say that the quality of supplies was never so good when 
under contract system, and in many instances the prices have 
averaged less. But certain food supplies, especially meats, 
having been unusually high the last year, the total spent for 
such has been about the same as the year before. Contrast- 
ing the weekly per capita cost of food the past year (i.e., 
$1.02) with cost in 1896 ($1.19), when food was purchased 
under contract, we find a strong argument for the present 
system. ‘There has been a steady improvement in the quality 
of the diet, at the same time a greater variety has been 
served. 

During the last part of the year we have raised all the 
milk consumed. 

The piggery has been extended forty feet. This is now 
large enough for present needs. 
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The hair purchased last year has been made into mat- 
tresses, and two tons of hair have been purchased for the 
coming year. 

There is still the most serious question to be met, of prop- 
erly heating and lighting the wards at Pierce Farm. These 
things have never been successfully done since the occupation 
of the wards four years ago. 

Some double windows were provided for the most exposed 
situations, and these have helped some. But during the past 
w nter there have been days when it was impossible to properly 
heat wards exposed to the wind. More double windows are 
needed, and coils must be placed in the day-rooms for direct 
radiation. 

The gasolene plant must be overhauled thoroughly as soon 
as the frost is out of the ground. -It is impossible at any 
time to get sufficient gas into the lower building. 

It would seem as if this hospital had reached a parting of 
the ways. If it is to continue to advance and take rank with 
the larger hospitals a considerable sum of money must be 
expended on land and buildings and the erection of a large 
hospital be entered upon. Withouta generous appropriation 
for this purpose it seems to me a serious question if it will 
pay the city to continue this small institution, which, with 
its imperfections and inconveniences, must continue to be 
run at a comparatively high per capita cost. 

Under the former management of officials with short terms 
it seemed as if a broad systematic and consistent growth was 
not possible. Now with a permanent Board of Trustees such 
a plan of development may be carefully made and carried on, 
and a careful study of our possibilities of the present site 
shows that we have an ideal location, and we need only the 
necessary funds to provide an insane hospital that will be a 
credit to our city. 

We are indebted to the Dorchester Woman’s Club for an 
active interest in the welfare of the hospital. Credit is 
especially due Mrs. Charles Ripley for arousing this interest 
in our Dorchester neighbors. As a result, members of the 
club and their friends have personally entertained the patients, 
and have secured for us the repetition of entertaimments given 
by amateurs. A great number of magazines and papers 
collected by officers of the club have heen sent us. 

I wish to thank the people of Christ Church, Dorchester, 
for two very amusing dramatic entertainments. We are 
indebted, also, to Miss M. E. Pierce and friends for a musical 
entertainment. 

The Hospital Newspaper Society, King’s Chapel Book 
Committee, and Mrs. Wm. H. Wellington have also sent 
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books and magazines. We have also received a liberal 
donation from the Boston Public Library. 

I wish to acknowledge here the careful and faithful work 
of the assistant physicians and employees. Their good work 
has been appreciated by me this busy year. 

I desire, also, to express my thanks to the members of the 
Board, to whose great interest in the work of the hospital 
much of our success is due.

RULES AND BY-LAWS OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BOSTON INSANE HOSPITAL. 


CuHapter I. 
Organization and Meetings. 


Section I. At the first regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees in each year, after the annual appointments of members 
by the Mayor, the Board will organize for the ensuing year by the 
choice of one of their number as Chairman, and of another as 
Secretary, both of whom shall serve until their successors are 
chosen. 

Sect. II. The regular meetings of the Board will be held 
monthly at such times and places as may be agreed upon. Special 
meetings may be called by the Chairman, upon the request of 
two members, or whenever he may deem it to be necessary or 
expedient. 

Secor. III. The Chairman will preside at all meetings, prepare 
the annual report of said Board, and perform such other duties 
as ordinarily devolve upon a Chairman. In case of his death or 
resignation, a new Chairman shall be chosen at a special meeting 
to be immediately called by the Secretary. In case of his pro- 
longed sickness or absence, a Chairman ad interim shall be 
chosen. 

Secr. IV. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete 
record of the proceedings of said Board, give due notice of all 
regular or special meetings, receive and issue all communications, 
documents, statements and notices in which the Board is inter- 
ested, under the direction of the Chairman, and arrange for 
reports showing a full account of the Hospital and its finances, 
for each monthly meeting. He is authorized to employ the Clerk 
at the Hospital to assist him in the performance of his duties. 

Sect. V. As soon as practicable, after the organization of the 
Board, the Chairman shall appoint the following standing com- 
mittees for the year, consisting of two members each: 


On Rules. 

On Supplies. 

On Finances. 

On Medical Department and Library. 
On Service. 

On Buildings and Grounds. 

On Insane in other Hospitals. 
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The duties of these several committees shall be as follows : 

1. The Committee on Rules shall consider ‘all matters affect- 
ing changes in these By-Laws and the management of the Hos- 
- pital as may from time to time arise. 

2. The Committee on Supplies shall supervise the purchasing 
of supplies required for the Hospital in all of its departments, 
prepare and control a proper system of requisitions, checks, 
balances and accounting for the same, and superintend this 
portion of the Hospital work. 

3. The Committee on Finance shall prepare annual estimates, 
advise concerning appropriations and in general consider all plans 
affecting the financial management of the Hospital. 

4. ‘The Committee on Medical Department and Library shall 
_ have charge of the medical staff of the Hospital, and the medical 
care of the patients, and the procurement of such instruments and 
drugs through the Committee on Supplies as may be needed from 
time to time. All plans affecting the medical side of the Hospital 
or the improvement of the Hospital Library shall be submitted 
to this committee in the first instance. 

5. The Committee on Service shall have general supervisory 
power in determining the kind of service which may be required 
and the compensation to be paid therefor. 

6. The Committee on Buildings and Grounds shall have 
charge of all matters affecting the improvement, enlargement, 
repairing or care of the buildings and grounds used for hospital 
purposes. 

7. The Committee on Insane in other hospitals shall keep ‘an 
accurate record of the Pauper Insane of the city of Boston boarded 
out elsewhere, and have general supervisory power over the ques- 
tions arising in connection with the care of the patients. All 
applications for transfers shall be submitted to this committee. 

Sect. VI. Each committee shall have the power to expend a 
sum of money not to exceed one hundred (100) dollars in carry- 
ing out its work, without first obtaining the approval of the Board. 
No sum greater than said amount shall be expended without the 
consent of a majority of said Board. Exceptions to this rule may 
be made in emergencies; when the appropriate sub-committee 
agrees with the Superintendent that the best interests of the Hos- 
pital require such action. 

Srecr. VII. The Chairman shall appoint Visiting Committees, 
two members each, one going out and one being added each 
month, who shall pay frequent visits to the Hospital, and consult 
with the Superintendent on matters of minor administration and 
details, and see that all requirements are complied with. They 
shall obtain a list of patients from the Superintendent, keep a 
record book of their observations at each institution and such 
records of admissions, discharges and deaths as are deemed 
proper. ‘These records may be inspected by the Board at its 
regular monthly meeting. 
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Secr. VIII. Whenever an official to be employed in the Hos- 
pital is to be chosen, due notice of this fact shall be stated by the 
Secretary in sending out notices of the meeting. 

Sect. IX. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. But no vote involving the disposal of 
property of the Hospital to an amount exceeding five hundred 
(500) dollars shall be considered valid unless at least four mem- 
bers have voted in its favor. 

Srot. X. The salaries of all officers and employees shall be 
determined by the Board of Trustees. 


CuHaAPpTer II. 


Appointments. 


Section I. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Superin- 
tendent for the Boston Insane Hospital, who shall hold oftice until 
his successor shall be appointed. 

Sect. If. The Board shall appoint an Associate Superintend- 
ent and such additional officials as may be required in performing 
the work of the Hospital, on nomination of the Superintendent. 
All officials and employees must be confirmed by the Board of 
Trustees within three months. 

Sect. III. Any official or employee may be removed by the 
Board of Trustees at its pleasure. 

Sect. IV. Additional employees may be appointed from time 
to time, and vacancies may be filled by the Board on nomination 
of the Superintendent. 

Sect. V. A record shall be kept of donations and bequests 
given to the Hospital. 


Cuaprer III. 


Duties of the Superintendent. 


Section I. .The Superintendent shall be a physician, and 
shall reside at the Boston Insane Hospital, and in all matters 
herein mentioned shall be under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees and responsible to said Board. Subject to this limita- 
tion only, he shall have authority over all subordinate officers, 
employees and patients, control of the several departments and 
charge of the grounds, buildings and property of the Hospital. 
He may make such regulations for the government thereof as are 
approved by said Board. 

Sect. II. He shall, from time to time, as vacancies occur, 
appoint and employ, subject to the approval of the Trustees, such 
persons as may be necessary for the proper conduct and service of 
the Hospital. 

Secr. III. He shall prevent waste and carelessness in the 
several departments, and report all omissions of duty, or disor- 
derly conduct on the part of those persons under his direction, 
to the Board. 
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Sect. IV. He shall, under the direction of the Trustees, pur- 
chase the provisions, stores, fuel and supplies, examine the qual- 
ity, quantity and price of articles purchased, and be responsible 
for their proper and economical use. 

Srct. V. He shall cause to be kept a record of all contracts 
and bills, vouchers, pay-rolls, moneys received and disbursed, 
and all other information affecting the financial management of 
the Hospital, and a transcript of these records shall be submitted 
to the Board of Trustees monthly. 

Sect. VI. He shall keep an inventory of all property belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and permit none of said property to be taken 
therefrom without his consent. 

Seor. VII. He shall provide the diet lists for patients and 
arrange for the food for officers and employees, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

Seot. VIII. He shall make daily visits and inspections of 
wards, kitchens, laundry-rooms, engine-rooms, and all other de- 
partments, or cause said visits and inspections to be made by the 
Associate Superintendent. 

Srot. IX. He shall keep full and complete records of each 
patient (open only to the inspection of the Trustees and to the 
medical staff of the Hospital), containing the following informa- 
tion : 


1. Name, age and residence. 

2. Time of entrance, discharge or death. _ 

3. The physical and mental condition, particularly at time of 
discharge. 

4, Rates of board and security therefor. 

5. Important facts in the personal history of patient. 


Records shall also be kept of all cases of confinement and re- 
straint, with the names of patients, the kind of confinement and 
restraint, when and how long applied, for what reason, and by 
whose authority. Also records of all casualties attending the 
elopement or death or injury to any patient. ‘These several re- 
ports shall be submitted to the Visiting Committee at the earliest 
opportunity, and signed by said committee, as proof of said 
submission. 

Sect. X. He shall, upon the death of a patient, immediately 
inform the friends, and give the notice required by law to the 
proper officer. Of this and all other official correspondence he 
shall keep a press copy. He shall cause the body to be kept 
until applied for by the friends, or,.if not applied for, after a 
reasonable time, it shall be disposed of according to law. In 
case of any violent death they shall cause a Medical Examiner to 
be summoned. 

Secor. XI. He shall have a vacation every year, by arrange- 
ment with the Board of Trustees, and so far as he may find it 
practicable he shall allow a yearly vacation of two weeks to each 
of the resident officers and employees. Leaves of absence may 
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be obtained at other times for special causes, with the knowledge 
and consent of the Chairman, or, in his absence, of the Secre- 
tary of the Board. 


CuHaptTer IV. 
Other Officers. 


Srction I. The Associate and Assistant Superintendents shall 
be physicians. ‘They and all other officers shall reside in the Hos- 
pital, and perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the 
Superintendent, or the Board of Trustees, from time to time. 


CHAPTER V. 
Patients. 


Section I. No fee or gift from patients or friends of patients 
is allowed to be received by any officer or employee of the Hos- 
pital, while the patient is an inmate of the Hospital. 

Sect. II. Private patients may be received on such terms, 
and for such compensation, as the Board may determine, and 
bonds or security or payment in advance may be required therefor. 

Secr. III. No patient believed to be suicidal shall ever be left 
without an attendant, if any means of self-destruction are at hand. 
An attendant shall be actually present in each ward, except during 
the night watch. A night supervisor shall pass through each 
ward every hour during the night, from 10 P.M. to 6 A.M., and 
a watcher shall be constantly present whenever needed. 

Sect. IV. All patients must comply with the rules and regu- 
lations established by the Board of Trustees, or the Superin- 
tendent. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Visitors. : 


Section I. On Wednesday afternoon of each week friends 
may be permitted to visit patients. All visitors shall leave the 
Hospital at the expiration of the visiting hour. No person shall 
visit any part of the premises, except on business, and with per- 
mission of the Superintendent. 

Secr. II. In all cases the Trustees and the Superintendent 
may exercise discretionary power to admit visitors, at other 
times, and under different conditions, and to exclude visitors. 

Sect. III. No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or 
pass the night therein without permission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. IV. Any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
‘entrance office. No visitor will be allowed to give articles of 
food or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the Superin- 
tendent in charge of the ward. 
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CuyapTer VII. 
General Rules. 


Sreotion I. The subordinate officers and employees may be 
required to perform extra services, when occasion demands it, at 
the request of the Superintendent. 

Secr. II. No male subordinate officer, employee or patient 
shall be admitted to the female wing of the Hospital, and no 
female subordinate officer, employee or patient shall be admitted 
to the male wing of the Hospital without the knowledge and 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Sect. III. No company shall be admitted to any part of the 
Hospital to visit subordinate officers or employees, without per- 
mission from the Superintendent. 


Cuaptrer VIII. 
Amendments. 


Any alteration or amendment of these rules may be made by a 
vote of two-thirds of the Trustees, notice of the same having 
been given one week before action on the same.

Sir, — In accordance with chap. 38, sect. 22, of the Revised 
Ordinances, the Acting Institutions Registrar respectfully 
presents the report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1899. 

The department has been conducted along the lines laid 
down in the act creating it and has investigated all questions 
relating to the settlement of paupers and the commitment 
of the insane, and has made collection of a mass of statistics 
relating to the dependent and deficient classes of the com- 
munity, which should prove of great value to any student of 
sociological problems and to the city. It has been its aim to 
procure the fullest information regarding the individuals of 
these different groups and its accumulations of material will, 
when properly analyzed, undoubtedly add to our stock of 
knowledge much of interest and of value in regard to the 
causes and treatment of what might be termed the diseases 
of the social state: Crime, Pauperism and Insanity. It must 
be allowed that in a healthy wnd model social state the first 
two of these evils would not exist and that the third would 
be very much reduced in number, and therefore it is the 
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earnest wish of all social reformers to endeavor to ascertain 
the causes of these evils in order that they may be eradicated, 
or, if that is not possible, that their evil results may be 
nullified as far as it may be accomplished. It may be found, 
and it will probably be so ascertained, that these causes lie 
farther back than it is possible for us to attempt to reach, 
that the seeds of these diseases were planted centuries 
ago and that it is the fruit of them from which society 
is suffering. If this is so then our treatment of these 
subjects can only be in line of mitigation of the results, for these 
evil influences are being even now reimplanted in new beings 
to continue to keep alive the same unfavorable conditions 
with which we are now affected. But whatever the causes 
which produce them, and whenever they began their evil 
work, the study of their results is a duty enjoined upon us, 
for it is only by such study that we may form an opinion as 
to whether they may be repressed or checked, and in this 
labor, hard and unattractive as it may be, no one who is in- 
terested in humanity can be indifferent, and those who love 
mankind and desire its uplifting cannot be otherwise than 
enthusiastically interested. All over the land vast buildings 
stand as monuments of what we are doing for our dependent 
classes, and Boston is not behind in this beneficent and phil- 
anthropic work. Our city has invested in such structures the 
vast sum of $5,066,300, and its annual charges for mainte- 
nance of these institutions amount to $1,386,427. Besides all 
this there is expended for the outdoor poor of our city the 
sum of $132,000. These moneys, if spent wisely, are not 
regretted by the citizens of Boston; but if unnecessarily 
spent, if the causes which produce this vast aggregate of ex- 
pense are removable, then its expenditure is unwise, inju- 
dicious, and cruel. Cruel because above and beyond this 
money spent is vast human suffering, for no one can measure 
the anguish of mind, the bitter struggle with poverty which 
presages pauperism, until they closely observe the individual 
instances, and see for themselves the hopeless and wearing 
struggle before the individual gives way and sinks into the 
abhorred and dreaded abyss of pauperism. Unwise and _ in- 
judicious it is also, for in these institutions there are many 
who seek evil courses that they may be supported by the 
State. Lost to shame of the name of criminal and to the 
servitude of confinement, they deliberately violate the law 
in order that they may be committed to a place of refuge 
from care, and be well provided for; and others apply for 
admission to the pauper institutions even when able to main- 
tain themselves by labor. 
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This then is the condition which confronts us, and to 
which we must address our study: Can this condition of 
things be changed; can we put into effect remedial measures 
that will operate to change these vast and hidden causes that 
produce within the body politic Criminals, Paupers and In- 
sane? It may be that it is unnecessary to separate these 
classes and to study them apart, for it is undeniable that the 
larger part of the inmates of our correctional institutions are 
near to pauperism, and will certainly enter into it if their 
lives are prolonged, and that of the insane many are caused 
to be in that state through poverty or fear of it. So if we 
are forced to the conclusion that it 1s poverty that causes 
these dependent classes to exist In our community and in the 
world, then our problem is to determine its causes and seek 
a remedy for them, if it is possible to find one. 

It seems to me that this is the logical answer to our 
question: When we can remove poverty from the world 
then this condition will be removed; when we ean find the 
causes that produce it, then we will have no problem to con- 
front us. | 

It appears as though the question must be looked at in 
this way, for time out of mind philanthropists — and by this 
term I mean the genuine laborers in the vineyard of poverty 
—have endeavored, by painstaking, self-sacrificing, earnest 
work, to uplift members of the class from which come the 
paupers and the criminals, and although their efforts have in 
many cases been rewarded by success, and they should be 
given the meed of praise for bringing back into self-respect 
and manhood individuals of the class or even, in some cases, 
families, yet their efforts have been, so far as their effect 
upon the whole question of poverty, much like the efforts of 
Mrs. Partington in sweeping back the rising sea. Could the 
whole progeny of “The Jukes” have been regenerated and 
their nature entirely changed, it would have had but insig- 
nificant influence upon the mass of crime and poverty-ridden 
people of the world nor done anything to relieve the “ Prison- 
ers of Poverty” of Helen Campbell, from the crushing load 
they have been and are obliged to bear under our present 
industrial system. 

I would not be understood as depreciating the efforts of 
those, whose unselfish thought, whose earnest care, whose 
untiring efforts have lifted even one person out of the slough 
of despond, and made life brighter and happier for him. I 
have the highest respect for them, and the results which they 
achieve ; for if ‘“* whoever could make two ears of corn or two 
blades of grass to grow upon a spot of ground where only 
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one grew before” deserves well of mankind and does essen- 
tial service to his country, how much more they who make 
useful citizens and worthy men and women of those who 
were sunk in degradation and despair; but what I maintain 
is that their efforts are not calculated to remove the great 
underlying causes of these diseases of society any more than 
the kindly efforts of a devoted nurse, who tenderly cares for 
a plague-ridden patient, affects the continuance of the disease 
in the world. 

Then if the question is the large one of how shall we 
eliminate poverty from our midst, how raise every citizen 
from squalor and wretchedness to comfort and happiness, it 
seems almost a hopeless one to answer. Commander Booth, 
in “ Darkest England,’ says, ‘It may be that nothing will be 
permanently put right until everything has been turned up- 
side down,” and declines to discuss the question of how to do 
that, and asks what shall be done for individuals, saying: 
“ Here at our Shelters last night were a thousand hungry 
workless people. I want to know what to do with them. 
Here is John Jones, a stout, stalwart laborer in rags, who 
has not had one square meal for a month, who has been 
hunting for work that will enable him to keep body and soul 
together, and hunting in vain. ‘There he is in his hungry 
raggedness asking for work that he may live and not die of 
sheer starvation in the midst of the wealthiest city in the 
world. What is to be done with John Jones?” ‘There are 
many John Jones’ in this city and in our country, who are 
vainly seeking for work that they may live, and of whom 
we might ask the same positive question. It is pitiable the 
way he presents the situation. ‘Some time,” he says, “ per- 
haps we may venture to hope that every honest worker on 
England soil will always be as warmly clad, as healthily 
housed, and as regularly fed, as our criminal convicts; but 
that is not yet,” and merely asks that the honest worker be 
raised to the standard of the Lord Cab Horse; viz., that he 
shall have a shelter for the night, food for his stomach, and 
work allotted to him by which he can earn that food. And 
this in civilized England, with its “ Mrs. Jellybys” and con- 
tributions to the heathen of “ Borrioboola Gha,” and kindred 
objects, while humanity is trying to exist in its capital in 
worse condition than that of convicts or cab-horses. 

If we look at the condition of our poor we will find it 
very much the same. If we go through our Suburra and 
our slums and view closely the life of our submerged tenth, 
we see that their lives in many cases are not as comfortable 
as that of an ordinary herdic horse. It appears to me that 
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while no effort should be relaxed to benefit individual cases 
in this mass, yet that no real improvement can take place in 
the condition of the poor until we agree upon a standard to 
which it is desirable we should attain, and then, by earnest 
effort, to endeavor to reach it. 

The lowest standard that we should attempt to reach is 
that every man who wishes work and is earnestly seeking 
it should be provided with it, and I think it is the duty 
of society to see that none of our citizens should be placed in 
our almshouses as long as they are able to earn their own 
living, but that we should direct our study to the question 
whether the money that is spent for the support of our in- 
stitutions could not more wisely and economically be spent 
in plans that would enable us to provide for “John Jones” 
and his fellows, the work, for lack of which he and those de- 
pendent upon him are suffering. Such a scheme and such a 
plan is not socialistic except so far as its operations may 
bring about a better social state, nor is it paternalism only so 
far as it is one of the duties of the State to see that its citi- 
zens are best cared for in its expenditure of the public funds. 

Most of those who have studied the problem have arrived 
at the conclusion that the remedy consists of returning in 
some manner to the farm districts of the country those idle 
in the cities, and certainly, when we observe the depopula- 
tion of the country and the enormous crowding of the cities 
it would appear that this plan, if it could be carried out, 
would be of benefit not only to the individuals thus trans- 
ferred, but also to both city and country districts; but the 
many experiments which have not been crowned with success 
that have been made in this direction, leads one to suppose 
that the difficulties in the way of success are insuperable, for 
it would seem as though they had been well thought out, and 
were controlled by those having earnestness and enthusiasm 
for the work. __ 

The question of poor relief is not an old one. The first 
laws of England for providing relief for the poor were passed 
in 1586, and the study of the subject has been principally 
devoted to the question of how best to provide for the poor, 
and not to endeavor to find a way to prevent poverty. 
Society has taken upon itself the study of how to care for 
the product without devoting much study to the question 
of how it came to have it upon its hands. I do not consider 
it possible that every one can be made wealthy, and that a 
condition can be made in the world by which all the people 
can be placed upon an equality, or that there will not be in 
the community the relatively poor and relatively rich classes, 
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but I earnestly believe that in a well-regulated social state 
a condition of things should not exist that prevents a man, 
willing and able to work, from securing remunerative labor, 
and that allows the aged citizen, who has been a support to 
the nation in his strength, to end his days as a pauper. 
Joubert says that “ Men are born unequal. The great benefit 
of society is to diminish this inequality as much as is possible 
by procuring for all, security, property, education, and assist- 
ance.” I would add to this thought that one of the greatest 
benefits society can confer upon its members is to procure 
WORK for them, and that one so ineffectively organized 
that it does not perform this duty is failing in its obligation 
to its members, and is sowing within itself seeds of menace 
to its life. 

It appears to me that what should be studied with earnest- 
ness is the question, By what system can a city provide work 
for willing and able hands? ‘This question if answered, and 
I think it is capable of answer, would go far towards solving 
the question propounded, and do much towards relieving all 
classes of our institutions and doing away with our relief of 
outdoor poor. It would certainly seem not to be a difficult 
matter to be arranged, although its practical working might 
develop great perplexities and embarrassment. But of these 
our plans are not free now and we should not expect that 
a perfect system should be evolved and put in operation in 
an immediate time, but steps should be made in this direc- 
tion, in the hope that in due time the condition of the classes 
from which proceed these baneful results may be changed. 
Then if this result can be achieved it may be found possible, 
without an upheaval of the whole social state, to bring about 
a better general condition of the whole organization of 
Society ; for this object, if attained, would separate the worthy 
deserving citizen, who falls a prey to discouragement and 
environment, from the lazy, indolent and vicious class, and 
enable us to care more wisely and economically for the 
interests of both. This plan, coupled with a system of Old 
Age Pensions, would render unnecessary the continuance 
of our almshouses and relieve us of the social disease of 
Pauperism. 

Regarding Old Age Pensions, a writer in the “ International 
Journal of Ethics” says, ‘The State has created old-age dis- 
tress, therefore the State is bound to relieve it.’ Without 
going into the question as to the responsibility of the creation 
of the distress of old age, it seems to me that the State 
recognizes its duty to relieve it in the expenditure of the 
public moneys for its relief at present, and the question only 
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to be determined is whether the money, as now spent, is ex- 
pended more wisely than by a system of Old Age Pensions. 
If the worthy poor could be separated from the unworthy, 
and the money expended for our institutions devoted to the 
support of the worthy poor of the community, I believe that 
no more money would be required than is spent at present to 
give the aged worthy poor a decent comfortable living in - 
their own homes, and if more money were required, I am of 
the opinion that a tax on the amusements of the people might 
be made that would not be felt, or, if felt, would be paid 
willingly and even gladly, for it would be a source of pleasure 
to the community to feel that in taking their enjoyment they 
were assisting in the support of the aged people of their 
community that had passed beyond the working age. A tax 
of ten cents on every ticket sold for one dollar, or two and 
five-tenths cents for every one sold for twenty-five cents, for 
admission to places of amusement of every nature in this 
city, would, I am of the opinion, result in a sum amply 
sufficient to provide a system of Old Age Pensions for the 
worthy poor, and would be ungrudgingly paid by the people, 
for I think they would agree with the principle that the 
pleasures of the people should assist in the relief of the 
miseries and pains of the community. 

The detail work of the office has been carried on on ap- 
proved sociological lines, and the city has been divided into 
twelve districts in order to localize poverty and crime in the 
city. The divisions of the city into districts are shown on 
the map appended to this report. I believe a thorough and 
complete knowledge of where our disease centres are will be 
of benefit to us in the treatment of its product. 

The card system of registration is showing good results, and 
while it does not in every way fulfil all the requirements of 
a perfect registration, I am convinced that as the initial reg- 
istration it is the best that can be devised. It undoubtedly 
requires supplemental aids in order to make it entirely and 
completely perfect. It was not expected when the system 
was devised that it would be complete, but that it would 
require to be supplemented and added to in order that the 
best results might be attained. 

There is required for the office an improved cabinet for 
the reception of the cards, and I am engaged in thought as to 
the best methods of keeping and arranging them. 

I have had the walls of the office made into blackboards 
on which are shown, by means of lines, the weekly movement 
of population in the institutions and, as temperature is shown 
to have some influence in regard to poverty and crime, I have 
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had the weekly mean temperature indicated upon the Penal 
and Pauper Department boards. On the chart indicating the 
movement of the population in the Boston Insane Hospital, 
I have thought it best, as temperature is considered to have 
but remote, if any, influences upon that disease, to compare 
the line of population with a line showing the fluctuations 
in business, and for that purpose I have taken the weekly 
average of failures in the country, as no other comparison 
could be suggested by the alienists. 

The diagrams showing the comparative age periods of those 
admitted to the almshouse on Long Island have been pre- 
pared, under the direction of Professor Sedgwick, and have 
been placed upon the boards of the office, and both charts 
and diagrams may be found in the appendix to this report. 

The most important and delicate work of the office is the 
determination of settlements. It is important because a care- 
less and slipshod system would result in a largely increased 
expense to our community by there being charged to this 
municipality the support of many people who should be sup- 
ported by others or by the State. This department stands as 
a safeguard against this unjust imposition. The change in 
the laws of settlement, invalidating all those acquired pre- 
vious to 1860, made necessary a review of all the histories of 
inmates of our eleemosynary institutions, numbering 2,338 
cases. This resulted in the invalidating of the settlement of 
ninety-one inmates and placed the burden of their support 
upon the State, making a gross saving to the city of 
$15,271.22 yearly. 

The number of persons examined as possible insane cases 
during the year was 952. Of this number 206 were sent to 
the Observation Hospital at Deer Island until the question 
of their mental status could be determined. While for 
many cases the hospital at Deer Island is the best place for 
their treatment, and the percentage of cases of recovery 
from delirium tremens is very high, and the complete change 
of scene, surroundings and air, and relief from the noise of 
the city, are favorable to the “ clearing up” of other cases of — 
suspected brain disturbance, yet in some cases it is very de- 
sirable that there should be in the city a place of detention 
for persons whose mental condition is doubtful, and who 
should receive medical care until their friends are ascer- 
tained and their mentality determined. It is desirable that 
some such place should be established for many reasons, one 
of which is the stigma which is likely to attach to the unfor- 
tunate person who may thus acquire a reputation of having 
been an inmate of what is popularly known as a penal insti- 
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tution, and although the number of innocent cases treated 
there is not large, yet in the few cases of this kind there is 
distress occasioned that would be obviated by the establish- 
ment of such a place of detention as I have indicated. At 
my suggestion, Dr. Jelly, the senior examiner of this depart- 
ment, and Dr. Prescott, the Medical Director of the Penal 
Institutions Department, have considered the matter and 
have reported a plan, the general features of which meet 
with my approval. ‘Their letter is herewith submitted :

DEAR Sir, —In reference to the matter of a detention hospital 
for the insane in the city, I would say that after talking it over with 
Dr. Jelly, we would recommend the following: 

That a detention hospital be built near or adjoining to the Court 
House, which would furnish accommodations for ten patients, one 
patient being assigned in each room. There should be a small diet 
kitchen to provide the delicacies for the sick, and such light diets as 
many of the patients may need. The ordinary meals should be pro- 
cured from the outside. The staff should consist of a matron and a 
male head nurse, two female nurses and one male nurse. There 
should be two padded cells, bedding accommedations on each floor, 
and sleeping accommodations for the help. We would recommend 
that there be two floors with five cells on each floor. The minor 
details of the building could be decided upon at a later time.

I would respectfully recommend that an appropriation be 
made for the establishment of such a detention hospital as is 
recommended. I desire to be understood, however, as not in 
any way suggesting this as a substitute for the Observation 
Hospital at Deer Island, but as an entirely distinct establish- 
ment to care for cases that it is improper to send to a hospital 
so intimately connected with a penal institution as that is, for 
I cannot but feel that for many cases that institution is an 
ideal place for treatment of persons temporarily mentally out 
of balance.

OF THE 


LAMP DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


Hon. JosIAH QUINCY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —In accordance with section 22, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1892, I have the honor to submit for 
your consideration the annual report of the Lamp Depart- 

ment for the year 1898. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of he 
department during the year 1898, tables showing the annual 
cost of burning the number of electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps located within the city of Boston on the fifteenth of 
January last, at the present rates for material and lighting, 
tables showing the increase or decrease of the electric, gas 
and naphtha lamps in the different sections of the city, 
copies of the several contracts for electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps, and an abstract of the general work performed by the 
department during the past year; also an inventory of prop- 
erty belonging to the department not in use on the public 
streets, and such other information connected therewith as 
will be of public interest. 

The appropriation for the financial year ending on Janu- 
ary 31, 1899, was $645,000, and there was expended $651,- 
276.41. To meet the deficit, $6,276,41 was transferred from 
other balances. 
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The comparative cost of maintenance between the electric 
lamps and the gas and naphtha lamps is shown as follows :

An increase of $10,082.09 for gas and naphtha lamps and an 
increase of $21,322.03 for electric lamps. 


On April 1, 1898, the Charlestown Gas and Electric Com- 
pany reduced the price of gas in the Charlestown district 
from $1.25 to $1.15 per M., and a further reduction is to be 
made to $1.10 per M. on April 1, 1899. 

In May the Jamaica Plain Gas Light Company reduced 
the price of gas in the West Roxbury district from $1.40 to 
$1.25 per M. 

During July, negotiations were commenced and carried on 
with the Boston Electric Light Company, in relation to a 
new arrangement of the electric lighting rates and on the 
twenty-ninth of August an agreement for the extension of 
the existing contract between the said company and the city 
was entered upon for a period of ten years, subject to certain 
modifications. 

By this agreement the company is to furnish and set new 
insulated wooden lamp poles, with ornamental iron tops and 
porcelain lined reflectors, in place of the old iron poles now 
belonging to the city, and to substitute the new enclosed arc 
lamps for the open arcs now in use, also to set the new poles 
and lamps in any new location that may hereafter be decided 
upon. A sliding scale of rates is provided so that as the 
number of are lamps are increased by 250, a reduction in the 
price is made of one-half a cent per lamp per night, until the 
sum of thirty cents per night is reached. ; 

This new lamp has been tested thoroughly and is consid- 
ered much superior to those now in use, in illuminating 
qualities for street lighting; the light being distributed to a 
ereater distance than at present with the open arcs. Then 
again there is the freedom from interruption during stormy 
weather, when the carbons and mechanism of the open ares 
are frequently broken or damaged. 
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The general appearance of the new pole and lamp is very 
neat and attractive. 

During the year experiments have been made with an 
incandescent naphtha lamp, and after satisfactory trial in the 
street lanterns an agreement with the Rising Sun Street 
Light Company was made whereby the existing naphtha 
lighting contract was annulled, and on the thirty-first of 
October a new contract for five years was agreed upon and 
signed. The rate of compensation is $22.81 per lamp per 
annum for the ordinary naphtha burner, and when an incan- 
descent mantle burner is used the sum of three-quarters of 
one cent additional per lamp per night is paid. 

The two severe snowstorms that occurred in February 
and November, 1898, caused considerable damage to the 
electric lamp posts, hoods and wires; some of the trunk lines 
of the electric light companies were prostrated by the weight 
of snow and the force of the wind, thus causing the impair- 
ment of the arc service for several nights. 

In the outlying sections the snow drifted so badly that it 
was found almost impossible for the lamplighters to reach 
many of the street lamps to light them, and in some instances 
the lamps after being lit could not be reached so as to ex- 
tinguish them the next morning and were left burning all 
day.

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GAS CONTRACTS. 


A copy of the contract made with the Brookline Gas Light 
Company is set forth below: 


THE BROOKLINE GAS LIGHT COMPANY, a corporation duly estab- 
lished under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, of 
the first part, hereafter called the Contractor, and the City of Boston, 
a municipal corporation in said Commonwealth, of the second part, 
hereafter called the City, on this twenty-seventh day of February, 
1893, agree : 

First. That this agreement, in so far as it relates to the time of 
furnishing gas, shall take effect on the second day of July current, 
and continue, subject to appropriation, until the second day of July, 
in the year 1896, and thereafter, until the Superintendent of Lamps 
of said City shall, with the written approval of the Mayor, notify 
the Contractor that the contract has terminated. 

Second. The Contractor shall furnish all the gas required for 
lighting the public lamps now located, or which may hereafter be 
located, in the district known as the City Proper, south part com- 
prising Wards 11, 16,17 and 18; the Roxbury district, comprising 
Wards 19,21 and 22 and that part of Ward 20 lying to the west of 
the centre line of Blue Hill avenue and Hampden street; and the 
Brighton district, comprising Ward 25 of said City, during such 
hours as said Superintendent shall direct. All gas furnished to be 
of not less than twenty-five candle power. 

Third. The Contractor shall furnish and put down all new 
service-pipes required for said public lamps, with a regular fall 
towards the street mains, and keep in regular repair the portions of 
all service-pipes below ground, and use for said new pipes and re- 
pairs only wrought-iron pipes not less than one inch in diameter, 
and wrought-iron or malleable-iron couplings, bends and elbows. 

Fourth. The Contractor agrees to set new posts, as furnished by 
the City, for gas and naphtha lighting, to remove posts not in use, 
and to reset posts to line and grade of street when so ordered by the 
Superintendent of Lamps; the work to be done as rapidly as 
practicable. 

Fifth. The Contractor agrees to furnish and apply to said lamps 
automatic regulator burners, each delivering not less than four 
cubic feet of gas per hour, said burners to be the property of the 
City, and shall, when requested by said Superintendent, change any 
burner to a burner delivering such amount of gas per hour as said 
Superintendent may direct. 

Sixth. 'The Contractor agrees to furnish a sufficient quantity of 
alcohol to keep the supply pipes free from obstruction. 

Seventh. The Contractor agrees to connect by service-pipes, as 
aforesaid, the street lamps now in use in the City Proper, south 
part, and in the Roxbury district, with its lines of mains, free of ex- 
pense to the City. 

Eighth. The. Contractor agrees, in putting down its pipes and 
mains, not to disturb any asphalt, brick or stone pavements with 
concrete base, but shall, when such pipes or mains are carried 
through streets so paved, perform such work or lay such pipes or 
mains in such places as shall be assigned by the Superintendent of 
Streets in his permit. 
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Ninth. The Contractor agrees that if any portion of the street 
which it has excavated for the purpose of laying its pipes requires 
repaving or resurfacing within a period of one year from the time 
it has been disturbed, it will make such repairs as, in the opinion of 
‘the Superintendent of Streets, are necessary to put the surface of 
said street in as good condition as it was before the time of said ex- 
cavation; provided, that in the opinion of said Superintendent such 
resurfacing has become necessary by reason of said excavation. 

Tenth. Such additional pipes as are necessary for the perform- 
ance of this contract shall be laid by the Contractor promptly in such 
localities, and in such manner, as the said City by its proper officers 
shall permit and approve, and the Contractor shall pay such in- 
spectors appointed by the City as may be, in the opinion of the 
Superintendent of Streets, necessary to superintend said work; and 
the public lamps in the City Proper, south district, shall be con- 
nected with the pipes and mains of the Contractor on or before 
July 2, 1893; and said lamps in the Roxbury district shall be so 
connected on or before September 1, 1893. 

Eleventh. The City agrees monthly to pay to the Contractor 
seventy (70) cents for each thousand cubic feet of gas furnished in 
the City Proper, south part, and the Roxbury district; and one 
dollar and twenty-five cents ($1.25) for each one thousand cubic 
feet of gas furnished in the Brighton district; also all the reasonable 
expenses actually incurred for labor and materials in furnishing and 
putting down the service-pipes and in keeping in good repair the 
portions of said pipes below ground; also one-half the cost actually 
incurred in removing and cleaning the burners once in each year, 
and changing the size and style of the burners when required so to 
do by said Superintendent; such new burners to be the property of 
the City. Pro rata deductions from said monthly payments to be 
made for imperfect service. 

Twelfth. In consideration of this contract, and of said promises 
of payments on the part of the City, the Contractor agrees to, and 
with said City, to furnish to said City all the gas required by said 
City for'the purpose of lighting its public buildings, parks, squares 
and public grounds within said City Proper, south part, and Rox- 
bury district for the sum of seventy (70) cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and within the Brighton district for one dollar and twenty-five 
($1.25) per thousand cubic feet, and when requested by the Mayor 
of said City it will make proper and sufficient contracts with the 
various departments of said City for the further carrying out of this 
agreement. 

Thirteenth. In further consideration of this contract, and the 
promises aforesaid, the Contractor agrees to, and with said City, to 
furnish all private consumers within said City Proper, south part, 
and the Roxbury district, gas at a price not exceeding one dollar 
($1.00) per thousand cubic feet, and within the Brighton district to 
furnish gas to all private consumers at a price not exceeding one 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per one thousand cubic feet; all of 
said gas to be of at least twenty-five candle power. Said prices are 
not to be increased so long as this contract with the City shall con- 
tinue in force, and this clause shall be printed upon all bills rendered 
to said private consumers by the Contractor during the term of this 
contract; and any court sitting in equity can enforce the specific 
performance of this clause of this contract on application of either 
the City, any citizen of Boston, or any private consumers in said 
districts. ‘ 
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Fourteenth. The Contractor shall pay to the City on the second 
day of August of each year during the continuance of this contract 
a sum equivalent to one-half of its net earnings during the year end- 
ing on the 30th day of June preceding, as shown on the books of 
the Contractor, which are to be kept in accordance with law, after 
paying an annual profit of eight per cent. on the actual money in- 
vested in that year in its gas plant, which amount at present is taken 
to be one million of dollars; provided that said profits shall be 
reckoned as cumulative from the date hereof. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the said Brookline Gas Light Company 
has caused its corporate seal to be hereto affixed, and these presents 
to be signed in its name and behalf by , its presi- 
dent, and , its treasurer; and the City of Boston 
has caused its corporate seal to be hereto affixed, and these presents 
to be signed by , its Superintendent of Lamps.

It is hereby agreed by and between the parties to the above con- 
tract that the time within which the public lamps of the City of 
Boston shall be connected by the Brookline Gas Light Company be 
extended until July 1, 1894, it being understood and agreed that the 
said company shall pay said City the difference between what said 
City shall have to pay other companies for supplying gas to any of 
such lamps unconnected for any of the time between this date and 
said date, and the price at which such gas is to be furnished by said 
Company under this contract.

The following is the form of contract made with the other 
gas companies : 


THE Boston GAs LIGHT COMPANY, a corporation duly estab- 
lished under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
hereinafter called the Contractor, of the first part, and the City of 
Boston, hereinafter called the City, of the second part, on this seven- 
teenth day of August, 1893, agree: 

First. That this agreement shall take effect on the second day of 
July current, and shall continue until the second day of July in the 
year 1896, and shall continue thereafter until a new agreement shall 
be made by the parties, or the first party, or the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said City, shall in writing notify the other party that this 
agreement is terminated. 

Second. The gas furnished under this contract shall be of not less 
than twenty-five candle power, unless it shall be necessary to deliver 
coal gas, in which case the candle power shall not be less than 
eighteen. 

Third. The Contractor shall furnish all the gas required for 
lighting the public lamps now located, and those which may hereafter 
be located, along the lines of the mains of the Contractor as now laid 
or hereafter laid in the district known as the City Proper, north 
part, comprising Wards 6, 7,8, 9, 10 and 12, during such hours as 
the Superintendent of Lamps shall direct. 

Fourth. The Contractor shall furnish and put down all new ser- 
vice-pipes required, for said public lamps, with a regular fall towards 
the street mains, and keep in good repair the portions of all service- 
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pipes below ground, and use for said new pipes and repairs, only 
wrought-iron pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought- 
iron or malleable-iron couplings, bends and elbows. 

Fifth. The Contractor shall set all posts required for gas lighting, 
remove posts not in use, and reset posts to line and grade of street, 
when so ordered by the Superintendent of Lamps, said work to be 
done as rapidly as practicable. 

Sixth. The Contractor shall furnish and apply to any new lamps 
ordered in said district automatic regulator burners, each delivering 
not less that four cubic feet of gas per hour, said burners to be the 
property of the City, and shall, when requested by the said Superin- 
tendent, change any burner to a burner delivering such amount of 
gas per hour as the said Superintendent may direct; and when a 
burner is found on a test, made by one party in the presence of the 
other, to deliver more than one-tenth of a cubic foot less than four 
feet of gas per hour, shall change it so that it will deliver at least 
four cubic feet per hour; and may, at any time, when not interfering 
with the regular burning of the lamp, remove and test any burner. 

Seventh. The Contractor shall furnish such quantity of alcohol, 
not exceeding five gallons per one hundred lamps per year, as may 
be necessary to keep the pipes clear from obstructions. : 

Highth. The City shall pay monthly to the Contractor the price 
as fixed by the Gas and Electric Light Commissioners for the con- 
sumers of the Contractor (which price at the date of this contract is 
$1.00) less a discount of ten per cent. (10%) for each thousand cubic 
feet of gas furnished; but the City shall not at any time pay more 
for its gas per thousand cubic feet than is paid by the most favored 
private consumers of the Contractor, or more than ninety cents a 
thousand cubic feet during the pendency of this contract; the City 
shall also pay all the reasonable expenses actually incurred for labor 
and materials in furnishing and putting down said service-pipes, and 
in keeping in good repair the portions of said pipes below ground, 
also one-half of the cost actually incurred in furnishing and applying 
burners to said lamps, in removing and cleaning burners once in 
each year, and changing the size of the burners to the requirements 
of the said Superintendent. 

Ninth. The City, by said Superintendent, shall take exclusive 
care of the burners and the portions of the service-pipes above 
ground; shall light and extinguish said burners punctually according 
to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, and shall 
make written returns to the Contractor on Thursday of each week, 
and on the fifteenth day of each month, of the number of burners 
lighted on each night, of the time of beginning to light, and begin- 
ning to extinguish the same; shall give immediate notice to the Con- 
tractor of any obstruction or leakage of gas in the pipes below 
ground coming to the knowledge of the said Superintendent; and to 
use a suitable brush, and no metallic cleaner to clean the slot of lava 
tip burners, and shall not permit any employee of the City to open 
the regulator of any burner for any purpose whatever. 

In consideration of this contract, and of the above promises of 
said City, the Contractor agrees to furnish gas for the lighting of 
the public buildings, parks and public grounds in said district, and 
to make, when requested so to do, contracts with the several city 
departments having the charge of said buildings, parks and public 
grounds, at the same price’per thousand cubic feet as that paid for 
the public lamps. 
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IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the Boston Gas Light Company, by its 
officers hereto duly authorized, has signed these presents, and affixed 
its corporate seal thereto, and the said City of Boston has signed 
these presents by its said Superintendent of Lamps, on this seven- 
teenth day of August, 1893.

NAPHTHA LIGHTING.

NAPHTHA CONTRACT. 


The following is a copy of the new contract: 


_ The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, acorporation organized 

under the laws of the State of Maine, having its usual place of busi- 
. ness in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the city of Boston, 
a municipal corporation of said Commonwealth, by the Superinten- 
dent of Lamps of said city, agree as follows: 

ARTICLE 1. Said Company shall have the lighting of all naphtha 
street lanterns that may be used by said city for lighting its streets 
and places during the continuance of this contract; shall, within 
ten days of the day on which it shall be notified by said Superintend- 
ent that any additional naphtha street lantern mounted on a post or 
bracket is required to be used, furnish and apply to such lantern one 
of said Company’s naphtha burners, with pipe, stop-cock, water-trap 
and a reservoir capable of holding sufficient naphtha to operate the 
burner for fourteen hours, and with incandescent mantle, if required 
by said Superintendent; shall keep all said lanterns, except such as 
are unfit to be used and such as the Superintendent shall notify the 
Company that he has discontinued the use of, and the lighting appa- 
ratus thereof clean and in good condition and repair, and shall 
renew such mantles as often as may be necessary to maintain a 
proper light therefrom ; shall be responsible for all damages occa- 
sioned to any such lantern or burner by any act, or neglect of said 
Company, its agents or employees ; shall notify said Superintendent 
as soon as any post or bracket has been damaged, or any lantern has 
become unfit to be used, and the Superintendent shall, if he desires 
the use thereof continued, forthwith repair the same, or furnish a 
new one inits place, glass broken shall be renewed by said Company. 
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ARTICLE 2. Said Company shall furnish for all lanterns that are 
to be used, naphtha of the best quality, seventy-four to seventy-six 
degrees (74-76) gravity ; shall light and extinguish said lanterns 
according to atime card to be furnished by said Superintendent; 
shall so furnish and keep the burner of every lantern to be used as 
aforesaid that it will give at all times a light equal to that given by 
an ordinary gas-burner burning four feet of fourteen candle gas per 
hour, and a light equal at least to twice such amount in case an in- 
candescent mantle is used. 

ARTICLE 3. Said Company shall do all said matters and things 
relating to said lanterns, burners and mantles, and the lighting, care 
and repair thereof to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, and 
shall report in writing at the office of said Superintendent, on 
Thursday of each week, the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night of the preceding seven (7) days, and on the fifteenth day of 
each month, the number of said lanterns lighted on each night 
subsequent to the last report; and shall, in each of said reports, 
give the name of each person engaged in lighting the lanterns and 
the number lighted by each person, and shall specify the lanterns 
furnished with said mantles, and give dates of renewal of same. 

ARTICLE 4. Said City, asfull compensation for the performance 
by said Company of its agreements aforesaid, shall pay to said Com- 
pany the sum of twenty-two dollars and eighty-one cents ($22.81 
per year of three thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight (3,828) 
hours for each and every naphtha lantern so taken care of and 
lighted by said Company, when lighted by a burner known as the 
ordinary naphtha burner, such as the City is now using, and the 
sum of three-quarters of one cent. (of 1 cent.) additional per night, 
when lighted by a naphtha incandescent mantle light; said payments 
to be made in proportional monthly instalments on the first day of 
each month; provided, however, that if any lantern has not been 
kept lighted as aforesaid to the satisfaction of said Superintendent 
during all the hours required by said time card, a proportional de- 
duction may be made therefor in said monthly payments. 

ARTICLE 5. The contract now existing between said Company 
and said City, dated March 18, 1896, is hereby annulled and this 
contract shall take the place thereof, and shall, subject to the neces- 
sary appropriation being made annually therefor continue in force 
for the term of five years from the date hereof, and thereafter until 
terminated on three months’ notice in writing by either party, which 
notice may be given at any time after four years and nine months 
from the date hereof; and upon any such termination said Com- 
pany may remove its lighting apparatus from said lanterns.

Evxrxctric LIGHTING. 


The electric lamps, 2,893 in number, located in the differ- 
ent sections of the city, are arc lamps of what is commercially 
known as 2,000-candle power, and are supplied by the Bos- 
ton Electric Light Company, the Charlestown Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, and the Brookline Gas Light Company. The 
new lamps used are the enclosed series arc lamp of 500 watts, 
“ Gilbert” pattern, and the open arc lamps are those known 
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as the Brush and the Thomson-Houston. The lamps are 
trimmed and cared for by men employed by the different com- 
panies, and as a rule give good service.

All the lamp-posts on the Common and on the parks and 
parkways, together with the underground cable therefor, are 
city property; in other words, the distributing plant on the 
Common and public parks belongs to the City of Boston. 


ELECTRIC CONTRACT. 


The following is a copy of the contract made with the Boston 
Electric Light Company on February 20, 1894, with the new exten- 
sion of said contract dated August 29, 1898. 

THis AGREEMENT, made and entered into this twentieth day of 
February, A.D. 1894, by and between THE BOSTON ELECTRIC LIGHT 
Company of Boston, a corporation duly established under the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called ‘‘ the 
Company,”’ of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Suffolk, Massachusetts, and hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the City,’’ of the second part : 


WITNESSETH: 

First. The company agrees to furnish for a period of five years 
from and after this date such number of electric arc lights as may be 
legally located in the streets, ways, squares and public places of the 
city, except in those portions of the city formerly Brighton, Charles- 
town, or part of Brookline. 
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Said are lights to be furnished as follows: For thirteen hundred 
and fifty lights, and any additional lights to the number of fifteen 
hundred, at the rate of thirty-eight and one-half cents each per 
night; for fifteen hundred and any additional lights up to seventeen 
hundred and fifty, at the rate of thirty-seven and one-half cents each 
per night; for seventeen hundred and fifty and any additional lights 
up to two thousand, at the rate of thirty-six cents each per night; 
and for two thousand or over, at the rate of thirty-five cents per 
light per night ; provided, however, that if two thousand lights are 
erected by December thirty-first of the present year, the price paid 
shall be thirty-five cents per light per night for the entire number 
from February first, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and if a less 
number is in use on that date (December 31, 1894), then the price 
paid for the entire number from February 1, 1894, shall be reduced 
so that the cost to the city of such lights shall be at the prices fixed 
for the number next below the number in use December 31, 1894; 
the adjustment to be made in the bills payable December 1, 1894; 
and January 1, 1895. In ascertaining the number of lights in use 
on said December 31, 1894, the lights furnished by the Company for 
the parks and public buildings shall be counted. Said arc lights are 
to be kept lighted continuously between dusk and dawn, during such 
hours as the Superintendent of Lamps may direct, the total number 
of hours per year not to exceed thirty-eight hundred and fifty. 

Wherever lamps are connected to underground wires belonging to 
the City, or any department thereof, the price will be one cent per 
lamp less per night than otherwise. 

The electric current to be furnished for the arc lights is never to 
be less than nine and six-tenths amperes, and the pressure at each 
lamp not less than forty-eight volts, being an electrical energy of 
four hundred and sixty-one watts. If less amperes are used, then 
the volts shall be enough greater to require four hundred and sixty- 
one electrical watts per lamp, and giving a nominal candle-power of 
two thousand. 

Carbons used must be one-half or seven-sixteenths inch in diame- 
ter, of the best quality and style adapted for street lighting, and 
must burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light. The globes 
are to be of clear glass, unless otherwise ordered by the Superin- 
tendent of Lamps, free from lettering, and all of best quality and 
proper shape to avoid casting rings and streaks of light and shadow. 

All globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and washed as frequently as may be considered 
necessary by the Superintendent of Lamps; and any globes that may 
become broken are to be immediately replaced by sound ones. 

The present overhead system of construction is to be used, the 
Company only to connect city posts with such adjacent underground 
wires as may be hereafter located in the Company’s conduits for 
commercial lights; in which case the city is to prepare the posts so 
as to allow of the passing of the cable up through them. 

Second. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the 
City harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons 
or property arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or 
from any use of its wires and apparatus, and from any and all 
claims for damage by reason of any infringment of patent rights in 
the use of lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery, and appliances 
connected therewith. 
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Third. And further, the said Company agrees that should any of 
the lamps fail to burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light, to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Lamps, the Company will 
at its own expense replace them with others satisfactory to said 
Superintendent. 

Fourth. The Company agrees at its own expense to maintain an 
efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the hours 
which they are in use, so that any lamp which fails to burn properly 
shall be promptly reported and putin order, or immediately replaced. 

For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be employed 
to enable each lamp to be examined at least three times during each 
night. : 

Fifth. The City agrees that if said company shall well and faith- 
fully perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its 
parts, first satisfying the said City that no proceedings either in law 
or equity have been begun against said City on account of any in- 
fringement of patent rights, or the wrongful use or injury by said 
electric lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances, or any 
of them, then the City will pay the Company monthly during the 
period of this contract such sum as the total number of lights burn- 
ing at the price named may amount to. In case any such suit or 
suits against said City shall have been begun, or notice of a claim for 
damages shall have been given, the City shall pay any amount due 
under this contract, notwithstanding such suit or notice, if the Com- 
pany shall furnish the City with abond of indemnity with satisfactory 
sureties. Said sum shall be in full payment and discharge for any 
and all expenses attending the care, maintenance and use of such 
lights and apparatus, and it is hereby understood and agreed that if 
through accident, or other cause, the said lamps, or any of them, 
shall fail to be lighted, and kept so lighted, as stated above, any night 
or nights during the period of this contract, then for each lamp that 
shall fail to be lighted there shall be deducted from the sum to be 
paid by said city an amount for each light not so lighted equal to the 
rate to be paid for lighting the same under this contract as provided. 
In case the actual current supplied to any of the lamps shall be less 
than called for herein, payment shall only be made for the actual 
current as ascertained. The amount to be based pro rata on the 
amount which would be paid were the current equal to that required 
hereby, unless said deficiencies should amount to over twenty per 
cent. of the current called for, in which case no payment shall be 
made, the lights being considered useless. 

- And further, this is not to be construed to imply a right to con- 
tinue to furnish lights under this contract at reduced currents. 

For the purpose of making tests of currents and of examining the 
lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appliances with the view of learn- 
ing whether the Company is complying with the terms of this agree- 
ment, it is further understood and agreed that at all proper times the 
city, by such person or persons as the Superintendent of Lamps may 
authorize, shall have access to all said lamps, wires, poles, apparatus 
and appliances in the city, and also to the plants or the Company, 
and shall have the further privilege at any time, and at all times, of 
attaching iu any of the circuits, at such point or points as they may 
select, one or more ammeters or other measuring instruments, and 
to maintain the same during its pleasure, and have the further right 
to remove at any time one or more lamps for the purpose of testing 
the candle power of such said lamp or lamps. 
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This contract shall continue in force for five years from the date 
hereof, subject to appropriations; and shall continue thereafter until 
a new agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration of 
six months after notice, in writing, by either party of its election to 
terminate the contract. . 

In consideration of this contract and of the above promises of said 
City, the Company agrees to furnish electric arc lights for the light- 
ing of the public buildings, parks and public grounds, when so re- 
quested to do by the departments having charge of said parks, 
buildings and public grounds, at the same rates, and on the same 
conditions, provided for in this contract; this clause also to apply to 
the lights mentioned in contract for the Fens, dated October 7, 1893. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, said Company, by its proper. officers, and 
said City, by its Superintendent of Lamps, duly authorized, have 
hereunto set their hands and seals. 


AGREEMENT FOR THE EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING 
CONTRACT BETWEEN THE BOSTON ELECTRIC LIGHT 
COMPANY AND THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


It is hereby agreed, in consideration of the mutual covenants herein 
contained, that the contract now existing between the Boston 
Electric Light Company and the City of Boston, dated February 20, 
1894, shall be and hereby is extended, subject to appropriations from 
year to year, for the term of ten years from and after February 20, 
1899, and thereafter until a new agreement is made or until the ex- 
piration of six months after notice in writing by either party of its 
election to terminate the contract, which notice may be given at any 
time after nine (9) years and six (6) months from February 20, 
1899, upon the following terms and conditions, namely: 

First. Said company shall, immediately upon the execution of 
this instrument, apply to the Board of Aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton and the Board of Park Commissioners of said city for the grant 
to said company of the necessary locations, and upon receiving such 
grant, shall forthwith set and connect in the streets and parks of the 
city, without any charge or expense to the city, two thousand 
three hundred and sixty-five (2,365) wooden lamp-poles belong- 
ing to the company, with ornamental iron tops and porcelain-lined 
reflectors, substantially of the same size, style, and kind as 
those now erected and in use on Arlington street, and to be 
shown on plans and specifications to be signed by the parties hereto 
and then attached to this instrument. Said new poles shall be set 
substantially in the same locations in the public streets and parks as 
those now occupied by the iron lamp-posts belonging to the city, 
which latter posts shall, when the new posts are ready for setting, be 
removed by the company, which shall keep an account of the expense 
of the removing and handling of said posts, and shall, if practicable, 
sell the same, at the best price obtainable, accounting to the city for 
any surplus realized over and above such expense; but said locations 
may be varied so far as may be necessary to secure a better and more 
uniform distribution of the light in any given locality. All locations 
in the public streets shall be approved by the Superintendent of 
Lamps before application for such locations is made to the Board of 
Aldermen; and all locations in the public parks shall be approved by 
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the Board of Park Commissioners; but the company shall, from time 
to time, apply to the Board of Aldermen for such locations (less than 
all) in the public streets as shall then have been approved by said 
Superintendent. 

The company further agrees to set and connect, without charge or 
expense to the city, similar wooden lamp-poles with ornamental iron 
tops and porcelain-lined reflectors for all city arc lamps in addition 
to the present number of two thousand three hundred and sixty-five 
(2,365) which may be ordered by the city during the term of this 
agreement, and to place the same in such locations in the streets, 
ways, squares and public places in any part of the city as may be re- 
quired by the Superintendent of Lamps and authorized by the Board 
of Aldermen, and in such locations in the public parks as may be 
agreed upon between the company and said Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, and in such other places as may be required by the Mayor 
of said city. 

But it is expressly understood and agreed that the foregoing pro- 
visions of this agreement as to the substitution of new wooden poles 
for the present iron lamp-posts shall not be operative unless and 
until the necessary locations shall be granted by the Board of Alder- 
men and the Board of Park Commissioners as aforesaid; and, fur- 
ther, that the operation of the remaining provisions of this instrument 
shall not in any way be affected by the foregoing provisions as to 
the poles, but said remaining provisions shall become operative upon 
the signing hereof, whether said new locations are granted by the 
Board of Aldermen and the Board of Park Commissioners and said 
poles are substituted for the present poles, or not. 

All the poles, lines, and lamps of the company used for the city’s 
business shall be kept and maintained by the company in good order 
and condition. 

Second. The company shall replace all of its present open arc 
nominal 2,000-candle power city lamps with its new enclosed arc 
lamps as fast as practicable after the starting up of the company’s 
new station in South Boston, as many new lamps as possible to be 
put into.use before the ground freezes in 1898, and all of said lamps 
to be put into use before July 1,1899. Said new enclosed arc lamps 
shall be of substantially the same kind and style as those now in use 
on Arlington street, and shall be of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in United States Letters Patent No. 603,630, dated 
May 10, 1898, and shall require an electrical energy of not less than 
five hundred (500) watts on the average, and not less than four hun- 
dred and eighty (480) watts in any case. The price to be charged 
by said company and paid by said city for said new enclosed arc 
lamps shall be as follows:

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In estimating the number of lights for the purpose of fixing the 
price, as aforesaid, all arc lights furnished by the company for the 
city shall be counted. 

For all lamps connected to underground wires belonging to the 
city in the public parks, Common and Public Garden, the price shall 
be one cent per lamp per night less than the prices hereinbefore 
provided. 

Third. At any time within ninety days prior to the expiration of 
the periods of two years and six months and seven years and six 
months, respectively, after February 20, 1899, if the Mayor of said 
city shall so elect and notify said company in writing, and in any 
event at the expiration of the period of five years after February 20, 
1899, an arbitration shall be had as follows: Said Mayor and said 
company shall each appoint one arbitrator within thirty days after 
the notice aforesaid and within thirty days after the expiration of 
said period of five years, and the two arbitrators so chosen shall 
appoint a third disinterested arbitrator. If either party fails to 
appoint an arbitrator within said thirty days, the other party may 
appoint both arbitrators, and these shall appoint a third disinterested 
arbitrator. Said arbitrators shall thereupon hear and consider the 
evidence and arguments of the parties and shall determine the fol- 
lowing matters: 

(1.) The proportion of the actual output of electricity or electrical 
energy generated at the station or stations of the company for 
the public lights provided for in this contract, as compared 
with the company’s entire output, both to be measured in 
kilowatt hours, it being agreed by the company that it will 
measure and record its electrical output on behalf of the said 
public ligbts, and also, but separately, its electrical output on 
behalf of its other business, and that such measurements and 
records shall be subject to the inspection, at all reasonable 
times, of the City Engineer of said city. Such inspection, 
however, shall be regarded as confidential, and the results 
thereof shall not be exhibited or made. known to anybody 
except the Mayor of said city. 

(2.) The total investment of the company, computed by taking the 
total cost of the land, buildings, plant, poles, lines, conduits, 
cables, meters, machinery, apparatus and other appliances owned 
and used by the company for the manufacture and distribution of 
electricity. 

(3.) The investment of the company on account of its public busi- 
ness, computed by taking the proportion of the company’s total 
investment, determined as provided in the second clause of this 
article, that the company’s electrical output on behalf of the 
public lights bears to its total output, measured as provided in 
the first clause of this article. The foregoing method of com- 
puting the investment of the company on account of its public 
business is adopted by the parties as the fairest and most equi- 
table method now known to them; but it is agreed that if, at the 
time of any arbitration, the three arbitrators shall unanimously 
be of the opinion that some other method of computing the 
investment of the company on account of its public business 
would be more fair and equitable, such other method may be 
used by them. 

(4.) The total operating expenses of the company, meaning the an- 
nual outlay for fuel, water, supplies, wages, salaries, insurance, 
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accidents, rent, taxes, and all other expenditures incurred in 
the manufacture and distribution of electricity and the general 
conduct of the company’s business, except expenditures on ac- 
count of depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs. 

(5.) The operating expenses of the company on account of the pub- 
lic lights, computed by taking the proportion of the total oper- 
ating expenses of the company, determined as provided in the 
fourth clause of this article, that the company’s electrical output 
on behalf of the public lights bears to its total output measured 
as provided in the first clause of this article. 

(6.) The undivided or surplus earnings of the company, being its 
gross annual income derived from the sale of electricity, less 
operating expenses, determined as provided in the fourth clause 
of this article, and the amounts paid out for interest and divi- 
dends ; and the percentage which the company’s annual surplus 
thus determined bears to the total investment of the company, 
determined as provided in the second clause of this article, ex- 
clusive of the land. 

(7.) An allowance for depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs of 
the company’s investment in plant and property used in its pub- 
lic business, computed by taking the same percentage of the 
value of the company’s investment on account of its public busi- 
ness, determined as provided in the third clause of this article, 
but excluding the land, as the total amount of the undivided 
earnings of the company, found as provided in the sixth clause 
of this article, is of the company’s total investment, determined 
as provided in the second clause of this article, but exclusive of 
land; but such allowance shall not exceed 7 per cent. of the 
company’s said investment on account of its public business, 
exclusive of the land. 

(8.) An allowance for interest or profits, computed at 6 per cent. per 
annum on the company’s investment on account of its public 
business, determined as provided in the third clause of this 
article ; but in case the cost of any part of the company’s invest- 
ment shall have been met by the issue of bonds bearing interest 
at a lower rate than 6 per cent. per annum, and any of such 
bonds are still outstanding, the amount thereof shall be appor- 
tioned between the company’s totalinvestment and its investment 
on account of its public business, in the proportion to electrical 
output measured as provided in the first clause of this article ; 
and the allowance provided for in this clause shall be computed 
on so much of the company’s investment on account of its pub- 
lic business as is represented by said bonds at the rate actually 
paid thereon, and on the remainder of its said investment at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 

If the cost of manufacturing and distributing the public lights fur- 
nished by the company, and the allowances for depreciation and 
profit determined as provided in the fifth, seventh and eighth 
clauses of this article, amount in the aggregate to a sum less than 
the price then being paid by the city, the price of said lights shall be 
reduced, for the remainder of the term of this contract, or until 
again reduced by arbitration as herein provided, to a sum equal to 
the said cost of manufacturing and distributing said lights, plus said 
allowances for depreciation and profit as aforesaid. 

The decision of a majority of said arbitrators in any of the fore- 
going matters shall be binding on both parties to this agreement. 
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Fourth. If, in case of arbitration as aforesaid, the city shall 
claim and shall give the company not less than sixty days’ notice of 
such claim, that a discovery, invention, or method of producing, dis- 
tributing or converting electricity for arc lights has been made and 
put into successful commercial use, by the adoption and use of which 
the cost of producing, distributing or converting electricity for street 
lights, including interest and depreciation, could be substantially re- 
duced below the cost, including interest and depreciation, at the time 
of such arbitration said city shall, unless said company shall agree to 
adopt the discovery, invention or method in question as soon as 
practicable, have.a right to submit its said claim to said arbitrators, 
who shall, after hearing and considering the evidence and argu- 
ments of the parties thereon, make a finding upon the claim afore- 
said. And if such arbitrators shall sustain such claim, they may 
make a reduction in the price to be charged and paid for lights here- 
under by such an amount as they shall deem to be fair and reason- 
able in view of the facts so found. 

And if the company shall adopt or agree to adopt as soon as 
practicable the discovery, invention, or method named in said notice 
given by the city to the company, the arbitrators shall take said fact 
into consideration in determining the total operating expenses of 
the company and the operating expenses of the company on account 
of the public lights, as provided in clauses (4) and (5) of Article 
Third of this indenture, and shall be governed in fixing said items 
of operating expenses by the expense involved in or the saving to 
come from the future use of the new discovery, invention, or method 
in question, and not by the expense incident to the past use of the 
invention or method supplanted. 

Fifth. The provisions of the contract of February 20, 1894, 
requiring that all globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and 
outside at least three times a week, and that the lamps are to be 
examined at least three times during each night, are hereby 
annulled. Said globes shall be brushed and kept clean to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Lamps. 

Sixth. All the terms, conditions and provisions of the contract 
of February 20, 1894, not affected by this extension and modifica- 
tion thereof, shall remain in full force and effect till the termination 
of the contract as hereby extended. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, said company by its proper officers, 
and said city by its Superintendent of Lamps, both thereto duly 
authorized, have hereunto caused their corporate seals to be set and 
their corporate names to be signed on the twenty-ninth day of 
August, A.D. 1898.

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| LANTERNS. 


The street lanterns used by the department are manufact- 
ured at the department’s shop on Albany street. They are 
made of 14-ounce and 16-ounce copper, tinned on both sides, 
and are of the most substantial and durable character. 
Those used for burning gas are arranged so that the name of 
the street and the number of the house may be inserted 
therein. 

The metal portion of the lantern when broken is repaired 
at the shop, and also all broken glass that cannot be repaired 
on the street. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired during the year there 
has been a large number of lanterns brought to the shop and 
repainted.

They are paid at the rate of $2 per day, and the average 
number of lamps lighted per lamplighter is 72. 

The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the Bartlett 
patent torch, the city having purchased the right to manu- 
facture and use the same. 


LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES. 


The lamplighters are required to light and extinguish the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated on the 
time card, one hour only being allowed for each; to keep 
the lanterns clean and in order at all times; to report at this 
office every defect in either lanterns or fixtures at or before 
9 A.M.; to keep the stop-cocks clean and properly oiled, 
the burners in order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. 
Gas-leaks are to be reported at this office and at the office of 
the gas company when discovered, and a written statement 
is also required every Thursday morning of the work per- 
formed the previous week. Any neglect in the care of 
lanterns or fixtures is considered sufficient cause for immedi- 
ate dismissal. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with 
the necessary ladders, torches, hooks, etc., by the city.
